JAPANESE  CAPTURE  DA  PASS 

AND  MOVE  ON  RUSSIAN  FLANK 


Boston.  Sept.  29.— After  allowing  time 
for  the  communications  In  the  Phelps- 
Gurney  case  to  reach  Washington,  Gov- 
ernor Bates  today  made  public  various 
lettei's  bearing  on  the  matter.  The  gov- 
ernor informed  the  state  department 
that  the  Judgment  against  Gurney  has 
been  vacated  and  the  fines  imposed  re- 
mitted. He  .says  that  Judge  Phelps 
had  expressed  regret  to  the  secretary 
by  letter,  a  copy  of  which  he  forwards, 
together  with  a  statement  by  Judge 
Phelps.  Governor  Bates  suggests  that 
the  attention  of  the  British  ambassador 
be  called  to  the  breach  of  the  laws  of 
Massachusetts,  under  the  belief  that 
the  amb.issador  will  take  such  action 
as.  the  case  d'^mands. 

The  governor  al.-<o  expresses  regret 
that  want  of  knowledge  of  the  law  has 


resulted  In  an  error  of  judicial  author- 
ity in  Massachusetts,  and  expresses  the 
hope  that  the  statement  of  regret  by 
Judge  Phelps  maj''  be  recognized  as  a 
conclusive  disavowal  of  any  intention 
of  Massachusetts  courts  to  ignore  in- 
trenational  law. 


MONSTER  BATTLESHIP

Washington.  Sept.  21>.— The  only  new

PRINCE  SVIATOPOLK-MIRSKY 

ASSUMES  HIS  NEW  POSITION 


Will  Make  Clean  Sweep 

of  Old  Von  Plelive 

Regime. 

New  Minister  Refuses  to 

Have  Any  Connection 

With  Police. 


St.  Petersburg.  Sept.  29.— Prince  Peter 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky  assumed  active  di- 
rection of  the  ministry  of  the  interior 
today.  It  is  already  apparent  that 
there  will  be  almost  a  clean  sweep  of 
the  old  Von  Plehve  regime.  A  number 
of  the  old  lieutenants  of  the  former 
minister  have  resigned.  Both  the  chief 
of  the  gendarmes  and  the  secretary  of 
state  for  Finland,  which  powerful  offi- 
ces the  late  Von  Plehve  accumulated, 
will  be  divorced  from  the  ministry  of 
the   interior,   the   new   minister   having 

firmly  refused  to  have  any  connection 
with  the  police.  M.  Stischinsky,  who. 
as  under  secretary  of  slate  and  di- 
rector of  the  land  department  acted  in 
an  advisory  cajiacity  in  dealing  with 
the  Zemstvos  will,  it  is  understood,  be 
appointed  secretary  of  state  for  Fin- 
land. He  is  distinctly  a  man  of  mod- 
erate views.  (Jen.  Kidzevsky.  it  is  also 
believed,  will  be  chosen  chief  of  the 
gendarmes,  which  will  become  an  in- 
dependent department.

Great  Ship  Built  By  Gov- 
ernment at  New  York 

Navy  Yard. 

Nothing  Occurred  to  Mar 

the  Success  of  the 

Launching. 


New  York,  Sept.  29. — A»  the  bands  on 
the  several  warships  at  the  navy  yard 
played  '"The  Star  Spangled  Banner," 
a  new  United  States  battleship  slid 
down  the  ways  into  the  water  today  at 
11:16,  and  Miss  AUce  Welles,  grand- 
daughter of  President  Lincoln's  sec- 
retary of  the  navy,  broke  a  bottle  of 
champagne  over  the  vessel's  prow, 
naming  it  "Connecticut."  Many  thou- 
sands of  people  witnessed  the  launch- 
ing of  this,  the  tirst  battleship  built 
in  a  government  yard  since  the  ill- 
fated  Maine,  large  crowds  gathering 
at  the  navy  yard  and  at  various  points 
on  the  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  sides 
of  thf  East  river.  More  than  thirty 
thousand  invitations  were  Issued  and 
but  few  were  not  us?ed. 

( >n  this  bridge  just  below  the  christ- 
ening stand.  Naval  Constructor  Bax- 
ter, In  charge  of  the  launching,  was 
connected  by  telephone  with  all  parts 
of  the  ship  and  on  hearing  that  every- 
thing was  ready  he  gave  the  signal  to 
the  workmen,  passed  the  word  to  Miss 
AVelles,  who  broke  the  bottle  of  wine 
against  the  bow,  and  the  great  steel 
hull    was  on   its   way   to  the    water. 

The  last  plate  was  riveted  on  the 
after  turret  yesterday  and  early  today 
Assistant  Constructor  Robinson  with  a 
force  of  men  began  work  removing  the 
after  blocks  and  the  crib  work  und.'r 
the  stern  and  replacing  them  by 
tumbling  shores,  which  furnished  sup- 
port to  the  weight,  but  when  the  ship 
started  to  move,  automatically  relieved 
themselves. 

A  chorus  of  whistles  from  the  vessels 
in  the  harbor  drowned  the  strains  o* 
the  warship's  bands  and  the  big  steel 
hull  rode  safely  on  the  water. 

Uwmg  to  the  rumors  of  the  last  few 
days  of  an  attempt  to  wreck  lh<'  new 
ship  at  the  launching,  there  was  in- 
tense feeling  of  suspense  among  th> 
spectators  and  the  officials  and  em- 
ployes at  the  navy  yards  lest  some- 
thing would  mar  the  ImprtrS.^iveness  ot 
the  ceremony  but  everylhiag  went  oft 
w>-ll. 


SLOCUM  SURVIVORS  DENOUNCE 
REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTORS 

They  Adopt  Resolutions  Declaring  That  the  Whole 
Responsiftifity  of  Disaster  Rests  With  Board  of 
Directors  and  Their  Officers. 


PRINCE    SVIATOPOLK-MIRSKY, 
New  Russian  Minister  of  the  Interior. 


St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  29. — The  speech 
of  Prince  Sviatopolk-Mirsky,  Russian 
minister  of  the  interior,  at  his  reception  \ 
of  oilicials  of  the  ministry  of  the  in- 
terior today  is  bound  to  prodtice  a  deep 
imt>iessii!n  in  Russia  and  be  interpret- 
ed as  the  h  irbinger  of  a  mild  and  broad 


regime.  It  has  a  ring  which  will  be 
welcomed  by  the  liberals.  While  not 
going  into  details  it  practically  reiter- 
ates what  the  minister  said  to  the 
Associated  Press  at  Vilna  Sept.  23 
about  the  emperor's  manifesto  furnish- 
ing the  guiding  spirit  of  his  administra- 
tion. The  following  words  are  consid- 
ered to  be  a  direct  appeal  to  the  peo- 
ple who  have  trust  In  his  regime: 

It  is  my  deep  conviction  that  the 
fruitfulness  of  the  work  of  the  govern- 
ment is  based  upon  the  sincere  good 
will  and  sincere  confidence  which  knits 
its  r^'Iations  tp  the  social  class,  the  in- 
stitutions and  the  people  in  general.

Begin  Ninetecnlli  Annual 

Convention  of  Society 

at  Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  29.— The  nine- 
teenth convention  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  St.  Andrew  began  here  today. 

Prominent  clergymen  and  delegates 
from  every  section  cf  America  are  in 
attendance.  Delegates  are  also  present 
from  England,  Scotland,  Canada  and 
other  foieign  countries. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order 
by  E.  C.  Denton,  of  Rochester,  X.  Y.. 
acting  president  of  the  Brotherhood. 
As  soon  as  organiaztion  had  been  per- 
fected committees  were  appointed  and 
repoits  from  the  general  council,  the 
treasurer  and  the  standing  commlttc-es 
were  received.  Greetings  were  received 
by  the  convention  frcm  England, 
through  George  A.  King,  first  vice 
president  of  the  Brotherhood  in  Eng- 
land and  Rev.  John  H.  Ellison,  vicar  of 
Windsor  and  chaplain  to  the  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  and  King  Edward,  from 
Canada  by  James  A.  Catts,  president 
of  the  Brotherhood  in  Canada,  from 
Japan  by  F.  E.  Wood  and  from  Scot- 
land  by   Arthur  Giles.

The  Connecticut  Is  to  be  fitted  for  use  as 
a  flagship,  and  when  in  commission  will 
carry  42  officers  and  7G1  men.  She  is  not 
to  exceed  $4.21L',000  In  cost. 

This  will  be  the  third  vessel  to  bear  the 
name  of  Connecticut  in  the  ITnlted  States 
navy.  The  first  was  built  at  MIddletown, 
Conn.,  In  1798.  The  second  was  a  wooden 
side-wheeler,  purchased  in  1861  and  used 
during  the  civil  war.  This  vessel  cost 
?200.000  and  was  sold  at  auction  in  1SG5  for 
$131,000. 


The  Mikado's  Army  at  Last  Has 
Begun  Offensive  Movements. 

Several  Otlier  Passes  on  Da  Range 
Are  In  tlie  Hands  of  Japs. 

Kuropatkin  Is  Drawing  Forces  to 
Less  Mountainous  Country. 

The  Japanese  have  again  resumed  the  offensive  and  today's  dis- 
patches indicate  that  sharp  fighting  may  be  soon  expected  southeast  of 
Mukden.  St.  Petersburg  hears  that  the  Japanese  have  taken  Da  pass, 
a  strategic  point  in  the  mountain  range  about  45  miles  southeast  of 
Mukden.  Several  other  passes  are  now  in  their  hands.  It  is  believed  in 
St.  Petersburg  that  Kuropatkin  is  withdrawing  his  force  to  the  less 
rugged  country  to  the  northwest  of  Mukden,  where  he  may  decide  to 
give  battle.  Japan  has  amended»her  conscription  regulations  in  a  man- 
ner which  will  increase  her  available  fighting  force  by  about  200,000 
men.  A  new  scheme  of  divisional  organization  is  also  contemplated.

Charleston,  S.  C.  Sept.  29.— The  At- 
lantic Coast  lines  Florida  limited  today 
collided  with  a  local  passenger  train 
out  of  Charleston,  five  miles  frcm  the 
city.  A  fireman  was  killed  and  sev- 
eral people  were  injured. 


St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  29. — News  has 
been  received  here  from  Mukden  to  the 
effect  that  the  Japanese  have  at  last 
begun  the  offensive.  They  have  cap- 
tured Da  pass  and  are  pressing  on  Gen. 
Kuropatkin's  left  flank.  The  war  office 
is  unable  to  confirm  this  officially,  be- 
cause Kuropatkin's  dispatches  are  fol- 
lowing the  emperor,  but  the  As.sociated 
Press  is  informed  by  the  general  staff 

that  all  indications  point  to  the  news 
being  correct.  It  is  believed  the  Rus- 
sians abandoned  Da  pass  without  seri- 
ous resistance.  Several  other  passes 
of  the  Da  range,  eastward  of  Bentsia- 
putze  (twenty  miles  southeast  of  Muk- 
den) are  also  in  the  hands  of  Japan- 
ese. 

Kuropatkin  is  evidently  drawing  in 
his  forces  to  the  less  mountainous 
country  in  the  northwestward,  where 
he  may  decide  to  give  battle.  In  the 
meanwhile  sharp  fighting  is  regarded 
.lb  imminent  southea.^t  of  Mukden, 
whence  the  Japanese  are  expected  to 
deliver  their  main  attack,  the  flank 
movement  from  the  west  being  of  sec- 
ondary importance. 

Da  pass,  or  Ta  pass,  meaning  great 
pass,  is  situated  about  forty-five  miles 
southerist  of  Mukden  and  about  the 
same  distance  northesat  of  Liao  Yang. 
It  is  about  twenty-five  miles  south  of 
the    Hun    river. 

The  Japanese  attacked  Da  pass, 
which  was  occupied  by  troops  of  Gen- 
erals Mistchenko  and  Samsonoff  on 
Sept.  24,  but  accordin.g  to  distances 
from  Harbin  were  twice  repulsed.

WINTER  EQllPMENTS. 
London,  Sept.  29.— The  Dally  Mairs 
Liao  Yang  correspondent,  telegraphing 
Sept.  23,  says:  "The  winter  equipmerit 
for  the  Japanese  troops  is  complete'-. 
Fresh  supplies  of  ammunition  have  ar- 
rived and  the  army  is  ready  to  march 
at  a  moment's  notice.  The  personal 
treatment  of  the  foreign  correspondents 
with  the  Japanese  has  been  completely 
revolutionized.  " 


MUST  SERVE  TEN  YEARS. 
Tokio,  Sept.  29. — The  emergency  or- 
dinance amending  the  army  conscrip- 
tion law  was  gazetted  today.  It  ex- 
tends the  service  of  the  second  reserv- 
ists from  five  to  ten  years  and  abol- 
ishes the  distinction  between  the  first 
and  second  reserve  conscripts.  R'^serv- 
ists  will  be  retired  at  the  age  of  37.  A 
contemplated  increase  in  the  army  in- 
volves a  new  scheme  of  divisional  or- 
ganiiiation,  the  plan  of  which  has  not 
yet    been   disclosed.

OVER  A  MILLION  MEN 

Is   Russia's   Calculation     of 
Japan's  Fighting  Strength. 

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  29.— The  Ru.ss 
makes  calculatim  of  Japan's  fighting 
strength  from  which  it  concludes  that 
the  Japanese  have  a  reserve  of  1,100,000 
men  upon  w  hich  to  draw  to  till  up  their 
battalions  decimated  in  the  field.  It 
says  the  critics  have  been  all  along 
deceived  both  by  the  difference  in  the 
Japanese  army  on  a  war  and  on  a 
peace  footing  and  by  the  statistics  of 
the  able-bodied  men  fitted  to  respond 
to  a  call  for  military  service.  Russia, 
the  Russ  says,  must  reckon  upon  an 
effective  foe  over  1,000,000  strong  when 
organizing  her  forces  to  meet  the  Jap- 
anese in  the  far  East. 

OUTPOST  SKIRMISHES 

Now  About  the  Only  Move- 
ment at  the  Front. 

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  29.— Movements 
at  the  front,  so  far  as  disclosed  by  the 
meager  dispatches  received  here,  are 
confined  almost  to  continuous  outpost 
skirmishes,  by  means  of  whic  h  Gen. 
Kuropatkin  is  keeping  in  c!o.«e  touch 
with  the  Japanese  along  the  whole  of 
tneir  front.  Field  Marshal  Oyama's 
advance  appears  to  be  extremely  de- 
liberate. There  are  no  indications  as 
yet  that  he  has  begun  to  overlap  Rus- 
sian positions. 

The  superiority  of  the  Russian  cav- 
alry is  beginning  to  be  apparent.  They 
have  had  the  liest  of  it  in  a  number 
of  minor  encounters. 

It  appears  that  Gen.  Rennenkampfs 
movement  to  the  southward,  on  Sept. 
19,  extended  beyond  the  distance  indi- 
cated by  first  reports.  His  Cossacks 
made  a  rapid  sweep  on  Sept.  22  and 
.struck  a  Japanese  force  at  Bensihu, 
threatening  their  commtlnications  and 
causing  considerable  exciteinent. 

Reinforcements   are   rapidly   arriving 


Chicago,  Sept.  29.— A  temporary  re- 
straining order  against  nineteen  ticket 
brokers  has  been  entered  by  Judge 
Grosscup  in  the  United  States  circuit 
court. 

The  order  enjoins  the  brokers  from 
dealing  in  any  railroad  tickets  or  the 
unused  portions  thereof,  which  by  th?? 
terms  thereof  are  non-transferable. 

Judge  Grosscup's  order  takes  in  n'^ar- 
ly  every  round  trip  ticket,  the  unused 
or  return  portions  of  which  are  the 
ticket  brokers'  chief  stock  in  trade. 


FORMER  SENATOR

of  Bobrikoff. 

St.  Poter.sburg,  Sept.  29.— It  is  under- 
stood in  an  authoritative  quarter  that 
strong  evidence  has  been  discovered 
that  Former  Senator  Schaumann. 
father  of  Eugene  Waldemtir  Schau- 
mann, the  assassin  of  Governor  Gen- 
eral Bobrikoff.  has  been  found  to  have 
been  implicated  in  the  crime.  If  ad- 
judged guilty  he  will  be  subject  to  iiff- 
prisonment  for  from   two  to  six  years. 

CONI)ITIONS_IN  PERU 

Are   Most  Favorable  at  the 
Present  Time. 

New   York,    Sept.   29.— Conditions     in 

Peru,   political     and     industrial,     were 

never  mere  favorable  than  now,  accord- 
ing to  Irving  B.  Dudley,  the  American 
mini.-^ter  to  that  country,  who  has  just 
returned  to  spend  a  few  weeks  at  his 
home  in  California.  Toward  the  ITnlted 
States  there  is  an  especial  feeling  of 
good  will,  he  says.  Commerce  with  this 
country,  already  one  of  Peru's  largest 
interests,  is  steadily  on  the  Increase.

Wa.shington,  Sept.  29.— Acting  Secre- 
tary of  State  Loomis  has  cabled  Consul 
General  Goodnow  at  Shanghai  permis- 
sion to  return  Immediately  to  the  Uni- 
ted States  to  answer  charges  preferred 
against  him,  of  maladministration  of 
the  affairs  in  his  oflUce. 

All  the  papers  in  the  case  are  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Pierce,  the  third  assist- 
ant secretary  of  state,  who  has  just 
begun  the  preparation  of  a  report  to 
the  president  on  the  subject.  The 
effect  of  the  decision  to  allow  Mr.  Good- 
now to  be  heard  personally  will  be  to 


postpone  final  action  in  his  case  until 
near  the  end  of  the  year.  Meanwhile 
Mr.  Pierce  will  devote  himself  to  the 
preparation  of  that  part  of  the  report 
dealing  generally  with  the  subject  of 
needed  reforms  In  the  American  con- 
sulate«s  in  the  Orient,  for  it  Is  clear  to 
the  assistant  secretary  from  hia  per- 
sonal observations  of  conditions  there 
last  summer  that  the  whole  consular 
system  requires  most  radical  changes. 
To  inaugurate  these  will  require  con- 
grresslonal  action  and  the  pret>-Jent'« 
approval.

Scheme. 

Minneapolis,  Sept.  29 — (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Sir  Thomas  G.  Shaugnessy, 
president  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  rail- 
road and  formerly  a  railroad  official  in 

the  United  States,  was  in  Minneapolis 
yesterday,  on  a  homeward  trip,  after 
HoOO  miles  of  travel  with  a  party  of 
distinguished  men,  who  have  been  in- 
specting the  lines  of  the  Canadian  sys- 
tem. 

Regarding  the  vast  scheme  of  irriga- 
tion for  the  relief  of  the  country  about 
Calgary,  Sir  Thomas  said  that  at  pres- 
ent 3C>0,000  acres  would  receive  benefit. 
The  plan  is  to  dig  a  net  work  of  tren- 
ches, receiving  water  from  the  Elbow 
river,  at  Calgary.  These  trenches  will 
be  twenty  feet  wide  and  ten  feet  deep. 

'Our  irrigation  plans  for  the  relief  of 
the  Calgary  coimtry  and  other  portions 
will  involve  an  expenditure  of  approxi- 
mately $8,000,000  or  $9,000,0v0.  As  to  the 
extension,  we  are  doing  a  little  some- 
thing all  the  time,"  said  he.

The  Great  Northern  has  a  train 
up  leaving  St.  Paul  at  9  a.  m.  and  one 
down  leaving  Duluth  at  3:46  p.  m.,  while 
the  Northern  Pacific  has  a  night  train  in 
each  direction  and  the  Northern  Pacific 
ha.s  also  day  trains,  but  these  four  trains 
are  not  considered  in  the  deal,  excepting 
to  remain  in  service  and  act  as  carriers 
of  the  travelers,  who  would  be  compelled 
to  take  them  by  reason  of  the  taking  oft" 
of    the    other    trains. 

No  official  confirmation  of  the  story 
can  be  gotten  locally,  where  it  is  denied. 
It  is  generally  conceded,  however,  that 
there  are  plenty  of  trains  in  both  direc- 
tions between  the  Twin  Cities  and  Du- 
luth, eight  each  way  being  the  number. 
The  Great  Northern  has  three,  the  North- 
ern Pacific  three  and  the  Omaha  two,  but 
the  last  named  road,  being  the  long  line 
and  having  but  two  trains  each  way,  has 
not  been  asked  to  take  any  part  In  the 
deal. 

The  Omaha  cannot  compete  with  the 
other  roads  in  the  matter  of  time  in  the 
service  to  the  Twin  Cities,  without 
straining  itself,  for  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  the  Great  Northern  have  the  short 
lines,  but  if  they  were  to  reduce  their 
time,  instead  of  their  train  service,  it 
would  no  doubt  come  to  the  fore  with  ad- 
vantageous rates  which  would  make  the 
selection  of  its  trains,  despite  their  longer 
mileage,   a  matter   of  profit   tp   travelers. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Omaha  would  no 
doubt  welcome  any  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  trains  run  by  its  competitors,  as 
this  might  tend  to  give  it  a  larger  share 
of  the  business  than  It  gets  now,  as  by 
the  change  rumored  It  would  remain  with 
the  same  number  of  trains  each  way  as 
are  run   by   the  other   two   lines. 

While  there  are  admittedly  as  many 
trains  between  the  three  cities  as  the  tra- 
vel justifies,  as  to  whether  the  time  is  as 
fast  as  praqtlcabl  or  the  convenience  of 
hours  consumed  by  the  trains,  these  are 
matters  for  debate.  The  mileage  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Great  Northern 
would  permit  them  to  make  much  better 
time  than  they  do,  but  it  is  evident  they 
do  not  reduce  their  running  time  out  of 
consideration  for  the  Omalia,  unless  fears 
of  introduction  of  lower  rates  by  the  long 
line  are  the  cause. 

It  is  presumed  if  the  Great  Northern 
has  proposed  such  a  deal  to  tiie  Northern 
Pacific  as  to  take  off  its  day  trains  and 
have  the  Northern  Pacific  take  off  its 
night  trains,  that  the  former  line's  pas- 
senger earnings  are  considered  as  not 
ju.stifying  thee  ontinuation  of  all  the 
trains  it  is  now  running.  On  the  other 
hand,  every  fall  brings  a  new  crop  of 
rumors  about  changes  in  train  service,  as 
the  fall  time  tables  usually  bring  with 
them  some  alterations  in  the  arrange- 
ments, and  prognostications  at  this  lime 
are  rather  hazardous. 

CARS  NOTPLENTIFUL. 

Barely  Enough  In  West  For 
Present  Receipts. 

No  doubt  of  a  car  shortage  in  North  Da- 
kota exists  In  tlie  mind  of  George  H.  An- 
thony,   agent    of    the    Wisconsin    Central. 

who  has  just  returned  from  there.  That 
is  to  say,  there  are  barely  enough  cars 
out  there  now  to  move  the  grain  that  l.s 
being  offered,  and  If  the  proportionate 
Increase  in  shipments  continues,  there 
will  be  a  decidedly  heavy  call  on  rail- 
road.=;  for  cars  that  they  will  be  unable 
to  furnish. 

Asked  as  to  how  the  wheat  crop  ap- 
peared out  that  way  Mr.  Anthony  said  it 
was  very  good,  much  better  than  he  had 
anticipated,  although  it  wa,s  impossible 
to  tell  exactly  how  the  output  would  sum 
up. 

Railroads  are  giving  preference  to  the 
carrying  of  wheat  to  those  people  out 
there,  as  far  as  they  are  able  to  consist- 
ently do  so,"  said  Mr.  Anthony.  "A  man 
who  hafe  wheat  in  his  elevat^or  to  Its  full- 
est capacity  cannot  accept  any  more 
wheat  from  the  farmer.  "The  farmer,  on 
the  other  hand  has  no  elevjitor  In  which 
to  put  his  wheat,  or  no  bin— at  least,  he 
has  no  place  worth  speaking  of  in  which 
to  store  the  product— so  that  If  he  has  600 
bushels  of  wheat  at  a  dollar  a  bushel 
which  stays  on  his  hands  and  cannot  be 
marketed,  he  l.«f  done  out  of  that  much 
purchasing  power. 

"So  he  is  unable  to  buy  a  certnfn 
amount  of  goods  that  he  might  otherwise 
have  taken  from  the  storkc^cprs  and  the 
storekeepers  are  conse<itientIy  prevented 
from  making  sales  to  that  same  extent. 
That  means  that  they  will  have  less  de- 
mand for  goods  to  be  shipped  to  them, 
or  will  not  have  the  money  with  which 
to  pay  for  them.  If  they  hes'tate  to  buy. 
or  do  not  buy,  the  railro.ius  are  kept  from 
just  so  much  traffic,  so  that  the  proposi- 
tion works  around  to  a  point  where  the 
railroad  is  Jiffected  if  it  does  not  do  all 
in  Its  power  to  keep  the  situation  from 
beeomlng  oppressive   to  those  people. 

"My  entire  trip  has  been  one  where  It 
was  wet  and  cloudy  and  this  Duluth  sun 
that  i  got  acquainted  with  is  practically 
the  iiret  since  I  went  away.  It  ralnei 
very  hard  nearly  every  place.  At  Wiih- 
peton  the  other  night  we  had  three  and  a 
quarter  Inches  of  rain  In  an  hour  and  a 
half,  and  that's  some  rain,  please  remem- 
ber. But  with  all  this  wet  weather  I  think 
the  crops  have  fare<l  exceedinely  well,  fiir 
there  has  been  no  wind.  With  heavy 
rains  on  the  fields  and  wind  to  blow  the 
wheat  over  so  that  the  heads  will  He  In 
the  wet  and  get  badly  soaked  it  Is  ruin- 
ous to  the  wheat.  But  as  long  as  there 
is  no  wind  and  the  wheat  stands  up  it 
protects  Itself  pretty  well  from  the  rain, 
which  It  simply  sheds.  So  the  situation 
out  in  the  wheat  belt  is  by  no  means  as 
bad  as  it  might  be,  according  to  my  obser- 
vation. 

"A.l  the  farmers  are  very  anxious  to  get 
their  wheat  to  the  elevators  as  scon  a.s 
they  can.  for  with  the  market  up  around 
the  dollar  mark  every  rnan  wants  to 
get  his  wheat  marketed  at  as  early  an  op- 
portunity as  possible.  All  the  elevators 
are  busy  out  that  way.  and  It's  small  won- 
der they  should  be.  It  isn't  often  that 
f.nrmers  are  able   to  get   a  dollar  a  bush- 


el for  No.  3  grade  of  wheat,  as  they  are 
now,  or  rathef  wfireja  few  days  ago,  for 
they  are  not  gettlny  it  now. 

"There  are  some  of  the  farmers  I  think 
who   are   to   blame   for   the    loss  on    their 
wheat,  as  they  will  not  stack  it,  because 
of  the  expense.    Many  of  them  leave  it  in 
the  shock  and  this  risk  is  often  one  that 
brings  disaster   to  the  grain.     Of  course, 
the  great  majority  of  tne  farmers,  espe-  f 
'clally  those  \i^ho  farm   <»   a  large  scale,  '' 
have  tneir  crop  stacked  Ms  fast  as  -they  ! 
can,  Instead  of  waiting  wr  the  thrashing/ 
to  be  done  directly  |iom  the  shock.  I 

"Of  course  there  le  some  talk  of  poli- 
tics affecting  conditions  out  in  that  coun- 
try and  some  of  the  people  are  afraid  to 
make  a  move  lest  the  campaign  situation 
will  turn  out  unpdeasantly  for  the  coun- 
try. But  such  people  are  in  the  minority, 
decidedly,  and  most  of  the  farmers  are 
going  along  and  believing  that  the  coun- 
try Is  not  going  to  the  dogs-  whether  the 
next  president  is  on©  candidate  or  an- 
other.^' 

LOGGING  ROAD  REPORT. 

Duluth   &  Norlhern  Minne- 
sota's Annual  Report. 

According  to  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press, 
the  report  filed  with  the  state  railroad 
and  warehouse  commission  by  the  Duluth 
&  Northern  Minnesota  road  shows  the 
percentage  of  operating  expenses  to  gross 
earnings  as  increasing  from  78  to  87.(3  per 
cent  the  past  year,  'i'he  road  is  a  logging 
road  running  from  Knife  River  69  miles 
northeast  to  the  logging  camps,  and  from 
Nestor  15  miles  northeast  to  logging 
camps.  The  gross  earnings  were  |2a0,605 
as  compared  with  $170,li32  for  1903.  The 
operating  expenses  increased  from  $132,387 
In  1908  to  $:;02,0i!4.  Th»  net  income  was 
$28,521,  a  decrease  of  $;il63  as  compared 
with  1903.  The  road  paid  no  dividend,  but 
expended  some  $36,000  In  permanent  im- 
provements, charged  to  the  income  ac- 
count, leaving  a  deficit  for  the  year  of 
$11,477,  and  reducing  the  surplus  from 
$172,027.76  on  July  31,  190",  to  $lt»,B50.76  on 
July  31,  1904.  The  freight  receipts  were 
$•228,939,  as  compared  with  $170,032  in  1903, 
and  the  passenger  receipts  Increased 
from  11137  in  19t)3  to  $5774  in  1904.  The  earn- 
ings pep  mile  decreased  from  $800.95  In  1903 
to  $5'^.04  In  1904. 

The  road  expended  $93  088  on  new  con- 
struction during  the  year,  which  was  not 
charged  to  the  income  account.  No  ex- 
penditures were  made  for  equipment  ex- 
cept those  charged  to  tlje  income  account 
as  permanent  improvements.  The  road 
has  $200,<X)0  of  Its  capital  stock  Issued,  and 
has  no  funded  debt.  The  road'p  current 
liabilities  decreased  from  $468,169  in  1903  to 
$411,622  in  1904.

MARRIEDJO  GIRLS. 

Women  Masqueraded   As   a 
Man  For  Many  Years. 

It  is  doubted  here  if  any  woman  mas- 
querading as  a  man,  ever  had  a  more 
extraordinary  career  than  Catherine 
Coome,  says  the  London  Telegrraph. 
She  it  is  whose  arrest  the  other  day 
brought  out  the  fact  that  for  the  last 
50  years  she  has  worn  man's  clothing, 
done  man's  work  and  everywhere  pas- 
sed as  a  man.  She  is  devoted  to  her 
pipe,  too,  in  which  she  smokes  the 
strongest  kind  of  tobacco.  Strangest 
of  all,  however,  Catherine  Coome  has 
been  twice  married  as  a  member  of 
the  sterner  sex.  Three  times  in  all 
has  she  entered  the  bonds  of  wfedlock, 
but  on  the  first  occasion,  as  a  maid  of 
15,  she  wedde<l  a  man.  That  mar- 
riage turned  out  unhappily,  and  she 
resolved  never  to  repeat  the  experi- 
ment. Tlie  second  time,  in  the  role  of 
a  man,  she  married  a  woman  and  was 
rewarded  with  four  years  of  domestic 
bliss.  The  third  tlrfie  she  again  mar- 
ried a  V.Oman,  and  for  22  years  this 
strange,  but  happy,  matrimony  partner- 
ship was  maintained,  until  the  death 
of  her  "wife"  made  her  once  more — 
should  one  say  a  "widow"  or  "widow- 
er?" 

Only  once  before  her  recent  arrest, 
she  declares,  was  her  sex  detected. 
She  has  been  a  captain'.s  clerk,  and 
in  that  capacity  and  subsequently  ai; 
a  painter  and  decorator  on  the  P.  and 
O.  Co.'s  steamers  has  sailed  over  many 
seas  and  seen  much  of  the  world.  On 
shore  she  maintained  herself  and  the 
partners  of  her  joys  and  sorrows  for 
many  years  as  a  house  painter.  And 
finally,  as  a  fitting  climax  to  her  ca- 
leer.  she  has  elicited  from  a  magistrate 
the  statement  that  there  Is  no  ia,w  in 
England    under    which    a    woman    con 


be  restricted   from   donndng  masculine 
attire. 

She  come  of  a  good  family.  Her 
father  was  a  man  of  erome  means  and 
a  well-known  member  of  the  Somerset 
and  Devon  Hunt.  She  was  educa.ted 
at  a  young  ladles'  seminary  in  Chelten- 
ham, and  before  she  wag  16  she  mar- 
ried her  first  cousin,  Percival  Coonie. 
He  was  22  years  older  than  herself, 
and,  according  to  her  description  of 
him  a  thoroughgoing  scajnp.  Jle 
cruelly  ill-used  her,  kept  her  under 
lock  and  key  and  even  out  off  her  hair 
and  sold  it.  She  vowed  after  that  she 
would  never  let  It  grow  long  again, 
nor  did  she.  Several  times  she  ran 
y,w'ay  from  him,  but  he  always  caught 
her  and  made  her  suffer  for  It. 

It  was  after  one  of  ttiese  experi- 
ences that  she  hit  upon  the  idea  ot 
disguising  heiself  In  male  attire  that 
she  might  the  better  hide  from  him. 
She  was  18  theh.  and  the  chang'e  of 
costume  made  her  look  like  a  bright 
and  handsome  lad.  It  was  before  the 
days  of  pursers,  and  she  deadily  ob- 
tained a  position  as  a  captain's  clerk, 
a  billet  which  insured  her  safety  from 
her  husband's  pursuit.  For  three  and 
a  half  years  she  held  this  i)ositlou 
on  the  same  vShip  and  no  one  suspected 
her  secret.  The  only  embarrassment 
she  sufferecJ,  she  says,  was  from  the 
attention  of  feminine  passengers,  wlio 
persisted  in  falling  in  love  with  her. 
One  of  them,  an  actress,  and  a  famous 
one  in  her  time,  actually,  she  declares, 
besought  her  on  bended  knees  to  be- 
come her  husband. 

"My  legs  were  then  scarcely  use  1 
to  trc-users,"  she  says,  "and  I  told  her 
I  was  only  a  girl.  Her  love  then 
changed  to  friendship,  and  my  staunch 
friend   she   remained   until   she   died." 

On  her  lafit  voyage  on  the  ship,  ac- 
cording to  her  story,  a  girl  fell  so 
desperately  in  love  with  her  that  when 
pt>rt  wa»  reached  she  refused  to  go 
home.  By  this  time,  Catherine  had 
grown  accustomed  to  her  man  role, 
and  such  a  trifling  matter  as  love 
of  a  majd  no  longer  upset  her.  She 
got  rid  of  the  girl  by  sending  a  tele- 
gram to  her  father,  a  country  rector, 
asking  him  to  take  his  too  susceptible 
daughter    home. 

After  leaving  the  sea,  still  disguised 
as  a  man,  she  apprenticed  her&elf  to 
a  house  painter  and  in  five  years  mas- 
tered the  trade  and  went  to  work  on 
it   on  her  own  account. 

"In  my  'prentice  days,"  she  relates, 
"my  love  affairs  were  many,  and  when 
I  had  won  a  home  of  my  own  the 
memory  of  them  set  me  thinking.  I 
loved  h<'me  life  and  I  wanted  my  home 
kept  nice.  I  couldn't  do  both  man's 
and  woman's  work  at  the  same  time. 
Put  as,  so  far  as  the  world  Is  con- 
ctrned,  I  had  become  a  man,  I  could 
not  ask  a  woman  to  live  with  me  mere- 
ly as  a  companion.  Turning  the  mat- 
ter over  in  my  mind,  I  came  to  the 
ecnclusion  thiU  there  was  no  good  rea- 
son why  I  should  iwt  marry  a  woman 
and  in  that  way  obtain  the  compan- 
k.<nshjp  and  domestic  assistance.  I 
needed.  So  I  went  a-courting  in 
earnest." 

The  result  was  a  wedding  at  St. 
Margaret's  church,  near  Westminster 
Abbey,  between  "Charles  Wilson,"  the 
man-name  assumed  by  Catherine,  and 
Annie  Rldgwjiy,  who  had  been  a  lady's 
maid    to    Lady    Campbell. 

"Annie,"  she  says'.  "loved  me  .sc  dc- 
\x>tedly  and  unselfishly  that  we  lived 
an  entirely  happy  married  life  for  four 
years  when  to  my  great  sorrow  she 
died."  • 

Catherine  was  not  long  in  seekiiis 
consolation  in  a  second  wife,  chtiosinff 
this  time  a  dressmaker. 

"My  second  wife."  she  says,  "was 
as  true  to  me  as  my  first  had  been. 
I  do  not  believe  that  a  couple  were 
ever  so  happy  as  we  were  for  the  2z 
years  that  she  lived  after  our  marriage. 
It  was  toward  the  end  of  thie  hapity 
period  of  her  life  that,  work  on  shore 
as  a  house  painter  being  slack,  Cath- 
erine obtained  a  position  as  fuiinter 
and  decorator  with  the  P.  &  O.  com- 
pany, and  made  several  voyages  on 
their  steamships. 

"It  was  not  always  easy  work,"  she 
states.  "Fancy  having  to  be  hoLslod 
to  the  masthead  on  a  freezing  morning 
with  a  paint  pot  held  in  my  teeth! 
No  wonder  that  I  met  with  several 
accidents  and  at  last  broke  three  ribs." 
"It  was  here,  '  she  says,  "that  it  was 
found  out  for  the  first  time  since  I 
had  adopted  men's  clothing  that  I  was 
a  woman.  It  was  discovered  because 
I  hit  <"ne  of  the  men  who  wanted  to 
strip  nie  for  bathing." 

Catherirre  had  to  submit  to  the  hum- 
IMation  of  women's  clothes  after  that 
while  she  remained  in  the  workhouao, 
but  she  vv-us  aJ lowed  to  depart  in  mas- 
culine garb.  However,  finding  work 
at  her  trade  hard  to  get,  she  soon  doji- 
ned  the  petticoats  again  on  her  own 
account  and  made  a  voyage  to  Aus- 
tralia and  back  as  a  .stewarde.ss.  When 
ashore  once  more  she  resumed  her 
trousers,  but,  having  illness  and  th.' 
infirmities  of  age  to  contend  with,  shi 
could  get   no  steady  employment. 

At  last  she  was  arrested  for  drunk- 
enness when,  she  declares,  she  was 
only  faint  from  hunger.  It  led  to  the 
disclosure  of  her  life  story,  and.  It  Is 
pleasant  to  record,  in  consequence  some 
men  of  means  have  become  Interested 
In  her  and  what  remains  to  her  of  llfQ 

phe  is  now  68— will  be  made  ideasant 

for  her.  Her  unique  experiences  have 
not  given  her  a  very  high  opinion  of 
her  own  sex  despite  the  fact  that  her 
two  wives  turned  out  so  much  better 
than  her  husband. 

•My  strange  life  as  ma^n-woman," 
she  says,  "has  given  me  an  opportun- 
ity of  judging  women  such  as-  I  sup- 
pose no  other  wcman  ever  had.

YOUNGEST  OF  NATIONS. 

Some  Information  Concerning 
Republic  of  Panama. 

The  breaking  out  of  a  quarrel  between 
MinlBter  Barrett  and  Rear  Admiral  Walk- 
er, chairman  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  com- 
mission, as  to  the  conduct  of  atfalrs  in 
the  canal  zone  has  called  attention  once 
more  to  what  Consul  General  Gudger 
magnlloquently  calls  in  a  report  to  the 
state  department  "the  youngest  member 
in   the  galaxy   of   nations.  " 

In  the  Interval  since  Panama  dropped 
out  of  sight  the  process  of  making  a  gov- 
ernment has  gone  forward.  The  new  na- 
tio  nhas  a  constitution  much  like  ours, 
a  president,  three  vice  presidents  and  a 
judiciary.  It  has  seven  provinces,  whose 
names   and  capitals   are   as   follows:

In  each  of  the  provinces  there  is  a 
governor— "alcalde"— together  with  other 
necessary   officials. 

Panama  has  one  railroad  straight  across 
the  Isthmus  from  Panama  to  Colon.  It 
cost  only  $7,500,000  and  was  owned  by  the 
French  company  until  Uncle  Siim  bought 
thirty-four   thirty-fifths   of  the   stocJt. 

Panama  levies  duties  of  15  per  cent 
upon  ordinary  dry  goods  and  groceries 
and  much  higher  upon  liquors. 

The  country,  little  as  It  looks  upon  the 
map,  has  the  area  of  Maine  and  the  poy- 
ulatlort  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Its 
people  are  nearly  all^^ilored  or  mestizo; 
h.m  of  them  are  Jamaicans,  in  color 
black  and  by  allegiance  British  subjects.

In  Panama  and  Colon  the  temperature

enheit; the  average  is  perliaps  80  degrees. 
The  nights  are,  as  a  rule,  cool  and  pleas- 
ant. The  rainfall  in  Colon  is  from  82  to 
155  inches,  the  average  being  about  l_b 
Inches-three  times  as  much  as  iii  New 
York.  In  Panama  the  rainfall  Is  from  47 
to  90  inches,  the  average  being  TO  inches.

Probably  the  number  of  motor  cyt-les  is 
even  greater  than  appears,  as  it  is  a  not 
uncommon  practice  for  ownei-s  of  cycles 
to  take  out  a  car  license,  which  costs  the 
same  as  a  cycle  license  and  includes  the 
right  to  ride  the  smaller  machine. 

SALMON  DIE  AFTER  SPAWNING. 
Observations  for  a  long  series  uf 
years  have  determined  the  fact  that  all 
species  of  our  Western  salmon  die  alter 
they  have  spawned,  and  this  noi  only 
occurs  among  those  that  travel  hun- 
dreds of  miles  from  the  ocean  to  iheir 
spring-fed  bridal  streams,  but  with 
those  that  spawn  within  compara- 
tively short  distances  from  the  sea, 
says  Field  and  Stream.  For  a  kng 
time  these  salmon  were  supposed, 
after  spawning,  to  float  down  stream, 
tall  foremost,  and  apparently  recruit, 
like  the  "kilts,"  or  spent  individuals,  of 
the  Atlantic  species,  in  the  deeper  sec- 
tions before  going  again  to  the  salt 
waters  and  remaining  there  until  the 
spawning  instinct  again  Impelled  them 
to  visit  the  fresh  waters. 

The  abrased  condition  of  the  body  of 
the  salmon  when  seen  on  the  spawning 
beds  was  for  years  thought  to  be 
caused  by  the  perils  of  the  journey  to 
the  spawning  ground  through  jumping 
the  falls,  breasting  the  rugged  and 
rocky  ways  of  turbulent  rapids,  shoul- 
dering and  crowding  each  other  in  the 
narrow  channels,  the  instinct  of  repro- 
duction animating  them  to  lead  rather 
than  follow  the  great  shoals  to  the 
spawning  beds.  This  theory  has  been 
abandoned  by  many  prominent  ichthy- 
ologists, and  the  numerous  papers  on 
the  subject  of  the  Pacific  salmon  tend 
to  show  that  they  die  immediately  after 
spawning  and  that  the  abrasions  on 
their  bodies  are  caused  by  fighting  one 
another  on  the  beds.

IRRIGATION 

IN  CANADA 

Around  Calgary  Will  Be 

Undertaken  on  Vast 

Scheme, 

Minneapolis,  Sei)t.  29 — (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Sir  Thomas  G.  Shaugnessy, 
president  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  rail- 
road and  formerly  a  railroad  official  in 

the  United  States,  was  in  Minneapolis 
ye^^terday,  on  a  homeward  trip,  after 
S<tOO  miles  of  travel  with  a  party  of 
ditftinjjuished  men,  who  have  been  in- 
specting the  lines  of  the  Canadian  sys- 
tem. 

Ilegnrding  the  va.st  scheme  of  irriga- 
tion for  the  relief  of  the  country  about 
Calgary,  Sir  Thomas  said  that  at  pres- 
ent 3OO.U00  acres  would  receive  honelit. 
The  plan  Is  to  dig  a  net  work  of  tren- 
ches, receiving  water  from  the  Elbow 
river,  at  Calgary.  These  trenches  will 
be  twenty  feet  wide  and  ten  feet  deep. 

'Our  irrigation  plans  for  the  relief  of 
the  Caigary  country  and  other  portions 
will  involve  an  expenditure  of  approxi- 
mately $8,000,000  or  $9,000,000.  As  to  the 
extension,  we  are  doing  a  little  some- 
thing all  the  tnne,"  said  he.

The  Great  Northern  has  three,  the  North- 
ern Pacific  three  and  the  Omaha  two,  but 
the  la.st  named  road,  being  the  long  line 
and  having  but  two  trains  each  way,  has 
not  been  asked  to  take  any  part  In  the 
deal. 

The  Omaha  cannot  compete  with  the 
other  roads  in  the  matter  of  time  in  the 
service  to  the  Twin  Cities.  without 
straining  itself,  for  the  Northern  Pacllic 
and  the  Great  Northern  have  the  short 
lines,  but  if  they  were  to  reduce  their 
time,  Instead  of  their  train  service,  it 
would  no  doubt  come  to  the  fore  with  ad- 
vantageous rates  which  would  make  the 
selection  of  its  trains,  despite  their  longer 
mileage,  a  matter  of  profit  tp  travelers. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Omaha  would  no 
doubt  welcome  any  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  trains  run  by  its  competitors,  as 
this  might  tend  to  give  it  a  larger  share 
of  the  business  than  It  gets  now,  a.s  hy 
the  change  rumored  It  would  remain  witU 
the  same  number  of  trains  each  way  as 
are   run   by    the   other   two   lines. 

While  there  are  admittedly  as  many 
trains  between  the  three  cities  as  the  tra- 
vel ju.'^tilies,  as  to  whether  the  time  is  as 
fast  as  pra(;tlcabl  or  the  convenience  of 
liours  consumed  by  the  trains,  these  are 
matters  for  debate.  The  mileage  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Great  Northern 
woidd  permit  them  to  make  much  better 
time  than  they  do,  but  It  is  evident  they 
do  not  reduce  their  running  time  out  of 
consideration  for  the  Omalia,  unles.s  fears 
of  introduction  of  lower  rates  by  the  long 
line  are  the  cause. 

It  is  presumed  if  the  Great  Northf^rn 
has  propo.-:ed  such  a  deal  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  as  to  take  off  its  day  trains  and 
I  have  the  Northoi  n  Pacific  take  off  Us 
I  night  trains,  that  the  former  line's  pas- 
senger earnings  are  considered  as  n<>t 
justifying  thee  ontinuation  of  all  the 
trains  It  Is  now  running.  On  the  other 
hand,  every  fall  brings  a  new  crop  of 
rumors  about  changes  In  train  service,  as 
the  fall  time  tables  usually  bring  with 
them  some  alterations  in  the  arrange- 
ments, and  prognostications  at  this  time 
are  rather   hazardous.

The  farmer,  on 
the  other  hand  has  no  elevator  in  which 
to  put  his  wheat,  or  no  hin— at  least,  hi' 
has  nf>  place  worth  speaking  of  in  wlilch 
to  store  the  product— so  that  If  he  has  BOO 
bushels  of  wheat  at  a  dollar  a  bushel 
which  stays  on  his  hands  and  cannot  be 
marketed,  he  Is  done  out  of  that  much 
purchasing  i)ower. 

"So  he  is  unable  to  buy  a  certain 
amount  of  gonds  that  be  might  otherwise 
have  taken  from  the  sti>rke' cprs  and  the 
storekeepers  are  consefpiently  prevented 
from  making  sales  to  that  sime  extent. 
That  means  that  they  will  have  less  de- 
mand for  goods  to  be  shipptd  to  them, 
or  v;lll  not  have  the  money  with  which 
to  pay  for  them.  If  they  hos  fate  to  buy. 
or  do  not  buy.  the  railroans  ate  kept  from 
just  so  much  traffic,  so  that  the  proposi- 
tion works  around  to  ,a  point  wheve  the 
railroad  Is  alTected  if  it  does  not  do  all 
in  Its  power  to  keep  the  situation  from 
becoming   oppressive   to  those   people. 

"My  entire  trip  has  been  one  where  It 
was  wet  and  cloudy  and  this  Duluth  sun 
that  1  got  acquainted  with  is  practically 
the  nrst  since  I  went  away.  It  ralnei 
very  hard  nearly  every  place.  At  Wiih- 
peton  the  other  night  we  liatl  three  and  a 
duarter  inches  of  rain  In  an  hour  and  a 
half,  and  thafs  some  rain,  pleuse  remem- 
ber.

Average    Temperature    For 
October  Is  44  Degrees. 

Duluth  may  expect  cool  weather  dur- 
ing the  month  of  October,  according  to 
datii  just  compiled  from  the  local  wea- 
ther bureau  records  by  Forecaster  H.

Little  girl,  a  word  with  you.     The  girl  wnth  the  rosy 
cheeks,  the  flashing  eye,  the  beautiful  tresses  and  the 
springy  step,  who  is  filled  with  the  joys  and  ambitions  of 
awakening  maturity — she  who  feels  that  she  is  worthy  of  I 
a  better  position  in  life — is  the  one  that  is  meant. 
The  word  is — go  slow. 

One  of  this  kind,  Catherine  Dawson  by  name,  who 
lived  with  her  parents  in  Eau  Claire,  felt  that  she  could 
better  her  conditions  by  moving  to  a  large  city,  where 
her  talents  would  have  greater  scope.  She  accordingly 
went  to  Chicago.  But  she  did  not  prosper  as  well  as  she 
anticipated.  She  was  much  of  the  time  without  employ- 
ment. I'inally  her  mother  announced  a  visit.  The  am- 
bitious daughter  did  not  like  to  admit  her  failure.  She 
wanted  to  put  on  a  good  front  and  appear  well-dressed, 
so  as  to  deceive  her  mother  when  she  came.  Her  money 
was  gone  and  so  she  went  to  a  dry  goods  store  and  stole 
some  finery  with  which  to  adorn  her  person.  Better 
that  than  to  resort  to  a  life  of  shame  as  some  other 
weaker  sisters  might  have  done  in  her  situation. 

But  exposure  came.  Red  with  the  shame  of  her  ar- 
rest, Miss  Dawson  told  the  cause  of  her  first  and  only 
offense: 

"I  didn't  want  mother  to  know  I  was  out  of  work," 
she  said.  "I  wanted  to  look  pretty  when  she  came,  so  I 
took  the  things.  And  to  think  that  only  the  day  "before 
I  had  vi>ited  friends  on  Drexel  boulevard  and  now  I  am 
here."  Miss  Dawson  cast  a  shame-faced  glance  at  the 
motley  company  with  which  she  was  surrounded.  "And 
O,  how  I  wish  I  had  never  left  home,"  she  concluded,  "I 
wonder  what  my  friends  will  say?" 

Fortunately  she  had  true  friends,  among  them  a  good 
mother,  who  stood  by  her  nobly  and  with  tears  stream- 
ing down  her  cheeks  pleaded  with  the  justice  for  leni- 
ency. The  justice  imposed  a  small  fine,  which  was  paid 
by  acquaintances  of  the  girl  who  had  come  to  her  aid 
when  it  was  most  needed. 

It  was  indeed  fortunate  for  her  that  she  had  friends, 
otherwise  she  might  have  gone  on  down  the  road  that 
leads  to  destruction.  "Oh,  I  am  so  glad,"  she  sobbed. 
"I  thought  I  wouldn't  have  a  friend  in  the  world." 

"Oh,  how  I  wish  I  had  never  left  home."  That  is  the 
cry  of  many  a  young  woman  out  in  the  world  today.  But 
when  ambition  leads  the  weak  and  unsophisticated  girl 
to  spurn  her  home  surroundings  it  is  a  dangerous  thing. 
Better  for  this  girl  and  thousands  of  others  like  her  if 
they  had  been  content  to  seek  employment  at  housekeep- 
ing or  other  similar  work  rather  than  to  risk  the  uncer- 
tainties of  a  great  city  with  its  many  temptations  and 
snares. 

Little  girl,  honest  toil  even  at  the  most  menial  occu- 
pation is  no  disgrace.  The  summit  of  the  ladder  of  real 
success  can  only  be  reached  through  patient  industry  by 
thase  who  maintain  a  reputation  unblemished  and  a 
name  above   reproach.

WHERE  OPPOSITES  AGREE. 

This    paragraph    (not   pert)    is    found    in    the    Louis- 
ville Courier- Journal: 

"Tom  Watson  says  he  prefers  Roosevelt  to  Parker. 
Booker  Washington  says  the  same  thing." 

This  is  the  truth,  and  furnishes  another  indication  of 
the  weakness  of  our  political  system.  Both  Washington 
and  Wathon  must  make  a  choice  between  Roosevelt  and 
Parker  if  they  desire  their  votes  to  count  for  anything  in 
government  affairs  during  the  next  four  years.  If  both 
should  finally  decide  to  vote  for  Roosevelt,  would  both 
get  what  they  desire?  Would  the  political  opinions  of 
both  be  properly  represented?  No.  Watson  believes  in 
v/hite  domination  in  politics.  Washington  believes  in 
exact  political  equality.  The  latter  prefers  Roosevelt  to 
Parker  on  this  account.  Watson  prefers  Roosevelt  to 
Parker  for  other  reasons.  How  much  better  it  would  be 
if  each  were  permitted  to  record  his  view  on  the  question 
of  political  equality.  The  president  would  then  be  gov- 
erned by  the  will  of  the  majority,  no  matter  what  his 
personal  opinion.  The  present  system  hides  the  actual 
popular  will  instead  of  making  it  manifest. 

If  the  people  had  been  permitted  a  direct  vote  on  the 
slavery  question  there  need  never  have  been  a  civil  war, 
V  ith  its  enormous  sacrifice  of  life  and  property. 

If  the  South  had  been  outvoted  by  a  large  majority, 
as  it  would  have  been,  its  people  would  have  been  sat- 
isfied, if  they  rushed  into  war,  that  they  would  also  be 
out-fought. 


FOR  UNIVERSAL  PEACE. 

All  good  Americans  will  commend  President  Roose- 
velt for  his  announced  determination  to  ask  other  na- 
tions at  an  early  date  to  join  in  a  second  peace  congress 
at  The  Hague.  If  he  is  as  earnest  in  his  efforts  to  pro- 
mote international  peace  as  he  is  in  other  directions 
much  less  praiseworthy,  there  will  soon  be  little  need  of 
the  "big  stick"  or  of  excessive  armies  and  navies.  What 
a  glorious  thing  it  would  be  if  all  the  civilized  nations 
of  the  earth  w'ould  devote  all  ther  energies  to  the  arts  of 
peace.  If  this  coming  peace  congress  results  in  practi- 
cal disarmament  the  universal  brotherhood  of  man  will 
soon  be  an  accomplished  fact.  But  one  is  a  little  doubt- 
ful of  a  man  who  considers  the  ability  to  make  war  one 
of  the  greatest  and  most  desirable  attributes  of  both 
nations  and  individuals. 


WORDS  VS.  DEEDS. 

Among  other  high-sounding  utterances  by  President 
Roosevelt  on  the  matter  of  civil  service  reform  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  conspicuous  example: 

"The  man  in  the  classified  service  *  *  *  should 
not  take  any  active  part  in  political  management  or  in 
political  campaigns.  *  *  *  Office-holders  must  not 
use  their  offices  to  control  political  movements,  must 
not  neglect  their  public  duties,  must  not  cause  public 
scandal  by  their  activity     *     *     *." 

No  president  has  spoken  fairer  words  than  he  con- 
cerning the  qualifications  for  public  office  and  the  duty 
of  appointing  officers  to  disregard  considerations  other 
than  those  of  fitness  and  capacity.  No  president  since 
the  civil  war  has,  in  practice,  fallen  so  far,  in  these  re- 
spects, below  the  standards  asserted  by  himself. 

The  recital  of  a  few  of  the  acts  of  President  Roose- 
velt will  be  sufficient  to  show  how  his  "deeds  square 
with  his  words:" 

William  M.  Byrne  was  thrice  appointed  United  States 
district  attorney  for  Delaware  and  subsequently  assist- 
ant United  States  district  attorney  for  New  York.  Byrne 
had  been  a  leader  of  the  Republican  opponents  of  the 
notorious  Addicks  and,  as  such,  was  appointed  district 
attorney  by  President  McKinley.  Subsequently  he  de- 
serted the  more  decent  division  of  his  party  and  went 
over  to  the  .'vddicks  facti'>n,  becoming  Addicks'  candidate 
for  congress  and  resigning  his  position  in  order  to  make 
the  canvass.  After  his  defeat  at  the  polls  he  was  re- 
appointed by  President  Roosevelt  to  his  old  position. 
The  judiciary  of  the  senate  reported  against  his  confirm- 
ation. The  senate  refusing  to  confirm  him,  he  was  re- 
appointed during  the  next  session  and  after  a  second  re- 
fusal to  confirm  was  given  a  recess  appointment  under 
which  he  served  for  some  time.  Removing  later  to  New- 
York  city,  he  was  soon  made  assistant  United  States 
district  attorney  for  New  York  and  is  now  serving  in 
that  capacity.  Mr.  Leupp,  the  president's  e.xceedingly 
friendly  biographer,  says  that  '"Byrne  was  a  Catholic 
and  could  talk  to  his  fellow  believers  as  no  Protestant 
could"  and  that  he  had.  "greatly  pleased  the  president" 
by  improving  "the  opportunity  offered  by  his  elec- 
tioneering activities  to  explain  and  defend  the  govern- 
ment's policy."  Postmaster  General  Payne  explained 
"that  the  president  was  only  treating  Addicks  to  the 
same  recognition  accorded  to  other  heads  of  regular 
party  organizations." 

It  is  no  wonder  that  Addicks  was  encouraged  to  say 
that  death  only  would  end  his  attempt  to  purchase  a 
seat  in  the  United  States  senate. 

Another  case  was  that  of  Postmaster  Van  Cott  of 
New  York  city,  whose  dismissal  was  recommended  by 
the  Inspectors  "for  the  good  of  the  service."  The  in- 
spectors reported  that  he  had  been  "guilty  of  inexcusable 
negligence  in  the  conduct  of  his  office."  Messrs.  Bona- 
parte and  Conrade  reported  to  the  president  that:  "We 
find  it  impossible  to  doubt  that  Mr.  Heath,  Mr.  Van  Cott 
and  Mr.  Beavers  all  knew -that  the  payment  of  this  ad- 
ditional   compensation   was    expressly   forbidden   by   the

Thomas  Michaud.  of  the  St.  Louis,  who 
has  just  returned  from  a  trie  into  Eastern 
Canada,  where  he  visited  all  the  principal 
cities,  nearly,  said  he  was  greatly  sur- 
prised at  the  familiarity  witli  which  the 
peope  of  that  part  of  the  continent  spoke 
of  Duluth. 

"They  all  seemed  to  know  Duluth,  and 
as  soon  as  they  would  learn  that  1  was 
from  Duluth,  they  would  expre.ss  their 
pleasure  at  meeting  somebody  from  here, 
for  they  are  convinced  that  Duluth  Is  one 
of  the  finest  places  on  any  map,"  Mr.

"The  oyster  season  had  Just  begun  when 
I  left  there— last  Monday— and  I  had  some 
of  the  finest  bivalves  that  could  be 
thought  of.  The  oysters  that  are  ral.sed 
up  that  way  have  been  getting  scree,  so 
they  have  been  putting  the  season  back- 
ward so  aa  to  give  the  supply  time  to  in- 
crease, and  this  year  the  .season  has  b»jen 
held  for  almost  a  month,  which  accounts 
for  the  lateness  of  the  season. 

"It's  not  too  cold  in  that  country  for 
oysters,  as  some  lliink,  but  Is  just  right 
for  them,  and  in  those  Eastern  waters 
they  raise  the  fine.st  oysters  to  he  found 
anywhere."

Outlook  Are  the  Dunn 

Mana§:ers. 

Verify  and  Heatwole  Are 

Dropped  and  Martin's 

Aid  Enlisted. 


St.  Paul,  Sept.  29.— The  managers  of 
Bob  Dunn's  campaigrn  for  governor 
are  alarmed  over  the  widespread  dis- 
satisfaction among  the  Republicans  in 
all  sections  of  the  state.  They  have 
found  that  even  in  St.  Louis  county, 
which  was  supposed  to  be  strongly  for 
Dunn,  many  Republicans  have  an- 
nounced   their   intention   of  voting   for 

Johnson.  The  bitterness  engendered 
by  the  throwing  out  of  the  state  con- 
vention of  the  Collins  delegation  from 
Minneapolis  still  continues,  and  now 
an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  whip  all  the 
Collins  men  in  line.  With  this  obj'?ci 
In  view,  James  A.  Martin,  who  was 
manager  of  the  Collins  campaign,  has 
been  induced  to  lend  his  aid,  and 
at  a  meeting  of  the  state  central  com- 
mittee yesterday  afternoon,  Martin  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  committee  in 
place  of  Kay  Todd,  of  St.  Paul,  who  re- 
signed. 

William  E.  Verity,  of  Wadena,  sec- 
retary of  the  committee,  also  resignt>d 
by  request,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Charles  H,  Warner,  of  Aitkin,  former- 
ly assistant  land  clerk  in  the  auditor's 
office.  Verity  is  a  close  friend  of 
Joel  P.  Heatwole.  and  as  it  is  claimed 
the  latter  aspires  to  succeed  Moses  E. 
Clapp  in  the  United  Stales  senate,  the 
friends  of  Clapp  protested  against  Ver- 
ity being  kept  in  a  i)osition  where 
he  could  help  HeatWole's  ambition. 
Another  objection  to  Verity  was  th;it 
he  'talked  too  mush"  and  did  con- 
siderable by  Injudicious  remarks  to 
keep  up  the  bitterness  exhibited  by 
some  of  the  Collins  leaders.  It  wa-j 
anything  to  save  Dunn,  and  so  Verity 
was  sacrificed  with  a  vi.w  of  carrying 
favor  with  Governor  Van  Sant,  Jim 
Martin   and  other  recalcitrants. 

Mr.  Verity  addressed  the  following 
letter  to  the  committee:  "I  have  been 
informed  that  because  of  my  attitude 
of  friendship  towards  Hon.  Joel  P. 
Heatwole  my  services  as  .secretary  of 
this  committee  are  no  longer  desired. 
Much  as  I  deplore  the  situation  whi(.-h 
has  brought  about  this  rondition,  I  yet 
feel  that  I  have,  at  all  times,  perform- 
ed the  duties  of  my  position  in  a  loyal 
harmony  and  Republlcm  success.  I 
hereby  tender  my  resignation  as  secre- 
tary." 

Another  evidence  of  the  Dunn  man- 
agers' alarm  over  the  situation  is  found 
in  their  decision  to  keep  Senators  Nel- 
son and  Clapp  on  the  stump  in  Minne- 
sota during  the  rest  of  the  campaign. 
On  this  point  the  Minn-i-apolis  Journal 
says:  Senator  Nelson  and  Senator 
Clapp  will  spend  practically  the  whole 
time  between  now  and  t^Iection  in  Min- 
nesota, trying  to  pull  he  Dunn  cam- 
paign out  of  the  slough.  It  was  orig- 
inally intended  to  use  both  senators  in 
the  doubtful  states  for  some  time,  but 
the  state  con.mittee  has  declared  th^re 
Is  urgent  nerd  of  thel  rservices  to  save 
the  nominee  for  governor.  This  is 
one  evidence  of  the  panic  which  has 
struck  the  organization.  The  Dunn 
managers  have  been  crowing  for  two 
months,  predicting  50.000  to  75,000  ma- 
jority, and  they  are  still  keeping  up  a 
gix)d  bluff  for  the  sake  of  public  ap- 
I  tarances.  but  from  now  on  they  are 
going  to  work  like  beavers  to  paten 
up  the  breaches  made  by  the  pre-con- 
vention  campaign,  overcame  the  popu- 
lar feeling  against  the  candidate,  and 
pull  him  through  a  winner  by  any 
kind  of  margin.  Privately,  they  are 
admitting  that  the  situation  looks  bad 
in  the  extreme;  that  if  the  election 
were  to  be  held  tomorrow,  Dunn  would 
be  defeated."

SEASON 

Near  at  Hand  and  House- 
holders Figure  Coal 
Bills. 


How  Stovepipes  Can  Be 

Saved  From  Rust 

Destruction. 


N 


This  Is  tho  season  when  the  householder 
•who  uses  a  coal  stove  begins  to  hustle 
that  very  neces.sary  article  out  of  the 
back  shed  or  basement  and  set  it  up  pre- 
paratory to  the  cold  weather  which  has 
given  unmistakable  signs  of  beingr  near 
at   hand,   also   to   figure   his   winter   coal 


liills.  Some  have  already  had  stoves  in 
pusition  and  maintained  a  little  fire  dur- 
ing the  damp  cliilly  days  of  the  past  week 
a.s   a  precaution   against   colds. 

When  some  of  the  old  stove  pipe  which 
has  been  in  use  for  years,  perhaps,  has 
been  dug  up  from  its  summer  hiding 
place,  the  owner  has  been  annoyed  to 
find  that  it  has  become  so  eaten  with 
rust  that  theer  seems  to  be  little  of  the 
metiUlic  iron  left  and  he  is  forced  to  go 
to  the  expense  of  new  pipe. 

This  rusting  of  stove  pipe,  under  shel- 
ter, in  buildings  where  anthracite  coal 
is  used  Is  not  generally  understood  by 
the  public  and  an  article  which  appeared 
in  the  Scientific  American,  recently,  writ- 
ten by  J.  M.  Blake,  throws  considerable 
ligth  on  the  m.atler.  both  as  to  the  causes 
of  the  rust  and  the  remedy,  or  rother  the 
precautions  which  may  l)e  taken  to  pre- 
serve new  stove  pipe. 

Pipes  that  have  lieen  in  use  for  two  or 
three  years  are  said  to  become  so  eaten 
wit'n  rust  that  they  will  erush  easily  in 
tlie  hand,  the  rusting  process  being  much 
more  rapid  and  complete  than  where  the 
pilie  is  exijosed  to  weather  rust.  While 
the  cause  has  been  said  to  be  due  to  sul- 
phur ajid.  Mr.  Bla^e  claims  that  experi- 
ments made  by  him  show  tho  sulphur 
to  have  IKtle  to  do  with  the  Injury.  He 
.says  the  true  cause  is  the  production  of

ammonia  compounds  during  combustion. 
Both  the  chloride  of  sal-ammoniac  and 
sulphate  are  formed  in  the  pipe  and  mix 
with  the  ashes  and  soot.  It  remains 
harmless  during  the  dry  cold  weather, 
but  readily  ab.sorb.s  moisture  by  contact 
with  damp  air  as  warm  weather  comes 
on.  when  its  action  begins,  and  continues 
so  long  as  the  cause  remains. 

The  effect  of  sal-ammoniac  in  rusting 
iron  is  probably  more  generally  known. 
It  is  well  known  that  soft,  or  bituminous 
coal,  gives  off  ammonia  when  distilled 
the  supply  obtained  at  gas  works  being 
considerable.  Hard  coal  is  hardly  ex- 
pected to  produce  an  appreciable  quantitv. 
but  when  an  experiment  was  tried  of 
mixing  slaked  lime  with  some  dust  taken 
from  the  flues  or  pipes,  a  strong  smell 
of  ammonia  was  developed,  prai-tlcally 
demonstrating  that  this  sale  is  produced 
in   sufficient   quantity    lo   cause   injury. 

The  removal  of  ammonia  salt  Is  said  to 
be  attended  with  some  difficulty.  If  all 
the  particles  of  dust  are  brushed  out  of 
new  stove  pipe  before  the  dampness  has 
been  absorbed,  the  removal  will  be  com- 
plete. It  Is  claimed,  and  no  harm  will 
ensue.  However  this  Is  claimed  to  be  an 
exceptional  case.  In  the  climate  of  Nortli- 
€r  nMlnne.sota  people  are  often  obliged  to 
keep  their  stoves  and  furnaces  going 
thioucrh  the  first  warm  damp  days  of 
May  and  sometimes  in  early  June.  When 
rust  has  once  commenced  and.  partlcu- 
larl.v  In  the  case  of  neglected  pii>€s,  the 
crust  of  the  rust  is  said  to  persistently 
hold   the  ammonia  salt. 

Two  ways  are  sug.?e.5ted  for  Its  removal. 
The  first  is  to  Immerse  the  j)ipes  and 
thoroughly  soak  the  separated  sections 
for  several  hours  in  water,  running  water 
if  possible;  and.  second,  by  roasting  the 
pipes  over  a  fire  to  read  heat.  Both 
methods  are  said  to  have  been  tried  with 
satisfactory    results.

Saved  Kentucl(y  Family 

From  Being  Poisoned 

to  Death. 

Lexington.  Ky.,  Sept.  29.— Conscience- 
stricken  just  as  he  was  about  to  see  the 
family  of  his  benefactor  take  a  bite  of 
the  poisoned  fish  which  he  had  served 
them.  Louis  Mitchell,  a  negro  servant  in 
the  homo  of  Judge  James  H.  Mulligan, 
one  of  the  most  prominent  politicians  in 
this  state,  broke  down  and  by  informing 
Judge  Mulligan's  .son  that  the  food  con- 
tained poi.«on,  saved  the  family  from  hor- 
rible death. 

Judge  Mulligan  and  his  family,  con- 
.sisting  of  his  wife  and  four  children- 
Dennis,  Kathleen.  Marian  and  Willough- 
by— were  seated  at  dinner  when  the  nejp-o 
brought  in  the  fish.  He  stood  near  the 
table,  trembling  in  every  limb,  as  he 
watched  the  fond  being  served,  and.  un- 
able to  stand  the  strain  any  longer,  he 
suddenly  called  to  Dennis  Mulligan  and 
a.«ked  him  to  step  out  of  the  room.  There 
the  negro  told  him  excitedly  that  the 
ijakcd  salmon  which  he  had  served  had 
been  poisoned,  and  asked  him  not  to  per- 
mit the  family  to  eat  any  of  It. 

In  jail  Mitchell  made  a  partial  con- 
fession to  Chief  Marshall,  in  which  he 
•said  that  a  relative  of  Judge  Mulligan 
had  hired  him  to  poi.'^on  the  family  to  ob- 
tain part  of  an  estate  which  the  judge 
had  inherite<l.  Mitchell  said  that  he  had 
promi.«ed  to  do  the  work  and  had  pre- 
pared the  fish  as  directed,  but  remember- 
ing that  it  was  through  Judge  Mulligan's 
influence  that  he  had  been  relea.sed  from 
the  penitentiary  and  given  a  good  posi- 
tion in  the  home  of  his  benefactor,  his 
conscience  prevented  him  from  carrying 
out  the  deed  ju.st  at  the  last  moment,  j 
After  the  negro's  warning,  the  salmon 
was  seTit  to  the  chemist  of  the  state  col- 
lege, who  analyzed  It  and  found  that  It 
contained   large  quantities  of  arsenic. 

Judge  Mulligan  formerly  was  United 
States  consel  to  Samoa,  and  he  declined  | 
the  nomination  for  litutenant  governor  i 
when  William  Ooebel  ran  as  chief  execu- 
tive of  the  .'5tate.  Had  he  accepted  the 
nomination  he  would  have  become  gov-  , 
ernor  of  Kentucky  when  Gocbel  was 
killed. 

SHOT  DOWN  BY  PAL. 

Mask  of  Dead  Robber  Removed 
By  Brother. 

Rutte.  Mont.,  Sept.  29.— Con  Kelly,  the 
19-year-old  .son  of  respected  and  well- 
known  parent.s,  and  agnlnst  whom  never 
a  suspicion  of  wrongdoing  was  cast,  was 
shot  through  the  heart  at  Anaconda; 
while  attempting  to  hold  up  the  saloon 
of  Hoverts  &  Karas.  It  appears  he  was 
killed  bv  liis  pal.  Jimmie  Wright,  wiio  is 
now  under  arrest.  The  tragedy  has  caused 
a  sensation,  as  Kiley  was  one  of  the  best 
known  of  the  younger  society  of  Ana- 
conda. 

The  shooting  followed  a  .series  of  daring 
holdups  in  Butte  and  Anaconda,  as  many 
as  SIX  robi>eries  occurring  in  one  week. 
When  the  burglars  entered  the  saloon, 
Karas  and  Albert  Selene  were  there,  the 
former  tending  bar.  Kiley  entered  through 
a  side  door  and  wearing  a  black  mask 
he  rushed  behind  the  bar  and  ordered 
Karas  to  throw  up  his  hands.  As  Karas 
obeyed  he  knocked  the  revolver  upwards. 
"The  burglar  immediately  strxick  ICaras 
on  the  side  of  the  head  with  his  gun.  In- 
iflctlng  a  bad  soalp  wound.  Karas  then 
grabl:)ed  the  robber  around  the  waist  and 
threw  him  down,  securing  his  revolver. 

Kiley's  pal.  becoming  excited,  blazed 
av.'ay  at  the  two  struggling  men,  just  as 
they  separated,  and  evidently  mistook 
his  partner  for  the  liartender,  as  after 
several  shots   Kiley   fell   dead. 

It  was  a  pitiful  sight  that  met  the 
eyes  of  the  men  in  tlie  saloon  when  the 
niask  of  the  dead  robber  was  puslied 
a.«ide.  By  a  singular  coincidence,  an 
older  brother  of  Kiley  was  present,  and 
when  the  features  were  disclosed  he 
gazed  as  If  stupefied,  and  then  burst  into 
;  sobs. 

Several  minutes  later,  the  father  at- 
tracted by  the  excitement,  entered  the 
saloon  and  was  so  overcome  at  the  sight 
that  he  nearly  fainted  across  the  body  of 
his  dead  son.  Young  Kiley  was  reared 
In  Anaconda,  his  father  being  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  the  copper  city. 

MUST  NOT  EXPEL  JEWS. 
Vilna,  Russia.  Sept.  29.— By  virtue  of 
j  the    emperor's    ukase,    extending      the 
I  privileges  of  re.sidence  to  certain  clas- 
ses of  Jews  within  the  pale,  the  police 
have   received     instructions     hereafter 
not  to  expel  Jewi.sh  workmen  from  vil- 
lages in  which  they  have  taken  up  their 
residence  since  1882. 


A  strong  rumor  has  been  current  In 
local  circles  for  a  number  of  days  past 
that  matters  have  been  so  shaping  them- 
selves with  the  management  of  the  Du- 
luth, Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake  Railway 
company  that  there  is  good  prospect  of 
an  important  extension  being  made  to  the 
road  from  Ashawa,  the  present  northern 
terminal,  toward  Ash  lake,  a  distance  of 
about  twenty-five  miles.  It  is  said  that 
the  work  is  likely  to  be  started  for  this 
extension  very  early  next  season. 

Ever  since  the  new  road  has  been  built 
to  Ashawa,  on  the  proposed  route  to  In- 
ternational Falls,  where  it  Is  expected 
the  line  of  railway  will  terminate,  the 
construction  work  has  been  stopped,  al- 
though the  road  has  been  surveyed 
through  as  far  as  Ash  lake  and  has  been 
opened  as  far  as  Pelican  Lake.  Tlie  ex- 
pense of  building  the  road  as  far  as  It  has 
gone.  Is  said  to  have  been  quite  heavy 
and  the  Interests  back  of  it  are  reported 
to  have  been  arranging  their  plans  to 
raise  the  amount  of  money  which  will  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  whole  of  the 
proposed  line,  something  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, it  is  claimed,  of  $ii,Oi)0,000. 
The  rumors  have  included  the  sale  of  the 
Ruggles'  interests  to  other  parties,  and 
various  concerns  and  individuals  are 
mentioned  as  purchasers.  The  Edward 
Hines  Lumber  company  has  been  men- 
tioned as  a  probable  purchaser,  but  this  is 
hardly  believed  by  the  local  lumber  in- 
terests, who  are  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Hines  and  his  methods  of  doing  business. 
They  say  that  while  he  might  look  on 
the  road  to  International  Falls  as  a  fine 
investment,  he  is  not  a  man  who  would 
buy  any  one  interest,  but  if  he  went  into 
It  he  would  buy  the  entire  road.  This  is 
looked  on  as  highly  Improbable,  in  view 
of  the  heavy  investments  Mr.  Hines  has 
recently  made  In  Southern  pine. 

Individuals  with  large  capital,  who  have 
been  mentioned  In  conection  with  the  ru- 
mored sale  are  F.  Gilchrist.  James  Dana- 
lier,  wealthy  Detroit,  Mich.,  men,  and  a 
young  Saginaw  valley  millionaire. 

The  interests  controlled  by  Mr.  Ruggles 
in  the  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake 
road  are  quite  large,  in  fact,  it  is  said 
that  it  would  take  al>out  $2,500,000  to  buy 
him    out. 

The  fact  that  olTiclals  of  the  road  have 
been  East  frequently  during  the  past  few 
months  lias  been  taken  as  a  strong  indi- 
cation that  there  is  some  important  move 
brewing  that  the  general  public  does  not 
yet    fully   imdeistand    the   details. 

It  is  further  saia  mat  a  twenty-llve-mile 
extension  of  the  road  northward,  next 
season,  would  give  railway  facilities  for 
opening  an  immense  white  pine  tract 
owned  by  \A'illlam  O'Brien  and  Henrv 
Turrish,  in  6'M9,  G7-19,  6G-20  and  67-20,  and 
which  is  now  so  located  as  to  be  prac- 
tically isolated  from  the  mill  and  market. 
The  fact  the  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy 
Lake  road  is  making  a  feature  of  its  log 
business  preliminary  to  the  opening  up  of 
tlie  country  for  settlement,  gives  color  to 
the  report  that  something  is  likely  to  be 
done  right  away  In  the  way  of  road  ex- 
tension  into  a  new  pine  region. 

OLDEST  MAN 
IN  AMERICA 

He  Meets  His  Son  After 

Forty-Six    Years' 

Separation. 

Des  Moines,  la..  Sept,  29.— Henry  Tol- 
llver,  colored,  aged  65,  a  long  time  and 
respected  resident  of  this  city,  has  just 
had  the  remarkable  experience  of  meet- 
ing his  father  for  the  first  time  since 
the  father  was  put  upon  the  auction 
block  as  a  slave  and  sold  In  Davis 
county,    Missouri,    three    and    a    half 

years  gefore  the  war,  and  taken  away 
from  his  family  into  Southern  Mis- 
souri. Rlr.  Tolllver  is  a  poor  laboring 
man,  and  had  long  desired  to  visit  his 
fath«^r,  but  could  not  go  until  friends 
made  up  a  purse  and  bought  him  a 
ticket, 

"I  went  to  Tonganoxa,  Kan.,  which 
is  twenty  miles  south  of  Leavenworth." 
he  said,  "and  went  to  my  father's 
house  and  talked  with  him  without 
letting  him  know  who  I  was.  He  did 
not  know  me.  I  asked  him  if  he  re- 
membered he  had  a  son  named  Henry. 
He  said  he  did  and  I  told  him  I  was 
that  son.  He  fell  in  a  faint  and  I 
carried  him  outdoors  where  he  revived. 
Then  we  had  a  delightful  visit." 

"Has   he   other   children?" 

'Yes.  but  the  family  is  somewhat 
scattered,"  said  Mr.  Tolllver.  "I  met 
twenty-nine  brothers  and  sisters  I  had 
never  seen.  They  all  live  in  that  part 
of  Kansas.  Two  of  them  are  quite 
wealthy.  My  father,  Alfred  Tolllver, 
is  living  with  his  fifth  wife." 

The  elder  Tolllver  Is  reputed  to  be 
about  127  year  old,  but  his  exact  age 
is  not  known.  He  is  nearly  blind,  but 
is  able,  by  using  a  cane,  to  walk  down 
town  every  few  days  and  to  get  about 
his  house.  His  hearing  is  good.  He  is 
said  to  be  the  oldest  man  in  America. 
He  was  sold  at  auction,  that  being  the 
third  time  he  had  been  sold  at  auction, 
to  a  Mr.  Carpenter,  who  took  him  to 
Southern  Missouri  on  a  great  planta- 
tion just  before  the  war.  At  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  war  he  was  given  a 
horse  and  saddle  and  sent  with  other 
slaves  into  Kansas  and  given  freedom 
by  his  owner.  He  then  settled  near 
Leavenwort'n  and  has  remained  there 
ever  since.

LEGACIES^  FALLING  OFF 


But  Gifts  For  Missions  Are 
iDcreasins:. 

Boston,  Sept.  29.— An  increase  in  ths 
amounts  of  gifts  from  individuals  and 
churches,  but  a  marked  falling  off  in 
legaclec  is  shown  by  the  financial  re- 
port of  the  American  board  of  com- 
missioners for  foreign  missions  which 
was  made  public  today  in  anticipation 
of  its  Doth  annual  meeting  at  Grinnell. 
Iowa,  October  11  to  13.  The  recei.ua 
were  $703,611,  an  increase  of  gifts  front 
individuals  and  from  churches  of  $5513 
over  the  previous  year.  The  receipts 
from  legacies  fell  to  $100,000,  the  lowest 
in  seventeen  years  and  nearly  $40,000 
less  than  the  average  during  the  last 
ten  years.  As  a  result  of  this  shrink- 
age in  legacies  there  is  a  debt  of  about 
$22,000.  The  result  is  said  by  the  offi- 
cers to  show  the  importance  of  com- 
pleting the  "Twentieth  Century  Fund," 
which  was  planned  to  adjust  the  Uuc- 
tuations  in  legacies. 

RUSSIANS 

SARCASTIC 

Say    That  International 

Law  Is  Merely  a 

Polite  Myth. 

St.  Petersburg.  Sept.  29.— The  Novos- 
ti,  in  a  bitterly  sacrastic  editorial,  re- 
fers to  the  conference  of  the  Institute 
of  International  law,  which  closed  at 
Edinburgh  yesterday,  and  to  the  pro- 
posal from  the  United  States  to  re- 
assemble The  Hague  conference.  The 
paper  declares  that  international  law 
is  a  polite  myth,  under  cover  of  which 
the  strongest  nation  takes  what  It 
wants,  without  regard  for  its  oppon- 
ent's rights  and  feelings,  and  says 
there  is  not  a  tenet  in  the  so-called 
code  which  has  not  been  broken  when- 
ever It  suited  the  convenience  of  some 
nation  able  to  defy  It.  The  only  na- 
tions ever  appealing  to  the  interna- 
tional code,  the  editorial  asserts,  are 
too  weak  to  stand  up  for  their  de- 
mands, and  they  have  already  found 
that  the  law  was  administered  by  the 
strong  arrn  of  the  most  powerful  na- 
tion.

With  a  view  to  turning  out  350  boys 
in  perfect  physical  condition  next 
spring,  the  junior  department  of  the

examination  in  connection  with  the 
gymnasium  classes  which  will  open 
October  1. 

William  Cole,  the  physical  director, 
who  has  charge  of  the  boys'  gym- 
nasium work  during  the  winter,  will 
examine  and  measure  every  boy  who 
enters  the  classes,  keeping  a  record  of 
the  measurements  and  of  the  boy's 
physical  condition.  The  exercise  given 
each  boy  will  be  with  a  special  view 
to  developing  any  weakness  the  boy 
may  have  physically.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  each  boy  will  be  again  ex- 
amined and  measured  by  the  instruct- 
or, and  the  improvement  made  in  his 
physical  condition  noted. 

Prizes  will  be  given  to  the  boys  who, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Instructor,  have 
made  the  greatest  improvement  during 
the  year  and  have  best  overcome  any 
weakness  in  their  bodle.s.  The  boys 
will  be  divided  into  three  classes  for 
the  test,  according  to  their  ages,  but 
the  plan  followed  will  be  the  same  for 
each  class.  Under  this  system  the  fact 
that  a  boy  enters  the  class  in  a  weak 
physical  condition  will  be  no  drawback 
to  him,  but  will  If  anything  increase 
his  chances  of  securing  the  coveted 
prize,  as  only  the  Improvement  made 
during  the  year  is  noted,  and  no  at- 
tempt Is  made  to  compare  the  condi- 
tion of  the  boys  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

Mr.  Cole,  the  new  instructor,  has 
had  a  long  experience  in  gymnasium 
work,  and  he  believes  this  system  of 
competition  among  the  boys  brings  the 
best  results,  and  gives  equal  oppor- 
tunities to  all  inslaed  of  closing  the 
competition  to  all  but  a  few  of  the 
more  active  boys. 

The  regular  gymnasium  classes  •will 
open  Saturday  morning,  and  continue 
throughout  the  winter,  until  about 
June  1.

A  few  days  ago  hi 
received  a  telegrath  from  Cortelyou 
asking  him  to  come  to  New  York  at 
once  for  consultation.  The  telegram 
was  imperative  and  Tawney  grabbed 
his  grip,  bought  a  ticket  and  ran  for 
a  train.  When  he  arrived  in  New 
York  he  did  not  stop  to  go  to  a  hotel, 
but  snatched  some  breakfast  at  a  lunch 
room  and  went  at  once  to  the  head- 
quarters of  the  national  committee  i.n 
the   Metropolitan   Life  building.

23.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  trade  of  the  United  State.s 
with  Canada  Is  shown  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  United  States  in  a  series  of  tables 
Included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  chief 
of  the  bureau'  of  stati.-:tic.=»,  just  made 
public  by  the  department  of  commerce 
and  labor,  while  tables  also  received  by 
tlie  bureau  of  statistics  from  the  Canad- 
ian government  present  a  picture  of  that 
traile  from  the  Canadian  standpoint.  Cur- 
iously, while  the  two  statements  relate  to 
the  same  trade  and  are  presented  fur  tiscal 
years  which  terminate  in  each  case  on 
June  30,  the  figures  of  values  differ  ma- 
terially. 

The  statement  of  the  United  States  ex- 
ports to  Canada  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  li»i4.  shows  a  total  of  $131.2Tl,34t>. 
while  the  Canadian  statement  of  imports 
from  the  United  States,  which  should  in- 
clude onlv  the  articles  classified  as  ex- 
ncns  from  the  United  States  to  Canada, 
shows  a  total  value  of  such  imports  of 
$H3.0in.5TS,  or  a  total  $12.00<),0»iii  greater 
than  the  United  States  statement  of  ex- 
port values  of  presumably  tl:e  same  ar- 
ticles.

statement.      In    the    fl.scal    year    1903 
Canadian    figures    of    imports     from 
I'nited  States  exceed  by  $5,000,000  the 
ures    of    the    United    States'   showing 
ports   to  Canada,   and  this  is  true  of 
figures  for  the  fiscal  year  1902. 

This  fact  that  the  Canadian  statement 
of  imports  from  the  United  Slates  exceeds 
in  total  the  statement  of  exports  from 
the  United  States  to  Canada  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  time  is  not  an 
unusual  development  in  comparing  the  ex- 
port figures  of  the  United  States  with  the 
Import  figures  of  other  countries.  In 
many  cases  the  figures  of  the  Importing 
country,  which  include  only  the  articles 
exported  from  the  United  States  to  that 
country,  show  a  larger  total  value  than 
do  the  figures  of  tUe  United  States  in 
stating  the  value  of  the  same  articles 
when  exported.  A  striking  illustration 
of  this  general  fact  Is  found  In  some  fig- 
ures recently  compiled  by  the 
statistics,  which  showed  «the 
piirtations  from  the  United  States  of  each 
ountry  of  the  world  in  1!H>2.  save  in  a  few 
exceptional  cases  where  figures  of  1901 
were  the  latest  available  records. 

A  summarization  of  these  nation.al 
statements  of  imports  from  the  I'nlted 
States  In  19t)2  shows  a  grand  total  of 
the  world's  imports  from  the  United 
States  of  $l,59<J,iH>ii.>»H"i.  while  the  United 
Slates  statement  of  the  value  of  exports 
to  all  countries  of  the  world  in  that  ye.ar 
was  $1.3fiCi.O<iO.<>X>,  a  difference  of  |230.00'i.OX) 
or  17  per  cent  larger  when  stated  as  im- 
ports by  the  various  countries  of  the 
world  than  when  stated  as  exports  by  the 
United    States. 

Another  illustration  of  this  general  fact, 
that  imports  are  always  valued  higher 
than  the  corresponding  articles  when  ex- 
ported. Is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  total 
value  of  importations  of  all  countries  of 
the  world  for  which  records  are  avail- 
able is  shown  by  the  rep<jrt  of  the  chlef- 
of  the  bureau  of  statistics,  just  issued,  at 
$n,8ii9.2:i4,iKJO.  while  the  exports  of  all 
countries,  which,  of  cour.s<».  must  form 
the  Imports,  were  valued  for  the  corre- 
sponding vear  at  only  110,51 4,932,<:iOO.  a 
difference  of  $1.354. 69;t,<t<HX  or  13  per  cent 
larger  when  stated  as  imports  than  when

sufficiently  agree  to  show  that  the  growth 
of  that  commerce  has  been  very  rapid. 
Exports  from  the  United  States  to  Can- 
ada have  increased,  according  to  the 
figures  of  the  United  States,  from  $2l,<-0i.- 
tXJO  in  1854  to  $13H''H».i1«jO  In  1904.  a  period 
of  fifty  years.  Most  of  this  growth,  how- 
ever, has  occurred  in  the  last  decade.

was  left  over  on  the  docks  at  thn 
lower  lake  ports  and  not  needed  by  the 
mills  during  the  past  winter,  owing 
to  the  dullness  of  the  iron  and  ste^i 
trade,  and  while  this  season  it  ns  ex- 
pected to  be  as  large  aa  last  owing 
to  the  shortness  of  it,  caused  by  tho 
lake  strike,  the  shipments  are  losin;,' 
proportionately   right   along. 

Up  to  August  31,  the  shipments  from 
the  Lake  Superior  district  were  9,- 
666,387  tons  against  16.s09,257  tons  for 
the  corresponding  period  last  year, 
when  navigation  was  about  three 
months  ahead  of  this  season.  This 
difference  of  over  7000  tons  is  expect- 1 
to  be  increased  this  month  for  as  much 
ore  is  not  being  shipped  in  proportion 
as  there  was  last  year,  and  the  past 
week,  with  its  bad  weather,  will  ten! 
to    throw    the    shipments    behind. 

On  the  lakes  boats  have  been  bunch- 
ed from  one  cause  or  another,  .^nd 
tracks  at  the  mines  have  been  thrown 
temporarily  out  of  commission  by 
water.  These  tracks  are  usually  tem- 
porary affairs  and  do  not  withstand  thj 
wash  tb.at  a  heavy  rain  storm  often 
furnishes.  This  frequently  results  in 
delaying  the  getting  of  ore  to  the 
docks  and  boats  have  to  wait  until  the 
ore  Is  on  hand   for  them   to   load. 

But  manj'  of  the  operators  are  ju.st 
as  well  satisfied,  as  they  are  making,' 
no  great  attempt  to  sell  ore,  the  mar- 
ket having  been  very  dull  during  tho 
season,  with  the  prevailing  price  for 
non-Bessemer  and  Mesaba  ores  run- 
ning in  the  neighborhood  of  $2.40  and 
$2.50.  depending  on  the  variation  in 
quality.  Operators  claim  that  such 
prices  are  too  close  to  cost,  and  that 
there  is  not  enough  money  in  su  h 
trafhc  to  warrant  them  putting  forth 
any  effort  of  consequence.  Many  of 
them  are  aiming  to  get  contracts  only 
siifnclent  to  offset  the  royalties  on  their 
mines. 

It  Is  estimated  of  the  probably  19.- 
•100,000  tons  to  go  below  this  year  thj 
Vermilion  and  Mesaba  ranges  will  fur- 
nish about  two-thirds.

RUSSIA  HEARS  NOTHIWG 

I  Of  Another  Peace  Conference 
at  The  Hag:ue. 

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  29.— While  con- 
siderable public  interest  has  been 
aroused  by  the  reports  that  President 
Roosevelt  is  .sounding  the  powers  as  to 

the  advisability  of  calling  another 
peace  conference  at  The  Hague,  no 
intimation  of  such  a  purpose  has  yet 
been  ofHcially  conveyed  to  Russia, 
either  through  Ambassador  Cassini  or 
Ambassador  McCormiok.  In  official 
circles  the  proposition  is  not  consid- 
ered to  be  exactly  opportune.  The 
Russian  government  naturally.  Is 
greatly  interested  in  the  tribunal, 
which  owes  its  existence  to  Emepror 
Nicholas'  Initiative,  and  under  ordin- 
ary circumstances  would  welcome  any- 
thing to  forward  its  alms,  but  It  Is 
pointed  out  that  during  the  war  it 
would   hardly   be   received   with   favor.

New  York.  Sept.  29.— Count  de  la  Vaulx. 
the  noted  French  balloonist,  who  has 
come  to  New  York  to  Interest  American 
capital  in  the  manufacture  of  balloons 
tells  a  vivid  story  of  a  midnight  trip  from 
Paris  in  his  balloon.    He  says: 

"M.  Malet  was  my  companion, 
balloon  h.ad  been  released  near 
a  little  after  sundown  of  a  clear, 
October  day.  As  we  rose  the  sun,  which 
had  retired  in  the  west,  leaped  again  into 
view.  Far  away  to  the  east  the  dark 
shadow  of  night  was  advancing  over  the 
earth. 

•  U'e  lost  track  of  time  and  place,  al- 
most of  our  identity.  It  was  as  though 
heaven  was  so  near  that  its  sounds  were 
audible  to  human  ears. 

•Just  now  we  caught  a  glimpse  of  Chl- 
may.  Belgium,  far  below,  fading  away 
to  the  south.  Then  came  a  veil  of  fog. 
blotting  out  -sight  as  well  as  the  sounds  of 
pur  heaven. 

"The  interval  of  fog  just  at  this  in- 
stance proved  to  be  an  extraordinary  co- 
incidence. The  curtain  of  fog  remained 
down  for  a  minute  or  two.  When  It  rose 
we  rubbed  our  eyes  In  bewilderment. 
The  whole  horizon  to  the  north  was 
bursting  into  flames.  It  was  like  the  en- 
chanting music  of  heaven  and  then  like 
the  flaming  pits  of  hell. 

■yet  we  had  not  been  wholly  severed 
from  the  earthly.  Behind  ua  was  the 
shadowy  surface  of  tlie  earth.  while 
swiftly  approaching  us  was  the  flam- 
ing region  l>eyond  the  ates  of  Hade.^. 
These  gates  were  recognized.  Thev  were 
the  chateau  of  Walsen  and  the'  rock 
of  Bayard.  And  besides  them,  like  a 
silver  thread,  flowed  the  Meuse,  with 
Dinant   just    visible   to   the   left. 

"Now  we  were  within  the  gates.  All 
the  earth  and  sky  were  on  fy-e.  Every 
moment  the  bla^e  giew  fiercer.  We 
were  spellbound.  We  were  with  Dante, 
visiting  the  Inferno^  We  would  liot 
have  been  surprised  to*  have  seen  written 
upon   the   sky  in   letters  of  fire: 

"  'Abandon  hope,  .-ill  ye  who  enter  here.' 

"Flames  shot  up  toward  us.  like  satanic 
gestures  commanding:  us  to  descend  and 
begin  our  eternal  punishment.  Instead 
of  the  shadowy  surface  of  the  earth  be- 
neath us.  through  the  forking  flames  we 
cnnld  see  glowing  crags  and  seats  of 
white  hot  vapor.  Ever  and  anon  the  .sur- 
face of  these  seas?  would  reveal  deep 
chasms— veritable   pits   of   fire. 

"Could  it  be  possible?  Again  we  rubbed 
our  eyes.  Yes.  in  the  bottoms  of  these 
fiery  pits  there  were  demons  at  work, 
and  lost  souls  clothed  in  earthly  forms, 
toiling  at  vast  machines— cyclopean  ham- 
mers descending  upon  enormous  anvils, 
steam  drills  hissing  and  .seething,  sur- 
rounded by  pipmies  running  hither  and 
thither  amid   fhe  flames. 

"There  seemed  to  be  no  end  to  these 
scenes  of  infernal  activity.

Worcester.  Mass.,  Sept.  30.— The  toll- 
ing of  the  bells  of  the  church  towers 
ai-.d  tire  stations  of  Worcester  ccm- 
municated  to  his  fellow-citizens  the 
Intelligence  of  the  passing  of  United 
irtaies  Senator  George  Frisbie  Hoar, 
whose  death  occurred  at  1:35  a.  m. 
today.  At  2:55  o'clock  the  chimes  on 
Plymouth  church  played  "Nearei,  My 
God  to  Thee."  Five  minutes  later  a 
flag  on  a  manufacturing  plant,  the 
first  one  to  be  half-masted,  was 
raised.  The  tidings  communicated  by 
the  tolling  bells  were  heard  through- 
out the  city,  and  within  a  few  min- 
utes numerous  ino.uirics  were  made  at 
the    newspaper   offices    by    telephone. 

The  people  of  Worcester,  to  whom 
Senator  Hoar  was  endeared  In  a  mea- 
Bure  beyond  that  ever  given  to  any 
other  man.  an.Kiously  followed  the 
course  of  his  sickness  for  six  weeks 
and  hundreds  of  calls  on  the  telephone 
had  been  made  daily  at  the  local  news- 
paper offices  by  persons  who  desired 
to  hear  the  latest  news  from  the  oed- 
Bidfc. 

The  state  of  profound  stupor,  which 
was  an  indication  of  the  approach  of 
der.th,  embraced  the  senator  for  forty 
hours.  The  patient  had  expressed  the 
Avl.-<h  early  in  his  illness  that  he  might 
die  peacefully  and  without  a  struggle. 
Such  a  death  came  to  him. 

Besides  Dr.  Gilman,  the  senator's  two 
children.  Hockwood  Hoar  and  Miss 
Mary  Hear,  were  at  the  bedside  until 
the    end. 

E.  W.  Doherty,  the  messenger  of  the 
commiltee  on  judiciary  of  the  senate, 
of  whiih  Mr.  Hoar  was  chairman,  came 
to  Worcester  yesterday  to  be  with  the 
senator  in  his  last  hours.  Early  in  the 
■week  Rev.  Dr.  P^dward  Everett  Hale, 
an  intimate  friend,  came  from  Boston, 
but  was  not  admitted  to  the  sick  cham- 
ber, nor  was  Senator  Henry  Cabot 
Lod'^e  admitted  when  he  called  on 
Wednesday.  The  physician  was  afraid 
lest  the  least  commotion  would  have  a 
fatal  effect. 

During  the  last  few  days  pictures  of 
Senator  Hoar  have  been  prominently 
displayed  in  shop  windows  throughout 
the  city,  and  today  many  of  those 
photographs  were  draped. 

Senator  Hoar  was  inseparably  iden- 
tified with  the  Interest  of  Worcester. 
He  was  the  principal  in  establishing  a 
free  public  library,  and  later  a  reading 
room.  He  was  foremost  in  placing  the 
Worcester  Polytechnic  institute  on  a 
Bolid  foudation.  and  for  many  years 
was  one  of  its  trustees.  He  was  a 
•warm  friend  of  Clark  university,  being 
first  its  vice  president  and,  at  the 
death  of  Jonas  G.  Clark,  its  head.  Mr. 
Hoar  became  president  of  the  board  of 
tiuptees  a  position  he  held  until  his 
death.  For  many  years  he  was  trustee 
of  Leicester  aca<lemy.  The  Worcester 
Art  50ciety  and  the  Worcester  club 
■were  founded  by  his  efforts.  He  was 
Hu  honorary  life  member  of  the  Wor- 
cester Mechanics'  association  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Republican  club  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  was  the  oldest  member, 
eaving  two,  of  the  American  Society  of 
Antiquity.  He  also  held  membership 
In  the  New  England  Genealogical  so- 
ciety, was  a  former  president  of  the 
American  Historical  society  and  was 
active  in  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society. 

Senator  Hoar  was  a  trustee  of  tho 
Peabody  trust  fund  for  the  promotion 
of  eduaction  in  the  South.  He  was  a 
regent  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
at  Washington  and  was  prominent  in 
the  Unitarian  church.  During  the  day 
hundreds  of  messages  of  condolence 
•were  recei\ed  at  the  family  residence 
on   Oak   averue. 

It  IS  understood  that  the  funeral  will 
be  held  Monday  from  the  Church  of 
the  Unity,  and  that  liev.  Edward 
Everett  Hale,  chaplain  of  the  I'nitod

Denver,  Sept.  30.— Extensive  damage 
is  reported  to  have  been  done  at  Trini- 
dad, Col.,  last  night  by  a  fiood  in  the 
Purgatoire  river.  All  wires  in  the 
vicinity  are  down  and  communication 
with  the  city  is  entirely  cut  off.  All  the 
bridges  in  and  about  the  city  are 
said  to  have  been  washed  away  and 
no  trains  can  get  in  or  out  on  the 
Santa  Fe,  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  and 
Colorado  &  Southern  raiuways.  The 
latest  report  received  before  all  the 
wires  were  lost  said  the  Santa  Fe 
depot  had  been  washed  away  and  the 
Harvey  hotel  was  threatned  with  de- 
struction. So  far  as  known  there 
have  been  no  lives  lost.  Trinidad  is 
the  county  seat  of  Las  Animas 
county  and  the  center  of  an  extensive 
coal  mining  region.  Its  population 
numbers    about    5000.

"Memorial  to 
the  president  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  concerning  affaii-s  In  the 
Congo  Free  State,  by  the  Congo  Re- 
form association,  supported  by  the 
British  and  Foreign  Anti-Slavery  so- 
ciety and  the  Aborigines  Protection  so- 
ciety.' 

This  is  numerously  signed  by  mer. 
whose  names  are  known  throughout 
the  world,  the  list  being  headed  'uy  the 
earl  of  Aberdeen,  while  among  the 
other  signers  are  the  lord  bishop  of 
Llveu^ool,  Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  Earl 
Norbury,  Lord  Kinnaird.  Lord  Den- 
man,  Sir  J.  H.  Hennaway,  Charles 
Klngsley  and  W.  T.  Stead.  The  sign- 
ers appear  to  be  about  evenly  divided 
between  the  Conservative  and  Liberal 
parties  in  England.  The  memorialists 
say  that  they  are  "seeking  the  coun- 
sel and  pleading  for  the  assistance  ot 
the  first  citizen  of  the  American  re- 
public, which  has  ever  interested  itself 
powerfully  in  the  can*  *  of  civilization. 
It  is  a  matter  of  hon  i  for  all  nations 
and  Individuals  in  a  way  respons- 
ible for  the  creation  <f/or  the  Coiigo 
state  to  do  all  po.^sibk-  toward  the  re- 
moval of  the  system  which  has  grown 
up  under  the  governing  power  and 
the  offenses  committed  under  It.' 

The  memoriallstas.  as  a  ba:<iis  for 
their  requests,  recite  the  act  of  the 
house  of  commons  of  May  20,  1903,  re- 
questing the  Rritlseh  government  to 
confer  width  the  other  powers  "to 
abate  the  evils  prevalent  in  the  state  I 
and  declare  that  before  all  other  na- 
tions Interested  it  is  within  the  pri- 
vilege and  the  faithful  national  ser- 
vices of  the  United  States  to  promote 
such  an  Inquiry,  seeing  that  on  it«; 
action  is  primarily  based  the  claim  of 
j  King  Leopold,  as  sovereign  of  the  Con- 
go state,  that  it  Is  an  important  and 
self-governing    state."

St.  Paul,  Sept.  30.— (Special  to  Th 
Herald.)— Jewelry,  estimated  to  be 
worth  j:400'>,  was  stolen  from  the  house 
o£  E.  N.  Saunders,  president  of  the 
Northwestern  Fuel  company,  323  Sum- 
mit avenue,  last  night  while  the  family 
were  dining.  Sneak  thieves  secured

board box  which  had  been  in  her  dres- 
ser lying  in  the  middle  of  the  floor  of 
her  room. 

A  hasty  search      of      the      premises 

showed  that  the  rooms  on  the  second 
floor  had  been  looted  and  jewelry  and 
plate  of  costly  quality  taken.  The 
si'arch  had  evidently  been  hasty,  as 
several  articles  of  value  had  been  over- 
looked, one  of  which  was  a  necklace, 
with  a  largf^  diamond  pendant,  of  high 
value.  An  unknown  quantity  of  Jew- 
elry owned  by  the  Misses  Saunders 
was  taken,  but  the  exact  amount  taken 
from  the  house  has  not  been  divulged, 
and  it  is  expected  that  it  Is  not  known.

The  mur- 
der was  committed  out  of  revenge  for 
the  action  of  the  governor  in  imprls  >nlng 
members  of  the  tribes.  The  murderers 
released  the  prisoners  and  killed  many 
of  the   townspeople. 

Great  alarm  prevails  at  Arzilla  .and  the 
authorities  there  have  appealed  to  Mo- 
hammed El  Torres,  the  representative 
at  Tangier  of  the  sultan,  to  send  them 
assistance. 
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Boston.  Sept.  ^0.— News  of  the  death 
of  Senatctr  Gtoige  F.  Hoar  was  re- 
ceived with  great  regret  by  all  clajtse«5 
of  citizens.

The  character  of  that  ser- 
ice  may  be  measured  by  tlie  higiiest 
standards,  and  it  will  not  be  found 
wanting.  It  made  him  a  national 
figure  for  a  generation.  By  ^eat 
aliilities  and  unswerving  rectitude,  he 
won  the  respect  of  the  nation  and  es- 
tablished himself  in  the  hearts  of  his 
follow  men.  They  gladly  honored 
him  because  they  believed  in  him.  He 
was  a  .-scholar  of  deep  learning,  an  ora- 
tor of  impassioned  power,  but,  above 
all.  a  sincere  man  wholly  devoted  to 
conscience,  hewing  close  to  the  line, 
scorning  the  arts  of  the  demagogue, 
not  anxious  to  please  men  but  to  serve 
them,  not  seeking  to  be  popular  but 
determined  to  be  riglft.  Intensely 
conscious  of  the  loss  our  state  has

HAS  TWO_WARS. 

Russians  Comment   on  Hos- 
tility of  Other  Powers. 

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  30.— The  Novoe 
Vreyma,  commenting  upon  the  hostility 
shown  by  other  powers  toward  Russia, 
says: 

"Russia  is  now  carrying  on  two  wars 
—the  sanguinary  conflict  in  the  far

It  is 
unnecessary   tor  us  to  shade  or  soften 
the  pi'^lures  of  the  horrors  now  being 
enacted   in   the  far  East.     Let  us  only 
hope  our  diplomatic  battle  will  be  won 
ultimately  as  surely  as  the  other.     Bis- 
,  marck.   when  he  battled,  did  not  fight 
without   ultimate  compensation.     What 
'  it  was  possible  for  Germany  to  accom- 
!  plish  we  ought  to  be  able  to  do  at  the 
1  conclusion  of  the  war  in  the  Orient." 
I      Tho  Novosti.  in  a  significant  editorial 
!  article    this  morning,   reviews   the   his- 
tory  of   the   military   progress   in     the 
Orient,    and    says    the    formation    of    a 
second    Manchurian    army    is    Russia's 
pledge   to   the   world   that   Japan   shall 
be    confined    to    her    original    frontier. 
The  editorial  calls  upon  the  other  pow- 
ers to  take  cognizance  of  the   "Yellow 
peril"  and   agree  that   China   must   not 
be  allowed  to  become  a  military  power, 
but    must    not   fall  under   the   domina- 
tion of  Japan.

Sept.  30.— A  two-story 
brick  building  at  the  corner  of  Fleet 
street  and  Independence  Road,  used  by 
the  East  Ohio  Natural  Gas  company, 
as  a  distributing  station,  was  demol- 
ished today  and  two  men  probably 
fatally  injured  as  a  result  of  a  terriflrj 
explosion  of  gas.

Washington,  Sept.  30.— The  physician^ 
in  attendance  upon  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral Payne,  at  9:30  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing, issued  the  following  bulletin: 

"The  postmaster  general  had  a  very 
restless  night  and  is  very  weak.  His 
condition  is  serious.  He  is  re.stin^r 
quietly  at  present  and  free  from  pain." 

Dr.  Magruder  remained  with  Mr. 
Payne  all  of  last  night  and  •v\as  joined 
in  consultation  early  this  morning  by 
Surgeon  General  Rixey  and  Dr.  Gray- 
son, both  of  the  navy.  The  postmasl^.- 
general's  ailment  is  heart  trouble,  a 
new  development  from  his  recent  ill- 
ness. 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  bulletin 
Dr  Magruder  .said,  that  the  attack  of 
heart  trouble  had  been  very  severe, 
beginning  night  before  last  and  con- 
tinuing all  day  yesterday  and  during 
last  night.  He  expressed  himself  as 
being  extremely  anxious  concerning 
his  patient's  condition.  The  greatest 
trouble  has  been  to  get  Mr.  Payne  to 
take  nourishment  and  retafn  it  al- 
though he  did  take  some  ncuri.shment 
this  morning.      He  has  rallied  slightly, 


which   Dr.    Magruder  said,   gave   some 
encouragement. 

Dr.  Magruder  left  the  bedside  short- 
ly before  1  o'clock  and  said  that  there 
had  been  an  Improvement  In  Mr 
Payne's  condition  since  the  morningr 
bulletin  and  that  he  was  now  doing 
nicely.  The  nourishment  given  is  be- 
ing retained.  When  asked  as  to  the 
treatment  that  had  been  administered. 
Dr.  Magruder  said  he  and  his  asso- 
ciates were  meeting  conditions  as  they 
arose.  Dr.  Rlxey  remained  in  the 
sick  room.

No.  3  dock  of  the  ^'orthern  Pacific 
railrcad,  known  as  the  old  Duluch 
Transfer  railway  company's  dock,  be- 
tween .Seventh  and  Eighth  avenues 
west,  is  being  Improved  by  a  new  crib 
and  the  work  is  to  ccst  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $70,000.  Work  has  been 
going  on  for  some  months  and  the 
bonded  warehouse  on  the  site  has  had 
to  be  temporarily  abandoned  to  per- 
mit the  improvement  to  proceed  rapid - 
The  workmen  are  constructing  ana 
sinking  a  frame  crib  20  feet  wide  by 
100  feet  long  and  this  is  to  be  sunk

i^  built  and  sunk  and  the  entlrs-  under- 
taking completed  the  Northern  Pacific 
people  feel  thai  they  will  have  one  of 
the  best  equipped  foundations  of  the 
kind  ai  the  head  of  the  lakes.

yards,  to  fill  the  crib  when  it  i-s  com- 
pleted and  in  position.  In  this  crib 
1.(»00.<.'VO  feet  of  lumber  is  to  be  u^el 
and  the  bulkheads  will  consume  about 
7000  feet  of  timber.  For  the  oak  fend- 
ers to  go  around  the  outside  of  th? 
dock  and  protect  it  from  the  contact 
of  boats  landing  there  about  12,000 
feet  of  oak   will  be  necessary. 

The  warehouse  will  have  a  new 
plank  floor  and  to  do  this  work  the 
removal  of  the  south  ond  and  west 
side,  or  slip  side,  of  the  warehouse, 
takes  Dlace.

HAS  NO  SUCH  IDEA. 

Great    Northern"  Official  De- 
nies Recent  Rumors. 

A.  Brc.^tedt,  northern  passenger 
agent  of  th«  Great  Northern  railway, 
denied  very  emphatically  today  any 
knowledge  of  any  proposition  emanat- 
ing from  the  Great  Northern  railway 
to  effect  an  arrangement  with  the 
Northern  Pacific  whereby  the  night 
trains  on  the  Northern  Pacific  be- 
tween the  Twin  Cities  and  Duluth.  ^nd 
the  day  trains  on  the  Great  Northern, 
would    be    taken    off. 

"I  think  The  Herald  was  doing  the 
Gr*^at  Northern  roiid  a  decided  In- 
justice in  this  matter  by  appearing  to 
assume  that  such  a  proposition  had 
been  made  by  the  Great  Norlhern 
road,"  said  Mr.  Brostedt.  '1  visited 
the  general  office  of  the  passenger  de- 
partment in  St.  Paul  this  week  and 
in  the  course  of  the  matters  which 
were  talked  of  during  my  call  on  some 
of  the  higher  passenger  officials  the 
talk  of  changes  in  passenger  train  ser- 
vice on  our  line  was  discussed.  I  was  ! 
unable  to  get  any  foundation  for  any 
of  the  rumors  that  have  been  gi.oken 
of  from  time  to  time  about  changes  m 
time  or  number  of  trains  to  be  run.

The  utmost  efforts  had  been  put  forth  to  ' 
keep   the   news   from   getting   out,   on   ac- 
count of  its  effect  on  the  market,   but  a 
vesselman  who  is  In   a  position   to  know 
said   that   boats   to   carry    at    least   500,0<.iu 
bushels  had  been  taken  by  shippers  dur- 
ing   the    past    few     da>s.      The    rate     to 
Chicago  is  about  2  cei.is,  the  same  as  to 
Buffalo. 

As  lar  as  could  be  learned  on  the  board 
of  trade  here  today,  there  is  no  conceal- 
ment of  any  wheat  cliarters  that  arc 
being  made.  A  cargo  of  wheat  was  sold 
today  to  go  to  Chicago  and  a  charter 
made,  but  it  was  aflti  this  dispatch  wae 
sent.  Some  of  the  Piitlfic  coast  wheat 
that  is  coming  in  here  is  going  to  Lake 
Michigan  points  and  there  is  some  char- 
tering lor  that,  but  it  is  not  being  done 
witii  any  especial  secrecy.  Some  of  the 
grain  is  destined  for  Chicago  from  tho 
point  of  .-Bnipment,  and  comes  this  way 
becaui^e  it  is  cheaper.  The  rate  to  Chi- 
cago from  the  point  of  origin  of  the  ship- 
ments is  52^,ac  a  hundred  pounds,  while 
to  Duluth  it  is  46c.  This  difference  of  7^c 
is  equal  to  about  i\^  a  bushel.  The  grain 
rate  from  Duluth  to  Chicago  is  the  same 
as  to  Buffalo,  2c  a  tushel,  and  there  is 
therefore  a  saving  of  about  2^20  a  bushel 
by  shipping  to  Duluth  and  from  here  by 
water.

NO  TROUBLE 
ANTICIPATED 

Chinese    Officials    Say 
Present  Unrest  Is  Large- 
ly Revolutionary. 

Pekln.  Sept.  30.— Foreigners  lately 
have  been  much  preoccupied  owing  to 
the  growing  unrest  in  the  southern 
part  of  Chili  province  and  in  Shantun 
and  Hunan  provinces.  They  were  in- 
formed at  the  offices  of  the  foreign 
board  that  the  agitation  is  largely  rev- 
olutionary and  anti-dynastic,  thus  dif- 
fering from  the  Boxer  movement  of 
1900.  which  was  chietly  anti-foreign. 

Ministers  of  the  powers  here  have 
approached  the  foreign  board  with  the 
view  to  inducing  officials  to  take  effec- 
tive measures.  The  board  replied  that 
strict  orders  had  been  given  to  Yuan 
Shi  Kai.  viceroy  of  Chill  and  comman- 
der-in-chief of  the  Chinese  forces,  to  do 
his  utmost  to  .«?uppress  the  revolution- 
ary movement,  and  added  that  no  seri- 
ous trouble  was  anticipated.  The  for- 
eign board,  naturally,  minimize  the 
symptoms,  which  certainly  are  wide- 
spread, but  there  seems  ground  to  be- 
lieve that  the  charncter  of  the  move- 
ment is  different  from  that  of  the  Box- 
ers of  1900. 

The  native  papers  of  Pekin  and  else- 
where are  utilizing  the  Coolie  question 
as  a  moans  of  agitation.  Pamphlet^ 
and  hand  bills  are  also  distribute, 
complaining  of  the  alleged  cruelties 
which  the  ('oolies  in  the  Transvaal  are 
subjected  to.  The  Chinese  government 
apparently  has  not  attempted  to  coun- 
teract or  check  these  mischievous 
statement.s.  It  la  diltlcuft  to  ascertain 
the  pre<'lse  object  of  the  agitation,  but 
the  foreigners  regard  the  situation  aa 
heing  distinctly  disMuleting. 

It  Is  learned  that  the  dispatch  of 
Tiiner  Shao  Ki,  the  taotai  of  Tion  Tsin, 
to  Thibet  Is  connected  with  the  British 
Thibetan  treaty  recently  signed  at 
L'Hassa.  which  in  some  resjtecta  is 
dl.-tasteful  to  China.  His  ini.Ksion, 
however.  Is  also  connected  with  other 
matters. 


The  local  life  .saving  station,  In 
charge  of  Captain  McLennan,  has  bean 
provided  with  a  serviceable  and  speedy 
gasolene  launch,  of  the  standard  typ'.-, 
which  is  now  being  used  effectively 
by  the  life  saving  crew  in  picking  up 
yachtsmen  who  come  to  grief  in  the 
bay.  The  launch  Is  22  feet  over  all, 
with    an    engine    developing   six    horse 

power,  the  boat  and  engine  coming 
from  the  Pearson  Boat  Construction 
company's  plant  on  Park  Point.  it 
is  guaranteed  to  make  over  eight  miles 
per   hour. 

Although  the  boat  was  delivered  only 
two  weeks  ago  it  has  already  demon- 
strated its  utility  on  several  occasions. 
The  speedy  aid  which  It  affords  to 
yachtsmen  who  get  In  trouble  either 
through  shipwreck  or  overturning  in 
the  bay,  is  very  much  appreciated  by 
those  who  are  engaged  in  the  yachting 
sport  during   the  season. 

Yesterday  the  new  launch  gave  a 
practical  demonstration  of  its  useful- 
ness by  making  a  swift  run  through  a 
heavy  sea  down  the  bay  to  a  point 
nearly  opposite  Oatka  beach  and  pick- 
ing up  the  crew  of  a  sailboat  that  be- 
came unmanageable  througli  loss  of  its 
center-board.  A  breeze  that  amounted 
almost  to  a  gale  was  blowing  from 
the  southwest  and  the  sailboat  was 
drifting  rapidly  down  toward  AUouez 
bay. 

Captain  McX»ennan  and  his  engineer 
was  only  a  few  minutes  in  going  to 
the  rescue  and  the  plucky  little  launch 
towed  the  heavier  sailboat  with  its 
crew  clear  back  to  the  boat  clubhouse, 
riding  the  big  waves  like  a  duck  and 
exerting  a  steady  and  strong  pull 
against   the  wind. 

In  cases  of  accidents  on  the  bay  either 
in  smooth  or  rough  water  the  new 
launch  will  enable  the  members  of 
the  life  saving  crew  to  go  to  tlie  rescue 
much  faster  than  with  the  cutter  and 
oarsmen,  and  there  are  times  when  a 
few  minutes  quicker  .service  means  a 
great  deal  to  persons   in  distress.

During  the  last  two  weeks  large  quan- 
tities of  eggs  have  been  placed  in  cold 
storage  for  tiie  winter  and  tlie  Duluth 
cold  storage  warerooms  are  now  claimed 
to  be   filled  to  their  capacity. 

There  are  two  seasons  in  the  year  when 
egg.s  are  placed  in  cold  storage,  April  and 
September.  In  these  two  months  the 
egg  receipts  are  the  heaviest  and  tlie 
price    generally    the    lowest. 

Last  winter  some  of  the  dealers  made 
small  forturie.s  out  of  egg  speculation. 
Kggs  which  they  placed  in  cold  storage 
at  14  and  15  cents  .sold  as  high  as  30  and 
35  cents  a  dozen,  clearing  a  profit  in  some 
-nstances.   of  as  high  as  $3  a  case. 

This  year  tliere  are  many  who  would 
emulate  their  example,  and  tlie  owners 
of  cold  storage  warerooms  in  the  city 
are  said  to  have  disposed  of  all  their 
available  space.  Eggs  have  been  placed 
in  cold  storage  tliis  .season  at  15  or  i»> 
and  in  .some  cases  as  liigh  as  18  cents 
per  dozen,  wliich  is  from  a  cent  to  three 
cer.is  higher  than  last  year.  Fresh  eggs 
are  now  selling  on  the  market  for  19 
cents.

Large  quantities  of  butter  have  also 
gone  into  cold  .storage  during  the  last 
two  weeks,  and  the  price  is  slightly  high- 
er. Creamery  prints  are  .selling "for  2.' 
cents  and  fancy  dairie.s  for  lt>  and  17. 
The  price  of  packing  stock  has  risen  from 
11    to    lU    cents  -per    pound.

The  cheese  market  has  stiffened  during 
the  week.  The  price  of  cheese  took  a 
tumble  l.^st  spring  after  the  breaking  of 
an  attempted  corner  in  tlie  Xorthwoslern 
market  and  since  then  there  has  been 
little  or  no  change  in  the  price.

The  train  wa.^ 
pulling  out  of  the  Dunkirk  yards  and 
was  running  at  about  thirty  miles  an 
hour.  Whiteman  left  his  seat  and  jumpe-i 
head  first  through  the  car  window.  Solo- 
mon and  Field  rushed  to  stop  him,  but 
were  too  late.  They  saw  Whiteman  on 
the  ground,  as  the  train  whizzed  by. 

The    two    officers    demanded    that    the 


conductor  stop  the  train.  He  refused  on 
the  ground  that  the  train  was  carrying 
United  States  malls  on  a  fast  schedule. 
The  tran  was  stopped  at  Silver  Creek 
for  a  moment  l'>  allow  the  detectives  to 
alight.  They  returned  to  Dunkirk  on  an 
accommodation  train  and  began  a  search 
for    Whttcrnan. 

Whiteman  was  Kelng  brought  hack  to 
Buffalo  from  St.  Louis,  on  a  charge  of 
forgery  and  grand  larceny,  a  grand  jurv 
now  sitting  having  returned  an  Indict- 
ment against  him  containing  those  Gliar- 
ges.  He  is  siispecti'd  of  being  impllcatcl 
in  Irregularities  in  which  the  Fidelity 
Trust  company  of  Buffalo  was  the  vic- 
tim.

Thirty  Lakeside  women,  dressed  In 
gala  attire  for  a  card  party,  threw 
down  their  cards  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  turned   themselves  into  a  salvage 

corps  to  rescue  the  furniture  from  an 
adjoining  residence,  which  had  caught 
fire. 

The  party  was  given  at  the  residence 
of  Mrs.  A.  H.  Smith,  at  4506  London 
road,  and  about  thirty  guests  from 
Lakeside  and  the  East  End  were  pres- 
ent. Six-handed  euchre  was  being 
played,  when  an  alarm  of  fire  came 
and  the  guest.s,  rushing  to  the  windows 
saw  smoke  and  flames  issuing  from  the 
residence  of  R.  H.  Knapp,  two  or  three 
doors  away. 

Forgetting  their  fine  clothes,  and  re- 
membering only  that  the  furniture  and 
property  of  a  neighbor  were  in  dan- 
ger, the  guests  rushed  from  the  house 
and  invaded  Mr.  Kanpp's  residence 
in  a  body.  They  stripped  the  two 
floors  of  all  the  furniture,  pictures, 
rugs,  curtains  and  decorations  that 
could  be  moved,  carrying  them  out 
Into  the  garden,  and  depositing  them 
carefully  out  of  danger.  In  fact  they 
stripped   the   house   clear  of   all   eooda. 

Meanwhile  the  firemen  had  arrived 
on  the  scene.  The  blaze  had  started 
in  the  attic  of  the  residence,  and  two 
or  three  streams  of  water  were  soon 
playing  on  that  part  of  the  house.  The 
flames  were  quickly  gotten  under  con- 
trol, but  not  before  the  ceilings  and 
walls  of  the  house  had  been  drenched 
with  water  and  the  floors  covered. 
Had  the  furniture  been  allowed  to  re- 
main In  the  house  much  of  It  would 
have  been  ruined,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.

Mr.  Croker 
has  not  been  slow  to  recognize  the  super- 
iority of  Irish  raised  horses,  and  while,  as 
before,  his  horses  will  continue  to  figure 
constantly  on  the  leading  English  race- 
courses, they  will  be  reised  in  the  Emerald 
isle. 

The  mansion  of  Glencairn  will  not  be 
wholly  demolished.  As  it  now  stands,  it 
may  be  described  as  comfortable  and  old- 
fashioned.  The  renovation  and  extensions 
have  been  designed  by  one  of  the  best- 
known  of  Irish  architects.  His  instruc- 
tions from  Mr.  Croker  were  to  enlarge  the

POULTRY  CROP  LARGER. 

Only  Shrinka§:e  Seems  to  Be 
In  Geese. 

Chicago.  Sept.  30.— P.  H.  Sprague,  head 
of  a  local  poultry  concern,  gives  this 
summary  of  poultry  crops  throughout  Ill- 
inois, Iowa,  Indiana.  Nebraska,  Minnesota 

and  the  Dakotas: 

Turkey   crop  about  15  per   cent  heavier 
than  la.st  year.     Our  reports  in   most   in- 
stances claim  large  Increases  in  the  flocks 
of  turkeyp.  but  some  points  which  raised 
a  good  manv  turkeys  last  year,   report  a 
material   shrinkage.     On  the   whole,   how- 
ever, we  look  for  more  turkeys  to  come  to 
the  market  during  the  winter.

NELSON  GETS 
A  VERDICT 

Sues  For  $1T00  on  Log- 
ging Contract  and 
Gets  $1500. 

A  verdict  of  $1590.50  for  Andrew  Nel- 
son resulted  from  the  trial  of  the  ac- 
tion brought  by  him  against  the 
Mashek  Lumber  company  to  recover 
$1'(00,  claimed  to  be  due  him  on  a  log- 
ging contract.  Part  of  the  amount  was 
claimed  on  logs  which  Nelson  alleged 
scaled  over  the  amount  of  his  contract, 
and  for  which  the  company  refused  to 
pay,  claiming  there  were  no  logs  over 
the  amount  called  for  in  the  contract. 
Tlie  contract  called  for  3T0,i»30  feet  of 
logs,  and  Nelson  claim.ed  that  his  out- 
put scaled  4!>4,500,  according  to  the  fig- 
ures of  F.  S.  Drake,  from  the  office  of 
the  surveyor  general  of  logs. 

The  lumber  company  claimed  that 
the  scaling  was  fraudulently  done  with 
a  view  of  cheating  the  company.

COMPLETE

Class  of  Five  Nurses  Is 

Graduated    From   St. 

Luke's  Hospital. 

Rev.  IrviRs:  Johnson  of 

Minneapolis  Makes  an 
Eloquent  Address. 


The  graduating  exercises  for  the  nurses 
who  have  completed  their  course  at  St. 
Luke's  hospital  were  held  last  evening  in  j 
St.  Paul's  church,  which  was  filled  with 
friends  of  the  young  women  and  others 
Interested  in   the  service. 

The  five  graduates  were:  Anna  Isa- 
bella Greentleld  and  Alice  Helen  Martin, 
of  Duluth;  Maude  Estelle  Slay  ton,  of 
Eaton  Rapids,  Mich.;  Rilla  Irene  Weller, 
of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  and  Ruth 
Zanlsch,  of  Spooner,  Wis. 

The  services  prescribed  for  the  occasion 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Ryan, 
while  Rev.  I.  P.  Johnson,  of  Gethsamane 
church,  Minneapolis,  made  the  address 
to  the  graduates. 

Following  the  address  the  diplomas  were 
presented  by  Dr.  Rvan,  accompanied  by 
a  brief  admonition  to  faithfully  fulfil  the 
duties  which  fall  to  the  lot  of  a  nurse. 
Miss  Thornton,  superintendent  of  the  hos- 
pital, then  pinned  the  badges  on  the 
graduates,  and  the  exercises  were  brought 
to  a  close  with  the  singing  of  a  hymn 
appropriate  to  the  occasion. 

Following  the  service  a  reception  was 
tendered  the  graduates  in  the  rectory  ad- 
joining the  church.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ryan, 
Mrs.  William  R.  Stone.  Miss  Thornton, 
Miss  Rott  and  Miss  Duiilop  received  the 
guests,  and  the  refreshments  were  served 
bv  Mrs.  J.  E.  Bowers,  Mrs.  Fred  Reynolds, 
Mrs.  William  Jones  and  Miss  Besie 
Hoopes. 

Mr.   Johnson's  address  was  an  eloquent 
appeal  to  the  nurses  to  idealize  their  call 
ing.  which  he  said  was  one  of  the  noblest 
professions.     He  sr>oke  in  part  as  follows: 

"I  have  read  somewhere  that  man  Is 
superior  to  woman  in  .Trything  ho  under- 
takes, whether  it  be  cooking,  dressmaking, 
millinery,  music  teaching  or  any  of  the 
other  callings  which  are  supposed  to  be 
followed  mainly  bv  women. 

"However  true  this  may  be.  there  is  one 
calling  in  which  women  will  alwavs  be 
superior  to  men.  and  that  is  nursing. 
There  is  something  in  the  feminine  tem- 
peramf>nt  which  enables  tliem  to  adapt 
themselves  to  this  profession  in  a  manner 
that  men  never  can.  It  is  the  noblest  of 
all  professions,  and  one  for  which  Jesus 
Christ   set   the   example. 

"I  do  not  know  what  the  discipline  of 
St.  Luke's  hospital  is.  but  I  hope  it  is 
strict  even  to  the  verge  of  sove-ity.  The 
first  great  duty  of  the  nurse  is  to  learn 
obedience.  By  obedience  I  mean  the  will- 
ing obedience  which  can  take  a  rebuk-; 
with  a  cheerful  spirit  and  not  hear  malice 
against  the  giver.  For  before  we  can 
learn  to  command  we  must  first  learn 
obedience. 

"The  second  great  attribute  of  a  suc- 
cessful nurse,  after  obedience,  Is  absolute 
cleanliness.  Cleanliness  in  one's  i  erson 
is  an  absolnte  nt'  essity  for  a  nurse,  for 
of  what  avail  is  all  the  knowledge  of  bac- 
teria, if  one  beais  on  one's  person  the 
evidences   of   germs? 

"The  tldrd  great  attribute  of  the  suc- 
cessful nurse  is  good  nature.  The  good 
nature  that  is  spontaneous.  I  me;in.  Prac- 
tice the  art  of  being  good  natured  until, 
it  becomes  a  hibit  with  you,  and  tear 
about  with  you  that  sunshiny  disposition 
that  feels  no  bitterness  or  ma'ice.  or 
pettiness.  No  matter  what  the  urovoca- 
tion  may  be.  it  is  inexcusable  in  a  nurse 
to  lose  her  temper,  and  especially  if  her 
patient  l)e  poor  or  unfortimate.  I'nkind- 
noss  toward  an  unfortunate  is  cowa'd:ce. 
Remember  that  you  ran  always  he  thank- 
ful that  they  are  no  worse  than  they  are. 

"The  greatest  attribute  of  success  in 
a  nurse  Is  her  own  personality.  You  all 
have  the  same  e(iuipment  of  knowledgL* 
and  skill  given  you  by  the  hospital.  It 
may  vary  somewhat  In  degree,  but  this 
is  not  what  wil  count  in  your  success. 
Those  who  will  rise  the  highest  are  those 
who  have  the  ability  to  adapt  thems'-lves 
to  whatever  surroundings  they  may  en- 
counter, ou  will  find  many  unreasv)n- 
able  people  to  deal  with,  in  y<iur  career  as 
private  nurses.  If  then  is  any  time  when 
people  are  less  governed  by  reason  than 
any  other.  It  is  when  one  of  their  friends 
Is  ill.  It  Is  your  duty  to  get  along  with 
thtse  people  as  best  you  can.  and  re- 
member always  that  the  patient  Is  the 
first  consideration.  Sometimes  you  will 
be  called  upon  to  do  menial  work.  If 
this   is   for   the   sake   (^f   the   patient   do  It

INJURES  SALE 
OF  PROPERTY 

Settlers  Claim  Condemna- 
tion Proceedings  Frighten 
Away  Buyers. 

Jennie  I.  Phelps  and  Olaf  Gulbranson, 
two  owners  of  land  that  the  Minnesota 
Canal  and  Power  company  is  said  to 
be  seeking  to  procure  through  condem- 
nation proceedings,  have  filed  answers 
in  district  court  asking  that  the  suit 
be  dismissed.  The  petition  is  based  on 
the  claim  that  the  canal  and  power 
company  is  bankrupt,  and  that  its  ob- 
jects are  not  for  public  purjioses.  The 
petitioners  also  request  their  costs  in 
the  action,  and  that  they  be  paid  dam- 
ages. 

The  condemnation  proceedings  have 
been  pending  since  1894,  at  which  date 
three  commissioners  were  appointed  to 
appraise  the  land.  An  appeal  was  taken 
from  the  appointment  and  the  case 
went  to  the  supreme  court,  where  It  is 
I  still  pending.  The  petitioners  claim 
;  that  the  suit  hanging  tire  clouds  their 
title  to  a  certain  extent  and  prevents 
its  disposal  by  sfile,  the  belief  being 
that, the  land  is  tied  up  by  litigation. 

To 'clear  their  titles  the  petitioners 
have  started  the  present  action.

Land  Lookers  Numerous 

In  Woods  of  Norihern 

Minnesota. 


Attracted  By  Announced 

Opening  of  Three  New 

Townships. 


Duluthians  returning  from  trips  through 
the  woods  of  Northern  Minnesota,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Virginia,  report  th.at  the  coun- 
try is  overrun  with  land  lookers,  most 
of  whom  are  drawn  to  the  district  in 
question  by  the  fact  that  three  new  town- 
ships located  there  are  to  be  opened  for 
entry  at  the  Duluth  land  office  next 
month.  Many  inquiries  relative  to  the 
opening   are    also    being   received    at    the 

Duluth  land  office,  and  it  is  expected 
that  there  will  be  the  usual  heavy  rush 
for  entry  when  the  time  for  filing  on 
the   land  arrives. 

The  townships  are  62-19,  62-20  and  62-21. 
The  first  will  be  opened  to  settlement  on 
Oct.  18,  the  second  on  Oct.  19,  and  the 
third  on  Oct.  20.  The  three  townships 
adjoin,  extending  directly  west  from  Asii- 
wa,  the  present  terminus  of  the  Duluth, 
Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake  railroad,  about 
twenty-five  miles  north  of  Virginia.  Tliis 
territory  contains  some  of  the  choicest 
farming  land  in  the  state,  and  hundreds 
of  people  are  eagerly  awaiting  an  oppor- 
tunity to  file  on  it. 

A  great  many  of  the  claims  are  already 
occupied  by  squatters^  who  will  have 
prior  right  to  the  land.  This  prior  right 
entitles  the  actual  settle  ninety  days  after 
the  opening  to  make  his  entry,  and  his 
right  to  make  entry  is  recognized  even 
though  some  outsider  has  filed  on  the 
land  before  him.  The  first  entry  is  can- 
celed in  favor  of  the  actual  settler,  if  he 
can  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  gov- 
ernment officials  that  he  is  what  he 
claims  to  be.  But  many  settlers,  not  car- 
ing to  risk  a  troublesome  contest,  will  be 
on  hand  when  the  opening  occurs,  and 
get  in  their  filings  in  time  to  prevent  any 
difficulties  of  this  nature. 

All  of  these  townships  are  in  St.  Louis 
county,  and  will  be  the  first  to  be  opened 
in  this  county  for  nearly  two  years. 
Eight  townships  in  Itasca  county  and  two 
in  Cook  were  opened  at  the  local  land 
office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30.

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VENERABLE  SENATOR 
SUCCUMBS  AT  LAST 

George  Frisbie  Hoar,  Senior  Senator 
of  Massachusetts,  Is  Eead. 

Was  One  of  the  Nation's  Greatest 
and  Noblest  Men.

■Worcester,    Mass.,    Sept.    SO.— George  j 
FrJsble  Hoar,  senior  United  States  sen-  i 
ator     from  Massachusetts,  died  at  his 
home  at  1:35      o'clock      this      morning. 
Death    followed   a    i>eriod   of   unconsci- 
ousness that  had  continued  since  early 
Tuesday,  and  came  so  peacefully  thai 
only  the     attending     physicians     were 
aware  of  the  exact  moment  of  dissolu-  i 
tion.  I 

The  attending  physicians  despaired 
of  the  senators  life  ^ix  weelcs  ago,  but 
8uch  way  the  vitality  exhibited  by  tlie 
patient  that  even  they  were  surprised, 
and  the  public  was  at  times  led  to  hope 
for  an  ultiniate  recovery. 

On  Sunday  last,  however,  all  hope 
■was  abandoned  after  a  last  unsuccess- 
ful attempt  to  administer  medicine  and 
nourishment.  Hrief  lucid  intervals 
were  followed  by  longer  durations  of 
unconsciousness,  until  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, when  the  venerable  statesman 
sank  into  a  state  of  coma,  from  which 
all  efforts  to  rouse  him  proved  futile. 
During  the  last  hours  there  was  not  a 
movement  of  the  body.  A  scarcely 
perceptible  pulse  preceded  death. 

There  were  present  at  the  bedside 
when  death  camethesenator'a  .-^on,  Gen. 
Ko' kwood  Hoar,  his  daughter.  Mary 
Hoar  and  Dr.  Warren  H.  G.ilman.  who 
for  weeks  has  been  in  almost  constant 
attendance  on  the  senator. 

Intelligence  of  Senator  Hoar's  demise 
was  first  communicated  by  telephone 
from  the  house  to  the  press  by  Dr. 
Gilman.  Immediately  afterwards  a 
prearranged  signal  was  transmitted  on 
the  fire  alarm  sy.«;tem  and  the  long- 
dreaded  news  was  conveyed  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Worcester  by  the  tolling  of 
cnurch  bells. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  inform 
the  public  in  this  manner,  when  the 
phyf^lcians  attending  him  decided  that 
the  venerable  legislator  was  on  his 
death-bed. 

Senator  Hoar  had  been  in  ill  health 
since  last  winter,  and  even  when  at- 
tending the  sessions  of  the  senate  he 
was  bliged  to  exercise  extreme  care 
lest  his  exertions  should  overcome  him. 
At  that  time  he  was  troubled  with 
lumbago,  and  the  death  of  his  wife  in 
Washington  proved  such  a  blow  that 
he  never  recovered  entirely  from  its 
effects. 

He  had  suffered  from  malaria  at 
times  while  In  Washington,  and  he  oc- 
casionally remarked  to  his  friends  that 
thi?  trouble  was  his  greatest  enemy  at 
the  (apitol.  His  physicians  advised  him 
last  winter  to  keep  as  quiet  as  poissible, 
to  refrain  from  making  long  speeches, 
and  not  to  attend  public  functions. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  last  session 
of  congress  he  was  frequently  absent 
from  the  se^^sions  of  senate,  remaining 
at  his  hotel. 

He  came  to  his  home  soon  after  the 
adjournment,  apparently  recovered 
fioin  the  attack  of  lumbago.  He  was 
weak,  however,  and  his  physician.  Dr. 
Warren  R.  Gilman,  advised  him  to  re- 
frain during  the  summer  from  any 
mental  or  physical  exertion,  in  the  hope 
that  he  might  again  regain  his 
strength. 

He  disregarded  this  Injunction  on  at 
least  three  occasions,  his  love  for  old 
associations  and  his  old  friends  over- 
coming considerations  for  himself.  Late 
In  May  he  attended  the  bl-centennial 
celebration  in  the  town  of  Sutton,  Wor- 
cester county,  and  made  a  sfieet  h  of 
more  than  half  an  hour's  duration  in 
the  open  air.  He  was  especially  Inter- 
ested in  this  celebration,  as  one  feat- 
ure of  it  was  the  dedication  of  a  me- 
morial tablet  to  Gen.  Rufus  Putnam  on 
the  site  of  Putnam's  birthplace.  Mr. 
Hoar  made  an  historiral  address,  eulo- 
gizing Gen.  Putnam  as  one  of  the  coun- 
try's greatest  men.  He  spoke  clearly 
and  logically,  but  he  seemed  feeble, 
and  after  speaking  a  minute  or  two, 
asked  permission  to  cover  his  head, 
as  a  cool  breeze  was  blowing  in  his 
fact.  He  left  the  speaker's  stand  as 
8CK  n  as  his  pt>eech  was  finished,  and 
wa?    driven   directly   to   his    home.      It 


was  remarked  at  the  time  by  those 
who  heard  him  that  it  might  be  his 
last  appearance  In  public. 

A  few  weeks  later  Senator  Hoar 
spoke  at  a  special  session  of  court, 
when  eulogies  were  delivered  on  the  life 
of  Gol.  E.  B.  Stoddard,  a  life-long 
friend  of  the  senator's,  and  he  also 
made  an  Informal  afternoon  address 
at  the  English  high  school  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  presentation  to  the  city  of 
some  copies  of  Stuaa-fs  portrait  of 
Washington  by  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

This  was  Senator  Hoar's  last  ap- 
pearnce  in  public.  During  the  latter 
part  of  July  and  up  to  Aug.  17  he  re 
maincd  in  his  home  and  much  of  the 
time  stayed  In  bed.  He  received  visit- 
ors dally  and  dictated  many  letteres 
to  his   secretary. 

Previous  to  Aug.  17  reports  of  his 
llllue^^s  were  treated  lightly  by  his 
family  and  friends.  On  one  occasion 
when  a  report  was  circulated  that  his 
condition  Avas  serious,  he  dictated  o 
humorous  account  of  his  Illness  and 
requested  that  it  be  sent  to  the  As- 
sociated Press.  He  attributed  his 
illness  to  "Washington  malaria,"  and 
to  the  effects  of  the  attack  of  lum- 
bago. He  grew  weaker  gradually  and 
on  the  morning  of  Aug.  17  had  a  sink- 
ing turn  caused  by  the  weak  action 
of  his  heart.  His  condition  seriously 
alarmed  his   physician  and   his   family. 

On  Sept.  25  it  was  anonunced  by  his 
son  that  he  was  failing  rapidly  and  he 
lapsed  at  times  Into  unconsciousness. 
From  that  time  until  his  death  he 
was  unable  to  take  nourishment,  but 
his  constitution  enabled  him  to  re- 
sist death  for  such  a  length  of  time 
that  even  his  physician  was  surprised.

Long  a  Prominent  Fig:ure  In 
Pubic  Life. 

George  Frisbie  Hoar,  United  States 
senator  from  Massachusetts  since 
March  5,  1877,  when  he  succeeded  Geo. 
S.  Boutwell,  was  born  in  Concord, 
Mass.,  Aug.  29,  1S26,  and  graduated 
from  Harvard  in  1846.  He  began  law 
practice  In  Worcester,  Mass.,  in  1850; 
became  city  solicitor  of  Worcester  in 
1S60— his  lirat  public  office— and  in  1862 
entered  the  Massachusetts  legislature 
as  a  member  of  the  lower  branch, 
graduating  In  1857  to  the  state  senate. 
He  was  thereafter  electer  member  of 
the  forty-first,  -forty-second,  forty 
third  and  forty-fourth  congresses  and 
declined  re-election  to  the  forty-fifth 
congress.  In  1877  he  was  elected  to  the 
Unite  dStates  senate  to  succeed  Bout- 
well,  and  was  re-elected  in  1S83,  1889, 
1895  and  1901.  In  1876  he  participated  In 
the  famous  Belknap  impeachment 
trial,  and  in  the  same  year  was  a 
member  of  the  electoral  commission. 
At  various  times  he  held  official  posi- 
tions In  conection  with  Harvard  col- 
lege, Clark  university,  Smithsonian  in- 
stitution and  a  number  of  hi.storic»xl 
and  educational  societies.  Such  is  his 
career's  statistics. 

LOOKED     LIKE    FRANKLIN. 

In  1898  he  w:»s  mentioned  as  a  presi- 
dential possibility,  and  it  was  .said  of 
him  that  "his  striking  resemblance  to 
Ben  Franklin  would  make  his  cam- 
paign lithographs  wrnderfully  effec- 
tive all  over  the  country.  His  biog- 
raphy would  read  almost  a.s  well  as 
those  of  the   Endlcotts  and  Adamses." 

In  1903  Hoar  published  "An  Auto- 
biography of  Seventy  Years,"  discuss- 
ing his  own  career  and  the  careers 
of  Grant,  Blaine  and  many  other  noted 
men  with  whom  he  had  associated  in 
his    long   public    life. 

"The  lesson  which  I  have  learned 
in  life,"  he  wrote,  "which  is  impre.'^sed 
on  me  daily  and  more  deeply  as  I 
grow  old,  is  the  lesson  of  good  will 
and  good  hope.  I  bel^.'ve  that  today 
is  bftter  than  yesterady,  and  that  to- 
morrow will  be  better  than  today." 
ALWAYS   AN   OPTIMIST. 

These    words    are    a    keynote    to    his 
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beneficient  life.  He  always  lived  with 
hfs  face  turned  toward  the  morning. 
"I  account  It  my  supreme  good  for- 
tune," he  continued,  "that  my  public 
life  has  been  spent  in  the  service  of 
Massachusetts.  No  man  can  know 
better  than  I  do  how  unworthy  I  have 
been  of  a  place  in  the  great  line  of 
public  men  who  have  adorned  her 
history  for  nearly  300  years.  What  a 
succession  it  has  been!  What  royal 
house,  what  empire  or  monarchy,  can 
show  a  catalogue  like  that  of  the  men 
whom  in  every  generation  she  has 
called  to  her  high  placesr- Brad  ford  and 
Wlnthrop  and  Sir  Henry  Vane,  Lever- 
ett  and  Sam  Adams,  and  John  Adams 
and  his  illustrious  son,  and  Cabot  and 
Dexter,  Webster  and  Everett,  and 
Sumner  and  Andrew." 

Hoar  devoted  one  chapter  to  his  ma- 
ternal grandfather,  Roger  Sherman  of 
Connecticut,  and  his  family.  "My 
mother  was  the  most  perfect  democrat 
in  the  best  sense  of  the  word  that  I 
ever  knew,"  he  wrote.  "It  was  a 
democracy  which  was  the  logical  re- 
sult of  the  doctrines  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  the  New.  It  recosnlz^d 
the  dignity  of  the  individual  soul.  If 
she  were  in  the  company  of  a  queen 
it  would  never  have  occurred  to  her 
taht    they   did   not    meet   as   eauals." 

Concord  In  his  boyhood  was  illumina- 
ted by  three  stars— Hawthorne,  Em- 
erson and  Thoreau.  Of  Emerson,  Hoar 
records  that  his  influence  was  not 
great  in  Concord  for  the  first  15  or  20- 
years  of  his  life  there.  "The  Con- 
cord people,  like  the  general  public, 
were  slow  in  coming  to  know  Ws  great 
genius.  He  was  highly  respected  al- 
ways. But  the  people  were  at  first 
puzzled  by  him.  It  was  Hoar's  sister 
Elizabeth  who  was  the  betrothed  of 
diaries  Emerson,  whose  early  death 
prevented  their  marriage,  and  Ralph 
Waldo  held  her  always  as  a  sister 
until  her  death  In  1H78. 

tribute:  to   his   pastor. 

As  a  boy  of  14  or  15,  Hoar   went  up 
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!  to  The  Wayside  to  assist  In  putting 
;  things  to  ordtr  for  the  Hawthorncs  on 
i  their  return  from  their  wedding  jour- 
I  ney.  "The  furniture  was  cheap,"  he 
i  wrote.  "But  Mry.  Hawthorne  nad  dc- 
I  corated  It  with  drawings  and  panU- 
I  Ings,  and  on  the  head  board  of  her  bed 
j  she  painted  Guide's  'Aurora,"  with  its 
I  exquisite  light  figures  and  horses  and 
youths  and  maidens  Hying  through  the 
air." 

Hoar  entered  Harvard  university  in 
18^2  as  a  youth  of  16  and  in  the  passing 
years  he  had  for  i>rofessors,  or  for  crl- 
iege  mates  a  large  number  of  the  m.>Bt 
eminent  men  of  the  nint^teenth  cen- 
tury. "We  had  some  delightful  lectures 
fiom  Longfellow  on  the  literature  of 
the  middle  age«,"  he  wrote.  "He  read 
us  some  of  his  original  poems  and  some 
beautiful  translations.'  All  the  sub- 
stance of  these  lectures,  I  think,  is  'o 
be  found  In  his  book  entitled  "The 
Poets  and  Poetry  of  the  Middle  Ages  ' 
J  do  not  see  that  we  gained  anything 
of  soMd  Instruction  by  having  them 
read  to  us  that  we  could  not  have 
got   as  well   by  reading  them." 

One  of  tho  special  traditions  of  Har- 
vard is  that  of  the  Greek  tutor,  Evan- 
gelinus  Apostolldes  Sophocles,  who 
was,  as  Hoar  related,  "a  native  of 
Thessaly.  born  near  Mount  Pelion,  and 
educated  in  the  convent  of  the  Greek 
church  on  Mount  Slnal.  »  •  ♦  He 
was  a  man  of  wonderful  learning— I 
dare  say  the  Greek  scholar  »u  his  gen- 
eration, whether  in  Europe  or  in 
America." 

One  entire  chapter  of  the  work  Is  de- 
voted to  Dr.  Edward  Everelt  Hale, 
whose  name,  Hoar  said,  should  ap- 
pear on  almost  every  page  if  he  were 
to  write  a  truthful  account  of  his  life. 
Hoar  became  a  member  of  Dr.  Hale'.* 
church  In  1849,  at  the  age  of  23,  and 
"wherever  ho  has  been,  or  wherever  I 
have  been,"  writes  Hoar.  "I  have  been 
his  parishioner  ever  since.  •  *  •  I 
have  learned  of  him  the  great  virtue 
of  hope;  to  Judge  of  mankind  by  their 
merits  and  not  by  their  faults:  to  un- 
deistand  that  the  great  current  events 
of  history,  especially  a  republic,  more 
especially  in  our  republic,  are  deter- 
mined by  great  and  noble  motives,  and 
not  by  mean  and  base  motives." 
FRANK  TO  FRIEND  AND  FOE. 
FoUtlcaJly,  Hoar  was  always  a  Re- 
publican. He  was  opposed  to  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Philippines  and  to  the 
"imperialistic"  policy  of  dealing  willi 
them,  but  not  sufhciently  ."o  to  sun- 
der the  party  ties  of  a  lifetime.  In 
his  last  great  speech  in  the  senate, 
Ihat  on  trusts,  delivered  in  defense  of 
a  bill  prepared  by  himself  for  the  pur- 
pose of  checking  these  combtnation.i, 
he  gave  this  key  to  his  political  senli- 
ments: 

"Great  wealth  should  be  controlled 
as  the  servant  of  man  and  of  govern- 
ment, and  should  not  be  given  the 
reins  of  control." 

In  his  autobiography,  Hoar  de- 
nounced Ben  Butler,  his  old  political 
foe.  thus: 

■  I  repeat  what  I  said  of  Gen.  Butler 
In  his  lifetime,  when  he  way  at  the 
height  of  his  power  with  a  full 
knoAvledge  of  his  vindictive  character- 
that  the  success  of  his  attempt  to  use 
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"  Chinete  (iordon  '*—•<>  called  becaute  of 
ftis  great  luccet?  in  China,  was  to  EngUih 
ff.ifral  who, in  i86}, commanded  aCbir.eae 
force  called  the  B»»r  Vlctorioui  Army.  H« 
leceived  from  the  Emperot  the  yellow  jacket 
and  peacock'a  featker  of  a  Mandarin  of  th« 
f rat  claii.

It  deserves  the  peacock's 
feather,  ^J-oo. 


and  consolidate  the  political  forces  of 
MassachsettB  would  have  been  the  cor- 
ruption of  her  youth,  the  destruction  of 
everything  valuable  in  her  character, 
and  the  establishment  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Charles  river  of  another  New  York 
with  its  frauds,  Tweed  rings  and  scan- 
dals." 

Of  Blaine.  Hoar  wrote: 

"James  G.  Blaine  was  a  man  of  many 
faults  and  many  Infirmities.  But  his 
life  Is  a  part  of  the  history  of  his 
country.  It  will  be  better  for  his  repu- 
tation that  the  chapter  of  that  his- 
toiy  which  relates  to  him  shall  be 
written  by  a  historian  with  a  full  and 
clear  sen.se  of  those  faults  and  Inllr- 
mlties,  concealing  nothing  and  extenu- 
ating nothing.  But  also  let  him  set 
nought  down  in  malice.  Mr.  Blaine 
was  a  brilliant  and  able  man,  lovable, 
patriotic,  far-seeing,  kind.  He  acted  in 
a  great  way  under  gr^jat  responsibil- 
ities. He  w-as  wise  and  prudent  when 
wisdom  and  prduce  were  demanded.  If 
he  had  attained  to  the  supreme  object 
of  his  ambition  and  reached  the  goal 
of  the  presidency,  if  his  life  had  been 
spared  to  complete  his  term,  it  would 
have  been  a  most  honorable  period,  in 
my  opinion,  in  the  history  of  the  coun- 
try. No  man  has  lived  in  this  coun- 
try since  Daniel  Webster  died,  save  i 
McKinley  alone,  who  had  so  large  a  | 
number  of  devoted  friend.s  and  admir-  j 
ers  in  all  parts  of  the  country."  i 

In  his  public  life  Hoar  dealt  as 
frankly  with  friend  and  foe  as  he  wrote 
of  them  in  his  book.

Bids  were  opened  this  mornins  by 
the  board  of  public  works  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  approaches  to  the  new 
aerial  ferry  bridge.  No  less  tiian 
Eeven  contractors  submitted  bids  for 
the  work,  their  estimates  ranging  from 
J545S.2d  to  16261.75.  The  contract  was 
awarded    to    Sang    &    Preston    for   the 

former    figure. 

The  other  bidders  were  L.  D.  Camp- 
btll.  George  K.  King,  P.  McDonnell, 
Fitzgerald  &  Norris,  John  Lory  and 
J.    D.    Milliard. 

The    contract    will    be    submitted    to 
the    couru-el    ^ijonday    night     for    ap- 
proval. 

The  aproaches  will  be  constructed 
of  concrete.  A  seventeen-foot  roadway 
for  teams  will  be  constructed  in  the 
center,  paved  with  .sandstone  blocks, 
and  provided  with  a  sandstone  curb. 
On  each  side  of  the  roadway  there  will 
bt»  an  eight-foot  sidofwalk  for  foot 
l>assengers. 

Iron  gates  will  be  placed  at  the  end 
of  the  roadway  and  the  sidewalks  to 
prevent  accident^s  when  the  car  is  not 
In  position.

It 
was  discovered,  long  afterward,  by  ihe 
officers  of  one  of  our  naval  vessels 
who  were  engaged  in  making  a  survey 
of  the  little  atoll  and  runnin'j  a  line 
of  soundings  around   its  barrier-reef. 

Shortly  before  the  annexation  of  the 
Hawaiian  group,  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  company  caused  an  examin- 
ation to  be  made  of  the  island  with  vie  v 
to  its  possible  utilization  as  a  coaling 
station;  but  this  idea  was  finally  aban- 
doned on  account  of  the  difficulty  of 
taking  lighters  in  and  out  through  thv 
narrow,  rock-obstructed  channel  which 
breaks  the  circle  of  the  reef  on  the 
western  side,  and  affords  the  only 
means  of  access  to  the  shallow  wai^r 
of  the  lagoon.  When  the  trans-Pa- 
cific cable  was  projected,  however,  this 
insignificant  bit  of  United  States  ter- 
ritory in  the  vast  watery  solitude  of 
the  western  ocean  suddenly  acGuir-^d 
importance  and  value;  and  in  1903— 
more  than  forty  years  after  its  dis- 
covery—it was  made  a  cable  repeating 
station,  and  became,  for  the  firht  time, 
an  Inhabited  place.

by  man  in  all  the  broad  Patiflc,  says 
George  Kennan  in  the  Outlook.  Be- 
fore the  acqui.sition  |>f  the  Philii-piner?, 
not  one  American  in  ten  ihctlsaud, 
jirobably.  was  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  United  St:.tes  owned  territory  in 
the  middle  of  the  Pfecitic  ocean,  ntaily 
thirty-five  hundred  miles  west  of  San 
Francisco:  ami  yet  tiie  little  atoll  then 
known  as  "Brooks  island"  had  be- 
longed to  us  fcr  nearly  forty  years.  It 
had  no  Inhabitants,  and  therefore  re- 
quired no  colonial  administration,  but 
it  was,  nevertheless,  the  first  colonial 
possession  that  we  aco.uired  in  the  Pa- 
cific, away  from  the  mainland,  and  for 
many  years  it  was  our  remotest  out- 
post in  the  dliection  of  the  Orient. 
Captain  N.  C.  Brooks,  of  the  American 
ship  Gambia,  discovered  it  in  1S5H.  and 
'  although  it  was  a  mere  sand-heap, 
less  than  tv.o  miles  across,  and  seemed 
;  to  be  absolutely  worthless,  he  prudtnt- 
;  ly  annexed  it,  in  the  name  of  the  Uni- 


ted States,  and  took  such  formal  steps 
as  were  necessary  to  establish  a  n;"4- 
tional  claim  to  it. 

For  the  next  thirty  years  it  reamin- 
ed  uninhabited  and  almost  unvisited;  ' 
bift  in  1867  it  was  examined  by  Captain 
Remolds,  of  the  United  States  cruiser 
Lackawanna,  and  in  18SS.  if  I  remem- 
ber rightly,  a  Norwegian  ship  wa:s 
wrecked  on  it,  and  her  survivors  lived 
there  for  a  jieriod  of  .ibcut  twa  years, 
gaining  scanty  subsistence  by  collect- 
ing birds'  eggs  and  catching  fish.  They 
were  finally  seen  and  taken  off  by  the 
crew  of  a  Japanese  merchant  vesstl 
who  were  cruising  about  in  that  i>arr 
of  the  Pacific  in  search  of  guano  de- 
posits. Before  their  rescue,  they  hai 
drawn  up  and  buried  in  a  bott'e  a 
biief  record  of  their  experience,  wi'.h 
directions  for  obtaining  brackish  but 
drinkable  water,  and  the  nimes  of 
three  <r  four  castaways  who  had  al- 
ready perished  from  hardship  and  ex- 
posure. This  reeoKli  was  written* 
doubtles.s,  at  a  time  when  they  had  no 
expectation  of  ever  being  found.  It 
was  discovered,  long  afterward,  by  h.- 
officers  of  one  of  our  nival  vessels 
who  were  engaged  in  making  a  survey 
of  the  little  atoll  and  runnin-i  a  line 
of  soundings   around   its  liarrier-rcef. 

Shortly   before   the  annexation  of  the 
Hawaiian     group,      the      Pacific      Mail 
.Steamship  company  caused  an  examin- 
ation to  be  made  of  the  island  with  v::e  v 
to  its  possible  utilization   as  a  coaiin, 
station;  but  this  idea  was  finally  aban- 
'  doned   on   account    of   the    difficulty   of 
taking  lighters  in  and  out   through  th 
narrow,  rock-obstructed  channel  which 
breaks    the    circle    of   the    reef    on    the 
western    side,    and     affords     the     ordy 
means   of  access  to  the  shallow    wat^r 
:  of    the    lagoon.       When    the    trans-Pa- 
cific cable  was  projectr-d.  however,  this 
insignificant   bit   of   United   States   ter- 
ritory   in    the    vast    watery   solitude    of 
the    western    ocean    suddenly    acffuir^^d 
importance    and    value;    and    in    1903— 
more    than    forty   years    after    its    dis- 
covery—it  was  made  a  cable  rep'-ating 
'  station,  and  became,  for  the  fir.-t  timo-, 
an    inhabited    i.lace.        It    now    has    a 
population  of  ten  or  twelve  men— near- 
i  ly  all  cable  operators— and  one  solitary 
i  woman. 

j      As  seen   from  a  distance   of  three  or 
fcur  miles,  Midway  island  looks  like  a 


low,    undulating   drift    of     marble-dust  ; 
diversified  with   roun-.led,   bush-covere  1 
hillocks,    and    encircled    by    a.  barrier- 
reef  of  jagged  coral  rock,  ten  or  twelve 
miles  in  circumference,  over  which  th.- 
huge    Pacific    rollers   break   incessantly  ; 
HI  clouds  of  spray  ami  mist.       Between  : 
the    reef    and    the    island    there    Is    a. 
s.hallow    lagoon    half   a    mile    to    a   mil- 
across,     whose    tranquil     water    varies 
in   color  from   pea-green   to  a  bril'ianl 
peacock-emerald,  and  contrasts  strang- 
ely with  the  dark   ultramarine  blue  of 
the  outer  ocean.      The  low  island  which 
iies    within   the.se   concentric   circles   of 
green  water  and   fiashiiig  surf  is  com- 
posed   wnoily    of    disintegrated    coral; 
and    if    it    were    n^>t    for    the    blackish, 
bush-covered  hillocks  which  relieve,  l.j 
some   extent,   its    glaring   whiteness,    it 
would   suggest  a   long,   undulating  drift 
of   Siberian   snow   transported   in   some 
miraculous  way  to  the  tropics,  and  sel 
artoat    in   a   smooth,    green,    reef-encir- 
cled  lagoon    under   the   burning  sun   of 
the  equator.       The  highest  part  of  thi 
is^land    is    only    forty-three   feet    above 
the  level   of  th   eocean,   and   if  it  were 
not  enclosed  and  protected  by  the  rocky 
circle    of    the    barrier-reef,    the    greit 
seas  raised  by  tempests  in  this  part  of 
the    Pacific    would    go   entirely   over    it. 
The  life  of  the  cable  operators  on  this 
remote,  ventureless  sand-dun'?  in  mid- 
ocean    is    perharts      more      lonely      and 
diearv    than    that    of   any    other    tei:- 
graphers   in    the    world.       Tliey   are   off 
the    regular    routes    of    both    steam.er.s 
and  sailing  vessels;  they  are  visited  by 
government  transr^orts  or  supply  shii)S 
onlv  at   long   and   uncertain    intervals; 
and"   for   manv   months   at   a  time   thev 
I  see   nothing  but   sand   and   water,   and 
hear  nothing  but  the  cries  of  sea  birds 
and    the    eternal   crashing   of   the   surf 
on  the  great  circle  of  the  barrier-reef. 
They  are  almost  as  completely  isolated 
from  the  world  as  if  they  were  so  many 
shipwrecked    Crusoes;    and  yet    all   the 
news  of  the  world  pas.ses  through  their 
hands.       If  this   little    colony   on   Mid- 
way island  is  to  be  supplied  with  fool 
by    go-\-H;rnment     transports     going    to 
and   from   the   Philippines,    it   seems   to 
m»  that   it   should   be  equipped   with  a 
,  suitable  steam   launch   capable  of   run- 
\  ning   out    through    the    opening   in    th? 
'  barrier-reef    in    all    ordinary    weather, 
'  and   of   towing,    if    necessary,    a   good- 


.sized  surfbfrat  or  lighter.  If  the  Is- 
lan(iers  had  a  powerful  steam  Kiunch  of 
their  own,  their  knowledge  of  the  reefs, 
channels,  ;^nd  local  conditions  would 
enable  them  to  run  out  to  a  transport 
in  any  ordinary  weather,  get  their 
stores,  and  land  them  on  the  island 
without  serious  difficulty  or  rL^^k;  but. 
if  the  present  method  be  followed,  there 
is  more  than  a  possibility  that  a  b.mt's 
crew  from  a  transport  will  sooner  or 
later   be   lost   on   the   barrier-reef. 

It  seems  to  me.  furthermore,  that 
Midway  island  should  be  provided  witn 
a  light.  It  is  so  low  and  so  nearlv 
invisible  at  night  that  a  car>tain  who 
has  not  had  an  observation  in  two  or 
three  days  may  easily  make  a  mistak? 
as  to  his  position  and  run  his  ves.sel 
on  the  barrier-revf  in  the  darkne-ss.  No 
prudent  captain,  of  course,  would  run 
for  such  an  island  in  the  night  if  he 
believed  himself  to  be  anywhere  near 
it;  but  the  determination  (f  one's  r»osi- 
tion  by  astronomical  ob.servaiion  is  not 
always  possible,  dead  reckoning  is  un- 
trustworthy, and  more  than  one  Amer- 
ican ship  has  been  wrecked  in  the 
night  on  such  low-lying  atolls  as  <  K'ean 
island  and  Midway.  A  secon  1-class 
light  on  a  skeleton  frame  wculd  not 
cost  much,  and  it  might  pay  for  Itsdf 
over  and  over  again  by  being  instru- 
mental in  saving  a  first-class  transport 
with  hundreds  of  soldiers  on  board.

Temple.  Texns.  Sept.  30.— The  cotton 
«!tuation  in  this  section  of  the  state 
this  season  has  been  a  peculiar  one. 
Its  parallel  never  having  been  known. 
This  is  the  southern  s>^ction  of  what 
Is  known  as  the  black  waxey  b;'lt, 
conceded  to  be  the  best  cotton-growing 
land    in    Texas. 

On  the  first  day  of  August,  if  the 
prospect  then  existing  could  have  madt; 
good,  there  would  have  been  three- 
fourths  of  a  bale  per  acre  made  around 
this  vicinity.  Tlien  came  a  series  of 
showers  when  hot  dry  weather  was 
needed.  Rank  vegetation  and  moist 
ground  is  what  the  boll  weevil  and  the 
boll  worm  make  a  living  on,  and  soon 
they  were  present  in  numbers.  It 
took  some  time  to  discover  the  effects 
of  their  destructiven  ,'ss,  and  many  a 
farmer  would  sweep  his  gaze  over  a 
field  that  was  beautiful  to  look  upon, 
unconscious  of  the  enemy  that  was  ai 
work  reducing  his  year's  toil  to  naught. 

There  is  a  certain  stage  at  which 
a  cotton  boll  arrives  when  it  is  proof 
against  the  worm  and  the  weevil,  and 
It  was  only  .<!uch  boils  that  had  airived 
at  that  point  that  made  what  cotton 
there  is  i<i  the  state  today.  To  the 
eye  a  field  would  look  most  promlsin^j;-, 
the  plant  loaded  down  with  bolls  and 
everj-  indication  of  a  tremendous  crop. 
But  after  a  while  the  farmers  began 
to  grow  uiieasy  and  it  was  not  long 
before  they  were  going  through  their 
fields  applyii.g  the  knife  test  to  th;^ 
bolls  picked  at  random.  The  knife 
test  consists  In  picking  a  number  of 
bolls  and  laying  them  op^n  with  Uvi 
knife.  In  half  of  the  bolls  tested 
would  be  found  the  boli    worm. 

In  the  meantime  the  boll  weevil  was 
busily  at  work  stinging  the  tender 
blos.-oms  and  squares  from  which  other 
bolls  would  form  and  causing  them 
to   rut    and   fall. 

In  the  space  of  a  few  weeks  wa.5 
■wltn'ssed  the  decline  of  a  possible 
Texas  crop  of  3.000.000  bales  to  one  that 
will   scarcely  criual   2,000,000. 

A  lo.ss  of  1.000.000  bales  of  the  cotton 
crop   at    eight   cents   per   pound   means 


a  loss  of  $42,800,000;  at  nine  cents  it 
means  a  loss  of  $48,250,000,  and  at  ten 
cents,  the  prevailing  price  today  for 
good    cotton,    a   loss   of  $53,500,000. 

On  the  first  day  of  September  th>i 
farmer  viewed  the  question  of  gather- 
ing the  crop   with  complacency. 

There  came  three  torridly  hot  days, 
and  the  farmers  woke  up  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  fourth  day  to  discover  that 
cotton  was  evincing  a  determination 
to  open  at  once. 

On  one  Sunday  there  were  200  farm 
wagons  in  Temple  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  cotton  pickers  and  taking  them 
out  to  the  farms.  The  price  soon  went 
to  75  cetns  per  hundred  and  board, 
with  specifications  as  to  what  the  latter 
should  consist  of.  A  stipulation  was 
that  all  pickers  must  be  paid  in  cash 
on  .Saturday  afternoon  and  brought  to 
town;  that  on  .Sunday  night  the  far- 
mer.s'  wagons  should  call  for  them  at 
their  homes  and  take  them  out  ready 
to  commence  their  work  on  Monday. 
A  cry  went  up  for  more  pickers  and 
inducements  were  offered  negrces  in 
other  counties  to  come  here  and  help 
gather  "the  crop;  Agents  sent  into  the 
black  counties  returned  with  empty 
hands.  The  farmers  of  those  counties 
wanted  to  hire  negroes  themselves,  and 
'  in  mai>y  cases  wArnod  the  emissaries 
off  with  shotguns.  In  a  county  in 
south  Texas  a  few  days  ago  one  far- 
mer killed  another  because  he  had 
endeavored  to  entice  away  the  other's 
cotton  pickers. 

One    colored    boy    in    a    north    Texas 

;  town  last  week  picked  3150  pounds  of 

;  cotton  at  75  cent.s.      He  received  for  his 

'  week's  work  $.'^8.50  in  cash  and  his  food 

and  shelter  for  that   time.

The  negrj 

cooks    and    washer- women     abandoned 

their  skillets  and  washboards  and  hied 

themselves  to  the  white  patches. 

The  farmers  are  able  as  a  rule  to 
hold  their  cotton  for  better  in-ices. 
They  made  good  grain  crops  and  got 
high  prices.

Over  Ghost  Stories  But 

Appetizing:  Dinners

London,  Sept.  30.— English  society  is 
thrilling  itself  with  circumstantial  ac- 
counts of  ghostly  and  ghastly  visitors 
to  Surrenden,  the  country  house  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Walter  Winans.  Surrenden 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  properties 
m  England.  The  black  deer  that  roam 
through  the  btautiful  old  park  are 
unique,  being  of  a  breed  elsewhere  ex- 
tinct. 

The  interior  of  the  house  is  beautiful, 
filled  with  priceless  treasures,  but  some 
recent  emotional  visitors  say  they  will 
carrj'  its  grewsome  associations  to  their 
graves. 

A  pretty  English  girl  staying  at  the 
house  not  long  ago.  on  going  ujtstairs 
in  evening  dress  after  dinner.  stopi)ed 
near  one  of  the  landing  windows  to 
look  out  on  the  park.  Suddenly  a  bril- 
liant light  illumined  the  drive,  and  to 
her  horror  the  tlgure  of  a  young  wo- 
man, all  in  flame->5,  bearing  a  child  in 
her  arms,  appeared  tearing  down  the 
avenue.  The  girl  nearly  fainted  with 
fright,  and  before  she  was  able  to  call 
assistance  and  to  have  the  facts  ex- 
plained the  phantom  figure  had  dis- 
aMieared. 

"The  second  Surrenden  horror  hap- 
pened on  the  .same  occasion,  and  prob- 
ably sprang  from  the  excitement 
caused  by  the  accounts  of  her  fellow 
visitor's  delusion.  A  lady  of  a  highly 
nervous  temperament,  sleeping  in  one 
of  the  fine  bedrooms  at  the  back  of  the 
house,  woke  in  terror  about  2  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  feeling  as  if  she  were 
half  strangled  by  a  pair  of  sharp- 
clawed  hands  entwined  around  her 
throat.

Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  30— An  Indian- 
apolis dispatch  to  the  Eagle  says:  A 
serious  complication,  arising  from  tlie 
differences  between  President  Roose- 
velt and  Senator  Fairbanks,  his  run- 
ning mate,  is  the  sequel  to  the  clash 
between  tha  diverse  interests  in  the 
Republican  party,  the  details  of  which 
were  set  forth  in  the  Eagle  in  a  dis- 
patch from  Chicago.  President  Roose- 
velt, through  National  Chairman  Cor- 
telyou,  has  replied  to  the  defiance  of 
Senator  Fairbanks,  delivered  to  him 
through  emissaries  sent  directly  to 
headtiuarters  in  New  York  last  week, 
and  his  answer  is  equally  a  defiance. 
It  has  been  disseminated  among  the 
Republican  leaders  of  both  the  admin- 
istration and  Fairbanks'  camps  here 
within  the  last  twenty-four  hours,  and 
it  is  obvious  that  the  Indiana  senator's 
lieutenants,  while  writhing  under  the 
president's  rebuke,  recognize  the  fact 
that  they  occupy  a  defensive  po.«itlon 
because  they  have  underestimated  the 
rv^sident's  •  oiu-age  in  dealing  with 
personal  or  factional  party  problems. 

Mr.  lioo.seveit  has  declined  to  yield 
to  the  deman-d  of  Senator  Fairbanks 
that  the  adn.inistration  keep  hands  off 
in  the  Indiana  light  and  permit  Mr. 
I^irbanks  to  fortify  himself  in  every 
possible  manner  as  a  candidate  for 
the  presidential  nomination  in  190S. 
The  president  is  well  aware  that  his 
Indiana  opponents  dare  net  knife  thb 
ticket,  no  matter  how  much,  on  his 
account,  they  might  desire  to  do  so, 
and  that  even  if  they  should  perchance 
decide  to  commit  political  suicide  by 
such  methods  to  accomplish  their  ends 
ultimately  the  loyal  Rei>ublicans  of 
Indiana  would  not  aid  in  the  treason. 
With  his  customary  self-assurance,  he 
believes  that  the  machine  opposition 
will  merely  make  votes  for  him  in  this 
state,  and  that  Senator  Fairbanks'  fut- 
ure presidential  candidacy  will  never 
attain  sutflcient  headway  to  get  before 
a  convention  if  the  senator  does  not 
listen  to  reason  in  this  campaign. 

In  a  word.  President  Roosevelt  be- 
lieves he  can  virtually  take  Indiana 
away  from  .Senator  Fairbanks,  and  is 
willing  to  incur  whatever  chances  of 
defeat  that  course  niity  entail,  rather 
than  be  dominated  in  the  slightest  de- 
gree by  the  vice  presidential  candidate, 
even  in  a  remote  affair  of  state  politics. 
He  recognizes,  shrewdly  enough,  that 
Senator  Fairljanks  has  many  enemies 
among  the  Hoosier  Republicans,  and 
that  Senator  Beveridge,  his  junior  col- 
league, has  a  <  on.'^iderable  following  in 
the  state  that  is  hostile  to  the  senior 
senator.  Mr.  lieveridge  has  always 
been  extremely  loyal  to  him,  and  the 
president  relies  on  him  to  checkmate 
Mr.  Fairbanks  before  the  controversy 
has  developed  too  far:  hence  he  fiings 
back  Senator  Fairbanks'  challenge 
without  hesitation,  and  then,  without 
waiting  to  learn  vhether  it  is  to  be  war 
or  peace,  strikes  the  first  blow  by  see- 
ing that  his  version  of  the  «.  lash  is  the 
first  to  i-each  the  public. 

.^uch  tactics  are  typically  Roosevel- 
tian.  for  the  president,  his  enemies  ad- 
mit, fights  in  the  open.  His  tactics  are 
unusually  effective  In  this  emergency, 
because  Senator  Fairbanks,  who  is  as 
much  of  a  Matthew  Stanley  Quay  or  a 
Thomas  C.  Piatt  as  his  intellectual 
limitations  will  permit,  fights  only 
under  coVer.  The  Fairbanks  forces 
have  been  thrown  into  confusion  at  the 
outset,  and  some  of  the  leaders  are 
counseling  peace  at  any  price,  and  cast- 
ing about  for  n  lo(ii>hole  of  escape  from 
the  predicament  in  which  they  find 
themselves.  Others  want  to  carrj-  the 
flghtt  hrough  the  <a.mpalgn  and  organ- 
ize a  national  opposition  to  the  presi- 
dent, when  he  is  elected,  if  it  is  to  be 
assumed,  as  all  good  Republicans  take 
for  granted,  that  he  will  be.

with    Mr.    Roosevelt. 

It  is  thus  manifest  that  the  Fair- 
banks people  are  resourceful  and  that 
Mr.  Roosevelt,  if  intent  only  on  being 
elected  this  fall,  would  have  been 
wi.se  had  he  made  terms  with  them 
instead  of  entering  upon  a  conflict 
that  can  only  result  in  ultimate  dis- 
aster to  the  party,  no  matter  which 
elemrnt  is  triumphant  this  year.  The 
president  will  doubtless,  too,  be  fur- 
ther impressed  with  the  jeopardy  of 
his  position  when  he  is  hit  by  the  next 
club  the  Farbanks  leaders  will  swing 
at  his   devoted  head.

All  in  all"  the  contest  bids  fair  to 
grow  in  interest  and  in  importance 
with  each  day  the  campagn  pro- 
gresses. It  has  reached  such  a  po"int 
now  that  the  Indianapolis  Star,  an 
Independent  newspaper,  owned,  how- 
ever, by  a  Republican  and  recognized 
as  the  successor  of  the  old  Indian- 
apolis Journal,  for  half  a  century  the 
Republican  party  in  Indiana  that  bids 
fair  to  lose  the  state  to  Roosevelt  and 
Fairbanks.

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Sept.  30.— The 
lack  of  a  pair  of  trousers  and  bitter 
opposition  on  the  part  of  relatives  of 
the  man  whose  widow  she  said  sh? 
was,  formed  so  awkward  a  combination 
for  "Mrs.  Clifton  J.  Morse"  in  Walling- 
ford  that  she  had  to  give  up  the  char- 
acter sketch  in  which  she  had  announ- 
ced her  appearanse  as  a  male  imper- 
sonator and  take  the  midnight  express 
for  New  York.  Hundreds  cf  tickets 
had  been  sold  for  the  entertainment 
which  had  been  advertised  extensively, 
and  there  was  a  riotous  scene  at  the 
theater  when  Mrs.  Morse  was  refused 
admittance  by  the  management  and 
the  performance  fell  through. 

Clifton  J.  Morse,  who  was  widely 
known  in  business  circles  in  this  city, 
died  last  April.  His  relatives  hai 
believed  him  to  be  a  bachelor,  but  a 
month  ago  a  woman  knowji  at  one  lime 
as  Miss  Annie  Dunn  of  Giradeau, 
Mass..  arrived  in  Wallinsfurd  and  reg- 
istered in  a  local  hotel  as  Mr.=.  J.  Clifto  i 
Morse.  She  was  dressed  in  the  deep- 
est and  most  btcoming  mourning  that 
money  cculJ  buy,  and  the  thick  crepe 
veil  which  wrapped  her  from  head  to 
foot  was  the  envy  and  despair  cf  all 
the  widows  in  town.  To  relatives  o; 
Mr.  Morse  she  announced  herself  as  bis 
widow,  saying  she  had  been  married 
to  him  in  the  Park  Avenue  Hotel  in 
New  York  in  1903.  Every  dav  she 
visited  the  local  cemetery  and  left 
flowers  on  the  grave  of  Mr.  Morse,  and 
her  devotion  aroused  almost  as  much 
admiration,  outside  of  Mr.  Morse's 
family,  as  her  dress. 

There  was  general  surprise  last  week 
when  flaring  posters  appeared  on  all 
the  boardings  in  town  announcing 
the  forthcoming  appearance  of  "Mrs. 
Morse"  in  a  monologue,  and  ai-io 
in  two  sketches  in  which  she  would 
act  in  man's  clothes.  Her  time  hence- 
forth was  divided  between  the  cemetery 
and  the  leading  stores,  where  she  sold 
many  tickets  fur  her  entertainment  to 
business  men  and  their  clerks;  and 
when  she  was  in  the  cemeter>-  the 
realtives  of  Mr.  Morse  were  denounc- 
ing her  in  the  stores.  When  she  was 
in  the  stores  they  busied  themselves 
kicking  away  the  flowers  she  still  laid 
on    the    dead    mans    grave. 

Her  costumes  had  been  ordered  from 
New  York,  and  about  noon  a  large 
package  came  for  her.  tl  was  sent 
up  to  her  room,  but  a  few  minutes 
later  the  whole  hotel  was  roused  by 
piercing  screams.  The  landlord  rushel 
up  and  ffund  Mrs.  Morse  on  the  verge 
of  hysterics. 
"My  pants, 
"My  pants, 
shall  I  do?" 

It  was  a  hard  case  for  the  landlord 
to  decide,  but  the  affair  assumed  a 
simpler  aspect  for  him  when  the  wo- 
man recovered  sufl^eiently  to  explain 
that  the  customer  had  omitted  to  send 
an  essential  part  of  her  male  make-up. 
He  was  called  up  over  the  long-dis- 
tance telephone,  and  promised  to  supply 
the  void  which  Mrs.  Morse  was  achins 
to  fill.  But'  her  difficulties  did  not 
end   there. 

Word  came  from  the  manager  of 
the  theater  in  which  the  entertain- 
ment was  to  be  given  telling  her  she 
must  either  give  a  substantial  guaran- 
tee for  the  rent  of  the  theater  for 
the  evening  or  pay  the  price  in  ad- 
vance. Mrs.  Morse  refused  to  enter- 
tain either  suggestion,  and  was  told 
firmly  the  doors  of  the  theater  would 
be  closed  to  her.  A  notice  was  put 
up  by  the  manager  of  the  theater  that 
there  would  be  no  show.  When  ih'^ 
hour  for  the  performance  came  Mrs. 
Morse  was  at  the  mtrance  with  two 
young  men  who  had  been  engaged  to 
assist  her,  but  admission  was  refused 
her  She  waited  te-irfully  on  the  stair 
an  hour,  but  the  manager  was  obdur- 
ate. At  the  hotel  another  clash  with 
the  management  followed,  aiid 
Morse  made  a  hurried  departure.

Washington,  Sept.  30.— More  than  forty 
ytars  ago  a  poor  boy  on  his  way  to  school 
paused  one  mornnig  before  a  large,  com- 
fortable liouse  whose  grounds  covered  half 
the  block,  and  surveying  it  meditatively, 
lie  .said: 

"When  I  am  a  man  I  shall  buy  that 
house  and  have  it  for  my  home.  ' 

He  was  a  plucky  lad.  and  with  faith  in 
himself  he  held   to   his   purpo.«e.     But   as 
the  house  figured  in  his  first  dertnite  aspir-  , 
atlons.   so  it   figured  con.spicuously  a  tew  i 
days  ago  in  his  financial  undoing. 

The  boy.  pour  in  pence  but  rich  in  pur- 
pose, and  the  man  of  affairs  into  which  he 
grew,  have  made  way  for  a  man  wiio, 
though  scarcely  beyond  his  prime,  is  old. 
shrunken,  bowed,  wlio  goes  into  town  in  a 
street  car  and  slips  like  a  shadow  into  his 
office,  while  in  court  the  ablest  legal  tal- 
ent of  the  country  is  contending  to  prove 
that  Thomas  E.  Waggaman  is.  or  is  not. 
bankrupt.  Among  those  interested  in  the 
court's  decision  are  three  banks  of  Wa.^li- 
ingtc«n.  tlie  Catholic  university  of  Amer- 
ica. GeorgetowMi  university,  the  Visitation 
convent  of  Georgetown,  the  Sisters  of  the 
Good  Sheplierd.  tlie  American  college  at 
Rome  and  many  private  individuals,  not  a 
few  of  whom  liave  hard-earned  savings 
involved  in  the  crash. 

The  story  of  the  rise  and  fall  of  Thomas 
E.  Waggaman.  for  many  years  dean  of 
Washington  real  estate  brokers,  in  its 
general  aspect  is  not  unlike  tliat  of  other 
hnancial  adventurers  wlio  have  been  ship- 
wrecked on  the  rocks  of  their  Utopia. 
In  the  wreck,  so  far  as  he  personally  is 
Concerned,  are  his  home  with  its  co.«tly 
and  exciuisite  apixiintments.  a  magnifi- 
cent art  gallery,  one  of  the  finest  private 
cf  Uections  of  Oriental  ceramics  in  the 
country,  his  library,  his  stables,  and  the 
downtown  offices  "where  the  whirlwind 
was  sown. 

Boyish  desire  for  the  old  Georgetown 
home,  which,  on  his  way  to  scliool.  he 
appraised  so  carefully,  led  to  a  training 
in  judgment  of  real  estate  values  that 
made  him  a  fertunt  wlien  fortunes  were  to 
be  made  in  Wa.«liington  property.  Ho  was 
still  a  young  man  when  he  bought  the 
Georgetown  house  and  grounds  for  $5000. 
Six  years  ago  he  deeded  it,  together  with 
his  F  street  offices,  to  his  fatlier-in-law. 
Dr.  Daniel  B.  Clarke,  for  a  consideration 
of  575  (XW. 

Values  in  realty  were  increasing  stead- 
ilv  and  he  accumulated  ids  fortune  legiti- 
mately. In  1887  the  suburban  fever  seized 
Wasldngton.  The  scale  of  prices  shot  up 
in  iiicredihle  leaps.  Waggaman  became 
interested  in  Woodley  Park,  the  suburb 
v.here  such  men  as  John  B.  McLean, 
Alexander  Graham  Bell  and  Senator 
Newlands  have  estates.  All  the  money 
that  came  into  his  hands  went  into  the 
development  of  Woodley.  When  it  did 
not  come  fast  enough,  lie  enticed  it  with 
offers  of  6  per  cent  inteiet-t.  He  took  it 
in  sums  of  all  sizes,  the  day  laborer's 
pavings  and  the  rich  man's  surplus. 

Meanwhile,  carrying  his  immense  and 
ever-increasing  oebt,  he  held  on  to  Wood- 
lev  waiting  for  a  "boom  '  such  as  had 
trebled  in  a  few  years  the  value  of  Grovcr 
Cleveland's  quondam  estate.  Red  Top. 
Nearly  $900,000  of  the  Catholic  university's 
mf)ney.  lesser  sums  from  various  other 
educational  institutions,  besides  the  in- 
vestments of  private  individuals  have 
gone  into  Woodley. 

As  Mr.  Waggaman's  case  stands  today, 
the  business  men  of  Washington  have  as 
a  rule  great  sympathy  for  him  and  show 
no  disposition  to  question  the  integrity  of 
his  intentions. 

"But."  said  an  eminent  divine  in  dis- 
cussing tlie  tangle,  "while  intentions  may 
count  for  a  good  de.nl  in  theology,  they 
don't  go  very  far  where  dollars  and  cents 
are  concerned.  " 

The  deed  to  his  father-in-law  of  his 
home  and  office  properties  six  years  ago 
was  not  recorded  at  the  time.  The  re- 
cording on  the  afternoon  of  Aug.  22  la.^t 
of  the  now  famous  deed  of  trust  to  secure 
$J<76.168.9C  of  the  funds  of  the  Catholic 
university  was  the  first  Intimation  to  the 
Wasb.ington  business  world  of  the  true 
state   of  Mr.   Waggaman's  affairs. 

As  he  had  aspired  to  the  ownership  of  a 
beautiful  home,  young  Waggaman  also 
affpired  to  a  rich  wife,  as  riches  were 
rated  in  Washington  in  the  days  before 
the  invasion  of  the  millionaire.  He  has 
been  thrice  married  and  is  the  father  of 
twentv  children,  eleven  of  whom  are  liv- 
mg.  His  first  wife  was  the  daughter  of 
John  Lerithal.  who  was  much  set  against 
her  marriage  to  a  poor  young  man.  He 
became  reconciled,  however,  as  the  poor 
voung  man's  condition  blossomed  into 
"prosperitv,  and  at  his  death  he  left  to 
hi«  two  grandchildren,  who  had  sur- 
vived their  mother,  JSOti.Oftft.  So  adroitly 
did  their  father  handle  this  sum  that  liy 
the  time  they  reached  their  majority  it 
amounted  to  a  snug  fortune. 

The  onlv  daughter  by  his  first  wife  was 
married  fifteen  years  ago  to  Eugene  Ives, 
of  New  York.  The  wedding  was  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  ever  solemnized  in 
Trinity  church.  Georgetown.  An  orches- 
tra of  thirty-six  pieces  played  during  the 
nuptial  mass,  six  bridesmaids  whose  ar- 
tistic costumes  were  selected  and  present- 
ed by  the  bride  attended  her,  and  Hugh 
Grant,  then  mayor  of  New  York,  was  the 
best  man. 

An  elaborate  reception  followed  in  the 
home  her  father  had  once  gazed  longingly 
upon  from  the  outside.  He  had  enlarged 
it  and  made  it  an  ideal  place  in  which  to 
•'ntertain  liis  friends.  A  con.servatory 
Jiad  ben  built  out  from  the  drawing 
room  and  there  an  orchestra  played 
when  the  mistress  of  the  house  was  "at 
heme." 

Though  he  sent  an  artist  abroad  to 
select  and  buy  his  pictures,  Mr.  Wagga- 
man knew  all  about  changes  in  his  art 
ga'.lerv  in  his  house  as  other  of  more 
merit  took  their  place  were  an  evidence 
of  the  progress  of  his  art  education. 
His  children  have  grown  up  in  famil- 
iarity with  the  work  and  names  of  the 
ma.'--ters. 

A  10-year-old  son.  who  was  once  sent 
into  the  gallery  to  entertain  a  little  girl 
who  was  calling  with  her  mother,  return- 
ed pre.senlly  in  grtat  disgust,  and  when 
asked  by  his  motlier  where  the  little 
visitor  was.  he  replied  that  he  didn't 
know,  and  added  there  wasn't  any  use  in 
taking  her  to  the  gallery,  anyway,  be- 
cause she  didn't  even  know  a  Gerome 
from  a  Foriuny. 

This  gallfry,  which  is  valued  at  up- 
ward of  $50(1.(10(1.  together  with  Mr.  Wagga- 
marfs  library,  probably  will  pass  to  the 
Catholic  university,  to  which  they  were 
pledged  as  additional  security  for  the 
funds  intrusted  by  that  institution  to  Mr. 
Waggaman  for  investment. 

Mr.  Waggaman's  second  marriage,  like 
his  first,  was  to  a  rich  woman,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Dr.  Daniel  B.  Clarke.  A  daughter 
of  this  union  was  married  last  spring  to 
.a  nephew  of  Senator  Daniel  of  Virginia, 
and  recently  returned  from  a  European 
honeymoon. 

Mr.  Waggaman's  daughters  have  been 
educated  at  the  Sacred  Heart  convents  at 
Manhaitanville  and  Torresdle,  and  his 
sons  at  Georgetown  college. 

He  was  married  to  his  present  wife  in 
1891.  She  was  a  Miss  Waggaman.  of  New 
Orleans,  and  his  second  cousin.  She  is  cul- 
tured and  popular,  and  is  the  motlier  of 
six  children,  the  youngest  of  whom  is  2 
vears  old.  Her  position  at  present  is  a 
difficult  ore.  which  she  is  facing  with 
good  heart.  She  has  sent  her  children  to 
the  country  and  dismissed  the  servants. 
Including  an  expensive  chef.

GEORGE  FRISBIE  HOAR. 

With  the  passing  of  Senator  Hoar,  who  died  at  his 
home  in  Concord,  Mass.,  at  an  early  hour  this  morning, 
the  nation  loses  one  of  its  greatest  and  noblest  of  men. 

George  Frisbie  Hoar  was  an  orator,  a  patriot  and  a 
statesman.  He  was  such  a  man  as  the  nation  loves  to 
clami  as  its  own.  His  death  is,  therefore,  not  alone  a 
loss  to  Massachusetts,  but  to  the  entire  country.  He 
was  born  where  he  died,  in  Concord,  the  cradle  of  the 
nation's  liberties.  He  came  of  Pilgrim  and  Puritan  stock 
and  both  by  heredity  and  association  had  early  instilled 
into  him  those  principles  of  justice,  freedom  and  equality 

which  have  characterized  his  entire  career. 

Mr.  Hoar  entered  public  life  thirty-five  years  ago,  as 
•  congressman  from  Massachusetts,  when  he  was  43 
years  old,  and  has  been  in  continuous  service  of  state 
and  nation  ever  since.  Tiiis  tells,  better  than  anything 
else,  how  well  he  was  regarded  at  home.  He  was  a  com- 
paratively poor  man  and  while  he  often  radically  differed 
from  the  Republican  party  leaders,  he  had  no  difficulty 
in  securing  re-election.  His  honor  and  probity  and  schol- 
arly qualities  won  for  him  the  esteem  of  the  people  of 
his  state  that  money  could  not  buy. 

A  notable  example  of  his  independence  and  manly 
courage  was  seen  in  his  course  with  regard  to  the  policy 
of  imperialism  and  colonialism  adopted  by  his  party  at 
the  close  of  the  war  with  Spain.  No  member  of  the 
Democratic  party  stood  more  resolutely  against  this 
violation  of  American  ideals  and  none  delivered  more 
telling  blows  in  favor  of  adherence  to  the  commands  of 
the  constitution  and  the  immortal  truths  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence.  He  finally  voted  for  the  treaty 
which  made  of  the  Filipinos  a  subject  people,  but  he  did 
so  only  because  he  believed  that  ultimate  justice  would 
be  done  and  that  it  would  be  better  for  America  to  take 
the  P'ilipinos  than  to  leave  them  in  the  hands  of  Spain. 
He  did  not  live  to  sec  his  hope  realized,  but  he  did  live 
long  enough  to  see  the  development  of  a  strong  public 
sentiment  in  favor  of  absolute  independence  for  these 
people. 

On  account  of  his  course  in  this  affair  he  received 
much  of  calumny  and  criticism  at  the  hands  of  the 
vicious  and  the  blind  of  his  own  party.  He  was  a  party 
man.  but  rt:fu•^ed  to  follow  when  his  party's  position 
conflicted  with  his  own  view?  of  right  and  justice.  His 
name  will  do  down  into  history  as  one  of  the  greatest 
of  this  age. 


ROOSEVELT  VS.  ROOSEVELT. 

Did  yuu  ever  read  the  books  written  b}'  President 
Roosevelt?  No?  Then  you  ought  to.  Comparing  his 
earlier  views  with  his  views  and  actions  later  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  revelation  as  to  his  character.  He  is  cer- 
tanly  a  many-sided  man.  He  also  appears  to  think  dif- 
ferent thoughts  when  he  speaks  with  his  mouth  than 
v'hen  he  wiites  v/ith  his  pen.  He  gives  apparent  proof 
of  the  theory  that  in  his  case  the  two  lobes  of  his 
brain  act  independently  and  that  what  one  ."asserts  the 
other  denies.  One  appears  to  act  when  he  writes  his- 
tory and  the  other  when  he  signs  commissions  of  officers 
in  t'le  public  service. 

Compare  the  president's  words  concerning  colonial- 
ism as  found  in  his  earlier  writings  with  his  utterances 
of  recent  years  and  see  if  it  is  not  true,  that  "no  man  is 
more  willing  to  give  up  his  former  opinions."  In  his 
"Life  of  Benton,"  on  pages  266  and  267,  is  found  the  fol- 
lowing: "Of  course,  no  one  would  wish  to  see  these 
or  any  other  settled  communities  now  added  to  our  do- 
main by  force.  We  want  no  unwilling  citizens  to  enter 
our  Union;  the  time  to  have  taken  the  lands  was  be- 
fore the  settlers  came  into  them.  European  nations 
war  for  the  possession  of  thickly  settled  districts,  which, 
if  conquered,  will  for  centuries  remain  alien  and  hostile 
to  the  conquerors;  we  wiser  in  our  generation  have 
seized  the  waste  solitudes  that  lay  near  us." 

In  Roosevelt's  "Strenuous  Life,"  pages  18  and  19,  is 
found  this:  "I  have  scantier  patience  with  those  who 
make  a  pretense  of  humanitarianism  to  hide  and  cover 
their  timidity,  and  who  cant  about  'liberty'  and  the 
'consent  of  the  governed'  in  order  to  excuse  themselves 
for  their  unwilhngness  to  play  the  part  of  men.  *  *  * 
Their  doctrines  condemn  your  forefathers  and  mine  for 
ever  having  settled  in  these  United'  States.  *  *  * 
So  if  we  do  our  duty  aright  in  the  Philippines,  we  will 
add  to  that  national  renown  which  is  the  highest  and 
finest  part  of  national  life,  will  greatly  benefit  the  people 
of  the  Philippine  islands,  and  above  all,  we  will  play  our 
part  well  in  the  great  work  of  uplifting  mankind." 

On  page  261  of  "Life  of  Benton,"  the  president  says: 
"The  English  rule  in  India,  while  it  may  last  for  decades, 
or  even  centuries,  must  eventually  come  to  an  end  and 
leave  little  trace  of  its  existence."  In  the  'Strenuous 
Life"  he  says:  "It  is  the  great  expanding  peoples  which 
bequeath  to  future  ages  the  great  memories  and  ma- 
terial results  of  their  achievements,  and  the  nations 
which  shall  have  sprung  from  their  loins,  England 
standing  as  the  archetype  and  best  exemplar  of  all 
Ruch   mighty  nations." 

In  an  article  on  the  "Monroe  Doctrine,"  published 
in  the  Bachelor  of  .\rts  Magazine  for  March,  1896,  Mr. 
Roosevelt  said:  "The  colonial  habit  of  thought  dies 
hard.  It  is  to  be  wished  that  those  who  are  cursed 
vith  it  would,  in  endeavoring  to  emulate  the  \c»y%  of 
the  old  world,  endeavor  to  emulate  one  characteristic 
which  has  been  shared  by  evtry  old  world  nation,  and 
which  is  possessci  to  a  marked  degree  by  England. 
*  *  *  Let  our  own  people  of  the  partially  colonial 
lype  copy  this  peculiarity  and  it  will  be  much  to  their 
own  credit" 


WAGES  VS.  LIVING  COSTS. 

The  workingmen  are  told  by  the  Republican  party 
that  the  increased  cost  of  living  is  a  national  blessing, 
J^y  juggling  the  figures  of  both  living  cost  and  wages 
the  party  "experts"  endeavor  to  show  that  the  advance 
in  wages  has  been  greater  than  the  advance  in  the  cost 
of  living.    The  opposite  is  the  exact  fact. 

Dun's  Review,  a  journal  devoted  to  practical  eco- 
nomic discussion,  which  cannot  be  justly  accused  of  an- 
tipathy to  capital,  has  for  years  preserved  accurate  sta- 
tistics concerning  the  cost  of  living  per  capita  of  popula- 
tion in  the  United  States.  The  results  of  its  investiga- 
tions show  that  the  average  wholesale  cost  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life  for  a  year  per  individual  was  $72.46  on  July 
I,  1897,  and  $97.19,  or  34.1  per  cent  higher,  on  July  i, 
1904.  Adding  10  per  cent  for  profits  of  the  jobbers  and 
retailers  (a  moderate  allowance),  and  multiplying  the  re- 
sult by  six,  on  the  assumption  that  the  average  work- 
man's family  contains  six  members,  it  follows  that  in  1897 
the  average  workman  had  to  earn  $478.24,  and  in  1904 
$641.45,  to  supply  his  family  with  the  mere  necessaries  of 
existence. 

This  is  an  increase  of  $163.21,  or  more  than  one-third, 
and  includes  no  allowance  for  rent,  amusements,  charity, 
luxuries  of  any  character,  or  anj-thing  but  the  barest  ne- 
cessaries of  life. 

It  is  easy  to  take  these  data,  in  connection  with  the 
labor  bureau  statistics  of  wages,  and  to  ascertain  how 
many  hours'  work  it  took  to  earn  $487.24  in  1897,  and  how 
many  hours  are  required  now  to  earn  $641.45 — the  latter 
being  the  amount  now  necessary  to  buy  the  family  sup- 
plies that  $487.24  bought  in  1897.

Hence  it  wil  be  seen,  as  the  workingman  has  all  along 
suspected,  that  it  requires  more  hours  of  labor  at  the 
present  day,  notwithstanding  somewhat  higher  wages,  to 
buy  the  necessaries  of  life,  than  it  did  in  1897.  \\'hat  a 
man  could  buy  with  the  wages  of  ten  hours'  labor  in 
1897  he  must  labor  over  eleven  hours  to  buy  with  the 
wages  of  1904. 

In  other  words,  it  has  become  more  difficult  to  get 
a  living.  But  the  workingman  who  can  figure  and 
think  knows  that  without  being  told.  He  has  discovered 
i<  by  his  own  experience.  Many  workingmen  have  been 
unable  to  mcrease  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  and 
hence  have  been  compelled  to  reduce  their  standard  of 
living.  That  is  what  they  get  for  voting  for  high  tariffs, 
excessive  national  expenditures,  trust  rule  and  conse- 
quent inequality  of  opportunity.  ,

The  Pullman  car  shops  men  have  gone  back  to 
work,  after  two  weeks'  idleness,  at  reduced  paj-.  The 
nnoin  is  no  longer  recognized.  All  agitators  are  turned 
adrift.  If  the  men  had  walked  out  for  increased  pay 
or  recognition  of  their  union,  they  would  have  been 
designated  as  fools  and  probably  as  anarchists.  But 
since  the  company  deprived  them  of  two  weeks'  wages 
in  order  to  force  them  to  accept  a  reduction,  it  is  all 
right.

Henry  Hamper  was  in  Dul'.ith  yesterday, 
but  it  wasn't  the  first  time,  for  Mr.  Ham- 
per has  been  making  the  head  of  the 
lakes  in  his  travels  as  a  commercial  man 
tor  about  thirty  yuars,  and  has  seen  many 
changes  in  this  region  shicc  his  first 
trip.

MEREniTH'S  MARRIAGE  IDEA 

"Orientalist"  in  Now  Voik  Sun:  A  news- 
paper discussion  in  Ijondon  on  the  mar- 
riage question  lias  provoked  a  ino;3t  re- 
markable statement  of  opinion  troin  tlie 
well-known  novelist,  George  Meredith, 
who  says  he  welcomes  free  discussion  on 
the  subject.  Mr.  Meredith  predicts  that 
there  will  be  a  change  in  the  legal  condi- 
tions of  marriage,  and  lie  furesiiadows  a 
state  of  .society  wliieh  sliall  permit  mar- 
riages for  certain  limited  periods.  The 
state,  he  siys,  should  onfoice  a  provision 
of  money  during  this  limited  period  to 
provide  for  and  educate  childioii,  and 
tile  government  should  take  charge  of  the 
funds. 

This  is  another  instance  of  the  Influence 
of  Eastern  thought  on  the  West.  These 
limited  marriages,  called  "mutah,"  have 
been  permitted  in  Persia  for  many  cen- 
turies. The  Shiahs,  or  that  sect  of  Mo- 
hammedans which  prevails  In  Persia, 
maintain  that  these  marriages  were  per- 
mitted by  the  Arabian  prophet;  and  they 
establish  the  legality  of  them,  not  only 
on  thS  testimony  of  the  Koran,  but  ac- 
cording to  the  traditional  sayings  of  the 
prophet.  The  code  of  Persian  Jurispru- 
dence establishes  the  conditions  of  a 
"mutali"  m.nrriage.  The  subject  of  the 
contract  may  l>e  a  female  Moslem,  or  a 
Cliristian.  or  a  Jewess.  She  must  be  a 
woman  of  chaste  character,  and  must 
have  a  father  living  wlio  gives  his  sanc- 
tion to  the  marriage.  Some  dower  must 
l>e  specified,  ollu-rwise  the  contract  is 
void.  The  extent  of  the  period  of  mar- 
riage is  loft  entirely  to  the  parties. 

TTiose  limited  marriages  do  not  admit  of 
divorce  or  repudiation,  but  the  parlies  be- 
come a>)soluteIy  separated  on  the  c-xpira- 
tion  of  the  period.  In  the  book  known  as 
the  "Ain-i-Akbari."  a  curious  circum- 
stance is  related  regarding  tlie  Emperor 
Akhar.  wlio  had  married  a  Moslem,  a 
Hindoo  and  a  Christian,  and  had  not  re- 
stricted himself  to  the  legal  number  of 
four  wives.  A  discussion  ensued,  and 
the  learned  men  were  assembled-  to  make 
a  decree.  Tiie  di.scussion  ia.sted  .several 
days,  wiien  one  master  of  the  law  for- 
mulated a  doctrine  of  limited  marriages, 
which  so  pleased  the  emperor  that  he  im- 
mediately raised  the  doctor  of  the  law 
to  the  highest  legal  position  in  the  king- 
dom. 

Burckhardt.  t!ie  eminent  traveler,  who 
eventually  became  a  ^Moslem  and  is  buried 
at  CTairo,  found  it  to  be  a  most  abominable 
custom,  contrary  to  all  conceptions  of  jus- 
tice and  honor.  Yet  now  at  the  beginning 
of  the  twentieth  century  we  have  an  em- 
inent 13ngllsh  novelist  actually  advocating 
a  condition  of  tilings  which  is  considered 
an  abomination  even  in  licentious  Persia. 
It  is.  as  I  have  Siiid.  one  of  the  many  evi- 
dences of  the  influence  of  Oriental  thought 
on  the  English-speaking  race  for  the  bet- 
ter or  for  the  worse— usually  for  the 
worse.

THOSE  MANILA  TROUBLES. 


How  American  Soldiers  Acted 
When  They  First  Arrived. 

John  Foreman  writes  in  tlie  Con- 
temporary Review  a  long  account  of 
the  causes  which  have  led  to  the  nn  • 
populiiily  of  the  Americans  in  tho 
Philippine  Islands,  wholly  aside  from 
liie    native.s'   aspiration    for    freedom. 

The  picture  of  the  beginnings  of 
American  rule  is  rather  discouraging, 
says  Air.  Foreman: 

"The  American  volunteer  regiments 
marched  into  Manila  In  good  order  like 
regular  troops,  but  as  soon  as  the  nov- 
elty of  their  strange  environment 
bad  worn  off  tliey  gave  thentselv^s  up 
to  all  sorts  of  e-vcesses,  debauchery  and 
vice, 

"Drinking  bars  were  opened  all  over 
the  <:ity  and  suburbs.  Drunken  brawls 
Indi.-crimiiiate  revolver  liring,  indecent 
assault  on  women,  kicks  and  cuffs  to 
any  Filipino,  burglary  in  broad  day- 
light and  thefts  from  shop.s  and 
\  >-ndt.rs  were  of  hourly  occurrence. 

•'Toward  evening  intoxicated  groups 
took  possession  of  the  highways,  en- 
tered any  Filipino's  house,  maltreated 
the  inmates,  stole  what  they  liked  and 
attempted  to  ravage  the  women.  Es- 
pecially in  the  suburban  thoroughfares 
no  native's  life,  liberty  or  honor  was 
safe.  After  the  day's  drinking  was 
over  heaps  of  Ijesotted  humanity  wore 
seen  lying  helpless  in  doorways  or  m 
the  gutler.s— a  sad  spectacle  never  be- 
fore   witnes.sed    by   nny   Filipino. 

"The  elite  of  Philippine  society,  ac- 
customed to  the  graceful  manners  and 
chivalrous  bearing  which  distinguished 
the  .'Spaniard,  assumed  that  the  better 
class  of  Americans  who  had  arrived 
would  have  a  sense  of  personal  dignity 
and  social  decorum.  Hence  they  wish- 
fd  to  invite  them  to  their  well-appoint- 
ed houses,  give  entertainments  in  their 
hunor  and  extend  to  them  that  hospit- 
ality which  is  Innate  in  the  Tagalog 
from  the  hlgh--st  to  the  lowest  born. 
But  they  found  no  response  to  their 
desire  to  win  over  the  newcomers  to 
their   standard   of   polite   intercourse. 

•To  give  one  instane.  a  Philippine 
lady  in  good  ."^ociety.  Sra  de  R.,  an- 
nounced a  ball  to  which  American  offl- 
cers  and  others  of  equal  rank  were 
welcomed.  Naturally  leading  B'ilipinos 
with  their  women  folk  were  also  pres- 
ent. As  soon  as  the  music  began  the 
Fiiil)inos  and  the  American  guests  rose 
to  dance,  but  the  Americans  objected 
to  the  Phllipi)ine  men  Joining,  telling 
them  thev  could  look  on!  The  indig- 
Filipinos,  men  and  women,  sil- 
touk  leave  of  their  hostess,  but, 
the    real    effect    had    yet    to    be

An  important  change  in  the  routing 
of  mail  sent  from  Duluth  to  Interna- 
tional Falls  and  points  between  there 
and  Winnipeg,  whereby  a  saving  of 
twenty-one  hours  will  be  effected  in 
the  delivfry  of  all  such  mail,  will  go 
into  effect  tomorrow,   October  1. 

Heretofore  all  the  local  mall  consign- 
ed to  the  boundary  towns  alonff  the 
line  to  International  Falls  has  been 
carried  from  the  boundary  to  Winnipe,? 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway,  and 
has- arrived  in  the  Canadian  city  at  1 
p.  m.,  just  three  hours  after  the  de- 
parture from  Winnipeg  of  the  Interna- 
tional Falls  train,  thus  necessitating  a 
delay  of  twenty-one  hours  in  getting 
the  mail  sacks  intended  for  Interna- 
tional Falls  and  intermediate  points  to 
their  destinations. 

Under  the  new  system  the  mail  will 
arrive  in  Winnipeg  about  10  o'clock 
each  morning,  in  time  to  be  transfer- 
red to  the  train  passing  through  the 
boundary  towns,  and  doing  away  with 
the  21-hour  delay  in  Winnipeg.  Thus 
a  letter  mailed  in  Duluth  today  before 
3:30  p.  m.  would  arrive  at  International 
Falls  tomorrow  afternoon,  about  5 
o'clock,  and  at  the  nearer  points  at  a 
correspondingly  less  time,  wh^re  be- 
fore such  a  letter  would  not  reach  its 
destination  until  two  days  after  it  was 
mailed. 

But    St.    Paul    and    Minneapolis 
have  an  advantage  over  Duluth  in

Among  the  personnel  and  the  war  ma- 
terial of  the  Japanese  naval  forces  that 
have  been  thus  far  engaged  in  the  Russo- 
Japane.'ie  war,  the  most  conspicuous  units 
have   been   Admiral   Togo    and    his    great 
flagship,   the   Mikasa,   says  the  Scientific 
American.     Just    as    Port    Arthur    is    the 
center    and    most    Important   objective    of 
the  naval  war,  so  the  Mikasa  is  the  cen- 
tral point  around  which  revolve  the  var- 
ious   elements,    battle      ships,       crui-sers, 
street  j  scouts,    gunboats    and    torpedo    boats,    in 
I  fulfilling  their  various  duties  in  the  cam- 
1  paign.     What  tlie  tent  of  the  ranking  of- 
I  ficer   of    the   hoarquarters   staff    is    to    an 
'  armv  in   the  field,   the  admiral's  cabin  of 
I  the  Mika.sa  is  to  the  fleet  of  ships  whose 
operations    extend    from    Vladivostok    to 
Port    Arthur    and    from    Newciuvang    to 
Nagasaki.

Russians  Do  Not  Believe 

Chinese  Reports  From 

Che  Foo. 

St.  Petersburg,  Seplt.  30.— In  view 
of  the  fact  that  advices  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Russian  consulate  at 
Che  Foo  saying  the  Japanese  assaults 
on  Port  Arthur,  Sept.  20  to  Sept.  i6, 
W£re  successfully  beaten  off,  the  au- 
thorities at  the  war  office  discredit  the 
Che  Foo  report  that  the  Japanese  have 
captured  the  main  forts  at  Port  Ar- 
thur. The  information  of  the  war  of- 
fice proves  that  the  Japanese  losses 
during  the  siege  have  been  45,000  killed 
or   wounded. 

The  reports  from  Seoul  of  the  land- 
ing of  the  Russian  detachment  from 
Vladivostok  north  of  Hamheung  are 
denied  at  the  war  office.  The  few 
Russian  troops  in  northeastern  Korea 
went  there  overland. 

The  report  that  Viceroy  Alexieff  will 
return  to  St.  Petersburg  has  been  ac- 
cepted as  true  ever  since  the  decision 
to  form  a  second  Manchurian  army 
was  announced.  It  appears  still  to  be 
a  question,  however,  whether  his  re- 
turn involves  the  practical  winding  up 
of  his  public  career.  The 
his  becoming  chancellor 
as  idle  gossip,  devoid  of 
tion.

ANIMALS  AND  MAN. 

Wherever   Man    Lives    Are 
Found  Horse,  Pig  and  Cow, 

The  three  animals  that  are  most  widely 
spread  over  the  earth  are  the  cow,  the 
hor.se  and  the  pig.  says  the  Pittsbur»; 
Leader.  The.se  animals  did  not  spread 
through  their  own  efforts,  but  were  de- 
veloped bv  man.  i.nd  gradually  rendered 
adaptable  "to  practically  every  place  where 
n>an  hlm.self  can  live. 

Cattle  entered  America  simultaneously 
with  its  discovery,  for  Columbus  intro- 
iduced  Spanish  steers  and  cows  in  1493. 
In  1525  thev  were  introduced  into  Mexico, 
which  offered  ideal  conditions  for  them. 
From  Mexico  they  spread  Into  Texas 
where  the  new  conditions  of  range  and 
feeding  developed  a  race  of  cattle  that 
became  known  as  Texas  cattle,  and  these 
animals  are  typical  of  range  bred  cattle 
ol   America  now. 

The  pig  had  its  origin  In  India,  and  Its 
first  conquest  was  that  of  Ea.-Jtern  Asia 
and  the  archipelagoes  of  the  Eastern  seas. 
Uhlna  fell  an  early  victim  to  the  love  of 
the  pig.  Records  show  that  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  grunting  porker  was  a  higii 
art  in  that  land,  as  long  as  ;?'X0  years  be- 
fore Christ.  One  of  the  greitest  of  the 
Chinese  fea-st  days  is  known  by  the  name 
'Pig." 

The  Koran  forbids  the  use  of  pork,  just 
as  the  Mosaic  law  does;  hence  the  pig  is 
not  raised  in  countries  where  the  Moham- 
medan law  rules.  But  In  all  other  parts 
of  the  world  the  porker  Is  as  popular  as 
the  cow  or  the  hor.se;  and  there  aie  as 
manv  varieties  of  pig.  due  to  local  causes 
and  to  different  ways  of  breeding  in  dif- 
ferent ways  of  breeding  in  different 
countries,  as  there  are  varieties  of  horses 
and  cattle. 

It  has  always  been  a  matter  of  wonder 
to  naturalists  and  economists  that  the 
camel  did  not  Ix-r^jme  so  widely  spread 
as  any  of  these  animals  In  the  cour.se  of 
it.s  thousands  of  years  of  existence  as  a 
domestic   animal. 

The  camel  combines  the  advantages  of 
ox  and  hor.se  as  draught  animal  and  bur- 
den carrier;  it  is  of  hlRh  food  value;  it 
gives  excellent  milk;  Its  demands  In  the 
form  of  food  and  water  are  exceedingly 
modest,  and  Its  hair  is  of  great  value. 
While  the  cnrnel  probably  could  not  bear 
all  the  extremes  of  climate  that  the 
horse  or  cow  can  bear,  it  is  by  no  means 
a  difficult  animal  to  acclimate,  as  is 
shown  bv  the  fjict  that  It  is  used  as  a 
draft  animal  In  the  older  p;irts  of  Siberia, 
on  the  Russian  and  Turkestan  steppes,  in 
the  Himalvas.  in  Africa  and  In  Australia. 

It  is  well  known  that  lid  camels,  which 
descended  from  domestic  camels  that  had 
been  turned  loose  were  to  be  found  In 
some  of  the  Western  sand  plains  of  the 
United  States  until  recent  years,  and  oc- 
casionally there  are  stories  that  a  herd 
of   them    exists   in    Arizona. 

The  dromedary  is  the  plains  camel, 
while  the  bcHSt  with  two  humps  is  the  fa- 
vorite for  mountain  use.  In  Sokotra  the 
latter  camel  climbs  up  steep  steps  hewa 
Into  the  face  of  the  rock,  and  In  all  places 
where  they  are  used  as  mountain  climb- 
ers they  are  almost  as  surefooted  as 
mules.  Preshewal.ski,  the  Russian  explor- 
er, found  wild  camels  in  the  worst  moun- 
tain regions  of  Asia.  In  places  so  dmger- 
ous  that  the  human  foot  could  not  tind  a 
hold.

Duluth  Board  of  Trade,  Sept.  30.— Wheat 
gained  a  cent  in  the  Duhith  Market,  the 
December  option  showing  that  advance, 
•while  in  Minneapolis  It  Wc^s  l»4c,  in  Chi- 
cago ^t-%c  and  in  New  York  V.^c.  There 
was  some  improvement  in  the  cash  situa- 
tion, though  tlie  Eastern  millers  were  rot 
bidding.  Duluth  sold  a  cargo  of  No.  - 
northern  wheat  to  go  to  Chicago.  A 
dispatch  from  Chicago  this  morning  re- 
ported considerable  chartering*  di»ne  of 
boats  to  go  to  Chicago  with  wheat,  and 
said  that  it  was  being  kept  dark,  but  in- 
quiry could  show  notliins  of  the  kind, 
Btsidcs  the  one  clnuler  made  today,  | 
nothing  could  be  found  that  is  going  out  j 
except  Pacitic  coast  wiii.at,  and  there  is 
no  secret  about  that. 

Primary  receipts  continue  to  run  very 
large,  and  Argentine  bhipmeiUs  were 
double  tho:5e  ot  last  year,  ilie  Liverpool 
option  market  closed  M'%d  lower,  but  the 
spot  market  was  unchaiiged  to  'jd  higher. 
Paris  was  Ic  higlier  to  ViC  lower. 

The  Modern  Miller  was  taken  to  be 
nioderately  bullish  in  its  weekly  market 
review.     It  said: 

"There  are  complaints  of  delnyed  plow- 
ing and  seedlns  of  wirtei  wheat,  but 
these  are  generally  "f  a  local  cliaracter 
and  of  little  eonscju?.! .e  in  the  principal 
surplus  states.  In  .^om-?  1  cnlitles  there 
has  been  too  much  rain,  in  others  not 
enough.  There  is  a  lendt-ncv  to  delay 
Beedihg  as  long  as  po^sib'o  ?n  order  lo 
evade  the  Hessian  fly.  The  plant  is  up  to 
a  good  stand  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
wheat  belt.  Mills  located  in  Illinois  and 
Indiana  south  of  the  Oiiio  river  are  draw- 
ing upon  the  accumulative  points  for 
wheat  surplus." 

Car  receipts  at  Duluth  were  283  against 
34S  last  year,  and  at  Minneapolis  t5') 
against  SJio  last  vear,  making  a  total  for 
the  Northwest  of  9;«<  against  703  last  year. 
Chicago  received  48  against  43  last  year. 
Winnipeg  received  Pjo  cars.

The  Duluth  market  was  slow  this  morn- 
ing. The  higher  prices  of  cash  wheat  in 
the  Minneapolis  market  is  diverting  ship- 
ments to  that  point,  and  this  is  affecting 
business  in  this  market.

I  Edwards.  Wood  &  Co.:  Wheat— Largely 
I  professit>nal  market.  Threshing  reports 
i  from  Canadian  territories  are  fully  in  line 
with  those  from  North  Dakota  and  the 
statement  of  a  Winnipeg  grain  firm  that 
Canadian  crop  would  prove  the  most  dis- 
appointing on  record  gave  the  trade  a 
new  reason  for  buying.  St.  Louis  and 
Kansas  City  told  a  steady  decrease  in 
receipts  and  were  making  sales  of  wheat 
at  another  advance  in  prices.  The  short- 
age in  our  crop  is  now  well  established 
and  receipts  continue  to  contain  so  much 
that  is  of  low  grade,  light  weight  and 
worthless,  that  the  market  naturally 
shows  a  great  deal  of  stubbornness  and 
declines  are  only  for  a  day.  The  spring 
wheat  movement  is  at  its  best  according 
to  all  our  reports  and  during  tlie  next 
thirty  days  the  injury  to  the  crop  will 
be  felt  with  full  force  and  we  believe  it 
may  be  put  down  as  a  fact  that  the 
showing  of  our  1904  wheat,  both  as  to 
quantity  and  quality  is  to  become  a 
strong  bull  factor  in  the  near  future. 
Tlie  situation  abroad,  as  told  early  in  the 
week  is  approved  by  the  best  European 
authorities  who  concede  that  the  con- 
tinent must  cojpne  to  us  during  thf  year 
for  supplies  of  breadstuffs  regardless  of 
the  price.  All  offerings  of  cash  wheat 
are  working  into  hands  that  can  see  the 
great  possibilities  that  are  in  store.  The 
market  lias  only  one  tendency  and  that 
is  toward  improvement.  There  will  be 
iittk  declines  at  times  wherew  heat  can 
be  bought  safely  because  the  strongest  of 
conditions  exist  for  making  a  higher  mar- 
ket and  this,  it  would  seem  can  not  be 
much  longer  delayed. 

Provisions— Traded  some  higher.  The 
advance  was  light,  confined  mostly  to 
closing  up  October  deals.  This  undoubt- 
edl>  was  the  rea.son  for  today's  indiffer- 
ence to  many  strong  factors  that  must 
ultimately  bring  about  a  big  advance. 
The  movement  of  hiigs  was  under  the 
estimate  and  for  tomorrow  onlv  8000  are 
expected  in  Ciiicago.  The  increiise  in 
consumption  is  now  strongly  making 
away  with  stocks,  the  decrease  for  August 
was  very  bullish.  Tliere  is  no  reason  for 
anticipating  cheap  products.  Packers  ad- 
mit that  these  prices  they  are  manufae- 
turing  products  at  a  loss.  These  condi- 
tions will  not  last  always  and  it  should 
prove  riglit  to  keep  lorg  some  January  or 
May  pork,  lard  or  ribs.

Logan  &  Bryan,  Chicago:  W"heat— It 
was  again  a  nervous  market.  There  was 
I  little  better  volume  of  general  trade. 
Cash  markets  were  a  ilttle  better  than 
yesterday  so  far  as  ajtn-itv  whs  con- 
eirfied.  but  the  demand  seems  to  have  a 
slacKening  tendency  .lud  is  hardly  up  to 
what  it  has  been  for  some  time  past. 
There  is  quite  a  sneculative  contingent 
that  is  still  disposed  to  follow  it  as  a 
bull  market  and  buv  on  the  breaks.  Re- 
ceipts are  large  and  the  visible  on  Mondav 
will  likely  show  a  fair  increase.  Think 
the  market  has  two  sides  to  it.  and  that 
wheat  may  be  sold  on  the  rallies  or 
bought   on    the    breaks.

Provisions— Tlie  distributive  demand  for 
lard  and  meats  is  good,  especially  so  for 
the  former.

I  am  told  that  one 
feeffer  now  is  contracting  corn  at  Wc, 
and  at  the  ruling  price  for  cattle  they 
can  pay  that  and  make  money.  This  is 
something  that  must  be  considered,  espe- 
cially when  the  corn  is  of  a  quaii'y  that 
will  do  to  store  in  the  crib.  If  feeders 
can  buy  corn  of  good  quality  this  fall  for 
30c,  Iowa  will  use  all  the  corn  she  has. 
About  100  cars  of  corn  were  shipped  here 
last  winter,  averaging  about  48c,  and 
with  hogs  and  cattle  as  hlgli  as  last  year, 
it  seems  foolish  to  think  of  corn  selling 
lower  than  50c  in  Chicago," 

Chicago  Record-Herald:  Sentiment  In 
wheat  was  almost  unanimously  bearish, 
approaching  the  unanimity  which  some- 
times causes  a  turn  in  the  other  direc- 
tion. Local  houses  generally  advised  cus- 
tomers to  take  profits  pending  the  out- 
come of  the  clianging  northwestern  .sitr 
uation  and  at  Minneapolis  and  Duluth 
there  appeared  to  be  a  concerted  effort 
on  the  part  of  millers  to  play  for  a 
decline,  an  attitude  shown  by  their  draw- 
ing out  of  the  cash  market. 

Dennis.  Chicago:  There  was  consider- 
able sliort  selling  yesterday  and  quite  a 
little  liquidation  of  long  wheat  both  of 
them  good  for  the  market.

THIRTY-FIVE-MILE    AERIAL    CABLE. 

A  35-mile  heavy  aerial  cable,  carrying 
nineteen  wires,  will  soon  be  stretched 
across  the  Great  Salt  lake  along  the  Lucin 
cut-off,  says  the  Telegraph  Age.  The  work 
will  he  done  jointly  by  the  Soutiiern  Pa- 
cific and  the  Western  Union,  and  will  be 
the  main  line  for  all  railroad  and  commer- 
cial telegraph  business  between  Salt  Lake 
City  and  the  coast. 

When  the  great  cut-off  was  first  thought 
of  it  was  informally  planned  to  stretch  the 
wires  in  the  regular  way  along  the  track, 
but  when  the  engineers  got  their  first  Idea 
of  the  high  winds  on  the  lake,  it  was  at 
once  demonstrated  that  the  wires  would 
not  last  long  In  such  an  unprotected  place, 
and  then  it  was  thought  that  a  regular 
ocean  cable  would  have  to  be  laid.  But 
this  was  impraclcable  too,  as  It  was 
found  that  the  action  of  the  water  would 
ruin  the  cable  in  a  short  time.  So  as  a 
last  resort  It  hai»  been  decided  tiiat  the 
only  way  will  be  to  stretch  a  solid  cable 
across  the  whole  of  the  lake  section  for 
about  thirty-five  miles. 

WOMAN  103  YEARS  OLD  TAKES  PUB- 
LIC BATHS. 

Although  she  Is  103  years  old.  Mrs.  Sarah 
Cohen,  of  Faye  street.  South  End,  is  a 
regular  patron  of  the  public  baths,  says  a 
Boston  letter.

The  fallacy  that  the  house  of  commons 
is  the  best  club  in  London  is  probably  ex- 
ploded by  this  time,  writes  a  retirinc 
member  to  the  National  Review.  It  would 
he  difficult  to  imagine  any  place  m'i<  h 
k's;i  like  a  oiul-.  Na  self-respecting  club 
would  endue  the  mernbers'  smokhio'  loom 
for  a  week.  In  the  winter,  uniey^  theie 
Is  anything  of  particular  interest  on  In 
the  house,  it  is  too  crowded  for  members 
to  be  able  to  find  seats.  In  the  summer 
it  Is  Insufferably  hot  and  stuffy,  and  all 
the  year  round  it  is  unwholesomely 
draughty.  No  club  would  stand  the  food 
which  is  served  to  members  of  the  house 
of  commons.  Still  less  would  any  club 
stand  the  house  of  commons  waiters.  The 
permanent  servants  are  excellent,  cour- 
teous, civil  and  obliging.  But  the  large 
nlmber  of  members  who  have  to  lunch 
and  dine  at  the  house  very  frequently 
renders  it  Impossible  to  keep  enough  good 
permanent  servants  to  attend  to  every 
one.  and  the  results  are,  to  say  the  least, 
uncomfortable. 

Perhaps  nothing  will  leave  a  deeper 
Impression  on  the  mind  of  the  member 
when  he  has  finally  retired  from  the 
hours  of  commons  than  the  deadly  dull- 
ness of  the  phtce.  If  members  would  con- 
sent to  speak  only  when  they  had  some- 
thing to  say.  if  they  would  remember  that 
what  may  seem  of  great  interest  to  them- 
selves is  simply  a  bore  to  every  one  else, 
and  If  they  would  content  themselves  with 
saying  what  they  have  got  to  say  in  as 
few  clear  words  as  possible,  life  in  the 
house  oT  commons  would  be  less  dull  and 
far  mor/»  work  would  be  got  through  in 
far  less  time. 

Nothing  shows  the  extreme  dullness  of 
the  house  of  commons  more  plainly  than 
the  way  in  which  members  roar  with 
laughter  at  some  trivial  joke  or  Incident 
in  the  house  which  would  not  raise  a 
smile  outside.

This  new  de"ice,  which  has  rc'^'ntiy 
undergone  successful  tests,  cons  sts  of 
a  small  refrigerating  machine  for  each 
car.  located  in  an  inclosed  casing  beneath 
the  car,  and  deriving  power  by  gearing 
connected  with  the  axle  of  one  of  th«» 
trucks.  The  machine  includes  a  compres- 
sor for  condensing  the  g.MS.  usu  illy  car- 
bondioxide.  circulating  pipes  which  eool 
the  car,  and  a  cmdenser  for  abstracting: 
the  heat   from   the  condeu'-ed  gas. 

The  principle  underlying  is  that  com- 
mon to  most  systems  of  mechanical  re- 
frigeration, and  Is  based  on  the  fact  that 
a  gas  expanding  extracts  heat  from  the 
vicinity,  while  .a  gas  being  compre«s«<S 
I  absorbs  heat.  The  functicn  of  the  con- 
!  denser  is  to  withdraw  the  heat  from  the 
gas  that  has  been  compressed,  and  for 
this  purpose  water  is  employed,  which  in 
case  of  need  can  h<'  supplied  from  engine 
hydrants,  while  rain-water  from  the  roof 
of  the  car  is  also  employed.

St.  Petersburg  still 
doubts  that  Oyama  has  yet  sufficiently  rehabilitated 
himself  to  drive  home  this  maneuver,  although  the  Jap- 
anese are  still  pouring  across  the  Taitse  river  to  the 
northeast  of  Liao  Yang.  St.  Petersburg  intimates  that 
should  the  Japanese  commander  much  longer  postpone 
the  offensive  it  is  not  im.possible  that  Kuropatkin,  with 
increasing  fresh  accessions  to  his  army,  may  himself 
decide  to  strike.  The  report  that  a  decisive  engagement 
had  been  fought  at  Mukden  is  untrue  and  today's 
advices  say  that  the  Russian  army  is  still  there.  The 
same  significant  silence  is  maintained  in  Tokio  that 
prevailed  during  the  days  immediately  preceding  the 
operations  which  culminated  in  the  great  battle  at 
Liao  Yang.

Judnich  was  phot  through  the  body  and 
iiusl  have  expired  almost  instantly,  as 
he  was  dead  when  his  employe  reached 
him.  Judnich  was  an  Austrian,  about 
50  years  of  age.  He  was'  possessed  of 
considerable  wealth,  and  was  formerly 
engaged  in  the  contracting  business  at 
Eveleth,  dealing  in  ties,  logs  and  posts. 
He  purchased  the  farm  near  Wolf  sta- 
tion but  recently,  and  moved  his  fam- 
ily to  it  during  the  past  summer.  He 
leaves  a   wife  and  six  small  children. 

The  identity  of  the  assailant  and  the 
cause  for  the  crime  are  unknown.  Jud- 
nich was  very  well  known  in  Eveleth, 
and  the  sudden  tragedy  which  ended 
his  life  has  aroused  a  great  deal  of  ex- 
citement here.  Many  explanations  of 
the  cause  of  his  death  have  been  vol- 
unteered.

It  is  surmised, 
however,  that  the  m.ovements  in  progress  have  for  their 
object  the  defeat  of  the  Japanese  turning  movement 
against  the  Russian  left,  which  dispatches  for  the  past 
two  weeks  have  vaguely  indicated.  St.  Petersburg  still 
doubts  that  Oyama  has  yet  sufficiently  rehabilitated 
himself  to  drive  home  this  maneuver,  although  the  Jap- 
anese are  still  pouring  across  the  Taitse  river  to  the 
northeast  of  Liao  Yang.  St.  Petersburg  intimates  that 
should  the  Japanese  commander  much  longer  postpone 
the  offensive  it  is  not  im.possible  that  Kuropatkin,  with 
increasing  fresh  accessions  to  his  army,  may  himself 
decide  to  strike.  The  report  that  a  decisive  engagement 
had  been  fought  at  Mukden  is  untrue  and  today's 
advices  say  that  the  Russian  army  is  still  there.  The 
same  significant  silence  is  maintained  in  Tokio  that 
prevailed  during  the  days  immediately  preceding  the 
operations  which  culminated  in  the  great  battle  at 
Liao  Yang.

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Oct.  1.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— George  Judnich,  an 
Austrian  farmer,  living  near  Wolf  sta- 
tion, four  miles  from  here  on  the  Du- 
luth.  Missabe  &  Northern  road,  was 
shot  and  instantly  killed,  about  6.30 
o'clock  last  evening,  by  an  unknown 
man. 

Judnich  was  working  on  the  farm  at 
the  time  and  was  just  preparing  to  go 
in  to  his  evening  meal.  His  hired  man 
was  in  the  barn  bedding  the  stock  for 
the  night.  Suddenly  the  man  heard  a 
shot  and  a  cry.  Running  from  the  barn 
he  saw  his  employer  lying,  face  down- 
ward, on  the  ground,  and  a  strange 
man  carrying  a  smoking  riHe,  just 
making  his  way  off  across  the  farm. 
The  hired  man  was  dazed  at  the  sud- 
deness  of  the  tragedy,  and  hesitated 
whether  to  give  chase  to  the  stranger 
or  go  to  the  assistance  of  his  employer. 
He  knelt  beside  the  fallen  man  and 
eaw  at  a  glance  that  he  was  dead. 
Meanwhile  the  strange  assailant  had 
made  his  escape  in  the  gathering  dusk. 
Judnich  was  shot  through  the  body  and 
must  have  exiiiretl  almost  instantly,  as 
he  was  dead  when  his  employe  reached 
hini.  Judnich  was  an  Austrian,  about 
50  years  of  age.  He  was'  possessed  of 
couhiderable  wealth,  and  was  formerly 
engaged  in  ihe  contracting  business  at 
Kveleth,  dealing  in  ties,  logs  and  posts. 
Ht  purchased  the  farm  near  Wolf  sta- 
tion but  recently,  and  moved  his  fam- 
ily to  it  during  the  past  summ-r.  He 
leaves  a   wife  and  six  small  children. 

The  identity  of  the  assailant  and  the 
cause  for  the  crime  are  unknown.  Jud- 
nich was  very  well  known  in  Eveleth, 
anu  the  sudden  tragedy  which  ended 
his  life  has  aroused  a  great  deal  of  ex- 
citement here.

Beverly,  Mass.,  Oct.  1.— Those  who 
have  investigated  the  myster»»  \)f  the 
death  of  Bessie  G.  Davis,  aged  23,  oi 
Beverly  Farms,  the  beautiful  ycuriK 
go\erness  and  soprano  soloist,  whose 
body  was  found  in  the  breakers  off 
Lee's  beach,  a  stone  from  the  beach 
olutihed  in  the  right  hand,  are  in- 
clined now  to  the  belief  that  the 
girl  was  murdered.  Whether  she  leaped 
into  the  sea  and  was  drowned,  or 
whether  she  was  killed  and  her  body 
hurled  over  the  cliffs,  has  been  puzzling 
the  authorities.  Her  hat,  coat  and 
gloves  were  found  on  the  banks.  There 
wei"e  wounds  on  the  girl's  forehead 
that  would  Indicate  that  she  was  slain 
with   some  heavy   weapon. 

One  rather  peculiar  feature  was  that 
the  eyes  of  the  girl  when  found  were 
tightly  closed.  In  drowning  the  eyes 
are  usually  found  open.  There  was 
no  evidence  of  fracture  of  the  skull 
and  the  doctors  said  last  night  that 
the  wound  might  have  been  caused  by 
some  instrument  or  falling  from  a 
rock,  head  downward.  The  tide  was 
not  high  at  the  time  that  death  is  sup- 
posed to  have  occurred,  and  the  pro- 
montory abounds  in  jagged  rocks 
which  might  have  caused  just  such 
wounds  as  were  found  on  the  body. 

The  girl  was  found  in  a  perfectly 
healthy  condition,  and  the  doctors  said 
that  there  was  no  evidence  of  an  as- 
sault. According  to  Dr.  Stlckney,  as- 
sociate medical  examiner,  the  wounds 
were  not  necessarily  fatal.

The  impression  created  here  by  the 
speech  of  John  A.  Jonhson,  candidate 
of  the  Democracy  for  governor,  was 
far  better  than  the  most  sanguine  of 
his  followers  had  e-xpected.  for  the  big 
crowd,  which  took  all  the  available 
seats  and  occupied  standing  room  also, 
at  the  Armory,  Tuesday  night,  was 
composed  of  a  very  strong  percentage 
of  Republicans,  who  were  favorably 
impressed  by  Mr.  Johnson,  and  frank 
to  admit  it,  and  his  argument  was  such 
that  a  number  of  them  are  going  to 
vote  for  him,  and  have  conceded  the 
fact. 

About  the  only  argument  that  the 
Republicans  advance  against  Johnson's 
chances  Is  the  fact  that  he  cannot  reach 
all  the  counties  of  the  state  before  the 
election,  as  his  personal  magnetism  Is 
so  far  ahead  of  that  of  the  Republican 
candidate  that  there  Is  no  comparison. 
One  well  known  Repuhllran  officeholder 
of  Duluth,  who  heard  the  speech.  In 
commenting  on  the  excellent  showing 
the  candidate  made  In  this  city,  said 
that  it  was  admitted  by  Republicans 
that  the  Democracy  of  the  state  had 
put  up  the  very  best  candidate  they 
could  have  named. 

Not  only  is  Johnson  personally  at- 
tractive to  those  who  meet  him,  but 
his  thorough  familiarity  with  the  plat- 
form and  his  ease  and  power  in  ad- 
dressing the  people  are  assets  in  his 
favor.  He  does  not  need  to  have  a 
speech  prepared,  and  while  he  had 
been  expected  to  make  an  address  In 
Duluth  largely  along  the  lines  of  a 
prepared  speech,  he  broke  away  from 
this  and^stayed  away  from  it  from  the 
time  he  started  to  talk  until  he 
stopped.  The  gift  of  Informal  speak- 
ing Is  a  great  one  for  a  political  as- 
pirant, especially  when  he  can  extem- 
porize a  strong  argument  and  put  It 
elcKjuently,    as   Johnson    does. 

In  Minneapolis,  after  leaving  Duluth, 
Mr.  Johnson  said:  "All  along  my  trip 
with  Mr.  Winston,  through  the  iron 
ranges,  we  had  a  glorious  reception. 
Mr.  Winston,  who  has  done  much  con- 
tract work  in  that  part  of  the  state, 
was  especially  well  received.  Through- 
out the  northern  country  I  was  glad 
to  reeclve  pledges  of  political  support 
from  many  Republicans.  Of  course.  I 
cannot  say  how  the  campaign  will  look 
toward  the  close,  but  at  present  I  am 
much  pleased  with  tlie  situation  in  my 
favor    throughout    tlie    state." 

Republicans  in  this  slate  are  con- 
stantly consoling  themselves  with  the 
assertion  that  the  state  Is  so  strongly 
Republican  that  for  a  Democrat  to  run 
is  almost  equivalent  to  defeat.  But 
that  this  Is  rather  far  from  the  truth 
may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  out  of 
the  last  nine  state  campaigns,  four 
have  been  decided  by  majorities  of  less 
than  4000  votes  each.  The.se  were  the 
gubernatorial  fights  of  1886,  1890,  1896 
and   1900.

There  is  considerable  speculation  as 
to  who  expects  to  get  the  nice  berths 
in  case  Robert  C.  Dunn  is  elected  gov- 
i  ernor.  One  of  the  nicest.  If  not  the 
very  best  office  within  the  gift  of  a 
state  administration  is  that  of  private 
secretary  to  the  governor,  and  the  rea- 
son for  its  superior  attraction  is  the 
price  that  goes  with  It.  It  is  said  to 
be  worth  more  to  the  holder  than  the 
governorship.  The  governor  draws 
$5000  per  year,  while  his  secretary  is 
reported  to  get  more  like  $7000.  or  more, 
per  annum.  Of  course  nobody  Is  sup- 
posed to  know  what  the  private  secre- 
tary makes  in  a  year,  except  that  ofll- 
cial  himself,  and  he  is  not  supposed  to 
tell  anyone  what  he  makes  out  of  the 
job. 

Fees  are  exclusively  the  pay  of  the 
private  secretary,  but  these  are  plen- 
tiful, and  good  ones.  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal revenues  is  that  from  notary 
publics,  and  of  these  there  are  a  great 
many  hundreds  in  the  state,  so  that  the 
fact  that  their  commissions  lasts  seven 
years  does  not  make  renewals  Infre- 
quent, to  say  nothing  of  the  new  crop 
of  notaries  that  Is  constanly  springing 
up.  Each  commission  issued  from  the 
governor's  office  means  $3  to  the  private 
secretary. 

The  present  private  secretary.  Robert 
Jamieson  was  a  district  judge  in  Hen- 


nepin county  at  $5000  per  year  when  he 
quit  to  take  the  place  under  Governor 
William  R.  Van  Sant.  And  it  is  hardly 
likely  that  he  left  the  bench  to  accept 
less  money  In  the  secretaryship.  Not 
only  is  he  accredited  with  making  more 
money  officially  than  the  governor,  but 
many  people  consider  that  he  is  the 
brains  and  power  of  the  administra- 
tion. There  Is  no  doubt  that  his  judi- 
cial experience  has  peculiarly  fitted  him 
for  the  position  which  he  holds.  As  an 
ex-trial  judge  he  can  be  very  valuable 
to  the  governor  in  that  official's  ca- 
pacity of  the  state  pardon  board,  for 
Instance,  where  legal  knowledge  Is  of 
peculiar  benefit  to  the  governorship,  or 
those  directly  at  the  gubernatorial 
elbow. 

Jamieson  left  the  bench  not  only  for 
more  money  than  the  judgeship  paid, 
but  because  he  likes  the  game  of  t^oH- 
tics,  at  which  he  is  considered  a  worthy 
player.  Not  only  his  legal  experience, 
but  his  ability  in  preparing  all  kinds 
of  statements,  such  as  the  regular 
in€s.sages  of  the  governor,  is  a  valuable 
asset  for  him  in  the  work. 

If  W.  E.  Verity  had  remained  as  secre- 
tary to  the  Republican  state  committee 
and  the  campaign  had  been  a  successful 
one  there  is  considerable  likelihood  that

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VICTORY  FOR 
RECIPROCITY 

In  Massachusetts,  Where 

Senator  Lodge  Is  Being 

Disciplined. 

Minneapolis,  Oct.  1. — A  special  to  the 
Journal  from  New  York  says:  While 
Congressman  Eugene  N.  Foss,  Massa- 
chusett.s'  chief  exponent  of  reciprocity, 
is  rejoicing  over  liis  victory  at  ih^^ 
primaries  last  Monday,  Senator  Lodge 
is  in  a  very  uncomfortable  position. 
The  advocates  of  reciprocity  with 
Canada  have  been  causing  him  a  good 
deal  of  trouble,  and  at  the  state  Ue- 
publican  convention,  set  for  Oct.  7, 
it  Is  likely  that  a  straight-out  recipro- 
city plank  will  be  put  into  the  state 
platfoim. 

Senator  Lodge's  record  as  to  recipro- 
city has  not  been  good.  He  has  long 
opposed  this  form  of  trade  with  for- 
eign countries,  and  as  a  prominent 
member  of  the  senate  committee  ou 
foreign  relation.":  he  has  as.sisted  .at 
the  burial  of  the  numerous  reciprocity 
treaties  which  have  come  before  con- 
gress since  1897.  Now  his  constituents 
purpose  having  a  little  fun  with  him, 
and  to  judge  from  the  way  they  are 
going  about  it,  they  will  be  success- 
ful. 

Senator  Lodge's  term  in  the  senate 
will  expire  next  March  4,  and  the 
legislature  to  be  elected  In  Massachu- 
setts next  month  will  select  his  suc- 
cessor. As  a  man  who  is  anxious 
to  succeed  himself,  he  is  now  trying 
to  do  or  say  something  that  will  satisfy 
the  reciprocity  advocates  without  go- 
ing squarely  back  on  his  record.  It  is 
a  ditficuit  thing  to  do,  and  so  Senator 
Lodge   Is   having  his   share   of  trouble. 

At  the  state  convention  In  Massa- 
chusetts last  spring  the  senator  cast 
contempt  upon  the  Massachusetts  idea, 
and  told  the  petitioners  for  reciprocity 
that  they  were  not  only  advocating 
something  unrepublican,  but  that  they 
were  Insulting  the  president.  In  retali- 
ation, the  reciprocity  advocates  then 
began  to  attack  Senator  Lodge,  and 
things  have  been  made  very  interesting 
for  him. 

The  plank  which,  in  substance,  will 
be  adopted  by  the  state  convention, 
cites  the  president's  declaration  In  1902 
that  no  treaty  can  be  made  which  does 
not  injuriously  affect  some  interest,  and 
adds: 

"We  favor  reciprocal  treaties  'when,' 
in  the  language  of  the  president,  'the 
minimum  of  damage  done  may  be  dis- 
regarded for  the  sake  of  the  maximum 
oi  good  accomplished.'  " 

Of  course.  Senator  Lodge  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  senate,  but  that  doesn't 
alter  the  Intention  of  the  Republicans 
of  Massachusetts  to  discipline  him.

It  Is  being  dissected  by  the 
men  who  have  conducted  the  examination, 
and  item  by  item  the  facts  are  being 
shown  in  every  case  cited  in  the  recent  re- 
port. 

The  flr.st  installment  of  the  "rebuttal" 
was  made  public  yesterday.  From  day  to 
day  the  other  ca.«es  cited  will  be  taken  up, 
until  the  "complete  refutation"  has  been 
entirely  covered. 

'J  he  statement  of  tiie  public  examiner 
gives  throe  |>aragraphs  on  cacii  case  cHcd. 
First  Is  printed  the  statement  of  the  or- 
iginal report;  .second,  the  reply  framed  by 
Auditor  ivinscii.  and  tliird,  an  analysis  of 
that  statement  in  th»  light  of  the  facts 
^;hown  in  the  record. 

iiie  .statement,  which  is  issued  by  P.  M. 
Kerst.  deput.v  examiner,  in  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Johnson,  V>egins!  in  general  fashion  as 
folio  w'.<: 

•Tlie  public  examiner  is  preparing  a  re- 
plv  to  State  Auditor  S.  G.  Iverson's  com- 
ments, under  oath,  which  pertain  to  the 
public  examiners  reports  on  permits, 
issued  for  timber  on  state  lands,  during 
former  State  Auditor  Dunn's  administra- 
tion and  prior  tliereto,  which  came  under 
Mr.  Dunn-s  jurisdiction. 

"The  reply  will  cover  the  cases  involved 
in  the  original  report  and  all  of  Mr.  Iver- 
son's comments:  the  repurt,  iiowever,  is 
so  voluminous  that  it  will  be  given  the 
public  In  installments,  probably  from  day 
to  dar. 

"A  careful  analysis  of  the  report  made 
by  the  public  examiner  and  tlie  state 
auditor's  reply  will  show  th^it  in  min.v 
instances  Auditor  ,Iver  on  simply  re- 
peats what  wps  stated  by  the  public  ex- 
aminer, and  in  many  other  cases  his  c  im- 
ments    are    misleading   in    the    extreme. 

"Schedule  No.  2  of  the  jiublij  cxamlner'.s 
report  contains  many  sections  upon  wiiich 
permits  were  issued  to  cut  timber  which 
remains  open  on  the  stumpage  record  in 
the   state  auditor's   office. 

•'Auditor  Iverson,  in  his  sworn  state- 
ment, endeavors  to  explain  a  number  of 
them  away  liy  stating  that  the  section 
had  Vieen  "burnt  clean  at  the  time  of  Iho 
Hinckley    fire' 

"The  public  examiners  departme:it  his 
found  correspondence  concerning  many 
of  these  sections  referred  to  as  having 
iKen  burnt  at  the  lime  of  the  Hinckley 
fire,  which  clearly  demonstrates  tiie  fact 
that  millions  of  feet  of  timber  had  I  een 
cut  on  these  particular  sections  and  the 
stumpage  record  does  not  cmtaiii  any  evi- 
dence of  cutting  or  payments  on  account 
of  the  permits  referred   to. 

""The  public  examiner  submits  hi-;  orig- 
inal report  and  tlie  comments  made  by 
Auditor  Iverson  in  reply  tke:eto,  and  also 
£n  analysis  or  deduction  of  each  partic- 
ular  case   involved. 

"The  public  examiner  reasserts  that  all 
of  the  ca.ses  embraced  in  his  1  isl  lepovt  on 
timber  transactions  came  within  the  jur- 
isdiction of  former  State  Auditor  and 
Land  Commi.ssioner   Dunn." 

Upon  permit  No.  62*.  issued  to  C.  H. 
Davis.  Mr.  Johnson  found  no  record  of 
anything  paid  for  375.500  feet  of  timber 
cut  in  1891  and  1892.  Auditor  Iverson 
stated  that  it  had  been  impossible  to 
trace  the  cutting  to  any  one  and  the 
account  had  been  dropped  as  uncollect- 
able.  In  reply  the  public  examiner  states 
that  the  logsbore  a  bark  mark  and  that 
all  evidence  was  present  to  trace  the 
cutting  and  that  proceedlnss  shou'd  havo 
been  instituted  for  immediate  payment. 

Permit  No.  4(io  issued  to  William  gaun- 
try, which  the  public  <'xamii<er  said  had 
been  allowed  to  run  without  being  prop- 
erly renewed,  and  which  the  present  state 
auditor  says  did  not  .ifford  grounds  for 
an  action,  was  taken  up  by  the  public 
examiner.  He  says  that,  under  the  law. 
the  p-^rmit  should  have  been  cancel'ed 
immediately  and  the  timber  should  not 
have  been  allowed  to  be  cut  except  under 
a  new  permit.  Under  the  s.ame  permit 
issued  to  William  Sauntry  the  timber  on 
another  section  was  said  to  have  been 
cut  but  never  paid  for.  Another  permit 
was  issued  on  the  section,  Dut  the  public 
examiner  stated  that  there  is  no  record 
of   payment   on    the   first    contract. 

Auditor  Iverson  offered  an  explanation 
that  the  first  contract  had  expired  before 
Mr.  Dunn  came  into  offiee  and  that  he 
resold  the  timber.

"It  means  increased  attention  to  re- 
ligion." he  said.  "It  means  an  increase 
of  spiritual  life  In  thf  individual,  in  the 
church  and  in  the  community.  It  mean.^ 
that  those  who  have  some  religit)ns  life 
in  their  heart  have  that  life  augumented. 
deepened  and  intenslticd.  It  means  tliat 
till-  religious  life  becom^-s  strong,  vigorous, 
active, wiiere  before  it  was  weak,  languish- 
ing and  apolegetlc.  Primarily  a  revival 
of  religion  does  not  mean  a  conver.-=ion  of 
sinners.

A 
revival  of  religion  begins,  if  it  begins  at 
all,  In  the  church,  among  Gods  own  peo- 
ple."

New  York,  C»ct.  1. — Copies  have  just 
been  received  here  of  the  report  to  his 
government  of  Gen.  Rafael  Reyes  (now 
president  of  Colombia),  who  was  sent 
to  this  country  on  a  special  dijdomatic 
mission  in  an  attemjit  to  modify  the 
action  cf  the  American  government  in 
regard  to  cr'olombian  interests  in  Pan- 
ama.    The  mission  wa.s  without  result. 

The  report,  which  is  of  considerable 
length,  severely  arraigns  the  short- 
Biglitedness  of  the  <."olonibian  repre- 
sentatives that  led  to  the  misfortunes 
which  beft'll  Colombia  after  the  negoti- 
ations over  the  Hay-Herran  treaty  fell 
tnrough.  In  conclusion,  the  report 
says: 

"We  must  admit  that  the  Ignited 
.States  government  had  granted  to  us 
by  way  of  compensation  in  the  Hay- 
Herran  treaty  much  more  than  we  had 
asked  in  the  mem.orandum  of  our  min- 
ister in  Washington,  which  served  as  a 
basis  for  that  treaty.  Comparing  these 
two  documents,  the  government  of  the 
(Tnited  .'States  might  well  point  to  the 
generosity  of  its  dealings  with  Colom- 
bia and  obtain  the  public  opinion  of 
the  civilized  world,  especially  that  of 
the  United  Ptates  and  France,  in  con- 
sidering as  an  indisputable  fact  that 
the  obstinacy  of  our  government  was 
the  only  real  obstacle  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  canal  by  the  United  States, 
which  was  the  only  agency  capable  of 
bringing  to  a  completion  so  colossal 
and  giga n t ic  a  w^ork."

REASONS  FOR  THE  CHANGE. 

^  The  recent  changes  in  the  Republican  state  cen- 
tral committee  have  created  something  of  a  sen- 
sation throughout  the  state.  The  reasons  and 
causes  of  the  changes  are  not  far  to  seek,  how- 
ever. There  is  no  doubt  that  R.  C.  Dunn  has  a 
strong  liking  for  Mr.  ffeatwole,  who  is  a  candidate 
for  Senator  Clapp's  seat.  This  is  only  natural. 
Mr.  Ifeatwole  did  more  than  any  one  man  to  bring 
about  Dunn's  nomination,  and  while  Dunn  was  a 
strong  supporter  of  Senator  Clapp  when  he  was 
first  elected,  the  latter  did  much  less  than  might 
have  been  expected  in  the  way  of  forwarding  | 
Dunn's  chances  for  the  nomination  for  governor. ; 
In  fact  his  sympathies  were  with  the  Collins  fac-  i 
tion.  although  he  preserved  an  apparent  neutrality 
in  the  canvass. 

But  the  state  convention  pronounced  itself  in 
favor  of  Senator  Clapp's  re-election  and  Mr.  Dunn 
was  in  honor  bound  to  abide  by  the  will  of  the  ma- 
jority. His  personal  preference  for  Heatwole,  how- 
ever, could  not  be  disguised  and  there  was  little 
doubt  that  he  was  practically  forced  to  take  a  de- 
cided stand  for  Clapp  in  the  speech  with  which  he 
opened  his  campaign  in  West  Duluth. 

Senator  Nelson  is  largely  responsible  for  bring- 
ing about  the  changes  in  the  state  committee. 
While  in  Madison  recently,  where  he  made  an  ad- 
dress, he  found  such  intense  sentiment  against 
Dunn  and  so  much  suspicion  of  the  latter's  posi- 
tion regarding  the  senatorship  that  he  decided 
something  must  be  done  to  restore  harmony.  So  it 
was  arranged  to  remove  Mr.  Heatwole's  friends 
from  the  committee  and  substitute  therefor 
friends  and  partisans  of  the  Van  Sant-Collins  ele- 
ment. 

The  chances  are  that  very  little  will  be  heard 
from  Republican  sources  in  future  concerning  Mr. 
Dimn's  lapses  from  virtue  while  state  auditor.  The 
change  was  undoubtedly  a  wise  one,  judged  from 
a  Republican  standpoint.  But  the  incident  serves 
to  show  that  the  party  is  in  a  desperate  situation  as 
a  resTilt  of  nominating  Mr.  Dunn,  and  that  John  A. 
Johnson  has  made  such  heavy  inroads  on  the  Re- 
publican vote  that  his  chances  of  defeating  his  op- 
ponent are  considered  very  good. 

In  the  meantime  look  out  for  Mr.  Heatwole.  He 
may  be  doing  things.

There  are  few  parents  of  children  who  have  not, 
ut  some  time  in  their  lives,  experienced  the  excru- 
tiating  agony  attendant  upon  the  temporary  loss  of 
a  child  strayed  away  from  home  and  the  attendanc 
fear  that  some  sinster  accident  had  befallen  it. 
Thoughts  of  kidnapers,  of  possible  murderers,  of 
the  upturned  face  in  a  pool  of  water  and  other 
horrors  flit  before  the  mental  vision  and  some- 
times drive  the  loving  parent  almost  to  di.straction. 
Especially  is  this  true  of  mothers,  who  arc  more 
disposed  than  fathers  to  fear  the  worst. 

A  case  of  this  kind  which  well  illustrates  the 
matter  and  shows  h<.>w  a  touch  of  nature  makes  the 
whole  world  kin  recently  occurred  at  ^larlboro, 
Mass.  Little  Willie  Dulan  was  sent  to  school,  but 
ran  away.  He  walked  four  miles  out  into  the  coun- 
try and  looked  up  a  former  playmate,  with  whom 
he  remained  three  or  four  days.  When  he  failed  to 
return  home  in  the  evening,  his  mother  naturally 
became  alarmed  and  search  was  instituted,  which 
was  carried  out  through  the  night  without  avail. 
Finally  the  people  of  the  entire  community  became 
aroused.  The  mayor  ordered  the  ringing  of  the 
fire  bolls  that  the  people  miglit  be  readily  in- 
formed of  the  boj-'s  loss.  The  entire  reserves  of 
the  police  force  and  fire  department  were  called 
out  to  assist  in  prosecution  of  the  search,  r'inally 
the  father  of  the  country  boy  heard  of  the  matter 
and  restored  the  lost  Willie  to  his  parents. 

A  local  paper  feelingly  describes  the  joyous 
scene  that  occurred  when  the  boy  returned.  As 
.^oon  as  the  news  of  his  recovery  was  circulated 
the  hundreds  of  men  and  biTys  who  had  been 
searching  all  day  conpregated  about  the  home  of 
Eugene  Dolan  to  await  the  return  of  his  wandering 
son.  The  crowd  became  so  great  that  Mayor  Mil- 
don  had  the  street  roped  off  in  order  to  avoid  dis- 
turbing the  boy's  mother,  who  has  been  seriously 
ill  for  several  days.  When  the  trolly  car,  bearing 
the  city  marshal  and  the  boy,  stopped  at  the  head 
of  Newton  street,  there  were  fully  1500  people 
in  the  crowd  that  cheered  and  welcomed  the  boy 
with  a  hysterical  demonstration.  The  open-eyed, 
astonished  fugitive  was  met  on  the  way  by  Mayor 
Mildon  and  escorted  up  the  stairs  to  the  room 
where  his  mother  was  lying  prostrated  by  the  anx- 
iety of  the  week.  The  little  fellow  was  awed  by 
the  prominence  he  had  attained. 

What  caused  all  this  demonstration?  Was  it 
mere  idle  curiosity?  No.  It  was  the  love  and  sym- 
pathy that  is  univer.sal  in  the  human  heart.  Not  a 
member  of  that  crowd  but  was  elevated  and 
ennobled  by  his  interest  in  this  child's  restoration 
tohla  home.  All  can  find  in  this  case  the  reason  why 


ROOSEVELT  VS.  ROOSEVELT. 

On  no  public  question  has  President  Roosevelt 
shown  greater  vacillation  and  a  more  unsteadfast 
attitude    than   on   the   tariff. 

In  his  "Life  of  Benton,"  Mr.  Roosevelt  declares 
that  the  protective  tariff  policy  is  "vicious  in  theory 
and  harmful  in  practice." 

As  president,  in  1902,  he  promised,  at  Logans- 
port,  Ind.,  the  appointment  of  a  tariff  commission 
to  study  methods  for  revising  the  schedules. 

In  1904,  he  declares  for  the  "stand-pat"  policy, 
insisting  that  the  principle  of  the  protective  tariff 
is  right  and  that  no  change  in  the  schedules  shall 
be  made  except  by  the  Republicans  pledged  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  system  which  he  once  de- 
nounced. 

In  1902,  he  declared  in  favor  of  reciprocity  in 
competive  products.  In  1904  he  opposes  recipro- 
city that  will  affect  "any"  American  industry.  The 
change  can  only  be  accounted  for  on  the  theory 
that  he  has  yielded  to  the  wishes  of  the  men  who 
are  in  control  of  the  machinery  of  his  party,  and 
the  chief  beneficiaries  of  the  tariff  sj-stem. 

In  his  "Life  of  Benton."  on  Page  31,  Mr. 
Roosevelt  said:  "Clay's  assertions  as  to  what  the 
tariff  had  done  for  the  West  were  ill-founded,  as 
Benton  showed  in  a  good  speech,  wherein  he  de- 
scribed pictures(iuely  enough  the  industries  and 
general  condition  of  the  country,  and  asserted  with 
truth  that  its  revived  prosperity  was  due  to  its  own 
resources,  entirely  independent  of  federal  aid  or 
legislation.  He  said:  'I  do  not  think  we  are  in- 
debted to  the  high  tariff  for  our  fertile  lands  and 
our  navigable  rivers;  and  I  am  certain  we  are  in- 
debted to  these  blessings  for  the  prosperity  we  en- 
joy."' 

In  his  message  to  the  Fifty-seventh  congress, 
President  Roosevelt  said:,  "There  is  general  ac- 
quiescence in  our  present  tariff  system  as  a  na- 
tional policy.  The  first  requisite  to  our  prosperity 
is  the  continuity  and  stability  of  this  economic 
policy." 

In  his  book  Mr.  Roosevelt  wrote  of  the  tariff 
as  he  saw  it  from  an  unbiased  standpoint  of  per- 
sonal opinion.  In  his  message  to  congress  he 
wrote  of  it  as  viewed  by  a  representative  and  ben- 
eficiary of  protected  interests.  For  if,  in  his  day. 
Clay's  claims  of  benefits  to  the  West  by  tlve  tariff 
were  ill-founded,  then  all  the  more  ill-founded  are 
the  claims  of  protectionists  of  the  present  day  that 
high  tariffs  are  a  national  blessing.  They  do  en- 
couratre  manufactures,  but  they  also  "rob  the  many 
for  tlie  benefit  of  a  few."

Life  As  An  Affair  of  Honor 

A  fresh  and  sug-gestive  phrase  has 
recently  come  from  the  pen  of  the 
brilliant  young  Scotch  writer.  John 
Kelnian.  who  speaks  of  life  as  an  affair 
of  honor.  How  fruitful  in  suggestive- 
ness  it  is.  Do  you  mean  to  say,  Mr. 
Scotchman,  that  the.se  commonplace 
and  often  listless  days  of  ours  are  to 
be  regarded  from  that  point  of  view, 
that  this  dull  routine— eight  hours  ,  for 
sleep,  eight  or  ten  for  labor  and  tlie 
rest  of  the  day  spent  chietly  upon  in- 
consequential matters— goes  toward 
the  making  up  of  a  record  as  honorable 
a.s  that  of  the  sentinel  guarding  a  re- 
doubt, the  soldier  pressing  hard  upon 
his  foe.  the  ambassador  charged  with 
large   responsibilities? 

Y€s,  Indeed,  life  is  an  affair  of  honor. 
Inllnite  trust  is  reposed  in  us  mortals. 
We  are  granted  large  liberty  of  thought 
and  action.  We  are  not  under  the  hush 
of  the  overseer  or  the  constant  espion- 
age of  the  schoolmaster.  We  are  not 
treated  as  .servants  or  us  children.  We 
are  put  into  this  world,  given  our  ca- 
pacities, our  freedom,  our  opportunty, 
and  left  in  large  measure  then  to  our- 
selves, to  our  own  honor,  to  our  own 
sense  of  what  is  right  and  fair.  The 
Creator  reposes  in  us  an  almost  su- 
blime confidence  that  we  will  play  a 
man's  part. 

How  different  this  conception  of  life 
from  the  theory  that  we  are  creatures 
of  fate,  tos.^ed  and  buffeted  hither  and 
thither  with  little  power  of  initiative, 
with  hardly  any  real  freedom.  How 
different,  also,  from  the  theory  that 
goes  to  the  opposite  extreme  and  looks 
upon  each  man  as  the  sole  arbiter  of 
his  own  destiny,  his  life  meaning  noth- 
ing to  a  higher  power  than  himself, 
never  to  account  to  that  power  for  the 
use  of  his  time,  t.alents  .and  opportun- 
ity. And.  .again,  how  <lit"ferent  is  this 
theory  from  the  butterlly  conception  of 
human  life,  that  we  are  here  to  flit 
aimlessly  from  one  soft  resting  place 
to  another,  that  we  are  to  make  no 
provision  for  the  morrow,  that  to  brim 
today's  cup  with  happiness  is  to  be  our 
sole  endeavor. 

Far  nobler  it  Is  to  conceive  of  life 
as  an  affair  of  honor.  For  that  con- 
cei)tion  is,  lirst  of  all.  an  appeal  for 
fortitude.  Because  we  are  placed  here 
to  work  out  our  own  salvathm  we 
are  not  to  whine  when  misfortune 
comes,  nor  to  shrink  from  losses,  de- 
feats and  difiapi)ointments.  We  are  to 
bear  up  under  them  as  the  soldier 
calmly  endures  hardship  and  peril.  We 
are  to  burn  our  own  smoke,  because 
It  would  be  dishonorable  in  us  to  do 
anything  else,  recreancy  to  what  is  ex- 
pected  of  us. 

Again,  it  is  an  appeal  for  magnan- 
imity. If  we  are  really  here  to  play 
the  part  of  honorable  men  and  women, 
we  can  afford  to  overlook  apparent 
slights  and  wrongs,  because  all  these, 
when  meekly  taken,  strengthen  and 
perfect  character.  We  can  refrain 
from  answering  back,  from  returning 
unkindness  for  unkindne.ss.  What  is 
shabby  treatment,  what  are  baseless 
accusations  compared  with  keeping  our 
own  record  clean  and  fine  and  mag- 
nanimous? 

And  still  again  this  conception  of 
life  as  an  affair  of  honor  is  a  mighty 
appeal  for  achievement.  Just  because 
we  are  given  such  large  latitude.  Just 
l>ecause  we  are  made  In  the  Image  of 
God.  with  divine  capacities.  Just  be- 
cause we  are  permitted  to  think  and 
talk  and  act  as  we  please,  we  arfe 
bound  to  do  something  and  think  some- 
thing from  day  to  day  that  Is  wortli 
while.  We  are  bound  to  bo  doers,  not 
parasites  or  drones.  No  matter  if  life 
is  short  and  the  years  fly  swiftly  and 
we  are  not  as  gifted  as  some  others 
are,  and  the  ciicle  of  our  influence  is 
small,  we  can  still  lise  to  the  level  of 
this  conception  of  life  which  has  been 
expres.sed  so  beautifully  by  a  poet,  who 
was  on  earth  only  a  few  years,  Edward 
R.  .Sill,  when  he  wrote: 

Forenoon  and  afternoon  and  night. 

Forenoon  and  .afternoon  and  night. 

Forenoon  and — 

What! 

The  empty  song  repeats  itself  NO 
more?    Yea.  that  is  life: 

Make  this  forenoon  sublime,  this  after- 
noon a  psalm,  this  night  a  prayer. 

And  Time  is  conquered,  and  thy  crown 
is  won.

J.  Hazeltine,  21  years  old,  re.siding  with 
his  parents  at  610  North  Sixtieth  ave- 
nue west,  left  M.  J.  Filiatraulfs  under- 
taking establishment.  5415  Ramsey 
street,  where  he  has  been  employ  3d 
for  some  time  past,  taking  with  him 
$li  in  cash  of  the  undertaker's  monov, 
it  is  claimed.  This  occurred  on  Mon- 
day night,  and  the  youth  has  not  been 
seen  since  by  members  of  the  family 
or  any  of  his  friends.  The  sUi)»osi- 
tlon  is  that  he  appropriated  the  funds 
to  his  own  use  and  then  left  the  citv. 

Mr.  Filiatrault  left  on  his  outing  last 
Monday,  leaving  tiis  shop  in  charge  cf 
Hazeltine,  who  in  the  past  has  been  a 
trustworthy  and  entirely  elTlcient  as- 
sistant. The  young  man  has  always 
sustained  an  excellent  reputation  'n 
West  Duluth,  and  has  a  number  of 
warm  friends  in  this  part  of  the  city. 
They  tind  it  hard  to  believe  that  he  is 
guilty  of  the  theft,  but  his  protracted 
absence,  without  a  word  of  exolana- 
tion,  puts  him  in  a  very  bad  ligh'. 
and  leaves  his  friends  no  alternative 
but  to  believe  him  guilty  of  the  charge. 

Ordinarily  no  very  large  amount  of 
money  is  left  in  the  safe  at  the  under- 
taking rooms,  but  Monday,  after  th^ 
departure  of  the  proprietor,  a  man  paid 
Hazeltirie  $74  due  Mr.  Filiatrault  on  a 
note,  it  ia  claimed.  That  evenin,? 
Hazeltine  disappeared  and  has  not  been 
seen  since^  so  far  as  can  be  learne.i. 
The  theft,  if  such  it  was,  was  serious 
enough  in  itself,  but  leaving  the  es- 
tablishment without  anyone  in  charg.' 
fir  an  indefinite  period  appeared  al- 
most as  bad  from  his  employer's  poin'. 
of  view.  There  have  been  several 
deaths  and  the  bu.siness  has  suffered 
extensive  injury  from  the  fact  that 
neither  Mr.  Filiatrault  nor  his  assist- 
ant   have   been  on   hand  all  the  wenk. 

Mr.  Filiatrault  only  returned  last 
Jilght.  and  it  was  not  until  today  that 
there  was  any  knowledge  of  the  al- 
lege<l  theft.  Being  off  in  the  woods, 
no  one  knew  exactly  where,  it  was 
nifflcult  to  get  word  to  him.  Mr. 
Hazentine  was  fully  capable  of  hand- 
ling the  business,  having  had  several 
years  experience  In  that  line,  so  that 
hi.'i  employer  felt  i»erfectly  safe  in 
leaving  him  for  so  short  a  time. 

The  Hazeltines  have  little  ready 
money  at  their  disposal,  but  to  protect 
her  .son  as  best  she  could,  Mrs.  Hazel- 
tine. nearly  crazed  with  grief,  today 
borrowed  the  $74  and  returned  it  to 
Mr.  Filiatrault.  who  will  take  no  steps 
to  prosecute  the  young  man,  if  he  is 
found. 

In  view  of  his  past  bright  record,  and 
general  good  characteristics,  it  Is  noc 
thought  that  Hazeltine  deliberately 
planned  to  steal  the  money.  On  one

Republicans,  In  Frenzy, 

Are     Striving    to 

Catch  Up. 


Br<x>klyn,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  1.— An  Indianapolis 
special  to  the  Eagle  says:  Indiana  Demo- 
crats, in  their  efforts  to  redeem  thier  state 
from  a  decade  of  Republican  machine 
domination  and  extravagance,  and  at  the 
same  time  contribute  their  full  part  to  the 
election  of  the  Democratic  national  ticket, 
are  to  be  commended  on  the  wisdom  dis- 
played in  the  first  step  toward  accomplisli- 

ing  these  desired  ends— the  selection  of 
the  men  they  have  named  as  their  local 
candidates  on  the  state  and  on  the  legis- 
lature and  county  tickets  throughout  tlic 
state.  Practically.  without  exception, 
they  have  chosen  men  of  high  attainments 
and  unimpeachable  private  and  public 
records  a.s  tiieir  standard  bearers,  and 
even  at  this  early  stage  in  the  campaign 
it  is  apparent  that  the  thousands  of  inde- 
pendent voters  in  Indiana— men  who  place 
citizenship  above  partisanship— are  highly 
appreciative   of  this. 

The  Democratic  candidates,  wherever 
they  have  gone,  have  been  accorded  a 
reception  by  the  people  and  by  the  mde- 
pendcnt  and  independent  Repblican  pre.ss 
that  affords  a  striking  contrast  to  the 
reception  given  the  Republican  ciandidates. 
Not  a  word  derogatory  to  them  or  of 
their  presentations  of  the  issues  of  the 
campaign  has  b-en  heard  from  any  quar- 
ter save  from  rabid  Republican  partisans, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  tiiey  have  received 
the  commendation  almost  invariably  paid 
V>y  the  gieat  majority  of  the  American 
peojile  to  honest  men  advocating  honest 
principles. 

In  insisting  that  John  W.  Kern  again 
accept  tlie  nomination  for  governor,  it  is 
evident  that  the  Democrats  bullded  even 
better  than  they  knew,  for  ho  has  been 
doing  remarkably  etTectivo  work  thus  far 
in  his  canvass.  That  this  Is  true  is  shown 
In  the  tribute  paid  to  Mr.  Kern  by  the 
Indianapolis  News,  in  commenting  on  his 
keynote  speech.  The  News,  while  inde- 
pendent In  politics,  has  not  advocated  the 
election  of  Republican  state  or  national 
candidates.  Since  the  entrance  of  Senator 
Fairbanks  upon  the  political  stage  and 
because  of  the  paper's  close  relations 
with  the  Indiana  senator,  who  is  now  his 
party's  candidate  for  vice  president,  it 
is  taken  for  granted  that  it  will  advocate 
the  election  of  tht-  Republican  state  and 
national  ticket  this  year.  However,  the 
"psychological  moment"  has  not  arrived 
as  yet  for  the  News  to  take  this  stand. 

It  is  obvious  from  what  the  News  say-t 
ot"  Mr.  Kern's  sjieech  and  from  the  quota- 
tion it  cites,  that  the  D<'mocratic  guber- 
natorial candidate  is  making  a  strong  ap- 
peal, pitched  upon  a  hish  plane,  to  the 
voters  of  Indiana.  This  Inde*  end  nl 
paper  with  Republican  leanings  can  find 
nothing  but  praise  for  the  tone  of  Mr. 
Kein's  plea,  while  it  is  c  )mpelled  to 
admit  the  strength  of  his  arguments  and 
the  justice  of  the  principles  lif>  advocates. 
.\s  to  his  protest  against  the  impe.l  iKstli- 
tendencies  of  the  R>'publican  partv  and 
that  party's  candidate  for  chief  executive, 
the  News  says:  "hTe  country  has  gone 
far  in  the  colonization  experienced,  and 
it  is  well  tnat  its  progress  for  good  or  III 
should   be  noted." 

As  to  the  arguments  for  tariff  reform, 
the  News  concedes  the  truth  of  all  th.- 
points  he  made— that  there  is  solid  He;>ub- 
llcan  esuppiirt  for  tariff  reform  and  re  1- 
jprocity;  that  the  pres»MU  leaders  of  the 
Republican  party  have  turned  their  backs 
on  such  stanch  party  men  as  Blaine  and 
MoKinley;  that  there  has  be.n  a  remark- 
able and  unwarranted  development  of 
the  high  protection  doctrine;  that  the 
Republicans  have  not  reduced  the  high 
tariffs  imposed  hy  the  Dingl.  y  law,  whic:i 
they  originally  contended  were  placed 
high  solely  to  force  concessions  from 
other  nations,  and  that  the  epubllcan^ 
have  abundoned  all  effort  to  se.ure  such 
concessions. 

Mr.  Kern's  candidacy  is  receiving  much 
consideration  bo<-au.se  the  people"  of  In- 
diana are  awakening  to  a  realizatlun  of 
the  great  powers  vested  in  the  r  executive 
by  the  state  constitution  and  bv  legisla- 
tive enactments,  and  are  CDming  to  un- 
derstand that  such  a  man  as  he  is  ueeded 
at  the  head  of  state  affair.*?.  It  Is  note- 
worthy-indeed.  it  Is  sigidrtc;mt— that  no 
.such  tributes  have  been  paid  by  the 
News  or  by  any  other  independent  paper 
of  Indiana  to  Mr.  Kern's  Republican  op- 
ponent. J.   Frank  Ilanly. 

In  short,  the  trend  of  .sentiment  In  In- 
diana, while  the  campaign  is  vet  in  Its  in- 
fancy. Is  unmistakably  Denio.ratic  The 
thoughtful  conservative  citizens,  whose 
votes  will  determine  the  issu-^  in  Indl ma 
have  grown  weary  of  Republican  extrava- 
gance and  mal-administration  of  both 
state  and  national  affairs.  They  recog- 
nize that  the  conduct  of  the  governmr'nt 
national  and  state,  would  be  wifer  in  th- 
hands  of  such  men  as  Judge  Parker  and 
Mr.  Kern  than  in  the  h;inds  of  Mr 
Roosevelt  and  Mr.  Hanly.  Many  of  the-n 
are  now  prepared  and  determined  to  v ot  ^ 
their  convictions  along  this  line,  aid  m' st 
of  them  can  be  persuaded  to  vote  that

For  years  after  the  Civil  war  Repub- 
lican veterans  made  it  a  campaign  rally- 
ing cry,  "We  vole  as  we  sliot."

Senator  Beveridge  will  make  his  open- 
ing .address  of  the  campaign  here,  and 
the  party  managers,  while  repre.senting 
through  the  press  that  the  meeting  is  to 
be  purely  a  county  and  city  affair,  have 
been  laboring  early  and  late  to  make  It 
of  such  state  magnitude  that  the  sem- 
blance of  a  band  wagon  will  be  started. 
If  the  Beveridge  demonstration  proves 
the  disapointment  that  has  rewarded  their 
efforts  on  a  smaller  .scale  in  other  parts 
of  the  state,  the  word  will  be  .sent  to 
Republican  national  headnuarters  that  In- 
diana is  lost.  The  Republicans  in  Indi- 
ana, until  within  the  last  week,  have 
been  fighting  to  hold  their  own  or  to 
make  advances.  Now.  placed  on  the  de- 
fensive in  their  advocacy  of  both  national 
and  state  candidates  and  platforms,  they 
are  fighting  to  regain  lost  ground,  anil 
to  those  who  have  observed  tht>  struggle 
in  Indiana  in  past  years  this  is  unmis- 
takably a  most  encouraging  sign  to  the 
Democrats. 

The  Republican  managers  are  doing 
everything  possible  to  put  an  end,  at  least 
to  all  outward  appearances,  of  the  clash 
between  the  Fairbanks  and  the  anti-Fair- 
banks forces,  which  is  assuming  such 
alarming  proportions  to  them.

••Criminals  se«m  to  be  the  strongf^st 
kind  of  fataliFtf,"  rcmarktd  Judge  Neff, 
of  Philadelpliia,  recently.  Judge  NtfC 
Is  widey  known  as  an  authority  on  crim- 
inology, and  his  long  experience  as  pro- 
secutor, judg»  ami  lawyer,  has  given  him 
unusual  opurtunity  of  studying  s-cicntilic- 
ally  the  causes  and  cliaracteristics  of 
crime.  ,     .      ,  . 

"I  have  noticed  that  when  a  crimmal  Is 
arrested  after  finishing  one  sentence,  the 
second  charsre  is  generally  ti»e  result  of  a 
crime  almost  e.xactlv  the  same  as  tht 
one  which  first  got  him  into  trouble.  It 
seems  like  a  strange  kind  if  fatality.  I  ve 
known  instan>,es  where  one  criminal  has 
been  arrested  and  punished  live  or  six 
times  on   charges   exactly  the   same. 

"What  makes  them  do  It?  I'm  not  sure 
I  can  explain  it  satisfactorily,  but  I  know 
it  to  1)0  the  case.  It  has  occurred  to  me, 
and  possibly  this  is  the  simplest  explana- 
tion, that  the  reason  for  a  criminal  ad- 
hering strictly  to  <>ne  line  i>f  work,  is  the 
same  as  the  fa-^finalion  which  holds  a 
gambler  to  a  table  although  luck  is 
against  liim. 

"Kach  failure  or  each  loss  shows  the 
victim  a  point  which  iie  has  hitherto  been 
Ignorant  of.  and  it  is  easy  to  convince 
himself  that  next  time  he  will  escape  that 
mistake. 

•'And  so  it  goes.  Even  the  next  time, 
just  one  more  chance,  and  then  another, 
ever  confident  that  the  luck  must  chruige 
and  that  each  turn  of  the  wheel  leaves 
him  just  that  much  better  e(|uipped  and 
tliat  much  more  likely  to  win.  finally. 
Then,  there  Is  the  desperation,  the  un- 
conscious and  gritty  determination  to 
make  a  success  of  the  thing. 

"If  he  fail,  and  is  arrested,  convicted 
and  punished,  the  process  of  the  law 
simply  goes  to  show  him  wherein  his  first 
Job  was  bungling  and  poorly  cairiod  out. 
The  tirst  feeling  of  of  resignaticm  that  fol 
lows  the  bitterness  of  punishment  is  when 
he  tells  himself  that  next  time  he  will  not 
repeat  the  error  which  led  to  his  detec- 
tion on  the  present  occasion.  No  sooner 
Is  he  out  of  the  penitentiary  than  he  as- 
says again  to  try  his  luck,  this  time  care- 
fully avoiding  the  mistake  which  first 
broiight  him   to  grief. 

"It  Is  a  well-known  fact  that  no  crim- 
inal, no  matter  how  expert  or  how  daring, 
can  cover  up  all  his  tracks.  The  very  | 
best  of  them  will  leave  at  least  oiie  loop- 
hole, will  commit  at  least  one  error  which 
eventually  fastens  the  guilt  on  him.  The  \ 
poorer  criminals  leave  clews  according  to  ' 


their  skill  or  experience.  So  our  imagin-  : 
ary  crook,  the  second  time  he  plans  a  job, 
while  he  carefully  avoids  a  repeilition  of 
his  error,  is  almost  sure  to  make  some 
other  one.  And  so  on,  each  succeeding 
crime  and  detection  pointing  out  to  him 
the  lines  of  his  weakness,  so  that  he  is 
irrcstibly  led  onward  to  his  destruction."

"Two  men  walked  into  Calgary  carry- 
nig  over  $9000  in  gold  on  their  back:^, 
just  a  short  time  before  I  left  there." 
said  Charles  McCallum,  of  Red  Deer, 
Alberta,  who  is  in  the  city  this  week, 
the  guest  of  his  brother  Alfred  Mc- 
Callum, private  secretary  to  Mayor 
Cullum. 

Mr.  McCallum  is  engaged  in  ranching 
in  northern  Alberta,  having  a  ran ?h 
of  about  800  acres  of  land  in  that 
country. 

"There  was  quite  a  gold  craze  in 
Calgary  during  the  summer.  Thes.^ 
men  came  from  over  the  mountains 
in  British  Columbia  from  a  distriL-l 
which  has  long  been  thought  to  contain 
gold.  They  had  been  in  there  for 
several  months  and  they  brought  out 
all   they  could  carry   on   their   backs. 

"This  mining  excitement  anci  the 
rush  for  lands  in  Alberta  has  made  the 
town  of  Calgary  take  on  a  wonderful 
boom  during  the  past  summer.  It  is 
next  to  impossible  to  get  a  bed  for  the 
night  there  now.  The  town  is  full  of 
strangers  hunting  for  land  and  lookinti 
for  a  place  to  settle.  New  buildins^ 
have  been  going  up  with  wonderful 
rapidity,  and  some  large  and  substan- 
tial business  blocks  have  been  eieCted 
during  the  last  few  months.  The 
people  living  there  claim  the  popula- 
tion of  the  city  has  doubled  durini' 
the  last  year,  and  I  haven't  much 
doubt  but  that  their  .statements  are 
true.  I  passed  through  there  ab  )Ut 
eighteen  months  ago,  and  w-hen  I  came 
through  this  tin.e  I  scarcely  knew  the 
city. 

"Red  Deer,  where  I  live,  is  about 
halw  way  between  Calgary  and  Ed- 
monton. The  country  through,  there 
is  tilling  up  very  fast.  When  I  wtnt 
in  eighteen  months  ago,  I  was  on  the 
outer  edge.  There  wasn't  anybody  be- 
yond me  but  Indians  and  wolves.  Now 
there  are  settlers  for  twenty  miles  be- 
yond my  place. 

"Ranching  is  at  present  about  th-^ 
chief  in<lustry  there,  although  they  are 
conmmencing  to  break  the  ground  and 
plant  oats.  I  believe  that  will  make  a 
wonderfully  fme  wheat  country  in 
time. 

"We  have  a  much  warmer  climate 
than  the  country  about  Winnipeg,  and 
strange  as  it  may  seem  the  people  up 
in  the  Peace  River  valley  500  miles 
north  of  us  claim  to  be  able  to  grow 
corn.  I  don't  know  what  truth  thei-e 
is  in  that  story,  but  there  are  certainly 
plenty  of  settlers  going  up  that  w^ay. 
and  taking  up  land  In  what  wa-s  once 
thought  to  be  about  the  edge  of  the 
Arctic  circle.  But  they  say  they  have 
earlier  springs  there  than  we  have  be- 
tween Edmonton  and  Calgary  on  ac- 
count of  the  prevalence  of  the  Chinoo-: 
winds  from  the  coast."

The  instrument  was  the  Invention  of 
Henry   C.    Strong,    a   journeym.in    printer 

and  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  who  had 
served  in  the  Ninety-third  Illinois.  Be- 
fore the  war  he  had  learned  telegraphy 
in  New  York  city.  It  was  during  the 
war  that  the  possibility  of  using  a  closed 
circuit  on  a  Morse  instrument  and  trans- 
mitting sounds  of  the  human  voice  by  it 
occurred  to  him.  As  early  as  1S72  he 
Interested  the  diaplain  of  the  regiment, 
Rev.  C.  M.  Barnes,  in  his  theory. 

In  1875  he  set  up  the  instrument,  which 
he  called  "the  Goodyear  single-coil  tele- 
graph sounder,"  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Howser  School  of  Telegraphy,  in  the 
Gardner  House.  To  the  amazement  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  G.  AV.  Howser.  who  were 
present  at  the  experiment.  Strong  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  communication  witli  a 
station  he  had  established  at  the  stock 
yards. 

In  May,  1877,  Strong  patented  his  model, 
which  consisted  of  an  electric  speaking 
telephone,  a  permanent  magnet  in  a  coil 
of  insulatfd  wire  with  a  metal  diaphragm. 
In  the  meantime,  in  1S7*).  the  Bell  com- 
pany had  secured  a  patent  on  an  instru- 
ment which  had  been  invented  in  the  same 
year.  Strongs  patent  infringed  llieirs  in 
rio  wav,  as  the  principle  on  which  the 
Bell  telephone  operated  Involved  the  use 
of  an  electro-magnet,  while  tlie  Strong 
in.strument  was  connected  with  a  perma- 
nent magnet. 

In  September.  1877.  there  was  a  fire  in 
the  I'nited  States  patent  office.  At  some 
time  between  May  and  Decemlier  tlie 
Strong  model  disappeared.  In  December. 
1877,  the  Bell  Telephone  company  put  in 
commeivial  use  a  model  which  bears  a 
striking  re.semblance  to  the  Strong.

The  winter  schedule  of  milk  prices, 
ar  arranged  by  the  local  dairymen,  will 
go  into  effect  Oct.  10.  This  advance  in 
the  price  of  milk  in  the  fall  months  is 
customary  for  years  past,  for  the  rea- 
son that  with  the  curtailing  of  pasture 
feed  as  cold  weather  comes  on,  the 
dairymen  have  to  depend  more  and 
more  on  fodder  and  mill  stuffs. 

This  year,  however,  the  advance  is 
to  be  somewhat  more  Jiiarked  than  in 
past  seasons,  the  dairymen  claiming 
thut  conditions  are  such  as  to  compel 
them  to  advance  their  usual  winter 
schedule  a  few  notches  in  order  to 
meet  the  increased  expenses. 

The  dairymen  claim  that  the  advance 
in  the  price  of  wheat  has  caused  a 
consequent  raise  in  the  prices  of  mill 
stuffs,  and  they  must  put  their  milk 
prices  up  to  a  point  where  they  can 
meet  the  added  expense  without  loss, 
and  to  get  their  fair  return  in  profit. 

The  winter  schedule  of  milk  prices, 
effective  Oct.  10,  is  as  follows:  Twelve 
quart  tickets  for  $1  to  the  pint  con- 
sumer; 14  tickets  to  the  quart  con- 
sumer; 16  tickets  to  the  consumer  of 
tvro  or  three  quarts,  and  18  tickets  to 
the   consumer  of   four  to   six   quarts. 

Last  year  the  average  right  through 
the  winter  for  practically  all  consumers 
was  about  16  tickets  for  $1. 

The  dairj-men.say  that  the  price  will 
show  no  advance  to  the  larger  con- 
sumers of  milk,  that  18  tickets  for  $1  is 
fully  as  well  as  they  could  do  last  win- 
ter.

JURY  FINDS 
HIM  GUILTY 

Matt  Hikkala   Will  Be 
Punished  For  Stab- 
bing Ranta. 

Matt  Hikkala,  the  Austrian  indicted 
for  assault  in  the  second  degrree,  was 
this  morning  found  guilty,  the  jur>'  re- 
maining out  but  a  few  minutes.  Hik- 
kala, it  is  charged,  became  involved  in 
a  dispute  with  Oscar  Ranta,  in  a  range 
saloon,  during  a  drinking  bout  and 
followed  the  latter  out  on  the  street, 
where  he  stuck  a  knife  into  him,  catK?- 
ing  serious  injuries.

The  practice  of 
the  court  has  been  to  keep  their  In- 
dictments from  the  knowledge  of  the 
general  public  until  such  a  time  as  the 
person  accused  has  been  taken  Into 
custody  of  the  sheriff.  It  is  under- 
stood that  there  have  been  a  larso 
number  of  indictments  returned  in  late 
years  which  have  never  been  made 
public  for  the  reason  the  accused  per- 
sons were  not  where  they  could  be 
reached.  The  policy  Is  upheld  by  th« 
court  for  the  reason  that  publicity 
would  often  give  an  accused  person 
time  to  escape  before  the  sheriff  could 
serve  a  warrant. 


Leaving  aside  the  consideration  of  the 
personal  equation,  perhaps  no  class  of 
men  furnish  a  more  interesting  group 
tlian  reporters,  owing  to  the  nature  of 
their  profesBion,  says  tlie  Detroit  Free 
Press.  Recruited  from  all  walks  of  life, 
the  cardinal  principle  they  follow  is  to 
get   the    news,    the    pursuit   of   which    not 

only  takes  them  into  the  most  complex 
situations,  sometimes  dangerous,  as  often 
pathetic  as  humorous,  and  always  more  or 
less  exciting;  but  they  daily  run  the 
gamut  of  liuman  nature  in  delving  be- 
neath the  surface.  What  they  may  turn 
up  does  not  alw.ays  possess  a  current  news 
v.alue.  and.  in  fact,  the  varied  personal  ex- 
periences of  reporters  seldom  find  their 
way  Into  print,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
they  are  too  busy  with  the  joys  and  trou- 
blejj  of  other  iiersons.  llieir  own  being 
simply  incidental  to  the  business. 

Not  long  since  a  number  of  newsnaper 
men.  all  of  whom  have  been  in  the  busi- 
ness long  enough  to  lo.se  their  pin  feath- 
ers, happened  to  drift  together  and  got  to 
talking  "shop,"  out  of  which  came  some 
interesting  experiences.  After  consider- 
able urging  John  H.  Finn,  who  can  justly 
lay  claim  to  being  a  veteran,  was  induced 
to  relate  how  he  came  to  adopt  the  news- 
paper profession  for  his  life's  work. 

"Guess  it  must  have  been  my  vocation," 
said  "Mickey."  blushing,  "but  it  came  as 
a  blessing  unexpected.  In  1S84  I  was 
studying  at  Notre  Dame,  when  I  had  a 
row  with  one  of  the  professors.  So  I  quit 
and  wont  to  Chicago.  The  World's  fair 
was  about  to  start  In  New  Orleans,  and 
as  I  had  some  tnoney  I  decided  to  take  it 
in.  Gradually  my  financial  condition 
forced  its  attention  on  me,  and  I  was  in 
sore  straits  to  discover  how  I  was  going 
to  make  out.  having  neither  a  trade,  pro- 
fession or  any  business  experience.  One 
day  1  was  "silting  In  a  little  park  thinking 
how  close  1  was  to  the  cushion,  when  a 
young  fellow  sat  down  beside  me  and  we 
struck  up  a  conversation.  Wlion  he 
learned  my  plight  he  suggested  that  I  go 
up  to  the  Picayune  and  apply  for  a  posi- 
tion as  a  reporter,  telling  me  that  they 
wanted  experienced  men  on  account  of 
the  fair.  It  did  not  appeal  to  me.  as  I 
knew  absolutely  nothing  about  the  busi- 
ness, but  he  insisted  that  I  would  be  kept 
on  for  a  week,  and  as  1  never  had  to  con- 
sult a  nerve  specialist  I  decided  to  trj' 
It  on. 

"The  first  question  the  city  editor  asked 
me  was  where  1  had  been  working,  and  1 
named  a  prominent  Chicago  paper.  This 
satisfied  him  and  in  a  few  minutes  he  as- 
signed me  to  go  to  the  St.  Charles  hotel 
and  interview  Col.  Bob  Ingersoll,  who 
was  then  in  the  zpnlth  of  his  fame.  I 
knew  that  I  was  up  against  it.  but  Col. 
Ingersoll  received  me  in  a  kindly  way. 
Instead  of  making  a  bluff.  1  told  him  that 
I  had  secured  the  Job  under  false  pre- 
tenses, but  that  1  wanted  to  hang  on  for 
a  week.  This  evidently  tickled  him.  for  he 
said :  "You're  pretty  hard  up.  my  boy. 
Well.  I'll  give  j-ou  a  better  interview  than 
anyone  else  has  ever  had.'  He  did.  too, 
dictating  it  to  his  stenographer,  and  1 
copied  it  in  my  own  handwriting.  That 
interview  created  a  sensation  and  I  was 
the  biggest  man  from  the  North  that  had 
struck  N'ew  Orleans  for  some  time.  I 
nung  on  for  six  months,  a."*  they  .assigned 
me  to  the  parish  prison  beat.  The  fellow 
who  covered  that  beat  for  the  opixisltlon 
paper  was  named  Kelly,  who  helped  me 
out.  'That's  the  way  I  got  tarred  with  the 
stick,  and  1  have  been  in  the  business  ever 
since." 

Training  enables  newspaper  men  to  see 
and  catch  many  things  that  would  go  un- 
noticed by  the  ordinary  observer,  and 
while  constant  contact  with  passing 
events  might  seem  to  dull  their  sensibili- 
ties, startling  happenings  in  which  they 
have  jiart  are  seldom  forp;otten. 

"The  most  pathetic  incident  I  ever  had 
anything  to  do  with."  said  a  well-known 
newspaper  man,  "occurred  some  years  ago 
In  Chicago.  The  very  first  assignment  1 
received  was  to  write  up  the  suicide  of  a 
girl  who  had  taken  laudanum.  The  sur- 
roundings were  striking,  but  it  seems  that 
suicides  were  frequent,  and  I  was  told  to 
let  it  go  with  four  or  five  lines.  That  same 
evening  1  was  sent  out  to  a  fashion.ible 
quarter  of  the  citv  to  write  up  the  coming- 
out  ball  of  the  daughter  of  a  wealthy  mer- 
chant. She  was  a  girl  of  18  years,  hand- 
.some  and  surrounded  with  all  the  luxuries 
that  wealth  could  give  her.  My  instruc- 
tions were  to  spread,  and  I  remained  long 
enough  to  get  saturated  with  the  atmos- 
phere. After  I  had  left  the  house  and 
was  walking  to  the  car.  a  detective  from 
the  central  office,  who  had  been  on  duty 
there,  joined  me. 

"  'I  noticed  that  you  covered  the  suicide 
of  that  girl  this  morning.'  he  remarked. 

•'  'Yes.'  I  replied;  "a  .sad  case.' 
•  'Sadder  than  you  would  ever  suspect.' 
said    he.     'Thoi^e    two   girls   are   twin   .sis- 
ters.' 

"It  took  my  breath  away,  but  the  state- 
ment was  true.  The  dead  girl  had  run 
away  with  a  waiter  about  a  year  before 
and  "her  father  disowned  h^r.  As  usual, 
the  man  deserted  her  and  she  drifted 
down  the  primrose  path.  To  this  day  I 
often  think  of  thos?  two  girls,  one  sur- 
rounded bv  the  glitter  and  g.ayety  of 
fashionable"  society,  while  the  other  was 
lying  on  a  slab  at  the  morgue.  It  was 
the  .sh.arpest  drawing  of  lights  and  .shad- 
ows one  could  well  meet  with,  but  the 
facts  were  never  printed." 

"When  1  was  considerably  younger, 
said  another  member  of  the  party.  "I 
was  fired  with  the  ambition  to  i>ecome  a 
dramatic  critic.  The  opportunity  pre- 
sont-'d  itself  one  fine  day.  when  I  was 
assigned  to  write  up  a  vaudeville  per- 
formance, so  I  wiv«}  on  my  mettle.  It  was 
the  first  year  that  illustrated  songs  came 
In  vogue,  one  member  of  the  team  doing 
the  .singing  while  the  other  worked  the 
stereoptlcon.  but  I  learned  that  after- 
ward. On  this  occasion  a  man  and  wife 
were  down  for  some  illustrated  songs. 
The  man  came  out  tend  sang  all  right, 
but  th?  lady  failed  to  make  her  appear- 
ance. This  worried  me,  but  I  did  not 
want  to  appear  green,  .so  when  I  wrote  the 
notice  I  accounted  for  her  nonappearance 
by  stating  that  .she  was  unable  to  sing 
on  account  of  Illness.  .As  a  matter  of 
fact,  .she  could  not  sing,  her  part  being 
to  operate  the  stereopticon  from  the  gal- 
lery, but  you  know  that  we  live  to  learn, 
and  tiewspaper  men  have  many  a  fag 
end  to  catch  up  with." 

"Here's  one  on  John  L.  Sullivan,  said 
a  .sporting  writer,  "that  has  never  been 
published.     ^V^1en  the  famous  prize  fight- 


er was  on  the  down  grade  in  his  fistic 
career  he  toured  the  country  as  the  hero 
of  a  theatrical  combination.  He  was  still 
a  sensation,  as  every  now  and  then  he 
would  start  out  on  a  campaign  to  drink 
up  all  the  corn  juice  in  his  immeJiate 
vicinity.  One  afternoon  I  started  to  round 
him  up  to  get  his  opinion  regarding  a 
fight  that  was  going  to  be  pulled  off.  I 
found  him  in  a  saloon  surrounded  by  a 
score  of  admirers.  He  was  well  satisfied 
with  the  liquid  that  caused  his  downfall, 
and  he  was  busily  engaged  In  pounding 
the  table  with  hi.s  huge  fist  and  bellow- 
ing: "Brtrtender,  bring  us  another  drink.' 
Jolin  was  ugly  when  in  this  mood,  and 
there  was  no  tt-lling  what  his  befuddled 
fancy  might  lend  lum  to  do.  but  1  had  to 
get  something,  and  so  1  started  in  be- 
tween his  bellows  to  jab  questions  at 
him.  For  a  time  it  never  feazed  him, 
and  he  continued  his  clamorings  for  more 
drinks.  Finally  my  persistence  was  re- 
warded, as  he  became  con.scious  that  he 
was  being  bothered,  and.  turnir.g  toward 
me,  roared  out:  'Say,  kid,  are  you  a 
penci?' 
"That  was  the  extent  of  my  inter\-iew." 
"Fires,"  said  another  member  of  the 
part.v,  "ha\e  always  had  a  fascination 
for  me.  1  never  miss  .a  big  one  now. 
though  my  interest  nearly  cost  me  my 
life  at  tlie  foot  of  Bates  street  some  years 
ago.  owing  to  an  explosion  in  a  cem-'nt 
warehou.so.  In  those  days  reporters  were 
allowed  to  ride  on  tlie  apparatus,  and  we 
always  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity. 
This  evening  1  was  on  my  way  to  make 
a  call,  when  1  happened  in  an  engine 
house.  While  there  an  alarm  came  In 
and  1  hopi)od  onto  the  hose  reel.  The 
company  was  short  of  men.  .so  on  reach- 
ing the  fire  the  driver  handed  me  the 
lines  and  he  jumped  off  to  stretch  the 
hose.  1  had  to  drive  the  team  out  on 
the  dock  to  turn  around,  but  on  driving 
l>ack  found  that  I  could  not  get  by.  being 
hemmed  in  by  a  truck  on  one  sidt-  and  a 
coal  bin  on  the  other,  so  I  drtw  up  right 
across  from  the  buildinR.  It  was  the 
only  reser\  ed  seat  to  watch  the  firemen 
at  work,  and  1  was  t.aking  everything  In. 
until  tiie  explosion  took  place.  Some 
firemen  called  me  to  jump,  and  I  did. 
just  a-T  a  brick  hit  mc  on  the  head,  1 
ran  under  the  horses,  and  was  lujky.  as 
the  hose  reel  was  buried  with  bricks. 
Half  a  dozen  firemen  were  caught  under 
the  fallinB  wall,  and  as  one  of  tiicm  was 
being  taken  to  the  hospital  in  the  am- 
bulance lie  insisted  on  me  usiirg  his  rub- 
ber boots.  I  was  pretty  badly  cut  on  the 
head  and  leg;;,  and  the  cement  had 
blown  through  my  overcoat  and  suit  of 
clotiies.  ruining  them.  However.  I  wrote 
up  the  fire,  but  the  accident  was  my  own 
fault,  and  I  could  not  turn  In  an  expense 
account."

Viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  Its 
activity,  little  that  is  new  can  be  said 
of  the  local  real  estate  market  this 
week.  The  fact  that  these  are  campaign 
times  has  not  been  the  only  factor  in 
keeping  realty  matters  quiet  during  the 
week,  for  the  weather  has  been  especi- 
ally unfavorable  and  has  kept  prospec- 
tive buyers  away.  Even  though  men 
are  more  inclined  to  discuss  politics 
than  real  estate  at  this  time  of  the 
season,  the  feeling  among  the  local 
(iealei-s  is  that  there  would  have  been 
a  fair  business  had  the  weather  per- 
mitted, and,  furthermore,  that  business 
will  be  good  the  coming  week  if  they 
can  get  a  few  pleasant  days  in  which 

to  show  properties. 

«    «    * 

The  steady  demand  for  all  forms  of 
labor  connected  with  building  enter- 
prises indicates  that  operations  are  be- 
ing pushed  right  along  with  a  view  of 
fretting  all  the  work  po.ssible  completed 
l>efi>re  the  freezing  weather  sets  in. 
Just  at  this  time  of  year  a  great  deal 
of  work  can  be  done,  providing  the 
labor  is  available,  that  will  cost  a  great 
deal  more  if  it  has  to  be  done  In  cold 
weather,  and  the  contractor,  conse- 
quently, is  hustling  about  to  get  all  the 
help,  that  he  can. 

Some  of  the  larger  store  buildings 
which  were  to  be  completed  this  fall 
arc  now  very  near  completion,  while 
some  are  already  being  occupied.  The 
fine  new  store  building  erected  by  Dun- 
can &  Brewer,  at  First  street  and  Sec- 
ond avenue  west,  is  completed,  and 
Bayha  &  Co.  are  already  occupying  it. 
The  store  building  is  a  handsome  and 
substantial  structure  and  a  great  im- 
provement to  West   First  street. 

•  *    * 

The  talk  of  improvement  of  Jeffer- 
son street,  in  the  East  Ertd.  the  com- 
ing year,  calls  attention  to  the  fact, 
Inside  the  last  twelve  months  there  has 
been  a  great  deal  of  building  on  that 
street,  particularly  at  the  eastern  end 
of  the  street,  which  1?  being  gradually 
opened  as  the  Improvement  keeps  up. 
Several  comfortable  and  pretty  houses 
and  cottages  have  been  erected  along 
Jefferson  street  during  the  year,  and  It 
1b  said  that  much  more  are  contem- 
plated for  next  year.  That  the  street 
will  be  paved  In  1005  there  seems  to  be 
little  doubt.

"We  are  getting  through  with  our 
work  .so  well  that  we  are  now  taking 
up  the  orders  left  early  in  the  season 
and  for  which  the  people  said  th-^y 
were  not  in  a  hurry,"  said  one  of  the 
local  architects  yesterday.  This  ex- 
pression seems  to  just  about  express 
the  situation  as  far  as  the  architects, 
generally,  are  concerned.  During  per- 
iods of  the  past  summer  the  orders  for 
new  plans  came  In  thick  and  fast, 
even  though  some  of  the  people  getting 
plans  did  not  intend  to  build  this  sea- 
son. 

Now  that  the  rush  of  work  is  over 
the  architect  flnds  more  time  on  his 
hands  and  he  can  clean  up  the  orders 
that  were  not  hurried.  Some  ©eoole 
rather  like  the  idea  of  waiting  for  th<ir 
plans  until  the  architect  has  plenty  of 
time  at  his  disposal  and  a  few  of  the.se 
are  now  getting  in  with  their  orders 
for  homes  or  brick  tlat  buildings  next 
year.  Several  such  orders  are  known 
to  have  been  placed  locally  in  the  past 
ten   days  or  two   weeks. 

One  of  the  peculiar  things  about  it 
though  is  that  the  fellows  who  are 
going  to  build  ne.xt  year  ob.1ect  to  any 
publicity  being  given  to  their  plans  at 
the  present  time.  They  d'>  this,  so 
they  claim,  because  announcement  of 
a  building  project  usually  brings  on 
them  a  tlood  of  applicants  for  busi- 
ness in  connection  with  the  new  build- 

ins.

In  the  Western  end  of  the  city  the 
real  estate  men  claim  that  the  indus- 
trial situation  at  the  present  time,  to- 
gether with  the  prospect  of  more  in- 
dustries in  that  locality,  is  steadily 
stiffening  property  prices  and  that  a 
good  business  in  We.«t  Duluth  lots,  for 
improvement,  should  be  exi^erienced 
all  the  coming  winter.  As  compared 
with  two  or  three  years  ag>,  the  pros- 
pects for  West  Duluth  have  under- 
g(me  a  remarkable  change  and  the  peo- 
ple who  have  been  hanging  on  to  th>-lr 
property  in  that  section  of  the  city  for 
years  are  now  enjoying  an  excellent 
prospect  for  business.  The  building 
movement  has  been  exceptionally  good 
in  West  Duluth  this  past  season  and 
has  been  one  of  the  best  Indications  of 
the    returning    prosperity    to    that    end 

of  the  city. 

•  •    • 

The  fact  that  the  coming  season  is 
likely  to  witness  considerable  in  build- 
ing operations  with  cement  or  concrete 
blocks,  in  this  city,  is  arousing  more  or 
less  interest  among  the  builders. 
Within  a  few  days  the  contract  for  the 
new  county  poor  house,  a  $33,000  struc- 
ure.  to  be  built  of  concrete  blocks,  will 
be  awarded  on  bids  of  contractors.  The 
first  house  to  be  erected  of  cement 
blocks  is  the  two-story  structure  on 
Minnesota  Point,  which  is  now  under 
process  of  construction  for  C.  Palmer, 
on  ijlnns  furnished  "by  E.  S.  Radcliffe. 
The  building  will  have  metal  shingles, 
galvanized  iron  cornice,  hot  water  heat, 
modern  plumbing  and  hardwood  finish. 
Mr.  Radcliffe  has  also  plans  for  a  brick 
hotel  building  at  Virginia,  for  J.  S. 
Sutherland.  It  will  be  two-story  high, 
25  by  75  feet,  of  sand  mold  brick  and 
Port  Wing  sandstone.  The  cost  will  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $15,000.

The  brick  and  stone  work  for  the 
new  Masonic  Temple,  George  H.  Louns- 
berry.  contractor,  is  practically  com-

MISSING  MAN 
.    IS  TRACED 

Superior  Private  Detec- 
tive Causes  Innocent 
Man's  Arrest. 

The  Dedham,  Wis.,  murder  case  has  a 
regular  dime  novel  ending  for  all  con- 
cerned, except  the  private  detective  who 
worked  as  hard  as  a  section  hand  for 
weeks  in  the  effort  to  run  down  tlie  "mys- 
terious disappearance  '  of  a  man  reported 
to  have  been  left  a  substantial  amount  of 
money,  through  the  death  ot  a  relative. 

John  Duncley,  the  man  whom  John  Mad- 
son,  or  "Holyoke  John,"  was  arrested  for 
murdering,  at  the  Instance  of  the  private 
detective,  has  been  discovt  red  alive  and 
well  on  a  farm  near  the  Tamarack  river, 
about  twenty-flve  miles  from  Gordon.  The 
case  again.st  Madson  in  Superior  was 
promptly  dismis.sed. 

When  Madsun  was  arrested  on  the  war- 
rant sworn  out  by  "Detective'  Kelser,  he 
maintainf^d  stoutly  Uiat  he  had  not  mur- 
dered Duncley,  and  tliat  he  had  no  idea 
where  the  latter  had  tone.  The  county 
authorities  acro-ss  the'  bay  placed  a  great 
deal  of  credence  in  Madson's  story  and 
began  a  tliorough  search  for  the  inis.sing 
mai^  t>en«iing  inquiries  into  the  Tamarack 
river  district. 

.  Reports  have  been  received  by  Sheriff 
McKinnon  that  Duncley  was  employed  by 
a  logger  at  Tamarack  late  in  July,  and  a 
message  from  the  con.stable  at  Gordon 
states  that  lie  Is  now  working  on  a  f.irm 
near  that  pluce. 

It  is  said  that  Duncley  has  a  pist?r  who 
became  alarmed  over  his  ab.-;cnce  and 
who  went  to  Reiser  with  tears  in  uer  eyes 
and  implored  ium  to  find  her  broiiitr  alive, 
if  possible,  or  his  body,  if  dead.  The 
private  detective  had  been  working  011  the 
case  about  a  year,  when  he  caused  Jilad- 
.son's  arrest  on  the  murder  charge. 

Madson  is  delighted  to  regi'n  his  free- 
dom, but  is  more  delighted.  It  is  claimed, 
because  his  veracity  has  been  estab- 
lished.

When  the  date  of  the  November  elec- 
tions arrives,  the  voters  In  four  of  the 
precincts  of  the  city  will  have  the  op- 
portunity of  casting  the  first  vote  ever 
cast  on  a  voting  machine  in  a  general 
election  in  Minnesota. 

The  voting  machine  was  used  in  the 
annual  election  of  the  St.  Paul  Commer- 
cial club,  but  Duluth  is  the  first  city  in 
the  state  to  adopt  their  use,  and  on  their 
success  will  depend  to  a  great  extent, 
their  adoption  in  the  other  cities  of  the 
state.  Duluth  Is  paving  the  way  for 
their  use  In  other  parts  of  the  state,  and 
the  experiment  tried  here  in  November 
will   be   an  interesting  one. 

At  first  glance  the  machine  appears  a 
complicated  one,  owing  to  the  array  of 
keys,  but  when  the  method  of  operation 
has  once  been  explained  It  is  seen  to  bo 
very  simple,  and  just  as  easy  of  compre- 
hension as  the  Australian  ballot,  If  not 
easier. 

All  the  drawbacks  to  the  Australian 
ballot  system  are  eliminated  by  the  use 
of  the  machines.  No  votes  can  be  lost 
through  the  ignorance  of  the  voter.  A 
voter  cannot  spoil  his  ballot  through  vot- 
ing for  two  candidates  for  the  same  of- 
fice, and  it  is  impossible  for  a  dishonest 
judge  to  spoil  a  ballot  in  the  same  man- 
ner. A  man  cannot  by  any  possihility 
register  two  votes  unless  allowed  to  leave 
the  machine  and  return.  In  which  case 
dishonesty  on  the  part  of  the  juJgos 
would  be  Immediately  shown  by  the  reg- 
Ifter. 

The  accompanying  picture  shows  tlie 
machine  as  It  stands  ready  to  admit  the 
voter.  The  lever  at  the  top  must  be 
swung  over  before  a  vote  can  he  regis- 
tered, and  the  mf>ving  of  this  lever  clo.^eA 
the  curtain  at  the  same  time,  shutting 
off  the  voter  from  the  sight  of  the  judges, 
and  allowing  him  to  regi.ster  his  ballot 
alone.  Should  he  be  unable,  through  ig- 
norance to  vote  alone,  a  judge  may  en- 
ter with  him  and  vote  for  lilm,  just  as 
he  is  allowed  to  mark  a  ballot  for  an  il- 
literate  voter. 

After  the  voter  is  Inside  the  curtain, 
and  the  machine  is  thus  unlocked,  he  sees 
befoie  him  the  names  of  the  different  cnn- 
dldates,  above  rows  of  keys.  Should  he 
desire  to  vote  the  straight  Republican, 
Democratic  or  Socialist  or  any  other 
ticket,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  puil 
over  a  lever  and  all  of  the  keys  opposite 
the  names  of  the  candidate.^  on  that 
ticket  are  pre.s.sed  down.  His  vote  is  not 
yet  registered,  however.  He  must  move 
bftck  the  lever  that  opens  the  curtain  be- 
fore It  is  registered,  and  during  the 
time  the  curtain  is  closed  he  may  change 
V-^^  vote  as  many  times  as  lie  likes,  and 
'*-*jr!-.it  any  combination  of  candidates  he 
desi;  os. 

Fc-  instance,  should  he  have  voted  the 
straight  Republican  ticket  and  decides 
later  that  he  wanted  to  vote  for  Martin 
Hughes  for  congress  in  place  of  J.  Adam 
Bede.  all  that  he  would  have  to  do  would 
be  to  press  upon  the  key  opposite  Bede's 
name  and  then  press  down  the  one  onpo- 
site  that  of  Hughes.  He  cannot  press 
down  the  latter  until  he  has  pressed  up 
the  one  opposite  Bede's  name,  and  in  this 
way  he  is  prevented  from  voting  for  two 
candidates  on  the  same  ticket. 

Should  he  desire  to  change  hi."  vote  and 
vote  the  straight  Democratic  ticket,  all 
that  is  necessary  is  to  sweep  his  hand 
along  beneath  the  keys  on  the  Republican 
ticket,  restoring  them  to  their  places,  and 
then  pull  the  Democratic  lever.  He  may 
stand  before  the  machine  and  change  his 
vote  as  many  times  as  he  desires,  and 
.select  any  combination  of  candidatcj,  but 
the  machine  prevents  him  fiom  voth.g 
for  more  than  one  candidate  for  any 
office. 

When  he  has  finally  selected  hl.s  ticket, 
he  pulls  the  lever  to  open  the  curtain. 
This  registers  his  vote,  and  the  machine 
is  locked  so  that  no  more  votes  can  be 
registered  until  the  curtain  Is  agajn 
'loscd. 

The  machine  Is  provided  with  two  regis- 
ters, which  are  visible  from  the  outside. 
One  marks  the  total  number  of  persons 
who  have  voted  during  the  day.  The  other 
cannot  be  regulated  without  breaking  the 
machine.  It  runs  from  )  to  1  o«),(i(i(i  and 
o.innot  be  turned  back  until  it  reaches 
that  number,   when  it  reverts  to  0  again. 

The  number  registered  on  this  dial  lie- 
fore  the  polls  opens  Is  kept  by  the  city 
ilerk.  When  the  polls  close,  the  number 
registered  here  must  tally  with  the  num- 
ber registered  before  It  left,  plus  the  num- 
l)er  registered  on  the  other  dial.  In  this 
way  all  tampering  with  the  machine  is 
guarded  against. 

The  steel  back  to  the  machine  is  re- 
moved after  the  voting  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  inside  are  fotmd  registered  the 
total  votes  cast  for  each  candidate.  The 
hack  cannot  be  removed  until  the  curtain 
is  clo.«ed  and  the  machine  locked,  so  that 
Uf)  vot<s  can  be  registered  by  the  judges 
themselves.  It.  moreover,  requires  the 
whole  three  judges  to  open  the  back  of 
the  machine  to  get  at  the  register.  There 
.ire  three  keys,  each  judge  having  one.  and 
no  one  key  nor  no  two  keys  will  open  the 
back,  so  that  all  of  the  judges  must  be 
present  when  the  machine  is  opened  at 
night  to  take  the  vote  of  the  different 
candidates. 

Small  dummy  machines  will  accompany 
the  larger  ones,  and  the  judges  can  ex- 
plain in  a  moment  their  methods  of 
operation  before  the  voter  enters  hehind 
tlie  curtain.  'ITie  accomnanying  pictures 
will  show  at  a  glance  the  way  to  vote. 
The  row  of  keys  along  the  ton  marked 
"yes"  and  "no"  are  fcr  amendments  to 
the  constitution  or  charter.

C»n  Saturday  M.  Hadjllaz;iro.  a  me  nber 
of  the  (Jentvian  sectit>n  of  the  Alpine 
club,  set  out  with  his  two  sisters  from 
Zinal  for  the  ni'tuntains.  Relying  upon 
his  expertnes<  ;is  a  elinilier  and  great 
knowledge  of  that  part  of  the  range  he 
did  not  take  a  guide. 

For  five  or  six  lioiirs  all  went  well  with 
the  intrepid  three.  Roped  together,  they 
suci-essfully  scal<'d  the  (Jrand  Cornier 
The  difficult  piece  of  climbing  diil  not 
deter  tli.-m.  They  felt  sure  of  themselve-s. 
The  girls  were  Innocent  of  thought  vt 
danger,  so  completely  diil  they  rely  up^m 
their  brother,   who  was  first  on  the  rope. 

They  looke<l  forward  to  tlie  descent  of 
the  Glacier  de  Molry.  It  Is  not  regarded 
as  difficult,  but  all  glaciers  have  oae  spice 
of  danger— a  concealed  crevasse.  At  the 
height  of  LJ.OfK*  feet,  or  less,  they  had 
some  hours  of  mountaineering  before 
them  before  they  were  down  again  at 
Zinal. 

M.  Hadjilnzaro,  anxious  for  his  s'Sters' 
safety  and  feeling  the  iieavy  responsibili- 
ty upon  him.  took  extra  care,  but  he 
lacked  that  instinct  that  guides  have. 
He  <  oiild  not  be  (|uite  sure. 

Suddenly  he  called  a  halt  and  bade  the 
girls    loolt    out.     He    feared    a    concealed 


irevasse.  He  bent  forward  to  tist  the 
footl.old.  Scarcely  was  he  on  his  hands 
and  knees  before  the  treaclierous  snow 
gave  way  lieneath  him.  His  sister  next 
on  the  rope  had  but  a  few  stconds  to 
think  and  act.  Her  nerve  never  left  hei-. 
Swinging,  partly  pulled  his  fall,  over 
the  crevasse,  alie  braced  herself  with  one 
leg  on  each  side  and  bore  her  brothers 
weight   upon  her  hips. 

What  Could  be  done? 

M.  Iladjiiazaro  called  that  he  could  not 
climb  up.  He  did  not  even  try.  lest  his 
sisters  strength  shf.uld  give  out  as  he 
tugged   at   her   in   the  effort. 

Rapidly  the  sisters  made  up  their  minds 
The  one  at  the  end  of  the  rope  untied  her- 
self and  went  off  to  Zinal  alone  for   help 

Would  she  get  there  safely?  The  broth- 
er in  dangir,  the  sister  supporting  him 
upon  her  hips  as  she  stood  astride  the 
crevasse  in  an  attitude  only  a  woman 
could  have  kept  for  long,  did"  not  know. 

As  the  minutes  one  by  one  madf  way 
for  the  other  and  lengthened  into  hours 
the  noble  girl  felt  as  if  the  strain  would 
send  her  mad.  The  rope  cut  into  her 
hips   and    the   pain    was   excrutiating. 

Her  brother  tried  to  ease  her  by  ctting 
steps  in  the  side  of  the  crevasse  and  hold- 
ing on  to  them,  but  he  dare  not  attempt 
to  climb.  A  slip  would  mean  death  for 
both  in  the  depths.  As  he  looked  and 
called  encouratring  words  to  her  the  icy 
water  fell  drop  by  drop  upon  his  fore- 
head, in  imitation  of  the  greatest  torture 


known  to  the  Sparl.oh  Inquisition.  To 
add  to  the  horror  darkness  came  down  on 
tlie  mountain. 

For  twelve  awful  hours  they  held  out. 
Then,  when  they  felt  that  human  n-ature 
could  withstand  the  awful  strain  no  lon- 
ger, a  welcome  cry  ran  out.

Their  sister  aad  brought 
help. 

So  as  not  to  alarm  the  rest  of  the  fami- 
ly she  had  descended  by  the  Col  de  I'.Allee 
and  arrlvi'd  at  the  village  In  two  hours 
and  a  half,  at  S:3ft  In  the  evenin*. 

Frantically  she  sought  guides.  But 
things  are  slow  in  Zinal.  It  was  hours 
before  she  could  collect  the  five  men  she 
needed,  with  lanterns  and  Alpine  life- 
saving   apparatus. 

Not  till  7  in  the  morning— and  she  start- 
ed for  succor  at  fi  the  night  before— did 
the  rescue  party  reach  the  eoura-ie'ius  plrl 
and  release  her  from  her  trying  ordeal.

RAILWAY  WRECKS 
FEW  IN  SWEDEN 
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Swedish  Officials  Claim  That  the  Amer- 
icans Are  Too  Careless — Probable  Ex- 
planation Is  They  Employ  So  Much 
More  Help  There.

Rtorlien,  Sweden,  Sept.  17. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— They  have  at  the 
larger  stations  a  neat  little  trick  of 
getting  a  few  extra  pennies  out  of  the 
traveling  public.  This  is  by  the  sale  of 
platform  tickets.  No  one  is  admitted 
through  the  station  to  the  tracks  with- 
out a  railway  ticket  or  a  platform 
ticket.  These  are  sold  in  slot  machines, 
same  as  chocolate  and  newspapers,  and 
cost  10  ore,  or  nearly  3  cents.  There  is 
one  advantage,  it  keeps  the  customary 
crowd  of  loafers  away,  and  by  reducing 
the  number  of  people,  simplifies  the 
transportation  problem.  But  the  main 
object  Is  no  doubt  to  get  at  the  12,000 
crowns,  the  amount  which  the  govern- 
mtnt  collected  last  year,  from  this 
source.  The  idea  is,  no  doubt,  imported 
Jrom  Germany  or  Italy  where  they 
know  pretty  w«H  the  way  to  the  travel- 
ers's  purse. 

•    •    • 

"Another  big  railway  accident  in 
America" — thus  runs  a  stereotype 
heading  In  the  Swedish  newspapers. 
And  in  this  respect  we  are  unquestion- 
ably in  the  lead.  There  is  probably 
no  country  in  Europe  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Spain,  Avhere  there  are  so  many 
and  disastrous  accidents.  To  my  ques- 
tions the  American  almost  always 
gives  the  explanation  or  excuse  that 
the  tralnspeed  Is  lower  over  here.  In 
this  country  they  claim  the  Americans 
are  too  careless.  It  seems  to  me 
neither  answer  is  correct. 

It  is  true  that  our  average  tralnspeed 
is  higher.  But  their  average  is  raised 
by  the  fact  that  their  trains  are  nearly 
always  on  time.  In  Denmark  they  are 
never  behind,  it  is  said.  Then,  too, 
they  larely  make  shorter  stops  than  a 
minute  at  a  station.  But  grant  the 
lower  speed,  there  are  still  two  other 
things  to  be  remembered.  They  do  run 
some  trains  with  as  high  a  speed  as 
ours,  and  in  England,  even  greater,  but 
even  so  without  accidents.  Moreover, 
our  accidents  do  not,  as  a  rule,  occur 
on  the  fastest  trains,  but  on  the  excur- 
sion trains,  freight  trains  and  extra 
train.*,  which  run  with  a  comparatively 
low  speed. 

The  explanation,  seems  to  me  to  be 
that  here  they  employ  so  much  more 
help,  perhaps  fully  twice  as  much.  It 
would  certainly  be  worth  while  to  have 
a  comparison  based  on  the  per  passen- 
ger per  mile  ratio  of  the  two  conti- 
nents. As  a  partial  help,  In  compari- 
son, I  might  take  a  small  countrj'  town 
in  Illinois,  where  for  many  years  there 
was  an  old  man.  over  fifty  years  of  age, 
who  sold  the  tickets.  He  was  also  tel- 
egrapher and  baggaj^emaster,  freight 
agent  and  express  agent,  and  for  all  I 
know  had  to  keep  the  fire  in  the  stove 
agoing.  The  reisult  was  a  terrific  head- 
end collision,  with  loss  of  life  and  prop- 
erty, that  drove  the  poor  old  man 
nearly  crazy. 

In  .Southern  Sweden  there  is  a  small 
station  where.  I  am  sure,  the  traffic 
does  not  exceed  the  amount  In  the  one 
referred  to  In  Illinois.  And  yet  there 
are  employed  four  men,  all  full  grown. 
And  it  Is  not  a  night  station  either.  It 
1?  true  that  they  also  attended  to  the 
mail,  what  little  there  was  of  it.  Now, 
I  may  have  selected  extremes.  If  so  It 
is  unintentional,  but  the  force  of  the 
comparison  remains.  From  a  pure 
business  standpoint  it  might  seem  to 
be  just  as  cheap  to  employ  more  help 
and  avoid  accidents,  big  and  small,  to 
say  nothing  of  endless  law  suits  for 
damages. 

Aside  from  the  question  of  expense, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  human  life  Is 
more  valued  there  than  with  us.  It  Is 
true  that  in  case  of  accidents  they  pay 
smaller  damages,  but  they  do  far  more 
to  prevent  trouble  and  to  retain  the 
help  they  have. 

As  an  Instance,  It  Is  worth  mention- 
ing that  no  walking  Is  allowed  on  the 
railway  track.  Trespassers  are  imme- 
diately arrested,  and  the  fine  is  quite 
an  item.  Under  certain  cnndltlons 
yearly  permits  are  sold — another  source 
of  revenue  neglected  by  our  railroad.s. 
These  coat  3  crowns  a  year  and  cover 
a  portion  of  the  road.  Such  harmless 
sport  as  stealing  a  ride  on  the  freight 
is,   of  course,  intolerable.     I   would  be 


Borry  for  the  little  boy  caught  in  the 
effort,  and  the  tramp  is  summarily 
dealt  with. 

*  •    • 

In  general  our  raiway  coaches  are 
far  superior.  Being  long  and  heavy, 
they  have  an  easier  swinging  motion. 
The  ordinary  European  coach  is  about 
one-third  as  long  as  ours  and  has  only 
two  pairs  of  wheels.  In  Germany  I 
saw  a  variety  with  a  third  pair  under 
the  middle  of  the  car.  But  these 
jolted  worse  than  the  others.  The 
cars  are  divided  into  compartments, 
each  with  a  door  on  booth  sides.  These 
compartments,  are  not,  as  a  rule,  con- 
nected. The  rush  to  find  an  emi>ty 
seat  while  the  train  makes  a  short 
stop  is  quite  ludicrous. 

But  in  these  latter  days  the  Europ- 
eans have  invented  a  combination  of 
our  through  corridor  cars  and  their 
own,  a  combination  which  offers  the 
advantages  of  both  systems.  Thes^ 
coaches  are  used  only  on  express  and 
limited  trains,  are  about  as  long  as 
ours  and  consist  of  compartments  for 
six  to  eight  people  in  each.  Along  one 
side  of  tlie  car  runs  a  narrow  x^^ssage 
enlarged  at  each  end  to  a  fair  sized 
vestibule,  A  small  party  can  thus 
quite  often  secure  privacy  In  a  com- 
partment by  closing  tha  hall  door  and 
by  drawing  the  curtain.  For  ladies 
this  is  especially  advantageous  and  at 
the  same  time  they  need  have  no  fear 
of  being  boxed  in  with  a  thief  or  man- 
iac, as  happened  quite  readily  in  the 
old  style  car.  The  same  system  is 
used  in  the  sleepers  where  the  lack  of 
privacy  in  our  Pullmans  is  certainly 
a  bad  feature.  But  so  far  I  have 
failed  to  find  any  sleepers  as  smooth 
running  as  our  best  Pullmans.  It 
must   be   that   they  are  so   heavy   and 

have  better  springs. 

*  «    « 

Many  a  railroad  in  Sweden  Is  built 
on  a  peculiar  i)lan,  a  combination  of 
private  and  public  capital.  Thus  cit- 
ies and  towns  or  communities  will 
subscribe  for  a  block  of  shares  in  a 
projected  railway  through  Its  territory. 
It  Is  not  always  directed  that  the 
direct  return  will  be  great.  The  in- 
direct benefit  of  better  transportation 
and  employment  for  more  people  Is 
quite  an  item.  Many  roads  wou'd 
have  been  built  In  no  other  way.  Then 
again  in  section  of  the  country  wher« 
even  this  is  Impossible  the  government 
has  built  long  stretches.  It  is  no-,v 
easy  to  go  by  rail  nearly  to  the  North- 
ern boundary.  During  the  midsum- 
mer season,  a  special  train,  the  Lapp- 
land  Express,  is  run  for  the  tourists 
who  wish  to  see  the  midnight  sun. 
If  they  prefer,  they  can  return  by 
steamer  along  the  Norway  coast. 

*  «    • 

This  place,  Storlien  as  the  heading 
gives  it,  is  the  highest  point  of  the 
state  railways  forming  a  belt  line 
across  Middle  Norway  and  Sweden  and 
the  more  southern  portion.  It  lies 
nearly  two  thousand  feet  above  the 
sea  level.  As  the  air  is  a  peculiar 
and  bracing  mixture  from  sea  and 
mountains,  various  popular  summer  re- 
sorts have  been  established.  Even 
in  the  middle  of  August,  we  have 
at  these  a  temperature  near  the  freez- 
ing point.  But  the  climate  keeps  one 
guessing.  Rain  and  sunshine  take 
turns  several  times  an  hour  and  on 
the  top  of  the  hill,  about  800  feet  high- 
er, we  had  a  snow-ball  fight  the  other 
day.  But  the  season  is  short.  Even 
now  most  of  the  guests  have  flown. 

A  charming  feature  of  the  trip  to  this 
place  is  the  never  failing  plantation 
around  the  railway  station.  In  one 
Instance  a  long  well  kept  hedge  wtih 
low  trees,  shrubs  and  a  narrow  lawn 
extended  on  both  sides  of  the  .^station. 
Another  cheery  spot  is  the  guard  house 
recurring  at  regular  Intervals.  It  is 
only  one-story,  has  two  rooms  and  a 
vestibule,  but  never  dees  it  lack  th« 
surrounding  trees,  the  carpet  of  grass 
and  the  gravel  walks.  In  this  high 
latitude  of  .Storlien  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  grow  anything,  but  a  small 
crooked  birch  tree.  The  guardhouse 
has  a  neat  collection  of  these  twisted 
peculiar  trees  that  have  such  a  hard 
struggle  for  a  foothold  and  a  living.

also  instructor  for  eleven  vears  at  the 
Royal  Conservatory.

DUN'S  WEEKLY 
TRADE  REVIEW 

Much  Brighter  Prospecis 
Prevail  Than  a  Year 

Ago. 

New  York.  Oct.  1.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.'s 
Weekly  Review  of  Trade  .says:  The 
last  quarter  of  1904  opens  with  much 
brighter  prospects  than  prevailed  a 
year  ago.  At  that  time  securities  had 
fallen  an  average  of  $34  a  share  from 
the  top  point  a  year  previous,  and  there 
was  a  general  disijosition  to  curtail 
manufacturing  and  commercial  oi)era- 
tions  because  of  the  heavy  lo.sses.  The 
nation  was  entering  on  a  period  of  con- 
servatism, augmented  by  numerous 
labor  controversies.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  no  alarming  features, 
strikes  are  few  and  unimportant,  while 
the  indications  of  growing  confidence 
are  numerous.  Business  does  not  show 
the  hesitation  customary  during  the 
closing  w^eeks  of  a  presidential  cam- 
paign, and  the  prospect  of  profitable 
agricultural  results  stimulates  trade, 
especially  among  retailers  at  the  West 
and  South. 

Building  operations  are  expanding, 
providing  a  better  demand  for  lumber 
and  materials.  Clothing  and  kindred 
lines  are  stimulated  b.v  colder  weather, 
and  clearance  sales  are  well  attended. 
Manufacturing  plants  are  decreasing 
the  proportion  of  idle  machinery,  the 
chief  complaint  coming  from  cotton 
mills,  which  suffer  from  the  disparity 
between  prices  of  raw  material  and  fin- 
ished product.  Movement  of  wheat  is 
heavy,  but  retarded  by  inadequate 
traffic  facilities  at  some  points,  and 
railway  earnings  for  September  exceed- 
ed last  year  by  6.5  per  cent.  Foreign 
commerce  at  this  port  for  the  last 
week  showed  a  small  decrease  in  ex- 
ports and  a  gain  of  $2,163,346  In  im- 
ports, as  compared  with  1903.  Security 
markets  have  rl.sen  $14  above  the  cor- 
responding date  last  year,  and  money 
is  easy  and  abundant. 

With  the  exception  of  steel  rails, 
which  are  not  on  a  parity  with  the 
rest  of  the  market,  prices  of  iron  and 
steel  have,  apparently,  attained  a  po- 
sition of  stability,  and  tardy  contracts 
are  gradually  coming  forward.  There 
is  also  a  good  inquiry  for  ijierchant 
pipe,  list  prices  being  strictly  ob- 
served. Shipbuilders  are  seeking 
plates  and  there  Is  a  wholesome  move-  : 
ment  of  machinery  and  tools. 

Tex/tile  manufacturing  plants  are 
still  operating  on  reduced  time,  par- 
ticularly as  to  the  New  England  cot- 
ton goods  division.  There  is  no  ac- 
cumulation of  cotton  goods,  but  pur- 
chasers persist  in  disregarding  future 
needs,  confining  business  to  immedi- 
ate requirements  only.  Export  trade 
is  less  active,  but  it  has  .served  to  re- 
duce supplies.  Woolen  goods  are  more 
active,  men's  wear  deliveries 
on  time  and  larger  orders  for 
goods  are  recorded.

ENDEAVOR 
SESSION 

Mornings  Given  Over  to 

Ten  Minute  Talks  and 

Discussioi. 


Topics  Bearing  on  En- 
deavor Work— Delegcites 
Enjoy  Excursion. 


This  morning,  at  9  o'clock,  the  Min- 
nesota Christian  Endeavor  Union  met 
at  the  Finst  Presbyterian  church.  The 
program  consisted  of  ten-minute  ad- 
dresses, each  of  which  was  followed  by 
a  s^hort  discussion. 

The  first  speaker  was  Miss  Jennie 
Congdon,  of  Minneapolis.  She  had 
for  her  subject  "The  Tenth  Legion." 
and  told  how  in  the  early  days  the 
ttrst  worshippers  had  offered  prop- 
erty as  a  mt'uns  of  showing  their  faith. 
••Aiid  the  same  system  is  being  fol- 
lowed in  the  twentieth  century.  '  she 
said.  "We  should  all  practice  system- 
atic giving,  first  because  of  its  whole- 
some cfftct  oji  ourselves.  We  find  that 
the  more  we  give  the  more  we  have  to 
give.  And  second,  because  of  its  effect 
upon  others,  for  prayer  and  thought- 
ful benevolence  is  imbibed  by  all 
about  us. 

•A  regular  income  is  not  necessary 
to  spontaneous  giving,  neither  does  ia- 
telligenl  and  systematic  giving  impair 
the  income,  for  it  is  the  result  of 
much  forethought  and  consiueration. 
Yet  we  arc  always  behind  in  our 
church  due.«.  slow  in  making  pay- 
ments, and  seemingly  unwilling  to 
help  foreign  missions,  as  is  shown  by 
the  following  ligures:  For  bread  we 
spend  annually  $6U0.(K)0.000;  for  sugar 
and  moias.ses,  1225.000.000:  for  furni- 
ture. $175,1100.000,  and  for  missions  only 
ir<,0(.!0.000,  or  less  than  40  cents  per  man. 

•We  should  all  give  at  least  one- 
tenth  of  our  income  to  the  carrying 
on  of  God's  work.  We  receive  ten- 
tenths  from  Him  and  ought  to  be  will- 
ing to  return  at  least  one-tenth,  or 
more,  according  to  our  means." 

In  the  di.scus.sion  which  followed, 
some  interesting  facts  were  brought 
forth.  One  person  told  of  a  small  so- 
ciety which  regularly  raised  $160  a 
yerir  through  systematic  giving,  and 
another  of  a  huge  church  debt  that 
had  been  cleared   by  the  same   means. 

"And  now,"  he  said,  "although  the 
church  has  only  a  membership  of  300, 
it  gives  each  year  the  astonishingly 
large  sum  of  $1500  to  mission  work." 

A  third  told  of  his  work  in  Porto 
Rico,  saving  that  although  the  natives 
rarelv  had  more  than  a  few  pennies  at 
a  time,  he  taught  them  to  give  sys- 
tematically and  had  a  prosperous 
church. 

The  next  paper.  "How  to  Help  the 
Pastor,  ■  was  read  by  Miss  Lury  Gund- 
lach.  of  White  liear.  She  said  in  short: 
"The  lille  of  my  paper  implies  that  the 
pastor  should  be  helped.  We  should 
do  so  within  every  means  In  our  power, 
becau.'^e  we  have  promised  our  allegi- 
ance to  the  church,  and  should,  there- 
fore, support  itf  head,  the  pastor. 

••We  should  invite  him  to  become  a 
member  of  our  Kndeavor  society,  and 
make  bini  feel  as  though  the  entire  re- 
sponsibility were  not  on  his  own  shoul- 
ders. Let  him  speak  at  the  beginning, 
the  middle,  the  end,  or  wherever  he 
■wants  to.  luit  do  not  expect  him  to  do 
all  the  talking.  , 

"Thf  pastor's  pride  is  chiefly  in  ins 
church  societies.  Have  we  done  all  that 
we  can'to  make  them  so?  W'e  Fhould  be 
tearhers  in  the  Sunday  school  and 
ought  to  have  three  times  a.s  many 
from  the  Christian  Endeavorers  as  we 
do.  And  we  might  organize  an  aid 
committee,  whicii  should  help  him  with 
his  errands,  his  calls,  hi-  attendance 
on  the  sick.  If  there  hai>pened  to  be  a 
stenographer  on  the  committee,  he 
could  devote  one  or  two  nights  a  week 
to  assi.-ting  the  pastor  in  his  work.  The 
membc:shit>  of  this  committee  should 
be  changed  once  every  one  or  two 
months,  in  order  not  to  make  it  a  bur- 
dent   to  anyone. 

-When  strangers  come  into  the 
church  we  should  make  them  feel  at 
home  and  speak  to  them.  Instead  of 
casting  the  entire  burden  on  to  the 
pastor.  And  if  anyone  in  our  neigh- 
borhood is  ill.  or  if  any  new  people 
move  in.  we  should  let  th'i.i)astor  know. 
And  if  you  derive  any  good  from  the 
sermon,  tell  him  so,  for  he  is  human, 
like  the  rest  of  us,  and  needs  a  little 
praist^  and  encouragement  once  in  a 
while. 

"Our  loyalty  to  him  can  be  shown  by 
attending  the  services  and  the  prayer 
meetings  regularly,  and  also  by  visiting 
him  in  his  home  as  a  friend,  and  not 
simply  as  business  matters. 

"Lei  us  strive  to  do  these  things  each 
day.  and  make  the  Christian  Endea- 
vorer.  as  the  motto  says.  'The  Master's 
rule,  the  layman's  school,  and  the  past- 
or's tool.*  " 

An  enthusiastic  di.scu.^slon  follow-^d 
this  pai'er.  Everyoiu-  voireil  the  senti- 
ments it  expressed  and  honed  that  it 
would  be  the  moans  of  doing  mucli 
good.  ■•The  pastor  and  the  young  peo- 
ple should  be  biought  close  together." 
.said  one,  '•and  the  best  means  of  do- 
ing this  i.s  through  the  Christian  En- 
dtavor." 

Miss  Mary  Frosberg.  of  Kasota,  then 
read  a  paper  entitled.  ••How  to  Get 
New  Members."  She  first  said  that 
no    set    constitution    or    code    of    rule^ 


required,  but  that  there  might  be 
regulated  by  the  conditions,  which 
elasticity  has  made  the  Endeavor 
adaptable  everywhere,  to  church,  po- 
lice  jfire   department,    prison,    etc. 

••Weekly  religious  meeting  should  b. 
held,"  she  said,  "and  also  a  business 
meeting  once  a  month.  If  desired  a 
social  or  literary  meeting  might  be 
held  once  in  every  three  or  four  weeks. 
The  society  should  be  divided  Into 
three  sections,  junior,  intermediate  and 
senior,  according  to  age,  and  if  at  any 
time  any  class  becomes  too  large  It 
should  be  divided  into  two  or  more 
parts.  And  in  order  to  get  new  mem- 
bers a  committee  should  be  appointed 
whose  duty  would  be  to  call  on  all  th  > 
available  young  persons  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. Every  member  ought  to  call 
on  each  individual  separately  and  use 
all  means  in  their  power  to  bring  him 
or    her    Into    the    endeavor." 

In  the  discussion  one  of  the  delegates; 
told  of  how  he  kept  the  three  sections 
in  touch  with  one  another.  He  said 
that  the  members  of  each  section  vis- 
ited one  another  regularly  and  that 
once  every  month  they  held  a  union 
meeting  of  all  three  in  which  each 
section  had  a  leader.  The  senior  lead- 
er had  the  least  to  do,  simply  direct- 
ing the  meeting,  the  Intermediate  lead- 
er discussed  the  topics  an  dthe  lesson, 
while  the  junior  selected  the  hymns. 

The  next  paper,  "The  Value  of  tha 
Quiet  Hour"  was  read  by  Miss  Ro.«5e 
Metzer,  of  St.  Paul.  She  said  that 
every  person  should  have  an  hour  set 
aside  In  which  to  confide  in  God  and 
derive  strength   for  the  day's   labors. 

Following  this  T.  H.  Colwell,  of  Min- 
neapolis, read  a  paper  entitled  "The 
Educational  Ideals  of  Christian  En- 
deavor," and  said  that  foreign  miss- 
ionary work  .should  be  taken  up  by 
every  Christian  Ende.Tvor  as  an  edu- 
cation which  would  be  a  help  to 
themselves  as  well  as  to  the  others  on 
the  other  side  of  the  globe,  and  added 
that  whole  societies  have  been  resur- 
rected simply  though  the  interest  aroug- 
■  ed   by   this    Interesting   study. 

The  Rev.  E.  M.  McKlnney,  of  Mirme- 
apolls,  then  delivered  a  very  interesting 
address  on  the  "Christian  Endeavor 
and  City  Missions."  He  said  that  the 
church  ought  to  take  hold  of  the  work 
In  the  slums  and  not  leave  it  to  out- 
side organiaztlons.  •'The  young  peo- 
ple," he  said,  "ought  to  take  a  hand 
in  this  work  also.  Let  them  come  out 
in  tens  and  twenties  and  help  the  mis- 
sions by  singing  at  the  open  air  meet- 
ings to  help  attract  the  crowd.  We 
need  music,  simple  hymns  that  ap- 
peal to  the  worklngman  and  fit  his 
condition  of  life.  But  in  order  to 
bring  them  into  the  church  we  must 
do  personal  work.  We  must  go  amongst 
them  and  talk  to  them  separately.  This 
Is  the  keynote  to  successful  work  in 
the    slums." 

This  afternoon  the  delegates  are  en- 
joying a  trip  around  the  horn  on  the 
steamer  Newsboy.  Among  the  points 
of  Interest  that  will  be  vi.sited  are  the 
elevators,  the  Missabe  ore  docks,  the 
blast  furnace,  the  coal  docks,  the  gov- 
ernment piers  and  the  new  aerial 
bridge.

Are  Still  Considerably  Be- 
hind on  Total  For 
the  Season. 


Ore  handled  from  the  ranges  this  sea- 
son to  date  is  behind  last  year  by  about 
3„'JOO,000  tons.  The  amount  handled  last 
month  brought  a  considerable  change  in 
the  ratio,  as  September  witnessed  pretty 
heavy  hauling  of  the  product.  Tlio  Du- 
luth  &  Iron  Range  surprised  mining  peo- 
ple by  carrying  nearly  a  million  tons, 
almost   300,000  tons   more   than   last   year, 

or  a  daily  increase  of  10,000  tons  for  the 
month.  The  Duluth.  Missabe  &  Northern 
brought  down  nearly  200,0(W  more  tons 
than  in  September  last  year  and  the 
Great  •Northern   almost    300,000   tons. 

At  this  rate  the  season  might  end  with 
very  little  less  tonnage  than  last  year, 
although  some  of  the  well-informed  in- 
terests have  looked  for  as  eason  of  4,000,- 
IWO   tons    less    than    last   season.

St.  Louis.  Oct.  1.— At  the  concluding  ses- 
sion of  the  International  Pure  Food  con- 
gress today,  a  permanent  committee  on 
international  conference  was  appointed 
as  follow.*?:  Jules  Cartier.  Belgium,  chair- 
man: Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  United  States  de- 
i  partment  of  agriculture.  Chevalier  Avon 
Strlbal.  Austria;  Chevalier  Grossati,  Bra- 
zil; Dr.  John  Salvator,  Honduras;  R.  M. 
Allen,  Lexmgton,  Ky.  Selection  of  place 
was  left  to  the  executive  committee.  Re- 
ports of  the  various  committees  on  mat- 
ters discussed  were  considered  by  the 
congress. 

The   United  States  government  bottling 
and   bond   law  was  endorsed  as  a  means 
i  of    identlfyinir    the    age    and    quality    of 
I  whisky.

RECEIPTS 
SMALL 

Business  at  Local  Land 
Office  Sliows  Steady 
Faliing  Off.    - 

Interesting  Quarterly  and 
Montlily  Reports  Com- 
piled By  Receiver. 


According  to  a  report  just  compiled 
by  Receiver  J.  M.  Smith,  of  the  Du- 
luth United  States  land  office,  cover- 
ing the  month  of  September  and  the 
first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  office  have  bhown  a 
steady  falling  off  during:  the  past  few 
months. 

From  the  sale  of  public  lands  during 

the  month  of  September  only  125,438.67 

was  received.  The  total  receipts 
came  to  $28,070.36,  and  the  receipts  for 
the  quarter  were  only  $95,134.30,  as 
compared  to  $106,624.76  during  the 
quarter  ending  June  30,  and  $144,107.32 
during  the  quarter  ending  March  31, 
or  a  drop  of  nearly  $60,000  in  receipts 
for  a  period  of  three  months  in  less 
than  a  year's  time.  Acres  taken  up 
show  a  corresponding  falling  off  in 
number. 

During  September  $2081.31  was  re- 
ceived from  fees  and  commissions,  and 
$660.30  from  Chippewa  agricultural 
land  entries.  The  total  receipts  dur- 
ing the  preceding  month  were  $32,572. 
Every  month  since  January,  when  the 
total"  receipts  were  $48,252.38,  has 
shown    a    decided    falling    off. 

Bj'  the  sale  of  ptiblic  lands  last 
month  11,136.99  acres  were  disposed  of, 
while  the  sale  for  the  quarter  took  up 
37,589.31  acres.  Chippewa  entries  for 
month  covered  440.30  acres. 

The  fact  that  over  a  million  acres  of 
land  will  be  taken  from  the  Duluth  dis- 
trict to  be  annexed  to  the  Cass  Lake 
district  will  have  the  further  effect  of 
greatly  reducing  the  receipts  at  the 
local  office  in  future,  a.s  has  already 
been  the  case  with  the  setting  aside  of 
500,000  acres  in  this  district  sunposedly 
for  forest  reserve  purposes.  It  is 
thought  that  the  opening  of  three  new 
townships  in  St.  Louis  county  this 
month  will  not  do  much  in  the  way  of 
boosting  the  receipts,  for  it  is  said 
that  almost  all  the  land  in  the  district 
affected  is  good  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses only,  and  therefore  will  be  taken 
up  under  the  homestead  lav.'s,  bringing 
in  only  about  $14  for  each  tract  of 
160  acres,  where,  when  stone  and  tim- 
bered, a  claim  Is  paid  for  by  the  acre, 
and  the  receipts  from  such  sales  are 
large.

That  at  six  hundred  yards  details 
can  no  longer  be  distinguished,  though 
files  of  a  squad,  if  the  light  is  strong', 
can    be   counted? 

That  at  eight  hundred  yards  the  men 
in  the  squad  cannot  be  counted  nor 
their  individual  movements  distin- 
guished. 

At  one  thousand  yards  a  line  of  men 
resembles  a  broad  belt  the  direction  oC 
their  march,  can,  however,  be  readily 
determined.  At  twelve  hundred  yards 
cavalry  can  be  distinguished  from  in- 
fantry and  at  two  thousand  yards  a 
mounted  man  usually  appears  as  a 
mere    speck. 

Yet  in  these  days  of  long  range 
weapons  battles  are  fought  at  a  dis- 
tance of  one  thousand  yards  and  it  is 
desirable  for  marksmen  to  qualify  at 
that  range.  The  new  ritle,  with  which 
our  troops  are  to  be  equipped,  has  a 
maximum  effective  lighting  range  of 
47S1  yards  or  more  than  two  and  one- 
half  miles.  In  other  words,  a  bullet 
from  this  rifle  will  kill  or  disable  at 
a  greater  distance  than  the  man  firinsr 
it  can  distinguish  an  individual  enemy 
from  the  surrounding  landscape.

PROMOTION  OF 
MARKSMANSHIP 

National  Board  Wants  a 

Large  Appropriation 

From  Congress. 

Washington,  Oct.  1.— (Special  to  Tii^ 
Herald.)— The  probability  that  congress 
will  make  provision  at  its  next  an- 
nual session  for  a  large  annual  ap- 
propriation to  be  devoted  to  the  pur- 
chase of  ranges,  the  equipment  of 
ranges,  indoor  and  outdoor,  distribu- 
tion o  fammunitlon  to  organizations  of 
riflemen,  etc..  In  accordance  with  thvi 
plan  drafted  by  the  national  beard  for 
the  promotion  of  rifle  practice,  is  re- 
sponsible for  renewed  interest  in  rifle 
and  revolver  shooting.  There  are  three, 
"yea,  even  four,"  as  the  psalmist  migai 
say.  requisities  to  good  marksmanship; 
A  gun,  a  target,  ammunition  and  a 
place  to  shcot.  The  national  board 
has  announced  Its  desire  to  secure  an 
enrollment  in  the  National  Marksman's 
Reserve,  of  from  500,000  to  1,000,000  men 
and  if  congress  is  relly  in  earnest  ade- 
quate provisions  must  be  made  for  thi 
guns,  ammunition,  targets,  and,  above 
all,    ranges. 

But,  pending  appropriations  for  this 
purpose,  those  desiring  to  learn  to 
shoot  can  find  considerable  amusement 
and  experience  that  will  be  valuable 
Later  with  a  rifle,  by  undertaking  to 
estimate  distances.  In  the  days  to 
come,  more  and  more  attention  vid  b  ? 
paid  to  shooting  at  unknown  distances 
and  to  get  into  the  front  rank  of 
shooters,  skill  in  estimating  distances 
is  essential.  Practice  in  this  can  be 
obtained  very  easily  by  first  learning 
to  spot  distances  correctly  one  step 
to  the  yard,  and  then.  In  cour.se  of  a 
stroll  through  town  or  country,  selec- 
ting an  object,  estimating  the  distance 
and  counting  the  number  of  steps  nec- 
essary   to   reach  it. 

This  proposition  appears  to  be  a 
simple  one  but  it  is  more  difficult  than 
it  seems  and  the  results,  especially 
if  the  trials  are  made  by  parlies  of 
four  or  more,  will  be  amusing  as  well 
as  instructive.  Some  time  ago  a 
party  of  thirty-five  or  forty  gentle- 
men, the  rriost  expert ,  rifle  shots  in 
the  country,  were  gathered  at  Sea  Girt, 
New  Jersey,  for  the  matches  on  the 
result  of  which  depended  the  selection 
of  a  team  to  go  to  England  to  shcot 
for  the  Palma  trophy.

Perhap.s 
it  is  net  fair  to  say  that  Miss  Se;over's 
tobacco  roll  was  entirely  responsibie 
for  the  troubles  of  Mr.  Norton,  but  it 
was  the  cigarette  that  shocked  Bicycle 
Policeman  Rensselaer  and  got  him 
called  a  "booby  '  and  a  "blawsted  nui- 
sance"  by  Mr.   Norton. 

Mr.  Norton  was  in  court  to  answer 
to  the  charge  of  disorderly  conduct, 
preferred  by  Rensselaer.

Oct.  1.— George  C.  Tyler,  man- 
aging director  of  the  theatrical  firm  of 
Llebler  &  Co.,  came  home  on  the  Deutsch- 
land  after  a  four-months'  stay  abroad,  in 
which  he  combined  business  and  i^loasure. 
With  his  chief  aide  and  a  French 
chauffeur,  Tyler  traveled  in  an  auto- 
mobile more  than  8000  miles  in  France. 
Italy  and  Spain.  His  tour  was  a  mailer 
of  great  interest  to  foreign  automobilists, 
for  not  a  single  accident  marred  the  plea- 
sure ot  the  trip. 

Tyler  enjoyed  It  so  much  that  he  has 
already  arranged  to  make  a  longer  trip 
next  year.  Tne  car  lie  intends  to  use  is 
nov/  being  built  in  France  and  will  be  an 
exlilblt  at  the  forthcoming  exposition  in 
Paris. 

When  he  arrived  he  hardly  knew  which 
to  talk  about  first,  his  theatrical  plans  or 
his  WJOO-mile  automobile  trip.  He  was 
.IS  enthusiastic  about  one  as  the  other. 
Soon  after  he  reached  his  office  he  had  a 
talk  with  Charles  Frohman,  and  it  was 
arranged  that  Eleanor  Robson  and 
"Merely  Mary  Ann"  should  stay  in  Lon- 
don till  December,  longer  than  was  tirst 
Intended.  Tyler  is  Miss  Robson's  man- 
ager, and  he  says  that  her  succes  in  the 
Zangwill  play  has  been  overwhelming.

"La  Robe  Rouge'  and  other  plays  in  whicli 
she  has  been  successful.  M.  Dumcny. 
who  creatt>d  the  leading  male  part  in 
Bataille's  'Resurrection,'  will  be  her  lead- 
ing man. 

"Ermete  Novelll,  the  Italian  actor,  will 
open  at  the  Lyric  theater  early  in  J.anu- 
ary.  He  also  will  bring  his  own  com- 
pany with  him.  He  will  play  both  tragedy 
and  comedy. 

"1  have  contracted  with  Hall  Caine  for 
his  new  play,  'The  Prodigal  Son,"  and  he 
promises  me  that  It  will  be  the  strongest 
he  has  ever  written.

memory  of  its  fii-st  pastor,  Kev.  F.  Li. 
M'-rritt. 

It  is  expected  that  most  of  those  now 
In  thy  city  who  were  personally  ac- 
quainted with  the  minister  will  make 
an  effort  to  be  in  attendance.  Rev. 
Jklerritl  had  an  extended  acquaintance 
m  Duluth.  an;l  by  hi.s  earnest,  energetic 
and  conscientious  work  in  his  chosen 
lieid.  won  the  admiration  and  respect 
of  everyone  witli  whom  he  came  in 
contact. 

One  £)(  his   best   friends   in   life    was 
Rev.    Dr.    llohert   Forbes,   at   that  time 
prominent   in  loc>al  church  circles,  and 
now   a.s.«»istant    secretary   of   the   board 
of   church    extension,    with    headquart- 
ers at  Philadelphia.    Dr.  Forbes  will  be 
present  at  the  services  Sunday,  assist- 
ing in  them,   and  Sunday  evening  will 
deliver  an  address  at  ihe  church  on  the 
work  of  the  board  of  church  extension.

and  New  England,  and  In  early  Jun-. 
the  troops  began  to  pour  In,  company 
after  company,  at  Ft.  Crailo. 

-Such  a  motley  assemblage  of  men 
never  before  thronged  together  on  sucn 
an  occasion,"  thought  one  who  wrote  of 
the  scene,  "unless  such  an  example 
may  be  found  in  the  ragged  regiment 
of  Sir  John  Falstaff,  of  right  merry 
and  facetious  memory.  It  would  liave 
relaxed  the  gravity  of  an  anthracite 
fo  selthe  descendants  of  the  Puritans 
marching  to  take  their  station  on  the

still  In  the  front  wall  of  the  Crailo, 
and  they  plainly  show  the  marks  of 
glancing  bullets.  Each  is  made  of  a 
bl<x-k  of  sandstone,  about  a  foot 
square.  In  one  side  is  dug  out  a  cone- 
shaped  hole,  extending  nearly  to  the 
center;  from  the  other  side  is  pierced 
a  hole  of  modern  keyhole  shape.  The 
stone  is  set  into  the  wall. 

The  fort  was  somewhat  altered  in 
1704  by  Hendrick,  a  grandson  of  Kili- 
aen.  and  in  1740  a  wing  was  added  by 
a  great-grandson,  Johannes. 

Since  that  time  it  has  remained  un- 
changed in  outline,  and  has  been  con- 
tinuously occupied  until  about  two 
vears  ago  when  it  was  purchased  by 
Mr.«.  Ellen  Hartwell  Strong,  of  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J.  Mrs.  Strong  is  prom- 
inent among  the  Daughters  of  the 
Revolution,  and  plans  to  fit  up  the  old 
building  as  a  Daughters  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  headquarters  and  mu- 
seum.

Mo.st  Americans  know  the  story  of 
"The  Star-spangled  Banner"  and 
Francis  Key,  but  of  the  older  national 
Bong  of  ••Yankee  Dcodle"  how  many 
ca?i  tell  the  history?  Rather  how 
few  stop  to  think  that  it  ever  had  a 
beginning,  taken  for  granted  as  it  is, 
and  part  and  parcel  of  Americans  as  it 
Is.  from  babyhood,  says  the  Philadel- 
phia Ledger. 

•Jne  tradition  has  it  that  both  words 
end  music  were  of  American  composi- 
tion in  pre-revolutlonary  days,  but 
•while  the  verses  are  indisputably 
Uncle  Sam's,  neither  the  United  J^tates 
nor  any  other  country  can  read  its 
title  clear  to  the  rollicking  old  tune. 

Buckingham  Siiiith.  while  secretary 
of  the  American  legation  at  Madrid  in 
iSoS,  wrote  to  an  American  gentleman 
that  '•Yanukee  Doodle's"  music  bore  a 
strong  resemblance  to  a  popular  air  of 
Blseny,  and  that  a  pr<jfessor  from 
Northern  .^pain  had  recognized  it  a.s 
being  much  like  the  ancient  sword 
dance  played  on  solemn  occasions  by 
the  people  of  San  .Sebastian. 

'The  profes.sor  says  the  tune  varies 
In  those  provinces,"  wrote  Mr.  Smith, 
"and  he  propose^  in  a  couple  of  months 
to  give  the  changes  as  they  are  to  be 
found  in  the  different  towns.  Our  na- 
ti  mal  air  certainly  ha.s  Its  origin  in  the 
music  of  the  free  Pyrnees;  the  lirst 
strains  are  identically  those  of  the 
heroic  Danza  Esparta  of  brave  old 
Bi.-5cay."

siastic claim  for  the  origin  of  the  tune 
we  have  Louis  Ko-ssuth's  account  of 
his  countrymen's  behavior,  when,  tra- 
veling with  him  on  the  Mississippi, 
thev  first  he  ird  Americans  sing  •"Yan- 
kee Doodle."  "My  companions 
straightway  fell  to  capering  and  danc- 
ing," he  says,  "for  they  had  recog- 
nized an  air  familiar  in  our  native 
land,  one  played  in  the  dances  of  old 
Hungary.' 

Again,  both  the  French  and  the 
Dutch  lay  claim  to  the  melody.  For 
the  south  of  France  knew  it  as  an  oM 
vi'.tage  .song,  while  in  the  Land  <'' 
Dikes,  according  to  the  tale  of  one  old 
H  jlunder,  in  the  days  when  the  Dutch 
harvesters  reecived  for  wages  as  moch 
buttermilk  as  they  could  drink  and  a 
tenth  of  the  grain,  they  reav)ed  to  this 
old   tune,   singing   the  words: 

Yanker.   dudel,   doodle   down 

Diddle,    dudel    lanther, 
Yanke   viver,    vo<iver  vown, 

Boter  milk  and   tanther. 

Besides  being  thus  surprisingly  at 
home  on  the  continent,  from  the  North 
Sea  to  th<»  Mediterranean,  the  music 
Is  likewise  English  property.  The  ear- 
liest trace  of  it  in  print  is  in  "Walsh  s 
Collection  of  Dances  for  the  Year 
1750."  Here  it  is  written  in  6-8  time, 
and  is  known  as  '"Fisher's  Jig."  But 
besides  being  used  under  this  name  as 
a  dance  tunc  it  had  for  years  before 
1750  been  crooned  by  English  mothers 
to  their  babies  to  the  nursery  verses: 

Lucy  Locket  lost  her  pocket. 


Kitty   Fisher   found  it. 
Nothing  In    it.    nothing  on   it. 
But   the   binding  round  it. 

And  there  was  a  variant  form 
wherein  the  unfortunate  lass  whose 
loss  is  exploited  was  Lydia.  not  Lucy, 
and  of  whose  pocket  'twas  openly 
avowed  that  there  was 

Not  a  bit  of  money  in  it — 
Only    binding    round    it. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  name 
'•Fisher"  occurs  in  both  jig  and  rhyme. 
This  is  not  without  significance,  for 
Kitty  Fisher  was  a  real  personage  of 
some  notoriety.  According  to  a  set  of 
old  engravings,  published  probably  by

an  idea  that  won  him  notoriety  and 
(ash,  by  reporting  for  Chinese  papers 
the  peculiar  American  crime,  translat- 
ing American  newspaper  reports. 

Lee  then  went  to  New  York  and  en- 
tered the  academy  with  a  great  pur- 
pofce  In  mind.  In  about  half  the  time 
required  by  the  average  student  to 
accomplish  the  same  ends,  Lee  passed 
the  nautical  examinations  with  100 
per  cent  honor,  and  received  his  final 
papers  of  extra  navigator,  with  the 
same  splendid  average. 

He  bears  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first   and  only  one  of  his   countrymen 
to  study  navigation  in  this  country  and 
to   receive   papers   which   allow  him   to  | 
master  his  ship  into  foreign  waters. 

Although   the  Chinese  were  the  first 
to  invent  the  compass,   they  are  prac- 
tically   the   last    nation    to   use   it.    and 
they  have  never   improved    upon     the 
model  of  centuries  ago.     There  are  no 
Chinese     captains     with   the   exception 
of   the   small   coast   vessels   of     China. 
Chinese   captains,    with    the     exception 
i  of  the  small     coast     vessels  of    China. 
'  Chinese   sailors   man   many   ships,    but 
the  captain  is  always  a  foreigner,  be- 
cause   marine   underwriters    decline    to 
Insure  cargoes  found  on  Chinese  ships 
whose     captain     follows     the     ancient 
methods    of   his    country    and    employs 
an  old-time  eight-point   com.pass.     The 
1  I  modern  compass  has  32  points. 

It  is  the  ambition  of  Lee  to  revolu- 
tionize the  system  in  his  countrj'. 
backed  by  a  syndicate  of  rich  China- 
men, who  realize  what  their  own  ship- 
ping privileges  would  mean  to  China, 
he  will  take  stops  toward  establish- 
ing the  first  .school  of  practical  navi- 
gation for  the  Chinese. 

Lee's  schooling  was  Interesting  in 
the  extreme.  From  his  first  day  in  the 
Nautical  academy  he  took  down  the 
lectures  and  the  various  problems,  with 
their  explanations,  translated  them 
Into  the  Chinese  language,  and  already 
has  them  arranged  in  book  form  for 
the  Chinese  publisher.  They  will  be 
the  first  Chinese  text-books  on  modern 
navigation  in  existence.  Naval  archi- 
tecture has  also  be«n  thoroughly  mas- 
tered by  Lee  and  th'-"  syndicate  back- 
ing his  nautical  school  also  contem- 
plates the  establishing  of  a  shipbuild- 
ing yard  in  Hong  Kong,  where  an 
agency  of  Chinese  underwriter^  will 
also  be  established.

Chicago,  Oct.  1.— Bearcatcher,  the  great 
California  colt,  has  at  last  come  into  his 
own,  and  is  now  universally  haiied  as 
the  champion  three-year-old  of  the  West, 
and.  furthermore,  the  best  horse  in  train- 
ing in  these  parts  over  any  distance  of 
ground,  weight  for  age 

What  real  judges  of  horseflesh  think 
of  him  was  made  manifest  when  •uch 
good  ones  as  Tokalon.  Dalvay.  and  Miss 
Crawford  were  scratched  away  from  him 
in  the  September  stakes  at  a  mile,  leaving 
only  Prince  Silverwlngs  to  oppose  him. 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Prince's  owner 
hud  more  than  the  remotest  idea  of  suc- 
cessfully  doing  so. 

Bearcatcher  is  a  remarkable  colt  in 
manv  wavs.  Out  of  sixteen  starts  he  has 
made  in  "his  turf  career  he  has  scored 
twelve  brackets,  two  second  places  and 
only  once  was  he  outside  the  money. 
Once  he  was  left  at  the  post,  giving  the 
impression  that  he  was  a  bad  actor.  Since 
then  he  has  been  successfully  schooled 
and  is  now  a  quick  and  sure  breaker  at 
the  barrier. 

Garnet  Ferguson,  his  owner,  in  Cali- 
fornia last  spring,  knowing  well  that  he 
had  a  colt  of  great  possibilities,  refused 
an  offer  of  ll.i.tJOO  for  his  pet.  made  by 
John  A.  Drake,  through  a  representative.

RAILROAD  COMPLETED. 

Japanese   Solve  Problem  of 
Manchuriau  Transportation. 

General  okus  headquarters  in  the 
field,  Oct.  1.— (Via  Fusan.  Oct.  3,)— The 
first  Japanese  train  arrived  at  I.iao 
Yang  this  afternoon.  The  guage  of 
the  railway  has  been  changed  from 
Dalny  to  New  Chawang.  A  regular 
schedule  of  trains  will  be  established 
In  a  few  days. 

Engines  and  cars  have  been  brought 
from  Japan.  The  completion  of  the 
railway  removes  entirely  the  problem 
of  the  transportation  of  supplies  and 
ammunition  to  the  Japanese  forces  in 
the  field. 

Today's  train  brought  a  quantity  of 
ammunition,  telegraph  and  railway 
supplies. 

STOESSEL  THANKS  GOD 

For  Russian  Successes  In  Re- 
pulsing the  Japanese. 

Che    Foo.    Oct.    3.— An    official    report 

from    Gen.    Stoessel    dated    Sept.    23, 

reached   Che   Foo   today,   confirming   a 


Stoessel  in  the  proclamation  which  he 
issued  after  the  desperate  fighting 
which  took  place  between  Sept.  19 
and  22  were  made  up  of  regulars  call- 
ed upon  to  take  a  high  hill  which  had 
been  captured  by   the  Japanese. 

From  semi-official  sources  it  is  learn- 
ed that  the  attack  began  on  the  19th 
along  the  whole  line  and  lasted  four 
days,  various  positions  changing  hands 
many  times.

The  Japanese  attacked  repeatedly,  day 
and  night,  finally  occupying  the  posi- 
tion on  the  night  of  Sept.  22  after  suf- 
fering very  severe  losses.  The  attempt 
to  retake  this  hill  being  extremely  haz- 
ardous Gen.  Stoessel  refused  to  Issue 
Ihe  order  but  called  for  volunteers 
Evervbody  called  upon  responaed 
whereupon  a  requisite  number  of  men 
were  s«^lected,  Lieut.  Poggorsky  and 
LCaptains  Ychaff  leading  them.  Sold- 
iers and  officers  alike  cf>rried  granades 
(explosive  shells  weighing  from  two 
to  six  pounds  which  are  thrown  by 
hand)  and  with  these  they  attacked 
the  Japanese  tempor.-iry  fortifications 
and  drove  the  latter  from  all  of  their 
positions.  Several  mines  were  explod- 
ed during  the  general  battle,  causing 
severe  losses.  The  Russians  calculate 
that  the  Japanese  losses  for  the  four 
days   fighting  reach   20,000   men. 

RUSSIANS  ATTACK. 

Make  Severe  Assault  on  Japs 
at  Port  Arthur. 

Che  Foo.  Oct.  3.— Severe  fights,  the

A  shell  burst  and 
killed  three  of  his  companions  and 
wounded  the  fourth  one.  The  Russian 
ships  were  silent  during  the  battle  and 
hitherto  unused  merchant  ships  were, 
as  a  result  of  the  fight,  turned  into 
hosi>ltals. 

Several  of  the  Chinese  who  were  em- 
ployed in  carrying  the  dead  say  that 
the  dead  were  so  numerous  that  they 
were  unable  to  form  anything  like  an 
estimate  of  the  number  who  fell  in  at- 
tacking and  defending  the  supplement- 
ary forts  near  Itz  mountain.  Since  the 
battle  both  sides  continue  to  shell  at 
intervals  daily.  The  Russians  make 
many  small  sorties  against  the  Jap- 
anese trenches.  Small  positions  fre- 
quently change  hands.  The  Chinese 
say  thev  were  compelled  to  bury  the 
dead  by  stealth  at  night  for  the  reason 
that  the  Japanese  would  fire  on  them.

THE  TRAMP  PROBLEM. 

How  It  Is   Effectively  Bealt 
With  In  Switzerland. 

The  typical  American  method  of  dealing 
with  the  tramp  is  to  send  him  to  the 
next  town  or  into  an  adjoining  state. 
It  is  this  practice  that  has  given  us  tho 
endless  chain  of  hoboism.  in  Switzer- 
land they  order  these  things  difTerently. 
us  a  writer  in  tlie  London  Spectator  ex- 
plains. 

••Essentially  the  Swiss  practice-though 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  variation  in  iJie 
laws  of  different  cantons— consists  in  dis- 
crimination, so  far  as  wanderers  are  con- 
cerned, between  the  work-seekers  and  (to 
use  the  expressive  term  officially  em- 
ployed)  the   •work-shy.' 

■•If  an  able-bodied  man  is  without 
means,  is  genuinely  on  the  lookout  for 
honest  employment,  and  his  papers  are 
in  order,  he  will,  on  application,  be  sup- 
plied with  food  and  lodging,  either  by  the 
police  or  by  agents  of  an  originallv  and 
still  largely  voluntary  association  known 
as  the  Intercantonai  I'nion  for  the  Relief 
of  Poor  Travelers,  and  will  if  po.ssible 
have  work  indicated  to   him. 

"The  Intercantonai  union  has  spread 
from  small  beginnings  over  more  than 
half  tlie  area  and  population  of  Switzer- 
land, now  covering  fourteen  out  of 
twenty-two  cantons.  It  supplies  every 
suitable  applicant  with  a  'traveler's  re- 
lief book."  in  which  his  name,  age  and 
occupation  are  entered.  Armed  with  this, 
with  valid  'papers  of  legitimation"  and 
with  duly  certified  evidence  that  he  has 
worked  for  an  employer  within  the  three 
preceding  months,  and  that  at  lu.ast  five 
days  have  elapsed  since  such  employ- 
ment ceased,  he  will  be  furnished  at  any 
office  connected  with  the  Intercantonai 
union  with  breakfast,  dinner,  supper 
and   lodging. 

"No  t;isk  whatever  Is  exacted  from  the 
person  thus  relieved.  He  has  his  whole 
day  in  which  to  look  for  employment; 
and  we  gather  that  the  agents  nf  the 
union,  and  the  police  at  whose  stations 
the  relief  offices  of  the  union  are  com- 
monly situated,  are  ready  to  give  any 
information  in  their  possession  as  to 
work  that  is  going  on  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. So  far  as  the  union  Is  concerned. 
its  relief  is  only  given  once  during  six 
months  to  the  same  traveler  at  the  .same 
station,  so  that  there  may  be  no  tempta- 
tion to  the  'work-shy'  to  loiter  about, 
DOsing  as  the  unsuccessful  work-seeker. 
But  in  the  canton  of  Zurich  there  are 
flfty-one  relief  offices  belonging  to  the 
union. 

•'Nearly  every  canton  has  one  or  more 
forced-labor  institutions  to  which  persons 
are    committed    by    the    councils    of   their 
respective    districts    for    habitual    drunk- 
enness or  failure  to  support  themselves  or 
their  families,  or  by  the  police  courts  for 
vagrancy    (or    wandering    from    place    to 
place    without    means    and    without    the 
object   of  obtaining  honest   employment).

The  super- 
stition was  investigated,  and  proved 
to  have  its  origin  in  a  mere  bit  of 
fiction.  Older  superstitions  were  looked 
up,  and.  to  the  surprise  of  almost 
everyone,  were  all  found  to  be  connect- 
ed with  the  gcod  luck  it  brought. 

Now  more  opals  are  sold— and  worn- 
each  year,  and  when  a  stone  dulls,  its 
wearer,  instead  of  flinging  it  awny  in 
po.sitive  fear,  takes  it  to  her  jeweler 
to  be  repolished. 

The  best  opals  come  from  Hungary 
and  Australia,  and  are  about  enual  in 
value,  though  Hungarian  opals  are  con- 
sidered  the  finer  of  the  two. 

From  Mexico  come  opals,  too— good 
ones,  but  not  to  be  com:>ared  with  the 
other  richer  stones. 

Scientists  say  that  the  colors  in 
opals  come  from  liny  fissures  in  the 
stone,  that  reflect  the  rays  of  light  as

In  olden  times,  people  called  it  the 
jewel  of  hope,  and  believed  that  every 
color  it  showed  was  borrowed  from 
some  other  stone  and  carried  the  other 
stone's  especial  goo  dluck  with  it. 
Opals  with  plenty  of  fire  carried  the 
ruby  luck,  that  of  courage  and 
strength;  green  tones  brought  emer- 
ald luck— faithfulness  and  renewal  of 
hope:   blue,   turquoise   luck,   pro.spenty. 

This  year  the  settings  have  got  away 
from  the  purely  fanciful,  and  gene 
over  to  plain  gold  settings.  Curious 
coils    of    snakes— symbolizing      wisdom

GREAT  PROSPERITY 

Is  Being:  Enjoyed  By  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia,  Oct.  3.— The  Wharton 
school  of  finance  and  commerce  of  th'^ 
university  of  Pennsylvania  was  for- 
mally opened  at  noon  today,  thus  com- 
pleting the  opening  of  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  university.  Friends  of  the 
vjniverslty  are  highly  gratified  at  tho 
progress  which  It  has  made  during  rh-i 
last  few  years.  The  entering  fresh- 
men class  is  the  largest  which  lias 
ever   been   admitted    to   the   university. 

In  consetiuence  of  the  unprecedented 
size  of  the  entering  class,  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  enlarge  the  faculties 
and  class  rooms,  the  notable  changes 
being  in  the  medical,  engineering  and 
Wharton  schools,  the  new  medical  lab- 
oratories Just  finished  and  the  engin- 
eering building  which  will  be  opened 
next  fall  being  the  finest  of  their  re- 
spective kind  to  be  found  in  the  Uni- 
ted States.  In  both  of  these  cases  the 
faculties  have  been  enlarged  and  com- 
pletely reorganized,  putting  them  in  a 
position  to  furnish  ample  instruction. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  Whar- 
ton school,  for  which  new  accommoda- 
tions have  been  provided  by  the  trus- 
tees of  the   university. 

No  department  of  the  university  has 
enjoyed  greater  prosperity  In  recent 
years  than  the  Wharton  school.  Start- 
ing in  1881  with  a  faculty  of  1,  and. a 
student  body  of  2,  the  school  has  stead- 
ily grown  until,  in  1903,  its  faculty 
numbered  15  specialists  who  were  en- 
gaged in  instructing  187  students.

We  thus  see.  on  th*?  sur- 
face, the  curious  anomaly  of  an  alarm- 
ingly decreasing  Import  list  In  a  non-pro- 
ducing land  (exclusive  of  mining)  and  an 
Increasing  sum  of  mineral  exports.  This 
situation  Is.  of  course,  due  to  the  disturb- 
ing influence  of  the  war  putting  a  period 
to  gold  mining,  which  had  to  reassert  it- 
self, while  leaving  all  the  demands  for 
administration  and  population  not  only 
entire,  but  enl.-^rged. 

"It  is  obvious  that  until  the  gold  Indus- 
try produces  Its  pre-war  figures,  and  in 
fact  exceeds  them,  the  apparent  anomaly 
of  falling  trade  with  Increa.sed  exports 
will  continue.  The  absolute  dependence 
of  South  Africa  upon  the  mines  has  been 
often  pointed  out  in  these  columns,  and

The  failure 
of  the  fiscal  returns  may  be  ea.<Mly  traced 
as  due  to  two  causes— firstly,  the  natural 
return  to  normal  times  after  a  couole  of 
vears  of  denudation  of  stocks,  followed  by 
haste  to  replenish;  secondly,  to  the  failure 
of  the  mining  Inclustry  to  Pll,  within  a 
reasonable  nerion  after  the  w.-»r.  that 
sphere  of  reproductive  and  radiative  ac- 
tlvitv made  acant  by  its  sudden  cessa- 
tion."

No  place 
could  be  more  suitable  than  this  high- 
hearted citv,  which  has  been  for  nearly 
30(»  vears  the  birthplace  and  the  he»me 
of  every  idea  of  progress  and  enlighten- 
ment which  lias  germinated  in  the  West- 
em  world,  To  bid  you  welcome  to  the 
home  of  Vane,  of  Winthrop  and  Adams,  of 
Channing  and  Emerson,  is  to  give  you  the 
freedom  of  no  mean  city,  to  make  you 
partakers  of  a  suiritual  inheritance  with- 
out which,  witfi  all  our  opulence,  we 
should  be  poor,  indeed.  It  is  true  that  thi^ 
great  commonwealth  has  .sought  with  the 
sword,  peace  under  liberty.  We  confess 
that  many  wars  have  left  their  traces  in 
the  pages  of  its  history  and  its  literature; 
art  has  adorned  the  public  places  of  this 
stately  town  with  the  statues  of  its  heroic 
sons.  But  the  dominant  note  of  its 
highest  culture,  its  most  persistent  spir- 
it has  been  that  righteousnes  which  ex- 
alteth  a  nation,  that  obedience  to  the  in- 
ner light  which  lends  along  the  paths  of 
peace.  .  ^   . 

And  the  policy  of  the  nation  at  large, 
which  owes  so  much  of  its  civic  spirit  to 
the  founders  of  New  England,  has  been 
in  the  main  a  policy  of  peace.  During  the 
1''0  years  of  our  independent  exictence  wc 
have  had  but  three  wars  with  the  outside 
world,  though  we  have  had  a  most  griev- 
ous and  dolorous  struggle  with  our  own 
people.  We  have  had,  1  think,  a  greater 
relative  immunity  from  war  than  any  of 
our  neighbors.  All  our  greatest  men 
have  been  earnest  advocates  of  peace. 

There  has  been  no  solution  of  continuity 
in  the  sentiments  of  cur  presidents  on 
this  subject  up  to  this  day.  McKinley  de- 
i  lored  with  every  pul.se  of  his  honest  and 
kindly  heart  the  advent  of  the  war  which 
he  had  hoped  might  not  come  in  his  day, 
and  gladly  hailed  the  earliest  moment  for 
making  peace;  and  President  Roosevelt 
has  shown  the  same  tireless  energy  in  the 
work  of  concord  that  he  displayed  when 
he  sought  peace  and  ensued  it  on  the  field 
of  battle.  No  presidents  In  our  history 
hive  been  so  faithful  and  so  efficient  as 
the  last  tw<t  in  the  cause  of  arbitration 
and  of  every  peaceful  settlement  of  dif- 
ferences. 1  mention  them  together  be- 
cause their  work  has  been  harmonious  and 
consistent.

The  effort  of  Republican  papers  to  make  of  Mr. 
Bryan  a  secret  enemy  of  his  party  must  fail  in  view  of 
his  public  utterances.  Republicans  who  hoped  and 
prayed  that  he  would  bolt,  if  unsuccessful  at  the  St. 
Louis  convention,  are  plainly  disappointed. 
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WHAT  WILL  THEY  DO? 

The  legislative  candidates  of  each  district  ought  to 
get  together  and  formulate  a  platform  and  thus  inform 
the  people  exactly  what  they  propose  to  do  in  case  they 
are  elected  to  the  legislature.  There  are  several  import- 
ant matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  Northern  Minne- 
sota which  are  pressing  for  solution  and  it  is  not  fair  to 
the  people  to  ask  them  to  send  representatives  to  the 
legislature  without  knowing  something  about  how  these 
representatives  stand  on  these  important  issues. 

The  organ  of  the  Republican  party  in  this  city  has 
been  persistent  in  demanding  that  candidates  for  the 
legislature  should  pledge  themselves  to  vote  for  the  re- 
election of  Senator  Clapp,  but  has  never  uttered  a  word 
concerning  the  need  of  learning  their  sentiments  on 
matters  ot  vastly  more  importance  to  the  people  of  their 
several  districts. 

For  instance,  how  do  these  candidates  stand  on  the 
matter  of  municipal  ownership?  Are  they  disposed  to 
assist  the  city  in  maintaining  its  rights  or  are 
ing  to  vote  for  any  measure  that  the  public-service  cor 
poratious  may  demand?  How  do  they  view  the  question 
of  state  drainage,  which  is  of  vital  importance  to  the 
development  of  the  agricultural  lands  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  state?  How  do  they  stand  on  the  matter  of 
state  aid  for  good  roads?  Is  it  not  a  shame  that  there  is 
no  decent  highway  between  Duluth  and  the  Twin  Cit- 
ies? What  would  they  do  toward  the  construction  of 
such  a  highway?  Hundreds  of  automobiles  are  now 
owned  in  Minnesota.  Why  would  it  not  be  a  matter 
of  benefit  to  Duluth  and  the  entire  intervening  territory 
if  the  owMiers  of  these  machines  were  to  find  a  decent 
roadway  from  the  Twin  Cities  to  Duluth?  Would  not 
such  a  road  have  a  tendency  to  encourage  agricultural 
and  other'industries?  What  would  they  do  to  promote 
the  building  of  roads  in  the  new^  agricultural  districts? 

How  do  these  candidates  stand  with  regard  to  state 
agricultural  lands?  Are  they  satisfied  to  have  matters 
go  on  as  they  are  to  work  injury  to  the  settlers  of 
Northern  Minnesota?  Or  will  they  make  efforts  to  so 
revise  the  laws  regarding  state  lands  that  settlement  will 
be  encouraged  and  development  promoted? 

How  will  they  vote  on  matters  of  taxation?  Will 
they  favr  the  present  unjust  system  or  will  they  seek  to 
revise  the  laws  so  that  those  who  reap  the  most  benefit 
will  be  compelled  to  bear  their  rightful  share  of  the 
burdens? 

Will  they  vote  for  repeal  of  the  primary  law  at  the 
behest  of  machine  politicians  or  will  they  seek  to  so  re- 
vise the  law  as  to  do  away  with  its  defects?  Do  they 
favor  extension  of  the  direct  nomination  system  to  all 
state  officials,  or  will  they  seek  to  deprive  the  people  of 
this  privilege? 

All  these  and  other  questions  should  be  answered 
frankly  and  fully  by  the  several  candidates  before  the 
people  are  asked  to  go  to  the  polls  and  vote  them  into 
office.  If  they  refuse  to  make  satisfactory  answers  to 
these  questions  it  is  not  yet  too  late  for  the  people  to 
select  independent  candidates  who  will  do  something  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  section  and  of  the  state. 


SAVE  THE  BIRDS.  BOYS. 

It  is  a  great  temptation  to  the  boy  with  a  sling-shot 
or  rifle  to  shoot  at  the  song  birds  that  come  down  from 
the  north  during  the  fall.  The  desire  to  shoot  at  some- 
thing is  inherited  by  nearly  every  boy  and  the  song- 
bird makes  the  most  interesting  mark.  Any  one  who 
was  ever  a  boy  himself  knows  how  that  is.  But  it  is 
wrong.  It  is  a  result  of  thoughtlessness,  but  wrong, 
nevertheless. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  maudlin  sentiment  expended 
over  this  matter  of  killing  birds  and  animals,  much  of  it 
very  unreasonable.  But  no  creature  should  be  injured  or 
killed  simply  for  the  fun  of  slaying.  If  an  animal  or  a 
bird  is  of  more  value  to  humanity  dead  than  alive,  for 
food,  raiment  or  adornment,  there  should  be  no  hesita- 
tion about  taking  its  life.  But  it  should  always  be  done 
in  the  most  humane  way  possible.  The  shooting  at  song- 
birds ror  pastime  is  neitlier  humane  nor  just.  They  arc 
of  great  benefit  to  humanity  alive.  They  are  of  no  value 
or  of  comparatively  small  value  when  dead.  Boys  should 
be  instructed  to  give  a  thought  to  this  and  to  regulate 
their  sporting  instincts  in  accordance  with  this  rule.  Be- 
sides they  should  be  told  that  the  shooting  of  small  birds 
is  against  the  law. 

Then,  too,  the  shooting  at  birds  with  sling-shots  and 
air  guns  often  wounds  the  birds  sorely,  but  leaves  them 
alive  to  suffer.  That  is  certainly  a  great  and  grievous 
wrong.  When  you  do  kill,  use  a  weapon  that  will  kill 
instantly  and  humanely.  But  always  try  to  avoid  killing 
those  creatures  which  are  of  no  injury  and  which  are 
of  great  benefit  to  humanity  if  they  are  permitted  to  live. 
And,  boys,  whatever  you  do,  be  careful  not  to  torture 
anything.    That  is  barbarism. 


HEALTHY  SCHOOL  ROOMS. 

The  attention  of  The  Herald  has  been  called  to  a 
matter  that  should  receive  early  consideration  of  the 
board  of  education.  It  is  claimed  that  janitors  and 
teachers  are  instructed  to  keep  all  school  room  windows 
and  doors  tightly  closed  during  school  hours,  the  infer- 
I  ence  being  that  draughts  are  unhealthful  and  that  the 
system  of  ventilation  used  in  the  schools  is  sufficient  to 
keep  the  air  fresh,  pure  and  healthful. 

The  fact  is  that  because  of  the  enforcement  of  this 
rule  the  school  rooms  often  become  super-heated,  espe- 
cially during  the  warm  days  of  early  fall,  and  both 
pupils  and  teachers  suffer  much  discomfort  and  probable 
injury  to  health  as  a  result. 

It  is  a  fallacy  that  fresh  air  will  injure  anybody.  Even 
draughts  are  entirely  harmless  unless  the  temperature 
of  the  individual  exposed  to  the  draught  is  much  above 
normal.  The  idea  of  compelling  teachers  and  pupils  to 
sit  in  stuffy  and  over-heated  school  rooms  is  all  wrong. 

The  confinement  of  large  numbers  of  children  in 
schools  unquestionably  makes  a  school  room  a  source 
of  danger  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases.  Plenty 
of  fresh  air,  sunlight  and  cleanliness  overcome  this  dan- 
ger. The  teacher  should  be  permitted  to  use  individual 
judgment  in  the  matter  of  opening  windows  or  doors. 

The  Illinois  state  board  of  health  has  ben  making  a 
special  study  of  the  cause  and  prevention  of  consump- 
tion. The  board  has  just  issued  the  third  revised  edition 
of  its  pamphlet  dealing  with  this  inatter.  One  of  the 
very  first  warnings  of  the  board  is.  "Do  not  be  afraid  of 
draughts." 

The  school  board  should  obtain  copies  of  this  cir- 
cular and  place  one  in  the  hands  of  every  teacher  and 
janitor  with  instructions  to  closely  observe  the  rules 
governing  ventilation  and  cleansing  of  school  rooms. 
Among  the  most  important  of  these  rules  are  the  follow- 
ing; Nobody  known  to  be  afflicted  with  consumption 
should  be  permitted  to  attend  schoool.  The  school 
room  should  be  well  ventilated  and  flushed  with  fresh 
air  during  intermissions  by  opening  windows  and  doors. 
Children  should  not  be  permitted  to  spit  on  the  floor  or 
to  use  slates,  pencils  or  any  article  belonging  to  another 
which  is  liable  to  be  placed  in  the  mouth.  Drinking  cups 
should  always  be  rinsed  before  using.  It  is  advised  to 
have  drinking  faucets  with  upward  flow  from  which  chil- 
dren can  drink  directly.  If  this  plan  is  not  practicable, 
the  individual  drinking  cup  is  recommended. 

Unclean,  dusty  floors  harbor  disease  germs.  The 
floors  should  be  scrubbed  frequently  and  the  furniture 
and  window  ledges  washed  with  some  disinfectant.  The 
floors  should  be  wet  before  sweeping  with  sawdust  sat- 
urated with  Standard  Disinfectant  No.  3.  which  is  inex- 
pensive, and  the  entire  schoool  room  should  be  disinfect- 
ed at  least  once  every  three  months. 

Children  should  be  instructed  to  breathe  through 
their  nostrils.  Cramped  and  stooped  postures  of  pupils 
should  be  corrected,  and  can  best  be  overcome  by  prop- 
erly constructed  scats  and  desks  suited  to  the  size  of  the 
child. 

Let  in  plenty  of  air  and  sunlight.  These  are  the  best 
medicines  in  nature's  storehouse  and  their  liberal  use 
will  do  much  to  prevent  disease  of  all  kinds  and  espe- 
cially fortify  the  child  against  that  dread  white  scourge, 
which  is  now  such  a  terrible  affliction  to  the  human  race.

New  York  American:  The  members  of 
the  Pen"nsylvania  Liquor  Dealers'  associ- 
ation h.ave  invited  Bishop  Potter  to  ad- 
dress them.  Tho.se  who  have  criticised 
Bishop  Potter  for  being  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  Subway  tavern  recite  the 
fact  of  the  invitation  in  great  glee.  They 
hold  it  to  be  a  vindication  of  their  criti- 
cism. "Bishop  Potter  is  one  of  us,"  is 
what  they  say  the  Pennsylvania  liquor 
dealers  say. 

Maybe  the  Liquor  Dealers'  association 
sent  the  Invitation  as  a  sort  of  a  joke. 

Suppose  Bishop  Potter  does  accept  the 
invitation.  This  a  free  country,  and  bis- 
hops are  not  curtailed  by  virtue  of  tnelr 
office  from  exercising  any  free  man's 
right. 

Bishop  Potter  Is  engaged  In  the  bu.=;ines3 
of  trying  to  make  men  better.  The  bish- 
op, the  preacher,  the  priest  and  tho  rabbi 
appeal  to  the  soul.  They  should  not  be 
particular  whether  that  soul  Is  in  the 
body  of  an  eminently  respectable  million- 
aire of  high  social  position  or  in  the  body 
of  the  derelict  lying  in  the  gutter. 

But,  to  be  practical,  suppose  Bi.-=hop 
Potter  does  go  over  to  address  the  men 
who  hire  the  barkeepers;— then  what? 

He  could  do  a  lot  of  good.  He  would 
get  close  to  the  men  who  get  closer  to 
their  customers  than  any  other  class  of 
tradesmen,  and  who  exercise  a  great  in- 
fluence over  them,  either  for  good  or  evil. 
Bishop  Potter  might  say  to  them: 
"You  have  the  power  of  stopping  minors 
from  drinking  by  refusing  to  sell  young 
men  and  young  women  liquor.  Suppose 
you  try  it. 

'You  should  never  sell  liquor  to  a  little 
girl  or  hiyy  whose  parents  have  sent  them 
to  your  place  of  business  for  a  can  of 
beer. 

"You  should  never  sell  liquor  to  a  per- 
son whom  you  know  to  be  an  habitual 
drunkard. 

"You  should  refuse  liquor  to  a  person 
already  drunk. 

"You  should  clear  loafers  out  of  your 
saloons. 

"You  should  not  permit  your  saloons  to 
be  refuges   for  dissolute   persons. 

"Y'ou  should  make  your  saloon  as  little 
as  possible  the  occasion  of  sin. 

"You  should  continue  to  be  charitable, 
for  though  you  personally  may  not  be 
at  fault,  many  people  become  objects  of 
charity   through  drink. 

"You  can  still  do  a  proinaoie  buslne.ss 
by  encouraging  heavy  drinkers  to  become 
temperate  In  the  use  of  liquors." 

And  If  the  liquor  dealers  jumped  to 
their  feet  and  promi.sed  these  things  tho 
joke  would  be  on  those  who  have  been 
busy  finding  fault  with  the  bishop. 

Advice  like  this  would  h.ave  great  force 
coming  from  a  man  of  eminent  character, 
unselllsh,  and  engaged  solely  In  the  busi- 
ness of  trvliig  to  help  people  to  be  better. 
The  founder  of  the  Christian  system  ap- 
pealed to  all  classes.

Wadena  Pioneer  Journal:  There  are 
indications  that  the  fiext  legislature  will 
attempt  to  tinker  the  primary  election 
law.  Some  members  have  been  nominated 
and  will  be  elected  who  are  in  favor  of 
extending  the  workings  of  the  law  to  all 
state  offices,  while  there  are  others  who 
are  in  favor  of  wiping  out  the  present 
law  entirely  and  returning  to  the  old  con- 
vention system.  Good  arguments  can  un- 
doubtedly be  made  in  .support  of  either 
step,  but  on  the  whole  It  seems  to  the 
Pioneer  Journal  that  the  principle  of  the 
primary  election  law  is  right.  A  primary 
election  law  places  absolutely  within  the 
hands  of  the  individual  voter  the  power 
to  make  direct  nominations  and  direct 
issues.  If  In  some  Instances,  as  no  doubt 
is  too  often  the  case,  a  majority  of  the 
people  In  a  certain  district  or  state  abuse 
this  Power  and  place  into  office  unfit  men, 
it  is  the  fault  of  the  people  rather  than 
the  system.  Just  as  long  as  the  people 
allow  paid  politicians  or  newspaper  or- 
gans established  for  selfish  purposes  to 
mislead  them,  just  so  long  will  any  sys- 
tem of  making  party  nominations  prove  a 
failure  in  many  respects. 

Wabasha  Herald:  It  must  be  a  matter 
of  considerable  satisfaction  to  the  pine 
thief  who  steals  pine  from  the  state,  that 
the  worst  that  can  come  to  him.  if  caught 
stealing,  is  to  pay  for  such  an  amount  of 
pine  as  he  confesses  to  have  stolen.

New  York,  Oct.  3.— Hon.  Carl  Schurz 
has  written  a  letter  to  the  Parker  In- 
dependent club  expressing  his  views 
on  some  of  the  subjects  at  present  un- 
der public  discussion  and  stating^  why 
he  believes  the  American  people  will 
act  wisely  in  makingr  Alton  B.  Parker 
their  president.  On  the  evils  of  high 
protection,    Mr.   Schurz   says: 

Having  started  out  In  public  activity 
with  the  Republican  party  in  the  eart- 
liest  days  of  its  youth.  I  remained  its 
enthusiastic  adherent  so  long:  as  it  was 
the  party  of  liberty  and  human  rights

Tlie  work  of  the  Star  of  Hope  workers 
is  v^ry  broad.  They  not  only  visit  the 
slums  of  the  city,  the  prisons,  the  hos- 
pitals    but   also   the   .saloons. 

Mrs.  Callahan  gave  several  instance? 
of  poor  people  .starving  in  the  midst  of 
plenty  for  the  actual  necessaries  of  life. 
"In  the  prisons."  continued  Mrs.  Cal- 
lahan, "we  meet  with  old  men.  young

"Japan  is  a  poor  country,  for  her 
resources  are  slight.  Yet  the  Japan- 
ese did  not  wish  to  seek  financial  aid 
when  the  trouble  arose  with  Russia, 
but  preferred  to  trust  to  themselves." 
The  meeting  closed  with  an  address 
by  T.  Jaynes,  of  Minneapolis,  who  made 
an  appeal  for  contributions  to  the  state 
union  that  a  traveling  secretary  might 
be   maintained.

London,  Oct.  3.— The  annals  of  crime  af- 
ford no  more  thrilling  or  gruesome  scenes 
than  those  in  which  John  Lee.  now  about 
to  be  released  after  twenty  years  of  penal 
servitude,  was  an  actor.  A  servant,  he 
was  convicted  of  murdering  his  mistress 
an  elderlv  woman  of  Devonshire.  Th<- 
n>oiive  suggested  was  that  she  had  re- 
duced his  wages  12  cents  a  week. 

When  placed  on  the  scaffold  and  the 
lever  was  pulled,  the  trap  refused  to 
work.     Again  the  lever  was  pulled  with- 


out avail.     Then  the  hangman   and  war- 
den,  standing   each  side  of  Lee.    trie  I  to 
force    the    trap    down,    but    failed.     With 
the    rope    around    his    neck.       Lee       was 
I  marched    aside,    when    the    trap    Immcd- 
I  iatelv  opened.     Lee   wa.*^   again   placed   in  1 
I  position  and  again  all  efforts  of  tlie  hang- 
'.  man  and  two  wardens  failed  to  force  tin  ( 
!  trap   open,    and   amid   a   scene   of   terrible ; 
excitement,    during    which    one       warden  ; 
fainted,    the   condemned    man    was    again , 
marches  off.  when  the  trap  again  worked 
without   difficulty. 

A  third  time  this  awful  scene  was  en- 
acted with  the  same  result,  and  the 
sheriff,  unabie  to  bear  the  strain  any 
longer,  ordered  that  the  procedMngs  stop. 
On  the  facts  being  reported  to  the  home 
secretary,  he  committed  I^e's  sen- 
tence to  penal  servitude  for  life. 

Ix-e  himself  acted  like  a  dazed  man. 
allowing  himself  to  be  led  backward  and 
forw.nrd  m<  chanically.  The  only  words 
he  uttered  were,  "I  am  Innocent." 

No  satisfactory  explanatinn  of  the  fail- 
ure of  the  trap  was  ever  given.  Tliere 
was  a  story  that  a  white  pigeon  fluttered 
around  the  staffold  during  the  abortive 
attempts  to  hang  him. 

JUDGl^CANT 

IS  CALLED 

To  Supreme  Court  Bench 
on  Election  Ticket  Man- 
damus Proceedings. 

Judge  W.  A.  Cant,  of  the  district 
court  bench  of  the  Eleventii  judicial 
district,  which  Includes  St.  L<ouis 
county,  has  been  called  to  occupy  the 
supreme  court  bench  with  (^llef  Justice 
•titart,  Associate  Justice  Douglas  and 
two  other  district  court  judges,  to  hear 
the  mandamus  proceedings  instituted 
against  Secretary  of  State  Hanson,  who 
has  been  cited  to  appear  Wednesday, 
Oct.  5,  and  show  cause  why  the  words 
"Republican-Democrat"  shall  not  b3 
placed  following  the  name  of  Calvin 
S.  Brown,  as  a  candidate  for  the  su- 
preme court   bench   of   Minnesota. 

The  situation  is  somewhat  extraor- 
dinary, there  being  no  former  instance 
in  the  history  of  the  state  when  .x 
district  court  judge  was  called  to  oc- 
cupy the  supreme  court  bench  in  liiu 
of  one  of  the  supreme  court  justices. 

In  this  case  Justices  Lewis,  of  Du- 
luth, and  Lovely  and  Brown,  throuarh 
their  interest  in  the  case,  being  can- 
didates for  re-election,  were  disqualified 
to  hear  the  proceedings  and  three  dis- 
trict court  judgesvvere  drafted  for  th3 
purpose.  The  selection  of  Judge  Cant 
is  a  testimonial  of  the  esteem  in  whicn 
he  is  held  and  the  regard  given  for 
his  ability  among  the  ustices  of  the 
higher  tribunal.  The  other  district 
court  judges  that  have  been  summoned 
are  Judge  Brill,  of  St.  Paul,  Judge 
Brown,  of  Luverne,  and  Judge  Brcoks, 
of  Minneapolis.  It  Is  stated  that  one 
of  these  three  last  mentioned  will  de- 
cline to  serve  and  that  Judge  Cant, 
who  was  among  the  first  selected  will 
be  asked  to  act. 

The  mandamus  proceedings  against 
Secretary    Hanson    were    instituted    by 


Frank  Day,  chairman  of  the  Demo- 
cratic  state  central   committee. 

The  certificate  of  nomination  of  Judge» 
Brown  as  a  candidate  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  was  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state  last  week.  Assistant  Sec- 
retary of  State  Logan  refusing  to  put 
Justice  Brown's  name  on  the  ticket 
as  a,  candidate  of  the  Democratic  party 
though    accepting    the   certificate. 

The  refusal  of  the  secretary  of  state 
is  merely  a  matter  of  form  in  order 
to  make  a  test  case  as  to  the  law 
v.hlch  prohibits  a  candidate  from  ap- 
pearing  on    both   tickets. 

Attorney  General  Donahower  will  re- 
present the  secretary  of  state  and  J. 
W.  Arctander  and  Judge  H.  C.  Beldera 
will  represent  the  Democratic  commit- 
tee. 


MADE  YOUNG 
BY  REGRESSION 

A  Hypnotized  Woman  Acts 
as  She  Did  In  Baby- 
hood. 

Paris,  Oct.  3.— Col.  A.  De  Rochas  has 
discovered  how  to  make  a  woman  believe 
she  has  lived  ten,  twenty,  thirty  years 
fewer  than  those  which  have,  in  reality, 
slivered  her  hair  and  stolen  her  teeth. 
Not  by  decking  herself  with  furbelowa 
nor  daubing  herself  with  rougp.  Simply 
by  submitting  to  bein^  hypnotized. 

Col.  De  Rochas.  who  has  been  long  a 
recognized  authority  on  occultism  and 
psychological  phenomena,  has  been  inves- 
tigating what  he  calls  "the  phenomena  of 
tiie  regression  of  memory." 

He  tinds  that  he  can  carry  back  a 
hynotlzed  woman  to  any  period  of  her 
existence,  even  to  Infancy.  And  she  will 
exhibit  the  characteristics  of  the  age  at 
which  she  Imagines  she  is  living. 

He  hynotlzed  a  woman  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  whose  mother  died  twenty-six 
years  ago.  He  told  his  subject  she  wae 
nine  years  old.  She  lamented  that  her 
beloved  parent  had  expired  the  day  before, 
and  that  her  father  was  about  to  yena 
her  to  Grenoble  that  she  might  learu 
to  sew  and   cook. 

Then  the  hypnotist  ordered  his  rejuve- 
nated patient  to  become  six  years  old.' 
She  thought  she  was  taking  care  of  her 
little  sister  in  the  garden  of  her  home 
and  was  entirely  happy,  while  at  D» 
Rochas"  command  she  retrogre.ssed  still 
further;  to  her  babyhood.  Then  she  cried 
pitifully  when  he  pinched  her  arm,  and 
she  took  much  pleasure  in  playing  witi» 
her  toes.  ,  ^  ^ 

At  each  stage  the  moral  n.ature  of  Da 
Rochas'  subjects  is  exactly  that  of  the 
age  in  whicli  they  live  for  the  moment. 
So  that,  thanks  to  hypnotism,  a  widow  of 
forty  can,  without  hypocrisy,  assume  the 
innocence  of  a  girl  of  sixteen.

Commission  Is  Deliglited 

Willi  Report  of  George 

Elilc's  Party. 

It  Indicates  Tliat  a  Tide- 
water Canal  Can  Be 
Secured,

"Washington.  Oct.  3.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Mombers  of  the  Panama 
cai  al  rominis.sion  are  delighted  with 
the  report  that  comes  from  Chicago 
that  George  Ehle  and  a  party  of  young 
college  men.  who  have  been  on  an  en- 
gineering tour  in  Panama,  have  dis- 
covered such  geographical  conditions 
on  the  Isthmus  as  to  warrant  the  belief 
that  the  Charges  river  can  be  diverted 
so  as  to  make  a  tidewater  canal  pos- 
sible. The  great  difficulty  in  construct- 
ing a  waterway  between  the  two 
oceans  has  been  that  of  locks.  The 
French  engineers  who  had  charge  of 
the  work  tried  for  lifteen  years

vise  some  mean.-s  by  which  the  Ireach-  !  gj^^  ^f 
«rous    river    could    be    diverted    to    the  \  ^j^j 
PaciHc.     But   owing   to  apparently   in-  | 
surmountable  obstacles  in   the   way  of 
mountains  they  abandoned  the  plan  of  ■ 
building    a    tide    water   canal     and     in  : 
their    drawings    i)rovided    fur    a    series  I 
of   locks,    the  estimated   cost    of   which  ! 
approxixnates     thirty-six      millions     of . 
dollars.      The    Ehle    plan,    as    it    is    al-  ^ 
ready    designated,    seems    to   have    the 
approval    of    Chief    Engineer    Wallace  | 
and   its  success  mean«   a   saving  of  at  I 
least    twenty    million    dollars      to     the  | 
canal   fund.     But  the   most 
result  will  be  the  material  reduction  in 
the  time  required  to  complete  the  great 
dit<h   if.   as  now   seems   likely,   the   ex- 
pensive  cumbersome   lock   system    can 
be  climated  from  the  plan. 

Not  only  will  the  tide  water  canal 
result  in  a  great  saving  in  the  aggre- 
gate cost  of  uniting  the  two  oceans 
but  tlie  elimation  of  the  locks  will 
materially  reduce  the  time  required 
for  the  transit  of  vessels  from  ocean 
to  ocean.  It  will  be  recalled  that  one 
of  the  strongest  arguments  made  by 
the  advocates  of  the  Nicaraugua  route, 
and  especially  the  able  presentation 
of  that  route  by  Senator  Morgan,  was 
that  ihe  northern  way  could  be  con- 
structed so  as  to  avoid  the  expensive 
operation  of  locking  ves.'^ls  from  one 
level  to  another.  The  discoveries  of 
the  Ehle  party  therefore  seems  to 
have  deiirlved  the  advocates  of  the 
Kicaraugua  route  of  then-  strongest 
argument.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
commission  to  follow  up  the  report  of 
Mr.  Ehle's  party  by  thorough  survey 
and  work  upon  this  survey  will  begin 
immediately. 

Chief    Engineer     Wallace     does     not 
share  the  fearg  expres.^ed  by  so  many 
persons  as  to  the  difficulties  of  secur- 
ing   labors    for    the    canal.

ter  as   w  ill  be  needed  by   the   war   de-  j 
partment  as  soon  as  the  control  of  the 
omal    shall    be    turned    over      to     that 
branch    of     the      federal      government. 
From  reports  received   up  to  the  pres- 
ent t'me  the  indications  are  that  there 
will     be    far    less    sickness    along    the 
canal   zone  than  was  anticipated.    The 
most    approved    sanitary    devices    will 
be   adopted   and    the   utmost    care    will 
be  taken   of  the  health  of  the  laborers 
bv  iho  authorities.     It  is  apparent  now 
tlint    the   enormous   loss    of   life    which 
vns    remarked    during    the    regime    of 
the  French   company  might  have  been 
avoided   if  one  half  of  the  precautions 
had    been    taken    by    that    corporation 
which     have     already    been    placed    in 
operation   by     the     American     authori- 
ties.

The  Gurney  case  is  closed.  Another 
diplomatic  tempest  in  a  teapot  has 
be<^n  stilled.  The  judge  who  fmed  the 
rapid  diplomat  has  apologized  to  the 
governor  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  The  governor  has  apol- 
ogized on  behalf  of  his  state  to  the 
Plate  department,  and  the  state  depart- 
ment in  turn  has  apologized  to  the 
British  ambassador. 

Mr.  Gurney.  however,  has  still  to 
ifetllo  with  the  foreign  office  in  I^ondon. 
He  made  a  blunder,  and  a  diplomatic 
blunder  Is  on  a  par  with  an  undiplo- 
matic crime.  Mr.  Gumey's  usefulness 
as  a  member  of  the  diplomat  in 
AVa.shington.  at  least,  ife  ended.  He 
will,  without  doubt,  be  ordered  back  to 
England.  The  general  opinion  in  diplo- 
matic circles  is  that  the  young  man 
v.iil  be  sriven  an  indetinite  leave  of 
absence  and.  that  his  name  will  even- 
tuallv  be  stricken  from  the  British  dip- 
lon.atic  list.     It   is  not  surprising   that 


the  Massachusetts  justice  of  the  peace 
was  so  illy  versed  in  international  law 
as  to  fail  to  realize  that  the  statutes  of 
Massachusetts  do  not  apply  to  the  per- 
son   of    a    foreign    monarch,    and      Mr.

But   in 
every  case  these  little  affairs  have  been 
hushed   up.     This   was  even   true   when 
H    policeman   arrested   a   South  Ameri- 
can   minister    for    indecent    conduct    in 
the  most  fashionable  part  of  Washing- 
ton.    The   policeman     was     dismissed. 
The  minister  was  recalled,  and  subse- 
quently   the    policeman    was    called    to 
the    state    department    by    Mr.    Blaine, 
who  found  a  position  for  him,  commen- 
ded him  for  his  action,  and  that  police- 
man is  still  in  the  state  department. 

Secretary  Gurney  committed  a  breaca 
of  the  state  law  of  Massachusetts 
when  he  speeded  hs  auitomobile  beyond 
the  limit.  He  committed  a  diplomatic 
crime  when  he  so  far  forgot  h<ms^)f 
as  to  publicly  question  the  right  of  the 
judge  to  line  him.  Perhaps  the  judg^.- 
erred  but  he  is  already  forgiven.  Gur- 
ney, however,  will  probably  never  oe 
forgiven  or  if  he  is.  it  will  bt;  at  the 
end  of  a  very  long  vacation.

For  many  years,  or  up  until  the  Mc- 
Klnley  administration,  educators,  par- 
ticularly of  the  East,  insisted  upon  the 
reservation  boarding  school  with  rac- 
tlcal  lessons  in  manual  training  and 
husbandry  as  the  salvation  for  the  In- 
dian. Boarding  schools  were  estab- 
lished and  while  they  continue  as  cer- 
tain factors  in  the  education  of  the  red 
men,  practical  educators  like  Miss  Reel 
and  others  that  have  come  out  of  the 
West  are  contending  for  the  day  school 
as  against  the  reservation  boarding 
school.  Upon  the  question  of 
.school   instruction   Miss   Reel  says 
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that

IMPERI.A.LISM. 
The-se     and     many   other     unwarranted 
things  that  belong  more  to  an  empire  than 
a  republic,  have  occurred  under  the  pres- 
ent   administration,    and      brought     deep 
concern    and    alarm    to    thoughtful    and 
patriotic   minds.     They  must  be  regarded 
as    the    first    fruits    of    imperialism,    and 
show    how    fast    we    are    drifting    toward 
absolutism    and    centralized     power.    The 
effect  of  the  imperialistic  tendency  of  the 
Republican  party  upon  our  foreign  affairs

Its  powers  are  first 
exercised  in  far  off  territory  a;id  oa  con- 
qure*!    p'oplo,    but   once    adopted    for    ac- 
quired and  distant  possessions,  it  becomes 
sooner  or  later,  the  rule  of  the  home  gov- 
ernment.   I>iberty    and     free     government 
have  always   been  secureil   at  the  cost  ot 
great    .<5acriflces,    but    hi.story    teaches    us 
that  both  can  be  ca.sily  lost  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  people. 
TARIFF. 
Our    federal    constitution   has    appropri- 
ated to  the  exclusive   use  ot   the   genedal 
government  the  power  of  indirect  taxation 
covered    by    tlie    popular    designation    of 
"tariff   duties."    In    excluding    the   states 
from  this  domain  of  taxation,  there  Is  an 
nimplied    and    wise   partition    of   the    tax- 
ing power  between  the  states  and  the  fel- 
eral    govprlnmont.        Except    in    the    exi- 
gences of  war  the  taxing  power  has  been 
exercised   by   congress   largely   in    the   di- 
rection of  the   Imposition   of   duties   upon 
imports.    No  one  expects   to   change   this 
arrangement,    which    lias   proven   so   con- 
venient to  the  general  government  and  so 
conducive    to   the    interests    of    the    states 
resort  to  other  sources  of  revenue  is  left 
untrammek'd.      Indirect    taxation,      how- 
ever  convenient,   needs,   by   rea.son  of    Its 
indirectness,    to   be    watchfully     guarded, 
lest  abu.ses  should  attach  themselves  un- 
know  by  the  people. 

That  many  of  the  existing  tariff  rates 
are  evcessive  and  enable  poweiful  com- 
bination to  extort  unju.st  and  oppressive 
tribute  from  the  people  cannot  be  contro- 
verted. The  tariff  is  undoubtedly  too 
high  upon  such  articles  as  enables  the 
manufacturer  to  sell  his  products  abroad 
cheaper  than  at  home.  Steel  rails  are  a 
conspicuous  example  in  this  respect.  It 
is  admitted  that  ihey  are  beipg  made  for 
$15  a  ton.  A  few  years  ago  they  were 
freely  sold  in  this  country  at  $17  a  ton. 
They  are  now  selling  at  the  mills  here 
for  home  consumption  at  $28  a  ton.  and 
for  the  foreign  market  at  from  $1S  to  $22 
a  ton.  This  unjust  discrimination 
against  our  people  Is  made  po.sslble  only 
by  a  tariff  that  on  this  article  is  entirely 
too  high. 

The  average  selling  price  of  a  hundred 
articles,  taken  principally  from  the  iron 
and  steel  list,  is  found  to  be  about  '20  per 
cent  higher  in  this  country  than  abroad. 
Relief  from  these  conditions  will  only 
come  through  the  success  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party,  which  stands  for  a  wi.se. 
conservative  and  gradual  change  In  the 
tariff  laws,  which  will  equalize  the  bur- 
dens of  taxation  and  make  honest  com- 
petition possible.  But  in  making  such 
changes  its  purpose  will  bo  to  legislate 
with  a  due  regard  for  the  labor  and  capi- 
tal Involved  in  industrial  enterprises. 
TRUSTS. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  in 
United  States  between  200  and  30<)  com- 
binations of  capital  and  corpi.>rate  in- 
terests, known  as  trusts,  which  have 
grown  up  In  the  last  few  years  under  Re- 
publican rule.  Some  of  them  are  .«o  con- 
ducted as  to  be  pernicious  and  harmful 
to  the  general  interest.  With  the  power 
thev  are  able  to  exert  they  can  lessen 
eonipetltlon.  control  pries  and  regulate  to 
their  own  advantage  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand.  Individual  effort  is  helpless 
against  such  strong  rivals,  and  the  nat- 
ural right  of  all  persons  to  barter  and 
trade  is  unnaturally  restricted.  The  effort 
of  those  trusts  is  to  control  or  monopolize, 
and  these  monopolies,  when  unrestrained, 
seem  to  produce  conditions  which  bring 
about  strikes  and  disorders,  and  disturb 
the  business  affairs  of  the  country. 

LOCAU    SELF-GOVERNM  KNT. 

I.,ocal  self-government,  that  came  to  us 
not  as  the  gift  of  the  national  govern- 
ment, but  as  the  legitimate  outcome  of 
the  reserve  powers  of  the  states  and  of 
the  people.

'  standing  on  the  floor  which  covered 
the  newly  made  basement.  Just  as 
the  bishop  was  about  to  lay  the  stone 
a  section  of  the  flooring  about  forty 
feet  square  collapsed  dropping  twelve 
feet  and  carrying  with  it  the  bishou. 
the  clergy  and  about  fourteen  others. 
Many  were  trampled  on,  and  half 
suffocated.  Bishop  Beaven  was  caught 
in  the  crush,  but  was  able  to  save  him- 
self from  serious  inury.  He  was 
bruised  about  the  body  and  his  hand.-; 
were  scratched.  The  accident  was 
by  the  breaking  of  a  heavy 
wooden  girder  which  had  been  spliced. 
The  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner- 
stone was  indefinitely  postponed.

was  due  to  the  disease  being  conveyed  by 
tleas  from  infected  animals.  He  clearly 
shows  that  pigeons  and  fowls  suffer  from 
a  form  of  diphtheria,  and  are  infested 
with  lleas.  He  also  shows  that  the  cats 
of  the  neighborhood  congregate  wherever 
there  Is  a  pigeon  cote  ur  fowl  run,  and 
from  these  facts  he  deduces  that  the  cats 
bring  the  Infected  fleas  from  the  birds 
into  the  house,  and  thus  spread  the  dis- 
ease. 

Dr.  Thomas  Darling,  commissioner  of 
health  of  New  York,  does  not  hesitate  to 
say  that  contagious  diseases  are  spread 
by  dogs  and  cats  and  other  domestic 
pets. 

"1  always  believed,"  said  Dr.  Darling- 
ton the  other  day,  "that  dogs  and  cats 
and  other  domestic  animals  conveyed  con- 
tagious diseases.  There  has  been  some 
question  about  this  in  the  medical  faculty, 
but  as  far  as  1  am  concerned  1  have  no 
doubt  that  such  is  a  fact.  1  became  con- 
vinced of  this  during  my  private  practice, 
and  all  my  experience  in  the  past  has 
strengthzened  me  in  this  belief.  I  could 
select  cases  which  I  am  sure  originated 
from  pet  animals.  I  recall  one  case  in 
particular  where  the  dog  died  from  a 
sore  throat.  Two  children  In  the  family 
had  diphtheria,  and  1  suspected  that  the 
trouble  had  Its  origin  with  the  dog.  so  I 
examineil  its  throiit  and  found  it  with  all 
the  symptoms  of  diphtheria.  This  may 
have  been  a  mere  coincidence,  but  1  do 
not  belle\e  it  was,  for  1  have  since  found 
so  many  similar  cases  that  1  am  strongly 
Inclined  to  the  belief  that  diseases  can  be 
conveyed  in  this  way.

THEY  CARRY  DISEASE. 

Seience  Is  GettTng  After  the 
Cats  and  Dogs. 

Cats  and  dogs  are  now  believed  by  some 
of  the  most  eminent  medical  authorities 
on  both  sides  of  the  water  to  be  a  means 
of  spreading  contagious  diseases,  says 
the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  This  Is  regarded  as 
especially  true  in  the  congested  districts 
of  large  cities,  where  domesticated  ani- 
mals are  allowed  to  roam  freely  from 
one  home  to  another  and  are  petted  and 
plaved  with  bv  children.  So  thoroughly 
convinced  are  the  health  officers  of  Lon-

conveyed  in  that  manner.  It  has  been 
said  that  90  per  cent  of  the  dogs  of  the 
country  are  affected  with  tuberculosis, 
and  If  tliat  Is  so,  that  In  itself  constitutes 
a  dangerous  menace  to  the  people. 

"If  it  were  in  my  power  1  would  see  to 
it  that  a  rigorous  inspection  of  all  dogs 
ami  cats  should  be  made,  especially  in  re- 
gard to  the  conveyance  of  disease.  But 
the  trouble  with  tlie  city  of  New  York  Is 
that  the  care  and  the  licensing  of  dogs  has 
been  taken  out  of  ilie  hands  of  the  city 
authorities  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals." 

If  a  census  of  the  dogs  and  cats  In  the 
world  could  be  compiled  the  figures  that 
would  be  obtained  would  doubtless  be 
appalling.  No  one  has  thus  far  succeeded 
In  ascertaining  the  number  of  animals  In 
a  single  city.  The  nearest  that  one  can 
approach  it  is  by  giving  the  number  of 
cats  and  dogs  that  are  licensed.  For  in- 
stance, the  original  dog  licenses  in  New 
York  last  year  were  approximately  25,o00, 
but  this  does  not  indicate  the  number  of 
dogs  that  are  actually  in  the  city.  There

These  cases  of  Infection  spread  by  ani- 
mals are  met  with  much  more  frequently 
than  is  generallv  supposed.  in  London, 
where  an  investigation  Is  being  made  by 
the  officials,  many  diseases  of  a  malig- 
nant tvpe  have  been  traced  directly  to 
household  pets,  which  carried  the  con- 
tagion from  children  In  other  families. 
An  officer  of  the  London  health  board 
said,  in  commenting  on  this  matter  re- 
cently: 

•Such  cases  are  found  largely  in  the 
congested  districts.  Wherever  you  find 
human  beings  densely  crowded,  there  you 
will  be  certain  to  find  collections  of  dogs, 
cats,  parrots,  pigeons,  poultry  and  all 
kinds  of  tame  animals  and  birds.  I  am 
sure  that  If  a  physician  in  the  poor  neigh- 
borhoods of  any  large  city  had  the  time 
to  trace  the  origin  of  the  cases  of  in- 
fectious diseases  that  he  treats  he  would 
find  some  startling  results.

Boston,  Oct.  4.— The  first  formal  busi- 
Tiess  meeting  of  the  Thirteenth  inter- 
national peace  congress  was  called  to 
order  in  Tremont  temple  today.  Three 
deliberate  sessions  at  which  the  del>3- 
grates  are  expected  to  enter  into  a 
free  discussion  of  the  subjects  look- 
ing toward  the  general  attainment  of 
peace  which  the  congress  has  assembl- 
ed to  consider  will  continue  through 
Friday  morning. 

An  opening  address  by  Edwin  D. 
Mead,  of  Boston,  was  the  tirst  in  the 
order  for  today's  meeting.  This  was 
to  be  followed  by  the  election  of  presi- 
dent and  an  address  by  him,  responses 
by  representatives  of  each  of  the 
countries  having  delegates  in  the  con- 
gress, the  election  of  the  other  officials, 
and  finally  by  the  presentation  of  thc- 
report  of  the  international  peace  bur- 
eau, on  the  events  of  the  year.  An- 
other special  matter  to  be  brought 
up  for  consideration,  was  the  cabi^;- 
grarn  received  last  night,  from  Sir 
TlWmas  Barclay,  of  England,  by  Pre:^i- 
der.t  Robert  T.  Paine,  of  the  Ameri- 
can peace  society,  referring  to  the  de- 
sirability of  a  treaty  of  arbitration  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  America. 

The  accredited  delegates  occupied 
seats  on  the  floor  of  Tremont  temole, 
where  today's  meeting  was  held,  quite 
filling  that  part  of  the  auditorium, 
while  hundreds  of  spectators  were  in 
the  galleries.  Mr.  Mead  opened  the 
meeting  and  extended  welcume  in  be- 
half of  the  American  peace  scciety. 
Mr.    Mead   continued: 

"We  do  not   forget,   to  be  sure,   none 
remember   so   constantly   that   our  own 
republic,    from     which    it     was    indeed 
your  right   not  to  expect  it.  has  yield- 
ed  in  these  days   to  the   temptation   to 
make  htrself  also  a  great  naval  power 
and    indulge    the    hoary    old    ambitiouo 
of    commanding    respect    by    force    in- 
stead  of  by   ideas   and   the   neighborly 
hand.      We  acknowledge  the  justice  of 
your  warnings  and  reproaches.     We  do 
not    resent    them;    we    thank    you    for 
them.       If  in   the  great  temptations  of 
our    populace   and    power,    some   of   us 
are   in   danger     of     forgetfulness     and 
faithlessness    may    the    presence    of   ro 
manv   of  you  here  from  nations  whos-^ 
burdens    and    dangers     are     so     much 
greater  than  ours,  upon   the  right  side, 
and  not  the  wrong  eiile.  help  to  call  us 
back   to  our   great  national  ideals  and 
better    selves.       You    have    a    right    to 
ask    us    to    check    the    buildins    of    a 
great  navy.      W'e  must  say  to  you  that 
the    real    way    to   help    us    is    by    such 
organization    at    home    as   shall    check 
the  Increase  of  your  own.      Our  presi- 
dent   has    assured    you    that    he    sha'.l 
take  steps   for   the  calling   of  a  second 
Hague    conference    to    push    the    work 
which       the       first       could     not     fully 
achieve." 

On  concluding  his  address,  Mr.  Mead 
nomlnateil  Robert  Treat  Paine.  Jf 
Boston,  president  of  the  American 
peace  society,  to  be  president  of  the 
International  congress.  Mr.  Pame  was 
elected  unanimously.  In  the  same  way 
Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Trueblood.  of  Boston, 
the  secretary  of  the  American  peace 
.^society,  was  elected  secretary  of  the 
International   peace   congress. 

President  Paine  responded  in  a  .«!hort 
address  referring  to  the  work  of  the 
congress.  President  Paine  offered  the 
suggestion  which  was  received  with 
marked  favor  by  the  audience  that  all 
should  loiik  forward  to  and  plan  for 
an  international  congress  of  all  na- 
tions, at  which  the  peace  of  the  world 
might   become    as.sured.

they  were  willing  that  the  summer 
should  be  under  the  normal,  if  tne 
winter  weather  would  have  just  the 
opposite  trend,  but  it  begins  to  ap- 
pear that  all  hopes  in  this  direction 
are  unfounded.  In  the  time  mentioned 
there  has  been  one  July  colder  than 
the  last,  and  two  when  as  low  an 
average  was  shown.  The  august  aver- 
age was  3.6  below  the  normal,  and,  as 
was  the  case  with  July,  only  one  cold- 
er  August    is    on    record,    and    two    as 

September  showed  an  average  of  2.9 
under  the  normal.  There  is  but  one 
.September  on  record  when  so  low  an 
average  was  maintained.  As  a  rule 
In  the  past,  when  one  portion  of  the 
year  was  below  the  normal  in  temper- 
ature, some  other  season  balanced  the 
deficit  by  showing  an  average  tem- 
perature above  the  normal.  To  make 
the  average  for  the  present  year  reach 
the  normal  the  remaining  three  months 
will    have    to    be    warm    indeed. 


Fur  coates.  fur  caps,  heavy  mittens 
and  all  other  wearing  aparel  dedigned 
especially  to  withstand  the  rigors  of 
a  Northern  winter  will  be  in  active 
demand  in  Duluth  earlier  than  Uisual 
this  season,  if  the  record  of  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  year  for  coldness  Is 
kept  up  during  what  remains  of  1904. 
From   all   indications,   this   will   be   the 

coldest  j-ear,  taken  as  a  whole,  which 
the  Zenith  city  has  experienced  since 
the  establishment  here  of  a  weather 
bureau  thiriy-four  years  ago.

The    records    at    the    govern-  , 
ment  bureau  show  there  have  been  but  ' 
five    colder    Januarles    and    one    colder  , 
February   in    thirty-four   years    at   the  , 
head   of  the  lakes.     None   but   the   one  j 
February    showed    so    low    an    average  j 
in  this  length  of  time. 

ilarch  fell  in  line  with  5.1  de.errees 
under  the  normal.  This  was  pretty  cold 
but  there  have  been  five  years  when 
lower  averages  have  been  rCiVisterei 
during  the  month,  and  two  when  the 
average  has  been  as  low.

Speeches  By  Odell  and 

Others  Features  of 

the  Day. 

St.  Louis,  Oct.  4.— The  most  successful 
state  day  celebration  at  the  exposition, 
both  in  point  of  interest  and  attendance, 
was  that  of  New  York  state,  observed  to- 
day. Beaiftifully  decorated  and  crowded 
with  its  brilliant  assemblage,  the  Now 
York  building  was  the  naecca  of  the 
plateau  of  states.

Next  Friday,  October  7,  is  the  last 
day  for  paying  the  final  assessme.it 
for  paving  Fifty-seventh  avenue  west, 
better  known  as  Central  avenue,  from 
Cody  to  Main  streets.  To  all  assess- 
ments not  paid  on  that  day  a  penally 
of  10  per  cent  will  be  added. 

On  the  full  lots  between  G<>snold  and 
Cody  streets  there  is  still  due  $21.78, 
and  on  the  full  lots  below  Gosnold. 
for  a  distance  of  two  blocks,  as  far  .is 
the  paving  extends,  $20.50  is  due.  The 
strip  of  avenue  from  Gosnold  to  Cody 
was  paved  with  the  full  macadam, 
while  the  two  blocks  between  Gosnold 
and  Main  were  given  a  coating  of 
gravel  and  slack  from  the  Zenith  blast 
furnace,  which  was  a  much  cheaper 
method  of  improving  the  street  than 
by  the  use  of  the  macadam.  The  cost 
of  the  former  was  only  $74.48  a  lot, 
while  the  expense  of  the  latter  came  to 
$143.53  for  each   lot   benefited. 

The  gravel  and  slag  pavement  is 
giving  excellent  satisfaction,  and  as  a 
result  a  number  of  property  owners 
are  advocating  that  it  be  used  ex- 
tensively in  different  parts  of  the  city. 
Some  have  such  great  faith  in  the 
gravel  and  slag  as  paving  materials 
that  they  express  themselves  as  be- 
ing of  the  opinion  that  the  whole  of 
Central  avenue  should  have  been  pav- 
ed in  the  same  manner  as  the  last  two 
blocks,  saving  the  property  owners 
affected  about  $59  on  each  lot.  It  is 
said  that  the  slag  packs  very  hard, 
and  becomes  Aery  similar  to  cement 
pavement,  making  an  Ideal  roadway 
when  combined  with  gravel.

Whether  or  not  the  Humane  society 
will  ar^ain  take  up  the  work  of  provid- 
ing clothes  for  poor  children  lo  enable 
them  to  attend  school  during  the  win- 
ter months  will  be  decided  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting  tomorrow  afternoon. 

Some  of  the  officers  of  the  society  be- 
lieve that  this  work  should  be  left  to 
the  charitable  s<jcleties  in  connection 
with  the  churches,  and  that  the  Hu-

Manila.  Oct.  4.— The  Federal  party  has 
given  a  banquet  to  the  delegation  of 
leading  natives  of  the  archipelago,  who 
have  recently  returned  from  a  visit  to 
the  Ignited  States.  In  their  .speeches,  the 
meml>ers  of  the  delegation  si:oke  in  gen- 
erous prai.se  of  the  treatment  aocordod 
them  In  the  ITnitod  States.  Each  touched 
on  the  independence  movement  and  made 
an  urgent  pica  for  a  popular  a.s.semldy  at 
once  and  full  independence  at  an  early 
date,  except  Victorino  Mapa,  as.sociate 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  who  spoke 
In  a  difterent  tone.  He  advised  the  peo- 
ple to  have  confidence  In  the  people  of 
the  United  States  and  to  prepare  for  the 
time  when  their  hoj>oa  would  be  fulfUleil. 
Governor  Luke  Wright  made  the  princi- 
pal speech  at  the  banquet  and  when  he 
finished  he  was  warmly  cheered.  He  1 
spoke  In  part  as  follows:

Helsingfors,  Finland,  Oct.  4.— The  In- 
habitants of  Finland  are  busy  with  the 
elections  to  the  forthcoming  diet.  It 
Is  already  evident  that  the  day.s  of 
strife  between  the  Swenomoman  (old) 
and  the  Fenoman  (young)  parties  are 
numbered.  The  peasants  and  work- 
ingmen  have  declared  against  a  par- 
tisan campaign.  The  pea.sant  electoral 
colleges  are  selecting  delegates  instruc- 
ted to  choose  deputies  who  are  free 
froni  party  trammels  and  i)ledged  to 
vote  for  development  of  railroads,  the 
extension  of  temperance  and  the  pre- 
servation of  the  forests.  The  work- 
ingmen  are  disappointed  with  the 
Swedish  young  Finnish  party  and  were 
at  first  inclined  to  entirely  abstain

DUNN'S  BOASTED  FRIENDSHIP. 

Joel  P.  Heatwole  was  one  of  the  best  friends  that  R. 
C  Dunn  ever  had.  It  is  generally  asserted  that  he  did 
more  to  bring  about  the  latter's  nomination  for  governor 
than  any  other  one  man  in  the  state.  And  R.  C.  Dunn, 
who  has  always  been  given  credit  for  staunch  and  stead- 
fast loyalty  to  his  friends,  has  been  compelled  to  turn 
against  his  best  friend.  Mr.  Heatwole  told  the  reasons 
ir  a  brief  statement,  which  bears  all  evidences  of  truth- 
fulness and  sincerity.  He  says,  and  says  truthfully,  that 
Dunn  was  compelled  to  take  this  step  at  the  command  of 
the  corporate  interests  of  the  state.  It  was  a  question 
of  losing  the  governorship  or  cutting  loose  from  Heat- 
wole. He  chose  the  governor.ship.  Mr.  Heatwole  says 
he  does  not  blame  Dunn  for  making  the  best  bargain 
he  could  under  the  circumstances,  but  it  is  evident  that 
the  ingratitude  of  the  man  he  did  so  much  to  nominate 
rankles  in  his  breast. 

Heatwole  is  a  candidate  for  Senator  Clapp's  seat  in 
the  senate.  Clapp  was  the  candidate  of  the  corporations. 
They  forced  the  state  convention  to  declare  for  Clapp 
and  then  they  forced  Dunn  to  make  a  further  declaration 
ip  his  favor  during  his  speech  opening  the  campaign. 
But  even  then  they  were  not  satisfied.  Some  of  Heat- 
wole's  friends  were  on  the  state  committee.  They  forced 
these  to  resign  and  they  forced  Dunn  to  either  accept 
the  situation  or  receive  no  support  from  the  corporations 
in  the  campaign. 

Perhaps,  as  Heatwole  says,  he  is  not  to  be  blamed. 
But  what  becomes  of  his  boasted  loyalty  to  friends?  And 
what  are  the  people  to  expect  from  a  governor  who  will 
yield  his  principles  at  the  behest  of  such  influences?  Will 
they  not  continue  to  own  him  when  governor  as  they  own 
him  now?  Would  not  a  man  who  consents  to  such  a  be- 
trayal of  friends  and  principle  use  his  office  to  bolster 
his  own  fortunes  and  the  fortunes  of  corporate  interests, 
as  he  appears  to  have  done  while  in  the  office  of  state 
auditor?  These  are  questions  that  voters  should  ponder. 
Mr.  Heatwole  is  in  favor  of  tariff  reform  and  is  op- 
posed to  trust  and  corporation  rule  in  nation  and  state.

But  if  a  voter  is  convinced  that  the  president  has 
yielded  just  convictions  at  the  behest  of  the  corrupt  and 
baser  elements  of  his  party,  it  is  just  as  much  his  duty  to 
go  to  the  polls  and  vote  against  him  as  it  would  be  if  he 
lived  in  a  state  where  his  vote  might  change  the  general 
result.  On  the  other  hand,  if  he  is  convinced  that,  with 
all  his  faults,  added  to  those  of  his  party,  Roosevelt  is 
still  a  safer  and  better  man  than  any  other  candidate, 
it  is  his  duty  to  express  that  conviction  at  the  polls,  no 
matter  if  he  is  absolutely  certain  that  his  vote  is  not 
needed  to  insure  his  election. 

Whatever  the  result  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  that 
the  country  will  go  to  the  dogs.  No  matter  what  party 
controls,  the  average  individual  will  get  only  what  he 
works  for  and  works  hard  for.  But  The  Herald  would 
like  to  see  more  equality  of  opportunity  and  a  govern- 
ment so  regulated  that  one  man  would  not  be  compelled 
to  pay  tribute  to  another. 


"Look  like  carrots,  don't  they?" 

The  remark  sounded  rather  contempt- 
uous, as  It  emanated  from  a  curious  In- 
dividual who  was 'startding  in  the  check 
room  of  the  Hotfel  McKay  eyeing  the 
contents  of  a  small  box  which  lay  open 
on  the  floor.  Thp  box  was  filled  with 
earth  and  had  a  number  of  what  looked 
like  roots  sticking  out  here  and  there. 
They  were  of  a  very  light  brown  or  yel- 
lowish hue. 

"But  they  are  not  carrots,"  said  an- 
other. "If  I  could  buy  that  box  for  ten 
or  twenty  times  its  weight  In  carrots, 
I'd  like  to  have  it." 

The  explanation  which  followed  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  contents  of  the  box 
was  ginseng,  owned  by  F.  C.  Erkel,  of 
Minneapolis,  who  was  on  his  way  to  his 
home  in  Minneapolis  from  a  trip  through 
some  of  the  rural  districts  of  Michigan 
in  search  of  the  valuable  roots.  The 
small  box,  probably  twenty  inches  long 
by  a  foot  wide,  and  maybe  ten  inches 
deep,  may  have  hud  a  hundred  or  more 
of  the  roots  in. 

The  purchase  price  of  the  roots  and  the 
expense  of  keeping  them  damp  and  full 
of  life,  represented  an  outlay  of  probably 
$150.  Each  root  was  about  three  Inches 
long  and  closely  resembled  a  carrot,  save 
that  it  was  more  abrupt  and  tapered  less.

RUSSIAN  DEFEAT  FORETOLD. 

One  of  the  fairest,  best  and  most  instructive  of  all 
articles  written  on  the  present  war  in  the  far  East  is 
found  in  the  October  number  of  Scribner's  magazine.  It 
is  from  the  pen  of  Thomas  M.  Millard.  While  the  writer 
gives  great  praise  to  Gen.  Kuropatkin  for  his  generalship 
under  great  and  many  difficulties,  he  shows  that  the 
Russians  have  been  and  are  greatly  outnumbered  by  the 
Japanese  and  will  continue  to  be  until  the  end  of  the 
war  because  the  Russians,  with  their  one  railroad,  cannot 
forward  men  and  supplies  fast  enough.  He  contends  that 
the  Russian  forces  in  the  field  have  not  been  ncarlj'  as 
numerous  as  frequently  estimated.  Furthermore  he 
states  that  in  the  fighting  on  the  Yalu  and  subsequently, 
the  Japanese  artillery  exhibited  much  superiority  to  that 
of  the  Russians. 

Mr.  Millard  asserts  that  when  Gen.  Kuropatkin  first 
arrived  at  the  seat  of  war  he  found  the  situation  little 
short  of  desperate  because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  de- 
fensive forces,  and  to  some  extent  supplies.  His  first 
work  was  to  provision  and  man  Port  Arthur  to  stand  a 
siege,  after  which  he  occupied  himself  in  strengthening 
his  own  position.  But,  according  to  Mr.  Millard,  his 
work  has  been  seriously  impeded  by  interfere^ices  on 
the  part  of  Admiral  Alexieff  and  the  necessity  of  adopt- 
ing a  plan  of  campaign  dictated  to  him  from  St.  Peters- 
burg. Gen.  Kuropatkin's  policy  would  have  been  to  have 
immediately  withdrawn  the  Russians  northward  nearer 
their  base   of   supply  in   Northern   Manchuria,   even   for

WHAT  IS  THE  USE? 

It  is  too  much  to  expect  that  Minnesota  will  do  other- 
wise than  roll  up  a  large  majority  on  Nov.  8  for  Pres- 
ident Roosevelt.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  the  size  of 
the  majority.  There  is  little  doubt  tha»  many  former 
Democrats  with  independent  leanings  will  vote  for 
Roosevelt  this  year.  They  are  for  the  most  part  worthy 
men,  and  will  so  vote  from  conscientious  motives. 
Othera  will  vote  the  Socialist  ticket.  Others  the  Pop- 
ulist. On  the  other  hand  there  will  be  many  desertions 
from  the  Rei)ublican  party  to  the  Democratic,  Socialist 
and  Populist  parties.  And  these  will  also  be  moved  by 
patriotic  motives. 

Knowing  these  things,  and  considering  the  over- 
whelming Republican  vote  of  the  state  on  national 
issues.  The  Herald  realizes  that  nothing  which  may  be 
said  between  now  and  election  will  change  the  general 
result  in  this  state  as  far  as  the  national  ticket  is  con- 
cerned. But  The  Herald  is  an  independent  newspaper. 
In  its  news  columns  it  has  given  of  its  space  just  as 
freely  to  one  side  as  the  other.  It  has  siippressed  noth- 
ing, concealed  nothing.  In  its  editorial  columns  it  has 
been  just  as  free  to  praise  President  Roosevelt  for  his 
many  good  deeds  as  it  has  to  condemn  those  which,  in 
its  opinion,  are  bad.  Likewise  it  has  not  agreed  with  all 
that  is  found  in  the  Democratic  platform  nor  with  all 
that  Judge  Parker  has  said  or  done. 

While  this  is  conceded  to  be  a  Republican  state,  The 
Herald  believes  that  its  readers  are  just  as  much  inter- 
ested in  national  issues  as  are  the  people  of  doubtful 
states,  and  just  as  anxious  to  learn  the  truth.  The  cam- 
paign turns  largely  upon  the  issue  of  imperialism  at 
home  and  abroad,  trust  control,  extravagance  of  expen- 
diture, and  President  Roosevelt's  personality.  Between 
campaigns  the  issues  are  made  up.  During  campaigns 
they  naturally  come  to  the  fore.  Then  the  people  pay 
more  attention  to  them  and  expect  more  newspaper 
space  to  be  devoted  to  them.  Conscientious  and  fair- 
minded  men  of  whatever  political  affiliation,  will  not  and 
cannot  object  to  any  statement  regarding  any  candidate 
of  their  own  party  that  is  truthful  and  unbiased.  The 
Herald  has  endeavored  to  make  no  statements  that  are 
not  of  that  character. 

It  is  natural  that  inore  space  should  be  devoted  to  the 
perr.onality  of  the  president  than  to  that  of  Judge  Par- 
ker. The  president  is  an  aggressive  man.  He  has  long 
been  in  office.  Ever  since  arriving  at  j'ears  of  maturity 
he  has  kept  himself  in  the.  public  view.  Turn  your  mem- 
ory backward  or  look  over  The  Herald's  files  and  you 
will  discover  that  it  has  found  much  in  his  career  to 
commend  and  much  to  praise.  It  has  always  looked  up- 
on him  as  a  man  whose  honor,  integrity  and  courage 
were  far  above  those  of  the  average  politician.  But  that 
cannot  prevent  it  at  this  time  from  thinking  that,  owing 
to  his  ambition  to  be  president,  he  has  been  compelled 
to  give  over  his  own  views  in  large  measure  and  accept 
those  of  the  bosses  of  the  Republican  party  instead.  It 
was  simply  a  question  of  stepping  down  and  out  or  giv- 
ing in.  And  the  indications  are  numerous  that  he  gave 
in.  The  strongest  evidence  of  this  is  found  in  his  recent 
record  concerning  the  trusts.  Look  it  over  and  see. 
Show  The  Herald  one  instance  where,  of  his  own  initia- 
tive, the  president  has  taken  a  single  step  to  thwart  the 
designs  of  a  predatory  trust  and  it  will  gladly  acknow- 
ledge that  it  is  mistaken.  Show  any  opposition  to  trust 
control  in  his  appointments  during  the  past  j^ear,  show 
anything  in  the  way  of  publicity  that  has  emanated  from 


campaign,  to  have  entered  upon  it  with  spirit  and  deter- 
mination. But  this  course  was  violently  opposed  by  Ad- 
miral Alexieff  because  of  its  obvious  reflection  upon  his 
previous  actions,  and  was  also  rejected  by  the  high  au- 
thorities at  St.  Petersburg  on  the  ground  that  it  would 
greatly  lower  Russian  prestige  throughout  the  entire 
East. 

Instead,  Gen.  Kuropatkin  was  ordered  to  undertake 
the  exceedingly  foolish  task  of  striking  the  besiegers  of 
Fort  Arthur  in  the  rear  and  in  the  hope  of  driving  them 
away,  a  proceeding  which  he  attempted,  but  which  was 
attended  with  a  disastrous  defeat.  Mr.  Millard  evidently 
believes  that  so  far  as  Russian  prestige  in  the  far  East 
is  concerned,  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  aban- 
doned Southern  Manchuria  without  figliting  than  to  have 
been  driven  from  it  by  the  Japanese  after  a  series  of  hu- 
miliating defeats. 

The  writer  of  this  article  is  with  the  Russian  army  in 
the  field.  How  he  got  the  letter  past  the  military  censor 
it  is  dificult  to  say.  It  may  be  barely  possible  that  the 
Russian  authorities  are  about  prepared  to  ac'Kiiowledge 
their  ultimate  defeat  and  are  paving  the  way  for  peace  by 
admitting  their  unpreparedness  and  inability  to  cope  with 
the  Japanese. 


IMPERIALISM  HARD  HIT. 

David  J.  Brewer  is  an  associate  justice  of  the  United 
States  supreme  court,  and  a  Republican.  On  Sept.  28 
he  made  an  address  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Lawyers  and  Jurists  at  Festival 
hall  on  the  World's  fair  grounds  at  St.  Louis.  When  he 
uttered  the  following  sentiment  he  was  compelled  to  stop 
for  five  minutes  to  wait  for  the  cheering  to  subside: 

"You  can  see  twenty  acres  of  Philippine  life  at  the 
VVorld's  fair,  but  you  cannot  see  a  square  rod  of  the 
constitution." 

There  was  more  prolonged  cheering  when  he  added: 

"Perhaps  it  is  because  it  has  been  judicially  declared 
that  there  is  no  connection  between  the  two." 

He  had  been  speaking  about  the  greatness  of  the 
work  of  the  lawyer,  which  was  potent,  though  it  could 
not  be  seen.  Leading  up  to  the  Philippines  and  the  con- 
stitution, he  said: 

"The  purchase  which"  this  great  exposition  commem- 
orates was  not  the  result  of  conquest  and  came  not  at 
the  end  of  war.  Not  a  gun  was  fired  or  a  life  lost.  A 
lawyer,  not  a  soldier,  made  the  transfer.  The  glory  of 
that  transfer  is  one  of  the  laurels  of  our  profession." 

The  applause  which  followed  this  was  almost  as  pro- 
longed as  that  following  his  remark  about  the  Philip- 
pines and  the  constitution. 

What  a  scathing  denunciation  of  the  policy  of  imper- 
ialism and  colonialism  adopted  and  endorsed  by  the  Re- 
publican  party. 

Judge  Brewer  is  a  Republican,  but  he  is  an  American, 
and  he  has  not  found  it  necessary  to  desert  the  principles 
of  the  republic  simply  because  he  has  been  elevated  to 
the  supreme  bench.  All  honor  to  him  for  his  noble 
words.

our  remote  pre-historic  aneestors.  The 
football  game  Is  a  rehearsal  of  tribal 
warfare,  and  develops  the  elemental  vir- 
tues essential  to  primitive  social  life,  such 
as  courage,  loyalty,  stelf-subordinallon  and 
self-control." 

While  we  hold  the  prehlstorlcal. 
historical  and  anthropological  theory 
of  play,  some  of  Dr.  Balllet's  assertions 
are  doubtful.  Football  Is  not  merely 
a  reproduction  and  rehearsal  of  serious 
work;  it  Is  mighty  serious  work.  Were 
remote  prehistoric  ancestors  "up  to" 
such  work?  Did  the  great  anoestoral 
primates,  aboreal  in  their  habits,  punt 
and  kick  cocoanuts  In  clearings  of  the 
jungle?  The  so-called  "football  hair"  Is 
clearly  a  survival  of  the  elder  days,  when 
men  wore  their  natural  furs.  "Made 
the  ftir  fly"  Is  a  fossilized  metaphor. 
But  we  cannot  believe  that  football  Is 
only  "a  rehearsal  of  tribal  warfare."  It 
is  not  a  rehearsal;  it  is  the  main  busi- 
ness and  the  great  tragicomedy  of  school 
life.  It  Is  so  vehement  and  severe  that 
the  early.  Imperfectly  nourished  and 
cachectic  tribes  never  could  have  sur- 
vived It.  And  look  at  the  thin  and 
scrawny  shin.s  of  the  Australian  black 
fellows,  supposed  to  be  nearer  than 
most  other  tribes  to  the  state  of  nature, 
"the  primitive"  type.  Football,  the 
nurse  of  manly  biceps  and  heroic  calvea, 
has  never  been  among  those  savages. 
T'nless  It  was  developed  among  the  ar- 
boreal ancestors,  chasing  the  cocoanut. 
It  can  hardly  have  arisen  before  the 
pastoral  ape.  When  was  t—e  first  pig- 
skin  tanned? 

Ob.scure  is  the  question  of  the  origin 
of  football  and  other  sports.  The  pile 
dwellers  may  have  "gone  in  for"  water 
polo:  but  football  wa.a  out  of  their  ele- 
ment. The  cave  dwellers  may  have  had 
squash  courts  and  handball  courts,  but 
they  had  .small  facilities  for  football 
But  whenever  Its  origin.  Dr.  Baliet  Is 
right  In  saying  that  It  develops  th«  ele- 
mental virtues.  At  the  same  time.  Its 
sinister  tendency  toward  militarism  has 
made   divers    Mugwumps   mourn.

These  two  clubs 
are  practically  tied  for  first  place,  and 
they  will  doubtless  go  East  for  the  final 
series  in  New  York,  within  a  few  points 
of  each  other  in  the  percentage  table.  ^ 

Boeton  lias  two  more  games  with  Chi- 
cago and  New  York  two  more  with  St. 
Louis  before  the  trip  East.  The  chance.s 
appciu-  to  favor  New  York,  which  is  play- 
ing .1  second  division  team  and  will  end 
season  on  the  home  ground.  Chicago,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  very  likely  to  drop  at 
least  one  and  perhaps  both  of  the  re- 
maining g;unes  to  New  York,  and  it 
woul'l  be  surprising  if  New  York 
doe.s  not  have  a  lead  of  one 
game  over  the  Beaueaters  when  tlie  final 
seri«.'!5    i-ommences. 

The  final  .series  will  consist  of  four 
games,  winding  up  with  a  double-header. 
anil  it  will  be  the  most  exciting  seen  in 
baseball   in   many   years. 

President  Gordon,  of  the  New  York 
Amori.-an.s.  has  issued  a  form.al  challenge 
to  Jnhn  T.  Brush,  of  the  New  York  Na- 
tionals, for  a  post-.season  series  of  seven 
games,  to  settle  the  national  champion- 
ship, providing  the  Americans  win  the 
American  league  pennant.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  Boston  club  will  probably  for-

Bru.sh"3  action  in  refusing  to  play  the 
American  league  winners  is  liable  to 
prove  disastrous.

Beries  should  be  played,  to  sign  their 
nameas  and  send  fn  the  coupons.  Thou- 
sands and  thousands  of  these  coupons 
have  been  received  and  they  will  be  for- 
warded  to   Brush. 

The  winneis  of  the  National  league  pen- 
nant have  become  unpopular  in  their  own 
city  as  a  result  of  the  action  of  the  man- 
agement, and  the  attendance  has  slumped 
wonderfully  since  the  agitation  was 
started,  and  the  attendance  at  the  last 
few  games  has  been  smaller  than  at  any 
time  during  the  .sea.son.  The  players  have 
been  hooted  and  hissed  time  and  again. 
a..d  the  former  heroes  of  the  New  York 
baseball  world  are  rapidly  becoming  ob- 
jects of  vituperation  as  a  result  of 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  of  Brush 
McQraw.

LICENSES  ARE 
NOW  READY 

Big  Game  Hunters  Can 

Get  Certificates  From 

County  Auditor. 

The  first  three  iiunting  licenses  to  be 
issued  by  the  county  auditor  tliis  season 
were  issued  yesterday  ailernoon  to  C.  N. 
Tiicgler,  sporting  goods  salesman  for  a 
local  hardware  concern;  William  J.  Bates, 
Republican  nominee  for  sheriff,  and  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Abernethy.  who  owns,  with  her 
husl>and,  a  homestead  near  Hibbing  and 
where  they  spend  several  weeks  in  the 
hunting  season  every  year. 

That  there  have  not  been  hunting 
licenses  issued  earlier  in  the  season  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  hunters,  for  the  auditor's 
office  has  been  besieged  with  appllcationj 
for  licenses  for  the  past  month  or  six 
weeks.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  thaf 
the  state  department  did  not  ge  its  supplv 
of  I'censes  into  the  couny  auditor's  hands 
until  Saturday  and  none  could  be  had  to 
issue  before  that  time. 

W.  J.  Bates  is  being  good  naturedly 
joked  by  his  friends,  who  claim  that  with 
a  view  of  leaving  no  stone  unturned  to 
secure  hi.s  election,  he  has  taken  out  a 
license  to  hunt  voters. 

The  hunting  llcen.ses  have  undergone  no 
practical  change  from  the  form  used  last 
year,  for  the  reason  that  the  legLslature 
has  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  amend- 
ing the  existing  game  laws,  if  it  should 
feel  so  di.sposed.  Under  the  pre.sent  game 
laws  of  Minnesota  tho  season  for  shooting 
deer,  male  moose  or  male  caribou  is 
from  Nov.  10  to  30.  Each  hunter  is  per- 
mitted to  kill  three  deer,  one  moose  and 
one  caribou.  The  law  prohibits  the  sale 
of  the  carcasses  or  their  removal  from 
tho  state.  During  the  open  season  season 
the  carcas.ses  can  be  shipped  provided 
the  hunters  license  tag  is  attacned. 

The  licenses  are  for  big  game  only.  No 
license  is  needed  by  those  who  wish  to 
hunt  feathered  game  in  season.

City  Engineer  Reports  on 
West  Duluth  Supple- 
mentary System. 


The  council  last  evening:: 

Introduced  ordinance  pro- 
hibiting public  dancing  in  the 
parks. 

Received  report  of  City  En- 
gineer giving  estimates  of  cost 
of  different  plans  for  West 
Duluth  supplementary  system. 

Considered  plan  to  c.ompel 
street  railway  company  to 
sprinkle  streets  between  the 
tracks. 

Received  petition  of  prop- 
erty owners  requesting  re- 
moval of  tracks  in  St.  Croix 
alley. 

Gave  first  reading  to  new 
ordinance  covering  public  en- 
tertainments. 


If  the  ordinance  introduced  at  the 
council  meeting  last  evening  by  Presi- 
dent Haven  is  passed,  and  is  held  to  be 
constitutional,  all  dancing  within  500 
feet  of  the  public  parks  of  the  city  will 
be  forbidden,  and  any  person  conduct- 
ing a  dance  within  this  distance  from 
the  park  will  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  park  board 
yesterday  afternoon  a  petition  was 
presented  from  a  number  of  West  End 
citizens  requesting  that  the  board  re- 
fuse to  allow  the  owners  of  the  burned 
dancing  pavilion  to  rebuild.  The  board, 
however,  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the 
pavilion,  which  was  not  erected  on 
park  property,  but  on  two  lotg  adjoin- 
ing the  park.  In  accordance  with  the 
petition,  therefore,  the  park  board  de- 
cided to  acquire  the  lots,  by  condenm- 
nation  if  neces.'^ary,  and  refuse  to  allow 
the  pavilion  to  be  rebuilt. 

In  addition.  Alderman  Haven  intro- 
duced his  ordinance,  which  was  given 
its  first  reading.  Some  doubt  has  been 
expressed  as  to  whether  the  ordinance 
is  a  constitutional  one  or  not,  but  it 
will  be  considered  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  council.

City  Engineer  McGilvray  submitted 
his  report  in  regard  to  the  supplemen- 
tary water  system  for  the  West  End 
and  West  Duluth.  He  stated  that  while 
th?  plan  of  Manager  Case  to  lay  a  ten- 
inch  main  on  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
along  West  F^rst  street,  would  be 
feasible  for  a  temporary  expedient,  he 
recommended  that  the  pipes  be  placed 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

His  estimate  of  the  cost  of  laying  a 
main  from  Eighth  avenue  west  along 
Michigan  street  to  Piedmont  avenue, 
thence  north  to  Second  street,  along 
Second  street  to  Twenty-seventh  ave- 
nue, thence  north  to  Third  street,  and 
along  Third  street  to  Central  avenue, 
was  $79,500.75. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  surface 
pipe  on  West  First  street,  from  Four- 
teenth avenue  to  Seventeenth  avenue 
west,    was  $216.5.73. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  main  along 
Michigan  street  from  Eleventh  avenue 
to    Garfield,    was   $12,581.62. 

The  report  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  light  and  water.

The  West  Duluth  Commercial  club, 
In  a  communication,  urged  that  the  old 
franchise  to  the  Duluth  Street  railway, 
which  levied  a  tax  of  $10  on  each  car 
on  the  West  Duluth  route,  be  enforced, 
end  al.so  that  the  company  be  com- 
pelled to  clean  and  sprinkle  the  streets 
between  the   car  tracks. 

The  members  of  the  club  stated  that 
since  the  company  had  refused  to  ex- 
tend its  lines  to  Seventy-first  avenu? 
west  after  the  city  had  gone  to  a  heavy 
expense  in  repairing  the  bridges  on 
Grand  avenue,  the  city  should  take 
every  means  In  its  power  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  franchise. 

City  Attorney  Bert  Fesler  was  asked 
to  submit  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  city  has  a  right  to  compel  th? 
company   to  sprinkle    between    the   car 

tracks.

A  petition  from  the  property  owners 
along  St.  Croix  alley  requesting  th^ 
council  to  order  the  removal  of  tho 
railroad  tracks  in  the  alley.  The 
signers  claimed  that  the  council  had 
no  right  to  grant  the  company  the 
use  of  the  alley  without  the  consent 
of  the  property  owners,  and  that  the 
movement  of  cars  in  the  alley  would  be 
a  menace  to  life.  The  petition  was 
referred  to  the  proper  committee.

Alderman  Wilson,  chairman  of  the 
ordinance  committee,  submitted  a  new 
ordinance  covering  public  entertain- 
ments, and  fixing  their  license  fees. 
The  circus  fee  was  allowed  to  remain 
at  $250  per  day.  Theaters  now  paying 
$150  per  year,  will  be  charged  $5  per 
day,  or  $20  per  week.  $25  for  two  weeks, 
$30  per  month,  $40  per  six  months,  and 
$50  per  year.  In  the  case  of  theaters 
where  teh  price  of  admission  is  not 
more   than    ten   cents,   the   fee   will   be 


$35  per  six  months,  In  place  of  $50  as 
at  present.

GET  PLANT 
READY 

For  New  Concrete  Work 

Early  In  Coming 

Year. 


Preliminary    Work   For 

Completion  of  New  Pier 

Underway. 


No  more  concrete  will  be  laid  this 
year  on  the  outer  end  of  the  new  south 
pier  at  Superior  entrj'.  This  decision 
has  been  reached  by  Major  Charles  L. 
Potter,  government  engineer  in  charge 
of  the  work,  not  so  much  because  of 
lack  of  time  to  do  more  concrete  work 
this  year,  as  through  lack  of  funds 
to  carry  the  new  work  much  farther 
this  year.  In  other  words,  the  aouro- 
priation  available  for  the  new  pier, 
for  this  season,  is  very  nearly  used  up. 

However,  there  remains  yet  consider- 
able work  that  will  have  to  be  done 
before  operations  are  again  started  for 
laying  concrete,  and  the  remaining  fall 
months  will  witness  a.  certain  amount 
of  activity  at  Superior  entry. 

Yesterday  Major  Potter  recommende.l 
to  Washington  the  acceptance  of  th-* 
bid  of  Alexander  Macdonald,  of  Su- 
perior, for  furnishing  the  32,000  feet  of 
piling  that  will  be  used  in  the  bottom 
of  the  trench  on  the  lake  bed,  and  on 
which  the  concrete  substructure  will 
rise. 

Tomorrow  the  dredging  bids  will  be 
opened  and  the  contract  awarded.  The 
dredging  work  for  the  trench  is  to 
begin  imediately  and,  as  there  is  not 
more  than  18,000  cubic  yards  of  mater- 
ial to  be  removed  from  the  lake  bed, 
for  the  trench,  it  is  believed  by  the 
government  engineering  force  that  the 
work  can  be  accomplished  in  about  a 
week,  or  ten  days,  at  the  most,  and 
before  the  usual  stormy  fall  weather 
sets  in.  The  necessity  for  hurrying 
the  dredging  work  is  obvious  for  the 
dredges  will  have  to  work  outside  the 
harbor,  on  the  lake  side  of  Wiscon- 
sin point,  where  they  will  be  exposed 
to  the  action  of  all  storms  on  the 
lake. 

As  soon  as  the  trench  Is  excavated, 
the  new  piling  will  be  driven  into  the 
bed  of  the  lake  and  the  end.s  sawed  off 
about  fbur  feet  from  the  floor  of  the 
trench.  The  sawing  off  of  the  piles 
so  far  under  water  is  done  by  special 
machinery,  that  Is  used  for  the  same 
purpose  when  the  piling  was  put  djw.a 
at  the  inner  end  of  the  new  completed 
part  of  the  new  pier. 

After  the  piling  Is  all  down  and  saw- 
ed off,  ready  for  the  concrete  sub- 
structure, a  total  distance  of  about  450 
or  560  feet  out  In  the  lake  from  the 
present  end  of  the  new  pier,  a  protect- 
ing dike  wil  be  constructed  to  inclose 
It  for  the  winter  to  prevent  the  action 
of  the  water  refilling  the  trenches  with 
sand.  This  dike  will  be  constructed 
of  timber  and  lowered  to  the  lake  be;l. 
This  work  will  place  the  trench  all  in 
readiness  for  concrete  work  next 
spring. 

But  before  that  time  there  will  be  a 


number  of  Important  changes  to  take 
place  in  i-egard  to  the  big  plant  which 
the  government  has  assembled  at  Su- 
perior entry  for  the  pier  work.  Work 
has  already  begun  of  taking  up  the 
piling  and  trestle  work  used  for  the 
transportation  of  the  mold  traveller, 
the  concrete  traveller  and  concrete 
trains.  The  work  of  taking  up  the 
timber  has  conunenced  at  the  inner  end. 

It  was  originally  planned  by  the  gov- 
ernment engineers  that  the  .same  trestle 
work  should  be  pushed  on  out  from  the 
concrete  mixer  plant  to,  and  into  the 
lake,  but  a  new  plan  has  been  adopted 
and  is  being  carried  out  by  Assistant 
United  States  Engineer  Clarence  Cole- 
man, under  Major  Potter,  which  will 
greatly  economize  both  in  the  matter 
of  timber  and  work  that  will  have  to 
be  done  in  getting  the  trackage  ready. 

The  sand  which  wil  be  pumped  out 
of  the  outer  lake  trench,  is  to  be  de- 
posited by  the  dredge  in  the  area  be- 
hind the  portion  of  the  new  pier  already 
completed-  It  is  figured  that  the 
amount  of  sand  to  be  taken  up  will 
just  about  fill  In  the  space  behind  the 
pier.  Instead  of  using  trestle  work  for 
the  trains  and  big  travelers,  the  tracks 
will  be  constructed  along  on  top  of  the 
sand,  properly  ballasted  up  and  the 
trestle  work  will  commence  at  or  near 
the  water  line.  By  this  plan  Mr.  Cole- 
man figures  that  the  government  will 
be  saved  the  purchase  of  several  hun- 
dred thousand  feet  more  of  the  heavy 
timber  from  the  western  coast,  be- 
sides the  cost  of  construction  of 
trestles. 

Another  economizing  feature  that  has 
been  decided  on  is  the  modification  of 
the  big  mold  forms  for  the  concrete 
instead  of  building  new  molds.  The 
modifications,  it  is  claimed,  can  be 
easily  and  cheaply  made,  while  to  con- 
struct another  series  of  the  big  40-ton 
timber  molds  would  run  up  a  big 
expense. 

It  is  expected  that  all  the  new  track- 
age   required    will    be    completed    this 


fall  and  winter  and  that  everything 
will  be  in  readiness  for  concrete  oper- 
ations as  early  as  possible  next  spring. 
The  big  concrete  pier  is  about  half 
completed,  the  construction  work  hav- 
ing consumed  very  much  less  time  than 
the  engineers  had  figured  on.

It  is 
believed  that  after  these  birds  had 
once  obtained  a  foothold  in  this  vicin- 
ity they  would  get  along  nicely,  and 
increase  in  number,  despite  the  fact  of 
the  extreme  cold  prevailing  here  at  cer- 
tain times  during  the  winter  month.?, 
which  some  people  have  advanced  as  a 
reason  why  quail  would  never  do  well 
in  this  part  of  the  country.  The  birds 
are  to  be  found  in  numbers  farther 
south  in  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  and 
in  places  where  the  thermometers  reg- 
ister as  low  a  temperature  as  in  Du- 
luth. There  is  plenty  of  brush  to  afford 
them  protection  hereabouts,  it  is  ar- 
gued, with  enough  in  the  way  of  food 
to  supply  their  wants. 

A  few  years  ago  there  were  doubters 
who  were  emphatic  in  stating  that 
there  v/ould  never  be  prairie  chickens 
In  this  part  of  the  state,  and  yet  this 
year  hundreds  of  the  birds  have  been 
killed  almost  within  the  city  limits  of 
Duluth,  while  many  have  been  killed 
within  the  limits  of  Superior,  in  the 
bay  meadows  lying  in  the  outskirts  of 
the  city. 

It  is  believed  that  the  attempted 
propogation  of  qunlls  in  this  vicinity 
will  be  started  within  the  next  year, 
although  the  experiment  may  be  tried 
by  only  a  few  individuals  at  first.  There 
is  also  talk  among  some  of  the  hunters 
of  banding  together  and  putting  a 
large  bunch  of  the  birds  on  some  cer- 
tiiln  piece  of  land  at  the  earlie.'^t  pos- 
sible date.  In  any  event,  steps  will  be 
taken  to  protect  the  quail  until  they 
are  sufficient  in  number,  covering  a 
wide  enough  area  to  offer  good  sport 
to  the  hunter.  The  experiment  of  intro- 
ducing game  birds  in  this  fashion  to 
certain  districts  has  been  tried  with 
great  success  in  difrerent  parts  of  the 
United  States.

The  seed  then  planted,  less  than  9 
years  ago,  was  a  new  kind  of  appl-? 
fieed  and  it  was  not  altogether  certain 
how  the  people  would  like  the  apploi.

Right 
here  let  us  drive  a  nail,  not  a  shingle 
nail  but  a  forty  penny  spike.  Your 
article  must  have  merit,  far  and  away 
beyond  the  ordinary  unadvertised 
thing.  It  should  be  the  very  best  that 
human  intelligence  and  ingenuity  can 
produce.  Then  you  have  a  foundation 
to  build  upon  that  will  not  slip  out 
from  under  when  the  building  grows 
heavy.  There  are  persons  ignorant 
enough  to  believe  that  a  poor  article 
can  be  advertised  into  a  success.  It 
cannot  and  any  one  who  tries  the  ex- 
periment will  pay  heavily  for  his  ex- 
perience, f'ritically  examine  any  well 
known  and  advertised  article  that  has 
been  years  on  the  market  and  it  will 
be  found  to  po.ssess  exceptional  merit. 

No  broad  business  man  should  be 
jealous  of  the  success  of  others  so 
long  as  they  do  not  trespass  his  prop- 
erty,  but   he  has  a   right   to  mark   the

beys  with  bird  shot  when  they  come 
mlo  his  orchard^  and  try  to  steal  his 
apples. 

We  have  had  quite  a  raft  of  young- 
sters break  into  our  orchard  in  the 
last  two  years  with  large  baskets  and 
hilarious  shouts  of  joyful  pirates.  The 
temptation  at  first  was  to  shoot  them 
full  of  real  live  bird  shot,  but  that 
looked  cruel,  so  we  tried  the  plan  of 
turning  in  an  extra  quantity  of  sun- 
shine, and  behold  the  apples  grew  so 
large  the  boys  couldn't  lift  them,  so 
they  went  away  and  left  us  in  peace. 

A  certain  thoughtful  and  successful 
newspaper  publisher  once  sent  to  me 
some  advertisements  that  he  had  set 
up,  and  which  he  thought  would  apply 
to  our  products.  These  he  proposed  10 
run  in  attractive  style  and  in  special 
position. 

The  advertisements  were  not  smithed 
up  by  a  skilled,  trained  hand  and  did 
not  meet  my  approval,  but  that  pub- 
lisher endeared  himself  to  me  for  all 
time  because  he  took  an  active,  per- 
sonal interest  in  our  work  and  earnest- 
ly sought  to  make  our  advertising  suc- 
cessful and  to  make  his  paper  earn 
money  for  us. 

Now  you  newspaper  men  take  that 
little  item  home  to  yourselves  and 
don't  ever  forget  it.  Each  adverti^•er 
Is  a  pillar  upon  which  your  business 
house  is  built,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  you  take  a  personal 
Interest  in  the  structure  and  stability 
of  each  one  of  those  pillars. 

In  ancient  days  newspaper  publL'^hers 
considered  an  advertisement  an  evil, 
but  a  necessary  evil,  and  that  it  should 
be  hidden  away  as  carefully  as  pos- 
sible, so  that  no  one  would  discover 
that  the  paper  was  trying  to  make  a 
little  money  by  inserting  public  an- 
nouncements. A  paper  run  that  way 
today  would  fail. 

The  most  succes.=ful  exponents  of 
the  new  plan  of  doing  business  with 
ink  and  paper  are  using  every  possible 
means  to  make  the  announcements 
attractive  and  sought  after  by  the 
readers. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  thousands  of 
women  read  the  newspapers— not  the 
telegraphic  page,  but  the  pages  con- 
taining announcements  ot  bargains  in 
stockings,  skirts,  hats,  gloves,  pianos, 
furniture,  food  for  the  table,  etc. 

Publishers  should  never  forget  that 
a  goodly  proportion  of  the  readers  are 
deeply  interested  in  the  advertising 
announcements,  and  therefore  I  believe 
it  wouid  be  a  good  stroke  of  bu.-lness 
policy  for  every  publisher  to  keep  in 
his  employ  a  special  man  to  rewrite 
and  skillfiilly  set  up  all  advertisements 
offered  that  lack  the  hall  mark  of  the 
expert. 

I  cannot  let  you  go  without  just  a 
word  on  that  old  subject  of  circula- 
tion. The  faded  and  tattered  mantle 
of  the  newspaper  man,  handed  down 
from  the  ancestors  of  the  past,  that 
mantle  which  covered  with  deceit  the 
circulation  of  the  medium,  is  hated 
and  deplored  by  every  publisher  who 
still   wears   it. 

The  old  excuse  that  unless  the  mantle 
is  worn  the  other  fellow  will  come  out 
with  a  statement  of  larger  circulation, 
is  not  worthy  of  mention  before  expert 
advertisers  today. 

Advertisers  will  pay  more  money  per 
line  per  thousand  for  known  circula- 
tion than  they  will  for  a  guess  of  onf 
half  on  the  claimed  and  unverified 
circulation.  I  have  observed  a  great 
and  increasing  growth  in  integrity  and 
honesty  on  this  very  question,  and  I 
am  safe  in  saving  that  every  publisher 
who  has  thrown  his  fears  to  the  winds 
and  come  out  frankly  and  honestly 
with  the  statement  of  just  what  his 
circulation  is,  accompanied  with  the 
character  of  it,  has  breathed  a  sigh  of 
relief  and  increased  his  net  income  for 
the  year.

CONDITION  OF  CROPS 

Shown  By  Weekly  Summary 
of  Weather  Bureau. 

Washington,  Oct.  4.— The  weather 
bureau  s  weekly  summary  of  crop  condi- 
tions is  as  follows: 

The  lonii-erature  conditions  during  the 
week  eiainc  Oct.  3,  1904.  have  been  gen- 
erallv favorable  for  maturing  and  har- 
vesting late  crops,  althougii  excessively 
warm  1:1  yortions  of  Kansas  and  the 
Soutlic.n  slates.  Heavy  to  killing  frosts, 
causiUci  some  damage,  wi  re  reported  from 
Wlscon.^111.  There  was  practically 
precipitation  over  the  lower  Missouri 
valley  and  Southern  states,  but  copk>us 
rains  fell  in  New  England,  New  York, 
Mlcliigan.  the  Red  River  of  the  North 
valley,  portions  of  the  lower  Missouri 
valley  and  Southern  plateau  region,  de- 
laying work  and  injuring  crops  in  .«ome  of 
these  districts.  Drought  continues  in  the 
upper  Ohio  valley  and  moisture  is  needed 
generallv  in  the  Middle  and  South  Atlan- 
tic states  and  portions  of  Oklahoma  and 
South  L'akota.  The  weather  conditions 
were  favorable  in  the  Pacific  coast  states, 
but  rain  would  be  beneficial  In  Oregon. 

Corn  has  experienced  another  week  of 
favorable  conditions,  but  frost  w'i«  in- 
iurious  in  Wisconsin,  much  wa.?  blown 
down  and  damaged  in  Illinois,  and  dry 
weather  is  needed  in  Iowa  to  prepare  the 
crop  for  cribbing.  Corn  is  practically 
safe  rn  Nebraska,  less  than  5  per  cent  is 
in  danger  from  frost  in  Michigan  and 
Eastern  Kansas.  10  per  cent  in  Ohio.  Cen- 
tral Indiana.  Iowa  and  South  Dakota.  20 
per  cent  in  Northern  and  Central  lliinols 
and  Missouri.  Cutting  Is  progressing 
rapidly  in  all  .sections,  being  practically 
completed  in  portions  of  Southern  Mis- 
souri and  nearing  completion  In  Kansas. 
While  threshing  of  spring  wheat 
again  delaved  by  rains  in  Minnesota  dur- 
ing the  eaflv  part  of  the  week,  this  work 
was  resumed  later  and  is  now  generally 
well  advanced  in  that  state  and  is  pro- 
gressing rapidlv  in  the  Dakotas.  With 
high  temneratui*  and  practically  no  ram 
during  the  week  in  the  cotton  region,  the 
staple  liar  continued  to  open  rapidly  In  all 
sections,  prematurely  In  Georgia  and  Mis- 
sissippi, and  picking  has  progressed  un- 
der favorable  conditions.  High  winds 
caused  considerable  damage  to  apples  in 
New  England,  the  northern  portion  of  the 
Middle  Atlantic  states,  Ohio  and  Michi- 
gan and  .1  poor  crop  is  generally  indi- 
cated in  the  .states  of  the  central  valleys. 
A  good  crop,  however,  is  being  picked  in 
New  England  and  apples  are  better  than 
anticipated  in  Pennsylvania  and  unusual- 
ly good  in  Iowa. 

Complaints   of  rot  In   potatoes  continue 
from  New  England,  portions  of  the  Middle 

\tlantic  states.  Illinois  and  Minnesota, 
but  notwithstanding  these  adverse  con- 
ditions, a  good  crop  both  as  to  size  an.1

Frederick  Auguste  Bar- 

tholdi,  the  Sculptor, 

Dies  In,  Paris. 

Paris,  Oct.  4.— Frederick  Auguste 
Bartholdl,  the  sculptor,  died  at  8  o'clock 
this  morning.  Hope  was  abandoned 
yesterday,  but  the  patient  ling'^red 
through  the  night  gasping  painfuJly. 
His  wife  remained  at  his  bedside  con- 
stantly and  three  phj-sicians  alternated 
in  attendance.  Tuberculosis  develcp- 
ed  three  years  ago  and  showed  vio- 
lent symptoms  during  the  last  few 
months,  but  Bartholdl  Insisted  on  con- 
tinuing work  in  his  studio.  During  the 
last  days  of  his  work  he  fully  recog- 
nized the  fatality  of  the  disease  and 
began  to  design  his  own  tombstone.

Such  a  statement  one  would  naturally 
expect  from  the  marrarger  of  the  adver- 
tising section  of  one  otf  the  monthly 
magazines  or  the  ht«^  pt  the  circula- 
tion department  of  a  lurid  yellow  daily; 
but  it  did  not  come  Jjom  either  class, 
says  the  Washlngt<y<'  Star.  It  was 
simply  the  modest  avowal  of  J.  W. 
Babson,  chief  of  the  Dit'ision  of  Issue 
and  Gazette  of  the  Pateiit  Ofllce.  when 
he  was  jiaked  for  facts  as  to  the  circu- 
lation of  the  e)fflciar  Gazette  of  the 
Pi'tent  office.

The  sub- 
scription price  is  $5  per  year,  so  that 
with  its  7000  copies  the  income  from 
subscriptions,  the  only  income  it  couid 
have,  couid  not  be  more  than  $35,000 
under  any  circumstances,  and  as  it  ap- 
pears its  paid  subscription  list  does 
not  contain  more  than  2300  names,  the 
bulk  of  the  remaining  4700  copies  being 
distributed  free  of  charge.  So  it  would 
seem  that  the  publishers  of  this  re- 
mark magazine  lost  last  year  $221,800 
and  created  a  proportionate  deficit  an- 
nually every  year  of  the  thirty-two  it 
has  been  published  in  its  present  form. 

The  Patent  Office  Gazette  is,  how- 
ever, one  of  the  most  valuable  of  the 
government  publications  and  the  per- 
sons Interested  in  that  class  of  litera- 
ture know  that  It  is  worth  far  more  to 
the  countrj'  than  it  costs.  The  value 
of  the  Gazette  Is  not  to  be  estimated  in 
mere  figures,  it  is  said,  because  it  is 
the  only  means  that  exists  for  intro- 
ducing to  the  public  the  new  children, 
m  the  form  of  inventions,  that  are  born 
of  old  mother  necessity,  as  represented 
by  the  Industrial  and  economic  condi- 
tions. It  is  through  the  Gazette,  first 
of  all,  that  the  people  are  made  ac- 
oualnted  with  the  Ingenious  contrivan- 
ces and  devices  that  have  emanated 
from  the  Inventive  minds  of  the  world 
which  tend  toward  the  progress  of  civi- 
lization and  the  reduction  of  the  cost  of 
production.

The 
i  papers  are  placed  in  a  packet,  are  given 
a  serial*  number  and  are  then  sent  to 
ithe  examiner  in  charge  of  the  particu- 
lar class  of  inventions  to  which  the 
device  belongs,  who  examines  the  spe- 
cifications, drawings  and  claims  care- 
fully, going  over  all  similar  cases  to  be 
sure  that  the  ideas  of  the  applican  are 
new  and  are  patentable.  If  the  patent 
it  allow  ed  by  the  examiner  the  papers 
are  forwarded  to  the  Division  of  Issue 
and  Gazette,  where  they  are  again  ex- 
amined to  see  that  they  are  all  in 
proper  form,  and  the  inventor  is  then 
j  notified  that  his  claims  have  been  al- 
lowed and  a  patent  will  be  issued  to 
him  covering  them  on  receipt  of  the 
final  fee  of  $20.  The  papers  are  then 
put  in  a  file  with  other  patents  allowed 
to  await  word  from  the  inventor.  He 
is  given  six  months  in  which  to  pay 
the  final  fee.  If  he  does  not  pay  li>  that 
time  the  claim,s  go  back  to  the  old  files 
and  the  drawings,  specifications  and 
claims  are  sent  to  the  contractor  hav- 
ing the  contract  for  making  copies  and 
are  printed  for  file  and  issue.  One  copy 
is  embossed  on  bond  i>aper,  and  after 
being  duly  signed  and  sealed  by  the 
commia«ioner  it  is  forwarded  to  the 
patentee.  The  claims  for  patent  that 
are  allowed  pre  then  sent  to  the  gov- 
ernment printing  office,  wherq  they 
are  printed  in  large  type  In  colmnns 
five  inches  wide.  The  printed  claims 
are  then  sent  back  to  the  Division  of 
Issue  and  (liazette  and  the  work  of 
making  up  the  Gazette  commences. 
I  Mr.  PJabson,  as  the  editor,  exercises  su- 
;  pervision  over  the  whole  process.  He 
;  has  thirteen  members  on  his  staff.

WHY  CHILDREN  PLAY. 

Dr.  Hall  AlsoTells  Why  Men 
Like  Sports. 

Why  do  men  love  tinning?  Why  is  base- 
ball popular'/ 

Dr.  G.  Stanley  Hall,  In  his  great  book 
on  "Adolescence,"  carries  back  the  ex- 
planation to  primitive  man  in  his 
Junyles. 

Men  love  to  fish  ijecause  the  sporting 
Instinct  was  necessary  to  tlie  preservation 
of  human  life  in  the  early  days  of  the 
race,  and  .such'  a  powerful  Instinct  can- 
not be  extlngulsneu  by  generations  of 
comparative  disuse. 

Bastliall  i.s  pujiular  because  it  involves 
running,  dodging,  striking  with  a  club,  all 
exercises  which  were  basic  necessities  of 
lighting  and  of  hunting  wild  animals  In 
the  long  ages  when  man  had  no  weapons 
but  such  as  he  could  pick  up  to  wage  his 
fierce  wars  and  hunt  his  food. 

"Play  Is  not  doing  things  to  be  useful 
later,  but  it  Is  rehearsing  racial  history. 
Boys  delight  in  playing  Indian  because 
all  men  once  lived  as  Indians  do.  They 
"play  bandit"  In  caves  because  once 
men  found  in  caves  the  most  convenient 
iiomes. 

Qlrls  play  with  dolls  in  unconscious  re- 
hearsal of  the  maternity  of  dead  and 
gone  mothers.  The  age  at  which  the 
love  of  dolls  Is  deepest  Is  from  8  to  9; 
at  15  most  girls  have  given  up  dolls, 
though  some  do  so  with  reluctance,  as 
Mrs.  Carlyle  "made  sumptuous  dresses 
and  a  four-jxist  bed.  and  made  her  doll 
die  upon  a  funeral  pyre  like  Dido,  after 
speaking  of  her  last  farewell  and  slabbing 
herself  with  a  penknife  by  way  of  Tyrlan 
sword,"  when  compelled  to  give  up  her 
mule  companion. 

The  games  of  young  boys  are  Individual- 
istic and  competitive,  but  after  the  age 
of  12  games  Involving  "team  work"  are 
the  favorites.  Amusements  involving 
physical  exercise  are  a  J-to-1  favorite  at 
that  age.    At  16  they  are  a  4-tol  favorite. 

Boys  show  a  stronger  tendency  to  spe- 
cialize In  games  than  do  girls  and  a 
stronger  "seasonal"  tendency.  No  one 
knows  Just  how.  but  "kite  time"  and  "top 
time"  are  always  recognized.  This  may 
be.  the  author  suggests,  because  boys 
more  than  girls  play  out  of  doors,  as  men 
have  hunted  In  the  open  air  from  the  be- 
ginning—and,  of  course,  .strictly  in  special 
seasons,  when  the  different  varieties  of 
games  were  to  be  found. 

The  .sailor's  "chanty"  song  to  time  his 
hauling  upon  a  rope,  the  Iron-handler's 
"heave  ho,"  f  re  due  to  the  same  Impulse 
that  .sets  goln^  the  hideous  "college  yell." 
The  rhythmic  sense  is  especially  strong  In 
savages,  and  must  have  been  strong  In 
our  ancestors  before  they  had  any  Idea 
of  tune.  Because  of  this  primitive  in- 
stinct gymnastic  exercises  performed  by 
numbers  of  persons  in  .a  class  and  to  the 
accompaniment  of  music  are  more  Inter- 
esting than  the  same  exercises  performed 
one  by  one.  So  armies  f«'el  fatigue  less 
when  "marching  to  the  music  of  the  hand. 

Thus  dancing  became  among  all  prlml- 
peoples.  as  it  Is  now  among  the  Indians,  a 
religious  exercise.  In  no  other  way  could 
people  become  so  harmoniously  inspired 
for  war  or  so  emphasize  peace.  After  its 
religious  significance  was  lost  dancing 
was  valued  as  a  gymnastic  drill,  especially 
by  the  Greeks,  whose  physical  develop- 
ment was  fine.  Many  a  girl  of  today  who 
would  be  completely  exhausted  by  walking 
ten  miles  can  dance  an  equivalent  time 
and   distance   without  tiring. 

Indeed.  Dr.  Hall  thinks  the  present-day 
neglect  of  the  dance  unfortunate,  and 
says  that  for  youth's  sake  "a  work  of 
rescue  and  revival  is  greatly  needed,  for 
the  dance  is  perhaps,  not  excepting  even 
music,  the  completest  language  of  the 
emotions  and  ca  nbe  made  one  of  the 
best  schools  of  sentiment  and  even  will. 
Inoculating  good  states  of  mind  and  exor- 
cisi'ig  bad  ones  as  few  other  agencies  have 
po  ^'r  to  do." 

The  very  tendency  of  youth  to  excess— 
to  overexert,  to  sleep  endless  hours  at 
one  time  and  at  another  to  mike  night 
hideous,  its  laziness  and  disinclination  to 
prolonged  exertion  even  while  It  delights 
In  brief  but  toilsome  exercise— not  only 
recalls  the  long  rests  and  brief  exertions 
of  the  savage  and  his  irregular  ways  of 
life,  but  these  peculiarities  are  neces- 
sary to  the  development  of  the  young,  not 
yet  in  harness  to  regularity  and  the  desk. 
■'Youth  needs  overexertion  to  compensate 
for  underexertion."

Thirty  silkworms,  hatched  June  16.  1902. 
were  divided  Into  a  number  of  lots  and 
reared  on  small  branches.  One  lot  was 
fed  on  leaves  dipped  in  liquid  to  color 
them. 

Some  of  the  leaves  the  worms  fed  upon 
were  colored  a  slight  red.  and  the  worms 
ate  them  as  they  eat  ordinary  leaves  In 
a  natural  condition.  They  grew  and  de- 
veloped as  If  fed  on  common  mulberry 
leaves.  The  general  color  of  their  bodies 
necame  a  dark  red.  and  the  blood  extract- 
ed from  them  was  of  an  Intense  red. 

When  the  cocoons  were  formed,  Aug.  12. 
a  pink  silk  was  reeled  from  them.  The 
entire  cocoon  was  of  a  beautiful  red.  To 
prevent  the  silk  from  being  soiled  by  con- 
tact with  the  coloring  mailer  on  the 
leaves  or  by  the  skin  of  the  worms,  which 
might  have  been  spotted  by  the  dye.  some 
of  the  worms  were  washed  and  placed  on 
freshlv  gathered  branches,  where  they  at 
once  liegan  lo  form  cocoons  as  red  as  the 
flrst  lot.

PTNK   SILK  COCOONS. 

Concerning  the  experiment  of  Messrs. 
Comic  and  Leviat.  of  Lyons.  France,  to 
cause  cocoons  to  yield  colored  silk  by  col- 
oring the  silkworms'  food.  United  Slates 
Consul  Covert  reports: 

The  gentlemen  are  engaged  merely  In 
laboratory  experiments  in  a  field  which 
has  been"  partially  worked  for  the  last 
sixty  years.  The  object  of  their  studies 
was  to  discover,  if  possible,  why  some 
breeds  of  silkworms  produce  white  silk, 
while  others  produce  yellow  or  a  yellow- 
ish-green silk.  Tiielr  experiments  siiowed 
them  that  the  natural  coloring  matter  of 
the  cocoon  was  identical  with  the  coloring 
matter  found  In  the  leaves.  It  was  there- 
fore logical  to  lielleve  that  the  color  of 
the  silk  must  originate  la  the  chloropiiyl 
of  the  leaves  fed  to  the  worms. 

The  experiments  undertaken  to  test

That  One  Is  Imminent. 

Gen.  Stoessel  Reports  That  Japanese 
Lost  10,000  In  Last  Attacli. 

The  expected  battle  between  the  Russian  Manchurian  army  and 
Marshal  Oyama's  forces  has  not  yet  occurred,  and  today's  advices  do 
not  indicate  any  developments  of  an  important  character  on  the  part  of 
either  army-  St.  Petersburg  dispatches  say  that  Kuropalkin  is  con- 
stantly receiving  reinforcements,  especially  artillery,  but  the  mihtary 
critics  express  doubt  whether  he  contemplates  mere  than  a  passive 
resistance  at  Mukden.  The  opinion  seems  general  that  the  next  battle 
of  a  decisive  na.ture  will  occur  at  Tie  pass.  Lieut.-Gen.  Stoessel  reports 
that  the  Japanese  losses  in  the  attacks  on  Port  Arthur  from  Sept.  19  to 
22  were  10.000  men.  He  adds  that  the  Japanese  are  now  working  ac- 
tively and  approaching  by  entrenchments  and  a  tunnel.

St.  Petersburg.  Oct.  5.— The  military 
critics  at  St,  Petersburg  share  in  the 
general  uncertainty  as  to  how  to  seize 
up  the  situation  at  the  front  if  Field 
Marshal  Oyama  makes  his  anticipated 
advance.  They  seem  to  agree  that  a 
strong  screening  movement  is  in  pro- 
gress Immediately  east  of  Liao  Yang, 
that  probably  a  feint  will  be  made 
from  the  west,  that  the  tactics  of  the 
Japanese  at  Liao  Yang  will  be  rept^at- 
ed  and  that  Gen.  Kuroki  will  try  a  wide 
flanking  movement  from  the  east. 
Some  of  the  critics  point  out  that  the 
conditions  at  Port  Arthur  may  force  4.  says. 
a  change  of  Ovama's  plan  of  campaign. 
The  continued  failure  of  the  attacks  on 
the  fortress  and  the  enormous  losses 
sustained  by  the  beseigers,  they  think 
may  compel  Oyama  to  dispatch  some 
vetoran  troops  from  the  Manchurian 
army  to  General  Nodzu's  support,  as 
the  reinforcements  arriving  at  Port 
Arthur   are   mostly   reserve   men.

FIGHTING  EFFICIENCY

Japs  EnlistinFMany  In  Spite 
of  Emperor. 

Possiet  Bay,  Russian  Manchuria. 
Tue.sday.  Oct.  4.— (Delayed  in  Trans- 
mission.)—The  Japanese  minister  at 
Seoul  has  demanded  that  every  town  in 
Korea  furnish  a  contingent  of  from 
forty  to  sixty  men  for  the  army  now 
being  organized,  but  the  emperor  of 
Korea  refused  to  do  so.

Aooording  to 
Its  president,  J.  Hampton  Moore,  the 
league  represents  2.0(K),O'.O  members,  or- 
ganized  Into   700t)   Republican   clubs. 

Charles  W.  McGuire,  president  of  the 
Indiana  I^incoln  league,  called  the  con- 
vention to  order  and  introduced  J.  Hami)- 
ton  Moore  of  Philadelphia,  president  of 
the  National  league,  who  presided. 

Governor  Winfteld  T.  Durbia  of  Indiana 
formally  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the 
state.  Tlie  response  was  made  on  be- 
half of  tiie  convention  by  Sid  B.  Redding 
of  Arkansas,  natUonal  treasurer.  Mr. 
Redding  said: 

"Mr.  Davis,  the  vice  presidential  can- 
didate of  the  Democratic  party,  when 
discussing  issues  in  this  campaign  has 
gone  out  of  his  way  to  say  that  if  tlie 
colored  voters  of  the  country  are  not 
included  in  an  estimate  of  the  aggregate 
vote  that  the  Democratic  party  is  in  the 
majority. 

As  a  son  of  the  South,  I  wish  on  be- 
healf  of  the  Republicans  of  tlie  Soulh,  to 
present  our  compliments  to  the  distin- 
guished citizen  of  West  Virginia  and  re- 
mind him  of  the  fact  that  l>ut  for  its 
violatif>n  of  the  thirteenth,  fourteenth 
and  fifteenth  amednments  to  the  federal 
constitution,  the  Democratic  party  vsould 
not  today  be  a  p«>litical  factor  in  this 
country. 

"Southern  Republicans  are  proud  of  the 
privilege  of  meeting  with  our  friends  of 
tlie  north,  east  and  west  in  national  con- 
vention. 

"Among  our  brethren  In  the  South,  we 
have  sung  the  song  of  national  unity  and 
harmony  of  the  sections,  of  freindship 
and  go<><i   will. 

'"Out  tender  of  the  olive  branch,  our 
offer  of  peace  and  good  will,  is  answered 
by  Democratic  politicians  .and  speakers 
who  have  come  into  the  north  to  speak 
in  this  campaign  by  autliority  of  the 
Democratic    national    committee. 

"By  these  speakers,  the  white  Republi- 
cans of  the  South  are  charged  with  being 
enemies  of  southern  institutions  and  of 
being  in  favor  of  absolute  social  equality 
with  the  negro. 

"That  we  do  not  stand  for  such  equal- 
ity at  home  is  well  known  and  the  lead- 
ing men  of  the  rfoutli  are  on  record  In 
saying  that  they  do  not  believe  In  and 
do  not  ask  for  .social  equality.  We,  the 
white  Republicans  of  the  southland  de- 
sire to  serve  notice  that  we  shall  not  al- 
ways be  placid.  We  shall  not  always  be' 
reticent.  We  shall  not  always  submit  to 
the  sting  of  statements  which  are  un- 
true. 

•"We  will  contend  for  our  future  poli- 
tical rights  and  shall  never  cease  an  hon- 
orable "contest  for  these  rights  until  the 
halls  of  congress  at  Washington  ring 
with  the  eloquence  of  southern  freemen, 
and  until  we  have  again  demonstrated 
that  even  in  the  southland  taxation  with- 
out representation  is  tyranny." 

The  eall  was  read  by  E.  W.  Weeks  of 
Iowa  secretary  of  the  National  league 
and  the  biennial  address  of  I'resident 
Moore  was  delivered.  In  his  address,  Mr. 
Aloore  said: 

Since  the  Chicago  convention,  we  have 
waited  in  vain  for  the  Democrats  to  show 
cau^e  why  Republicans  should  change 
their  faith.  The  whole  country  listened 
with  its  ear  to  the  ground  for  the  sage 
of  Esopus  to  speak,  but  heard  only  tht 
echoes  of  Republican  achievement. 

"I   waa   wrong  on   the   money  question 


In  1S96,  and  you  were  right."  Judge  Par- 
ker said:  "I  was  wrong  in  W*i  and  you 
were  right;  you  are  right  in  1904  and  1 
am  right,  but  I  am  more  right  than  you 
are." 

"Truly  a  judicial  deliverance.  "With  pe- 
culiar personal  alarm  at  the  appalling 
hacking  at  the  tree  of  protection,  tht 
venerable  sage  of  West  Virginia,  cries 
out,  "Woodman,  woodman,  spare  that 
tree,"  but  In  the  same  breath  exclaims, 
■"My  party  right  or  wrong,  but  right  or 
wrong  my  party." 

Of  course  they  derived  an  incidental 
benefit  from  protection.  They  always  in- 
tended to  regulate  the  trusts.  They  fav- 
ored the  expansion  of  trade  and  they 
were  mighty  anxious  to  prosecute  the 
postal  frauds  and  they  know  how  all 
these  things  were  accomplished,  but  they 
have  a  horrible  nightmare  alM)ut  Roose- 
velt. He  is  so  unsafe.  Grover  Cleveland, 
author  of  '"Hard  times  for  millions  of 
toilers"  tells  you  Roosevelt  Is  unsafe; 
John  Sharp  Williams,  with  a  mighty  con- 
stituency of  five  thousand  Mississippi 
voters  tells  you  so.  Champ  Clark  would 
"cut  your  throat  from  ear  to  ear  if  you 
di.sputed  him.  and  genial  Tom  Taggart. 
who  is  getting  along  so  happily  with 
Slieehan  in  New  York  would  give  lu.'5  nat- 
ional chairmansliip  to  prove  It  in  the 
state  of  Indiana. 

Mr.  Moore  then  spoke  of  the  purposes 
of  the  national  league  which  he  called 
"the  volunteer  force  o  fthe  regular  Re- 
publican army.     Said  he: 

■'Our  mission  is  to  work  and  urge  others 
to  work.  The  young  man  is  anxious  to 
do  his  full  public  duty.  He  inspires  the 
veteran  and  makes  more  effective  the 
work  of  organization.  He  llnds  his  op- 
portunity in  the  Republican  party. 

"Thirty  days  remain  for  campaign  work, 
thirty  days  into  which  to  labor— to  hustle 
as  league  men  can  and  will,  for  Republi- 
can supremacy.'" 

Secretary  Weeks  read  the  following  let- 
ter from  President  Roosevet,  which  was 
received  with  three  cheers  and  a  tiger, 
the  delegates  standing. 

White  House.  Washngton,  Sept.  27,  1904. 

My  dtar  Mr.  Moore:  Permit  me, 
through  you,  to  extend  my  warme-l  gveet- 
Ing  to  the  onvention  of  the  Republican 
national  league.  I  appreciate  to  the  full- 
est the  work  it  Is  doing.  The  zealous  and 
disinterested  aid  of  the  men  wiio  c  im- 
pose It  nseans  mo'e  for  the  party  thin 
almost  any  other  kind  of  support  and  I 
count  our  party  fortunate  in  having  ahlv 
men  to  work  for  it  in  the  spirit  that  your 
organization  has  shown.  We  liold  that 
our  party  Is  worthy  of  support  l  ecause 
It  has  served  the  nation  with  fidelity  and 
efficiency  so  long,  and  especially  l  ec-iuse 
it  is  now  thus  .serving  it.  Hoping  you 
will  have  a  most  successful  meeting,  I  am 
Sincerely    yours.

Men  State  Prison 

Terms. 


Henry  Johnson  Gets  Seven 

and  Ouge  Six 

Years. 


Andrew  Johnson,  who  has  establlsh'?d 
an  unenviable  record  for  drunkenness, 
non-support  of  his  family  and  general 
s-hlftleasness,  was  ,this  morning  tried 
on  the  non-support  charge  and  foun-i 
guilty.  He  has  not  yet  been  sentenced 
but  the  law  provides  a  one-year  term 
In  the  state  penitentiary  for  such  per- 
sons. 

The  case  was  a  somewhat  unusual 
one  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  non- 
support  cases  usually  get  belore  th  • 
court  for  contempt  on  the  judge's 
order  that  the  person  charged  must 
provide  for  his  family.  The  case  ^s 
what  is  commonly  known  as  a  uuas*- 
criminal  action,  not  aa  indictabl-i 
offense,  but  one  that  may  be  brought 
to  trial  before  a  jury. 

As  it  is  not  a  regular  criminal  ac- 
tion, the  court  cannot  appoint  counsel 
for  the  defendant  and,  unless  he  has 
means  to  employ  an  attorney,  the  per- 
son accused  iq  compelled  to  be  nis 
own  attorney. 

Johnson  was  in  just  that  fix.  He 
claimed  he  wanted  to  make  a  defense 
but  did  not  have  any  money  to  em- 
ploy a  lawyer.  The  court  ordered  the 
action  to  go  on,  however,  and  twelve 
jurors  were  called  and  accei)ted  by 
both  sides  wlthbut  a  question  except 
by  the  county  attorney  as  to  whether 
any  of  them  kne*-  Johnson. 

Mrs.  Johnson,  the  complaining  wit- 
ness was  first  called  by  the  state  and 
told  a  story  of  three  years  of  hard 
struggle  on  her  part  over  the  washtub 
to  support  herself  and  two  little  child- 
ren, while  the  hXtsbftnd  was  eithjr 
drunk  or  in  jail .  most  of  that  ceriod 
of   tima. 

Last  summer,  she  testified,  he  was 
arrested  and  sent  to  the  county  jail 
tor  striking  her  in  the  face,  but  there 
he  was  given  m^ny  Jjn-lvileges  and  fin- 
ally escaped,  going  over  to  Superior. 
He  was  finally  sent  up  to  the  oounlv 
j.all  on  another  drunkenness  charge 
and  when  his  sentence  expired  he  was 
held  on  the  former  charge  of  non- 
support  for  which  he  was  sent  to  jail 
on  failure  to  provide  bonds. 

During  his  wife's  testimony  John.son 
paid  no  attention  to  what  was  being 
said,  but  as  soon  as  she  was  off  the 
stand  he  went  on  to  testify  on  his  own 
bohalf.  He  admitted  getting  drunk 
often,  but  claimed  that  his  wife  kept 
him  in  jail  so  much  the  past  four  years 
he  had  not  been  able  to  provide  for  her 
or  the  children.  He  claimed  that  when 
he  did  go  home  she  drove  him  out.  and 
that  he  had  given  the  family  some  of 
his  money  whenever  he  ha<l  any. 

Johnson,  who  looks  fully  ten  years 
younger  than  his  wife,  who  shows  the 
slijns  of  the  hard  work  she  has  under- 
gone, admitted  that  he  had  not  worked 
at  his  trade  of  carpentering  for  three 
years,  and  that  he  had  been  working 
around  saloons. 

In  rebuttal.  Mrs.  Johnson  said  she 
had  not  kept  her  hsuband  in  jail,  but 
after  all  he  might  aa  well  be  there  as 
bothering  her.  that  she  had  enough  to 
do  to  take  care  of  herself  and  children 
without  supporting  him. 

The  crazy  spells  which  she  said  her 
husband  had  on  occasions  were  taken 
to  n>ean  attacks  of  dellriQm  tremens. 

The  case  went  to  the  jury  without 
argument  and  a  verdict  was  returned 
within  a  few  minutes.

A  short  musical  program  consisting 
of  music  and  singing  followed,  aftir 
which  a  smoker  was  held  and  the 
balance  of  the  evening  was  passed  in  a 
social  manner. 


Eight  men  were  given  state  prison 
sentences  by  Judge  Dibell  this  morn- 
ing. All  of  them  have  either  been  con- 
victed or  have  pleaded  guilty  to 
charges  brought  against  them  by  the 
la?t  grand  jury. 

The  heaviest  sentence  was  given 
Henry  Johnson,  who  was  Indicted  for 
assaulting  a  girl  under  age.  Johnson 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  attempt  to  assault 
her  and  was  sentenced  to  hard  labor 
in  the  state  prison  at  Stillwater  for  a 
period  of  seven  years.  Had  he  been 
convicted  of  the  crime  for  which  he 
was  indicted  his  maximum  punishment 
might  have  been  thirty  years.  The 
maximum  punishment  for  attempt  to 
assault  a  girl  under  age  is  fifteen  years' 
imprisonment. 

Arthur  Ouge,  the  Garfield  avenue 
longshoreman  v.'ho  attempted  to  shoot 
his  divorced  wife  last  summer,  received 
the  next  heaviest  sentence  from  the 
court,  six  years  at  hard  labor.  Ouge 
was  indicted  for  assault  in  the  first 
degree,  and  stood  trial  of  the  charge. 

William  Duffy  who,  with  John  Carey, 
was  Indicted  for  grand  larceny  in  the 
second  degree,  was  given  a  two  years 
and  six  months'  term  at  hard  lal>or. 
The  men  were  accused  of  stealing  sev- 
cr.al  (lo)lars'  worth  of  goods  from  a 
freight  ar  at  Virginia.  Carey  entered 
a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  given  a  two- 
year  sentence,  but  Duffy,  who  stood 
trial,  got  six  months  more. 

Matt  Hikl<ala,  the  Austrian,  who  waa 
too  free  with  his  knife  about  the  per- 
son of  a  fellow  countryman,  on  the 
range,  was  sent  to  state  prison  at 
hard  labor  for  two  years  and  six 
ntonths.  The  Indictment  against  Hlk- 
kala  was  assault  in  the  second  degree, 
and  he  stood  trial. 

John  McMahon,  the  West  Duluth 
man  convicted  of  stealing  a  quantity 
of  canned  goods  from  Brown.  Mallough 
&  Son,  was  given  a  term  of  one  year 
at  hard  labor.  He  was  indicted  for 
grand  larceny  in  the  second  degree. 

James  Smith,  who  was  convicted  of 
pa?.sing  a  check  of  $10  with  the  Indor- 
ser's  name  forged,  on  William  Hesbeck, 
was  also  given  the  one-year  term  at 
hard  labor. 

Albert  Hall,  who  pleaded  guilty  to  a 
grand  larceny  charge,  was  sentenced 
to  Stillwater  for  one  year  and  six 
months  at  hard  labor.  Tlie  criminal 
work  for  the  present  term  of  coui^  is 
now  completed,  that  of  Duffy,  who  was 
found  guilty  this  morning  being  the 
last  for  trial. 

Judge  Cant  has  gone  to  St.  Paul  to 
sit  on  the  supreme  court  bench  in  the 
mandamus  proceedings  against  the 
secretary  of  state,  but  the  completion 
of  the  criminal  calendar  still  leaves  two 
judges  to  take  up  the  civil  cases.

FOLK  THREATENED

BRIEF  TELEGRAMS. 


The  battlesshlp  Ohio  was  placed  In  com- 
mi.-'sion  at  Snn  Francisco  Tuesday,  with 
Capt.  L,.  C.  I>ogan  in  command.  The 
Ohio  will  make  a  short  crui.ae  along  the 
Paciric  coast  to  shako  down  her  machin- 
ery and  ultimately  will  be  attached  to  the 
Asiatic    Ikot. 

President  Roosevelt,  Tuesday,  enter- 
tained at  limcheon  at  the  White  House, 
Rev.  Dr.  Ohas.  Cuthbort  Hall,  president 
of  the  I'nion  Theological  seminarv  at 
New  York:  Bishop  Chas.  H.  Brent,  of  the 
Episcopal  church  in  the  Philippines;  Gen. 
Robert  Shaw  Oliver,  assistant  secretarv 
of  war;  Lieut.  Emmons,  T'.  S.  N.,  retired: 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  Jas.  R. 
Garfield  and  Wm.  Dudley  Foulke. 

President  Roosevelt  has  appointed  Jul- 
ius G.  Lay.  as  con^JiU  at  Canton,  in  suc- 
cession to  Robert  McWade.  removed.  Mr. 
Lay,  formerly,  was  American  consul  at 
Barcelonia. 

Fifteen  of  the  gu«>sts,  who  attended  a 
a  party  given  at  Clinton.  Iowa,  by  Henrv 
Basson,  are  suffering  from  ptomaine  poi- 
soning, and  several  are  in  a  .'?erious  con- 
dition. Those  most  seriously  affected  are 
Mrs.  James  I..udolph,  Mrs.  Jacob  Mo- 
herns,  Mrs.  Henry  Dickson  and  Mrs. 
Carson  Ketleron.  The  poisoning  was  In- 
duced by  eating  pressed  meat. 

An  attempt  to  destroy  the  Methodist 
church  at  Monroe.  Ind.,  was  discovered 
Tue.sday.  IlolfS  whicli  had  boon  borod 
Into  tlie  large  timbers  of  the  foundation 
were  filled  with  explosives.  Tlie  fuse 
which  was  made  of  straw,  was  only  par- 
tially burned. 

Reports  received  from  different  points 
in  New  Mexico,  show  that  the  loss  of 
lives  in  the  floods  that  have  occurred  in 
the  past  week  was  greater  than  at  first 
thought.  At  least  twenty  persons  perish- 
ed, and  all  seotions  have  not  been  defi- 
nitely heard   from. 

A  negro,  named  Rivers,  was  taken  from 
Sheriff  Smith  and  two  deputies  by  a  mob 
of  5(nt  men  at  Perry.  Fla.,  Tuesdav.  Noth- 
ing has  since  been  heard  of  the'  prisoner 
and  it  is  believed  he  was  lynched.

The   large    audience    which    attended  ^ 
lust    evening's    session   of    the   General  ; 
Congregational    association    was    given  ; 
two  treats,    first   the  annual  report  of 
the   moderator,    Hon.    A.    A.   Miller,    of 
Crookston,     Minn.,    and      second,      the 
scholarly,    entertaining    and    inspiring 
address   delivered     by     Prof.     Grahujn 
Taylor,    D.    D.,    of    the    Chicago    Theo- 
logical seminary. 

Professor  Taylor's  topic  was  "The 
Emphasis  Which  Evangelism  Lays 
l/pon  Nurture,  "  and  he  analyzed  care- 
fully and  in  detail  the  two  branches  or 
arms,  as  he  termed  them,  of  churcli 
services.  He  is  a  man  of  wide  ex- 
perience in  Christian  work  among  the 
masses  both  in  the  rural  districts  in 
New  England  cities,  and  in  Chicago. 
His  experiences  have  given  him  a 
splendid  fund  of  j^ersonal  recollections 
to  draw  on  and  his  address  was  em- 
bellished throughout  with  humorous 
and  pathetic  incidents  that  held  the 
closest  attention  and  drew  an  enthu- 
siastic round  of  applause  when  he 
completed  his  talk.  He  is  a  man  of 
decided  convictions  and  with  the  habit 
of  stating  them  just  as  decidedly  to 
other  people. 

Especially  Interesting  was  his  story 
of  the  work  that  is  being  accomplished 
by  the  Citizen's  League,  of  Chicago, 
of  which  he  is  a  very  active  member, 
in  purifying  politics  in  that  city,  with- 
out regard  to  partisanship.  His  ex- 
pression '"Really,  1  ou^ht  to  be  in 
Chicago  canvassing  tonight,  instead  of 
standing  here  talking  to  you  saints," 
provoked  a  general  smile.  He  urged 
that  Christian  workers  mix  more  in 
politics  than  they  do  and  declared  that 
it  was  just  the  place  for  them.  In 
beginning  his  address,  Professor  Tay- 
lor said: 

"Christianity  is  dependent  on  evan- 
gelism and  nurture  for  life  itself,  for 
growth  and  development.  Alexander 
Duff  once  said  that  the  church  which 
is  not  evangelistic  will  not  long  b'; 
evangelical. 

"The  bible  Is  a  sealed  book  to  those 
who  have  use  for  it  in  working  on  no 
other    lives    than    their   own. 

"These  two  arms  of  church  service, 
evangelism  and  nurture,  are  dependent 
each  ui>on  the  other.  There  is  ao 
such  thing  as  a  specially  evangelized 
or  a  specially  nurtured  church.  It 
we  substitute  evangelism  for  nurtui'i 
on  our  children,  we  kill  them.  Just 
so  with  the  churches.  If  we  try  to 
make  the  substitution  a  sort  of  nara- 
lysis  falls  o  nthe  non-missionaiy 
church. 

"Any  church  that  takes  the  position 
that  it  is  a  class  church  decuares  It- 
self to  be  less  than  a  church  of  Christ, 
which  is  a  church  of  all  classes.  I 
never  took  any  stock  in  the  expression 
once  made  by  a  noted  divine  that  the 
Congregational  church  is  for  the  cul- 
tivated classes. 

•Evangelism  and  nurture  are  not 
only  dependent  on  each  other,  but  they 
really  Intersphere.  Both  are  necessary 
and  scarcely  to  be  distinguished  from 
each  other,  especially  among  the  con- 
ditions that  we  lind  in  this  northern 
country.  We  find  we  cannot  say  here 
evangelism  ends  and  nurture  begins. 

•The  emphasis  of  which  I  am  to 
speak  Is  that  of  the  exigencies  of  the 
fields  In  which  I  have  served  and  the 
men  and  women  with  whom  I  have 
been  brought  face  to  fare.  It  is  my 
province  to  be  brought  face  to  face 
with  people.  I  cannot  be  a  successful 
teacher  of  young  men  preparing  for  the 
ministry  unless  I  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  field  workers,  any  more  than 
mc  prolessor  of  chemistry  can  do  good 
work  and  keep  away  from  the  labora- 
tory. 

"For  seven  years  my  territory  was  m 
the  rural  districts.  For  another  twelvt: 
vears  In  the  heart  of  the  New  England 
cities,  and  now  for  the  past  twelve 
years'  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. You  must  take  into  considera- 
tion the  scope  of  my  fields  when  I  give 
you  my  idea  of  emphasis  as  to  evan- 
gelism and  nurture." 

Professor  Taylor  here  gave  a  number 
of  iiKidtnts  illustrating  his  lield  work 
through  the  medium  of  evangelism,  and 
.said  that  some  people  could  not  be 
reached  except  through  that  form  of 
service.  While  he  was  in  the  East  he 
went  out  on  the  streets,  on  the  corners, 
under  trees,  on  the  docks,  in  the  police 
courts,  the  ball  grounds,  picnic  grounds 
and  even  the  prisons,  anywhere  he 
could  reach  the  great  outlying  mass  of 
humanity. 

•It  turned  the  tide  of  my  life,  de- 
clared :Mr.  Taylor.  I  found  it  better  to 
be  a  mass  man  than  a  class  man.  Yet 
I  did  all  this  at  the  sacrifice  of  a  taste 
that  had  been  trained  to  be  aesthetic, 
that  had  been  deevloped  in  the  nur- 
tured church  of  my  fathers. 

"Nurture  is  the  normal  method  of 
bringing  souls  into  the  church  of  God. 
Where  nurture  has  failed  there  Is  no 
other  recourse  than  evangelism.  Evan- 
geli.=;m  seems  to  appeal  to  people  of 
certain  temperament  on  the  one  hand, 
or  to  people  of  certain  antecedents  on 
the  other.  We  found  in  our  evangelis- 
tic work  that  we  could  not  hold  some 
of  the  men  with  less  emotional  natures. 
It  nearly  broke  up  our  work  before  we 
discovered  that  it  was  not  the  fault  of 
the  service,  Vnit  simply  that  the  con- 
verts had  become  weaned  and  needed 
the  nurture." 

Profes.=»or  Taylor  claims  that  the  sta- 
tistics will  show  75  or  SO  rev  cent  of  the 
young  men  that  are  entering  the  th»^o- 
iogical  seminaries  in  the  East  and  Mid- 
die  West  are  those  who  have  been  nur- 
tured Christians  rather  than  evangel- 
ized. He  claimed  there  are  hosts  of 
people  who  do  not  know  the  date  they 
were  converted,  and  that  after  all 
evangelism  is  the  exceptional  thing, 
and  the  church  and  home  training  is 
really  the  best  method.  He  criticised 
severely  the  idea  of  the  snerlacular, 
shown  in  permitting  children  who 
ought  to  be  in  their  beds,  making  sen- 
sational prayers  from  the  platform. 

"I  never  saw  the  time  that  iuirti!re 
was  not  the  basis  for  the  effectiveness 
of  evangelism."  said  Profes.^or  Taylor. 
'•Nurture  leally  lies  back  of  the  neg- 
ative plate  which  evangelism  deve- 
lops. The  results  of  evangelism  are 
conditioned  by  nurture.  Evaiigelistic 
work,  to  be  successful,  must  either  be 
Preceded  or  followed  by  nurture  work. 
There  are  some  churches  that  are  all 
gate  and  no  way  ,  but  it  Is  pretty  near- 
ly as  bad  If  they  are  all  way  and  no 
gate.  Evangelism  may  be  compared. 
in  one  sense  with  the  get-rich-qu'ck 
Ide.-'..-.  It   is   all   enthusiasm   and   bright 


light,    but    remember   that    the    bri.ght 
lights   cast  deep  shadows." 

Professor  Taylor  deprecated  the 
the  strong  belief  expressed  by  some  in 
personal  conversation.  He  explained 
that  men  who  are  confined  from  tl.eir 
fellow  beings  for  a  period  of  time  na- 
turally become  somewhat  emotional  in 
nature  but  that  it  is  apt  to  wear  off 
when  they  get  outside  the  prison  walls 
and  mix  with  the  world  again.  He 
believed  that  the  converted  convict 
should  be  held  on  sort  of  a  probation 
plan  for  a  time  after  he  gets  out  of 
confinement.  He  argued  that  the  reli- 
gion gained  by  a  convict  unless  ma- 
tured was  in  much  danger  of  losing 
its  hold. 

'There  Is  an  inferno  In  our  indus- 
tralism."  declared  Professor  Tavlor, 
and  It's  a  matter  that  the  churches 
must  look  to.  There  must  be  some- 
thing more  than  talk  thrown  into  our 
evangelism  or  nurture  to  make  either 
effective. 

"And  I  warn  you.  Christians,  to  look 
well  to  it  that  the  union  leaders  and 
the  walking  delegates  do  not  pass  the 
gates  of  heaven  ahead  of  you.  They 
ha\e  been  down  among  the  people. 
They  have  seen  the  infernal  grind  of 
the  sweatshop  where  the  lives  of  men 
and  women  have  been  crushed  out  in 
the  hot  close  dens  in  which  they  toil 
to  save  the  rent  for  their  employers. 
They  have  seen  the  fearful  surround- 
ings of  the  children  of  these  people, 
people  to  whom  it  would  be  worse 
than  a  crime  to  ask  to  'be  good.' 
Talk  Is  so  cheap  and  there  is  so  much 
work  to  be  done,  and  tht^re  are  people 
to  whom  you  can  not  preach,  or  teach. 
or  pray,  or  sing  religion.  They  are  en- 
titled to  all  there  is  in  you  and  tc 
these  creatures  of  God  the  truth  must 
be  'lived  out  and  loved  in.' 

"Some  churches  have  been  galvanized 
so  often  that  they  won't  even  twitch," 
was  the  trite  expression  made  by  Pro- 
fes,«-or  Taylor  in  speaking  of  the  evan- 
gelistic methods  employed  by  some 
church  organizations  to  build  up  mem- 
bership. 

He  held  that  the  adolescent  period 
of  life  in  the  young  woman  is  the  time 
for  the  Christian  churches  to  reap 
their  harvest  and  said  It  was  aston- 
ishing to  know  the  small  percentage 
of  persons  that  are  saved  after  pas- 
sing the  age  of  18  years. 

He  placed  emphasis  on  nurture 
shown  by  the  educational  Institutions 
that  have  sprung  up  under  the  care  of 
the  church  and  closed  his  address  with 
a  splendidly  optimistic  outlook  for 
Christianity. 

MOUERATOK'S  REPORT. 


A.  A.  Miller  of  Crookston  Ad- 
dresses the  Association. 

The  annual  report  of  the  moderator  of 
the  association,  Hon.  A.  A.  Miller,  a 
prominent  attorney  of  Crookston,  was  a 
new  feature  with  this  convention,  the  plan 
of  having  such  report  having  been  adopted 
at  the  previous  annual  meeting.  The  re- 
ptirt  deals  with  the  religious  aspect  and 
the  progress  of  Congregationalism  In 
Minne.-jota. 

Mr.  Miller  some  time  ago  sent  out  let- 
ters to  either  the  pastor  of  the  chu'ch  or 
clerk  in  220  of  the  Congregational  churches 
of  the  slate  and  received  replies  from 
about  120,  but  regards  that  as  a  favorable 
return  for  the  first   time. 

After  reading  the  report.  Mr.  Miller  said 
he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  re- 
ligious outlook  for  Congregationalism  the 
coming  year  is  most  encouraging,  and 
that  the  progress  which  will  be  made  by 
the  church    will  be   most   satisfactory. 

All  of  the  reports  reaching  him  either 
told  of  substantial  progress  being  made, 
or  that  the  churches  are.  at  least,  holding 
their  own.  Mr.  Miller  mentioned  several 
special  instances  where  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  has  been  moving  a  great  deal  for 
the  upbuilding  of  His  cause  through  the 
church.  Assuming  that  the  churches 
which  have  not  replied  to  his  innuirios 
will  make  an  average  showing  with  those 
that  did  report.  Mr.  Miller  claims  there 
is  excellent  grounds  for  the  belief  that  the 
past  .vear  ha.s  been  one  of  Increased  mem- 
bership. Interest  and  spiritual  power 
among  the  Congregational  churches  of 
Minnesota. 

The  Work  of  the  church  In  this  state 
he  divided  Into  three  heads:  First,  the 
work  In  the  northern  part  of  the  state; 
second,  the  work  among  the  older 
churches  In  the  southern  part  of  the 
state,  and  third,  the  work  among  the 
churches  in  the  larger  cities  of  the  state. 
Mr.  Miller  argued  that  different  condl- 
ttotiR  surroimd  each  class,  and  each  must 
have  a  different  sort  of  treatment. 

As  to  the  spiritual  progress  that  Is  to 
he  made  by  the  Congregational  church  In 
the  future,  he  urged  that  there  be  a 
radical  change  In  methods  If  the  church 
expects  to  kp*»p  pace  with  the  other  de- 
nominations that  are  working  the  same 
field.  He  treated  of  the  educational 
phase  of  the  churoh  work  and  urged  a 
more  lihernl  support  of  the  Congregational 
institutions  of  learning  by  the  Congrega- 
tlonallsts  themselves.  He  asked  that  the 
boys  and  girls  of  Congregational  fam- 
ilies be  sent  to  the  church  sehooK-  in  pref- 
erence to  others:  that  the  infliieicos 
thrown  around  the  pupils  of  the  church 
Institutions  |c  «nch  that  tn»y  mnv  hive 
Important  bearing  on  the  trend  of  future 
life  of  the  young  people,  aside  from  the 
mlnd-trnining  they  will  receive. 

The  Phrlstlan  Endeavor  soofetles.  Mr. 
Mill*»r  sa'd.  are  past  the  evanescent  period 
and  what  they  need  now  more  than  any- 
thing else,  to  make  them  a  most  vilunhle 
adjunct  to  the  church  Is  good  leadership. 
He  said  It  took  something  other  than 
the  prayer  meetings  to  get  the  young  peo- 
ple into  the  church   work. 

As  to  the  lack  of  Interest  which  Is  so 
much  complained  of  r<»'-itivo  to  prayer 
meetings,  the  moderator  suggested  that 
the  formality  of  the  meetings  'oe  done 
away  with  and  that  they  be  made  more 
sociable  events,  meetings  that  people  will 
talk  about. 

Home  missions  the  moderator  character- 
ized as  a  suh.ioot  of  vital  Importance  to 
the  church,  that  without  the  missionary 
spirit,  no  substantial  progress  can  be 
made  by  any  church.  Claiming  that  the 
Congregational  church  has  been  an  ag- 
gresslvely  mls.sionary  church  in  the  past.

I>:ike  1.-^  a 
trifle  higher,  being  quoted  at  12.87^:  to  13, 
but  electrolytic  and  casting  have  i^lightly 
declined— the  former  to  l2.S.»ys  aj.d  the  lat- 
ter to  12.7orgii'",4.  Standard  has-  declined 
l3  3d  for  spot  and  I's  tid  for  future  in  I^on- 
don,  but  electrolytic  and  Lake  are  un- 
changed in  that  market.  There  Is  very 
liitle  domestic  business  app.irent,  al- 
though there  la  a  fair  demand  for  Oc- 
tober. November  and  December  deliverio-!.

CHILD^S  BODY 

Schoolboy  Finds  Remains 

of  Infant  Near  tlie 

Boulevard. 

The   dead    body    of   an    infant    about 
a    week   old    was   discovered   yesterday 
by  Edwin  Itasmussen,  the  son  of  Real 
Rasmussen,   in   the  woods   back  of   the 
boulevard  drive  on  Superior  view.    The 
V)ody   was  drapped  in   paper  and  cl.iin, 
and  placed  in  a  bosket,  the  basket  be- 
ing naikd   up   In  a  small   wooden   box. 
The  boy  was  looking  after  his  father'^ 
cows,    when    he    noticed    the    box.        It 
was    made   of  thin    wood   and   the   boy 
had    no   dirticulty   In    breaking    the   lid. 
He  was  horrified  to  see  the  dead  body 
I  of    an    infant    badly    decomposed. 
I      When  he  returned  to  the  city  he  no- 
i  titled    the    coroner,    who      Immediately 
j  drove  out  to  tlie  place  where  the  box 


was  lying.  It  was  then  too  dark 
to  rind  it,  and  he  was  comttelled  to 
make  another  trip  this  morning.  He 
had  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  box  ju 
the  place  described  by  the  boy,  and 
brought  it  back  to  the  city,  placing  the 
remains  in  Durkan  &  Crawford's 
morgue. 

The  body  is  so  .badly  decomposed  that 
it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  or  not 
It    was  a  male  or  female  child. 

"It    was    evidently    placed    there    to 

avoid   the  expense  of  burial,"   said  the 

coroner   this   morning.       "I   have   little 

doubt    but    that    the    child    was    dead 

before    being   wrapped    up    and    placed 

in   the   bo.x.       It   was   not   more  than   a 

few    days    old,    but    the    body    was    so 

badly    decomposed    it    is    impossible    to 

state  what  the  cause  of  the  death  was.

JUDGE  TOR.RANCE  AND  MR.  DUNN. 

The  dtienders  of  Robert  C.  Dunn  appear  to  have 
been  hard  hit  by  the  statement  of  Judge  Ell  Torrance, 
former  commander-in-chief  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  opposing  Mr. 
Dunn's  candidacy  for  governor,  and  they  have  turned 
their  mud  batteries  on  the  judge.  It  is  charged  by  them 
that  "Judge  Torrance's  enmity  for  Dunn  is  explained  by 
the  laltcr's  refusal  as  state  auditor,  to  draw  a  warrant  for 
$20,000  bounty  to  the  Minnesota  Beet  Sugar  company," 
and  that  Judge  Torrance  and  his  son-in-law  held  stock 
in  the  company.  A  letter  written  by  Judge  Torrance 
to  Senator  Laybourn  is  published  with  a  great  flourish. 
In  this  letter  the  senator  is  only  asked  to  vote  for  a  bill 
giving  permission  to  the  company  to  have  the  supreme 
court  pass  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  bounty  act. 
That  the  sugar  beet  company  and  Judge  Torrance  were 
willing  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  courts  was  cer- 
tainly not  to  their  discredit. 

Cut  the  Dunn  apologists  have  overreached  them- 
selves on  this  subject  and  appear  in  a  ridiculous  light 
when    the   facts   are   presented. 

In  the  first  place.  State  Auditor  Dunn,  instead  of  be- 
ing the  official  who  stopped  the  payment  of  the  bounty 
to  the  sugar  beet  company,  was  the  onh'  one  who  ever 
paid  it.  The  records  show  Mr.  Dunn  paid  two  install- 
ments of  the  bounty,  $40,000  in  all.  The  third  time  his 
deputy,  S.  G  Iverson,  now  state  auditor,  put  the  ques- 
tion to  the  attorney  general  and.  secured  an  opinion  thai 
the  law  was  unconstitutional.  It  was  State  Auditor 
Iverson's  official  refusal  that  resulted  in  the  matter 
i-eaching  the  supreme  court. 

In  the  second  place,  the  records  show  that  neither 
Judge  Torrance  nor  his  son-in-law  and  partner,  Doug- 
las Fiske.  has  now  or  ever  did  have  a  dollar's  worth  of 
stock  m  the  Minnesota  Sugar  company.  They  were  sim- 
ply retained  as  attorneys  and  as  such  conducted  the  legal 
fight  made  for  the  bounty.  It  was  in  this  cap:Acity  that 
Judge  Torrance  asked  the  senators  to  pass  the  bill  per- 
mitting the  question  to  go  to  the  supreme  court. 

In  thfi  third  place,  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court 
declaring  the  bounty  act  unconstitutional  was  written 
by  Judge  L.  \V.  Collins.  This  decision  settled  the  ques- 
tion and  defeated  the  company  and  its  attorneys.  By 
the  logic  of  the  Dunn  defenders  the  "enmity"  of  Judge 
Torrance  should  have  been  aroused  against  Judge  Col- 
ons; instead,  he  was  one  of  the  warmest  supporters 
Judge  Collins  had  for  the  nomination  for  governor.

HENRY  C.  PAYNE. 

Postmaster  General  Henry  C.  Payne,  who  died  last 
evening  after  a  brief  illness,  was  a  successful,  practical 
politician.  Ever  since  1872  he  has  been  connected 
with  the  Republican  organization  of  Wisconsin  in  an 
executive  capac'ly.  He  began  his  business  career  in 
Milwaukee  as  the  cashier  of  a  dry  goods  store  and  grad- 
ually drifted  into  the  organization  and  management  of 
public-service  corporations,  coupled  with  office-holding. 
It  was  but  natural  that  he  should  take  an  active  inter- 
est in  politics,  as  the  public-service  c<jrporation  and  poli- 
tics are  always  more  or  less  intimately  associated. 

He  was  a  great  organizer  and  manager  in  both 
branches  and  this  brought  to  him  his  success.  He  was 
born  in  Massachusetts  in  1843,  which  made  him  but  little 
over  60  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

As  to  his  personal  life  wc  have  the  word  of  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  that  he  was  the  "sweetest,  most  lovable 
and  most  trustful  man  I  ever  knew."  The  president  al- 
ways deals  in  superlatives,  and  it  is  hoped  that  he  will 
not  run  out  of  adjectives  when  he  comes  to  describe  the 
remaining  members  of  his  official  family,  each  one  of 
which  must,  of  course,  be  superlative  in  some  particular. 
Mr.  Roosevelt  also  once  declared  that  more  corruption 
has  been  uncovered  in  the  postoffice  department  since 
Mr.  Payne  became  postmaster  general  than  ever  before. 

But  Henry  C.  Payne  was  a  valuable  man  in  the  coun- 
cils of  the  Republican  party,  and  his  advice  will  be 
missed  by  the  other  managers  in  the  present  campaign.

SANITY  AND  SAFETY. 

A  notable  article  in  the  October  number  of  the  North 
American  Review  is  written  by  Allen  McLane  Hamilton, 
a  grandson  of  Alexander  Hamilton,  and  professor  of 
mental  diseases  in  Corneil  university.  He  was  em- 
ployed bj-  the  government  as  an  expert  in  the  trial  of 
Giteau  and  is  the  author  of  "A  System  of  Legal  Medi- 
cine," which  is  a  standard  authority. 

Mr.  Hamilton's  article  deals  with  the  mental  peculiar- 
ities of  degenerates  and  incapablcs  who  often  find  their 
way  into  political  life  as  sham  reformers,  who  make  a 
great  show  of  attacking  evil  and  injustice,  but  never  ac- 
complish anything  because  of  their  lack  of  stability  and 
self-cotitrol. 

"Most  of  us,"  he  says,  "are  so  willing  to  be  infected 
by  the  genius  of  others  that,  often  without  due  exercise 
of  judgment,  wc  choose  an  ideal  and  worship  him,  until 
calm,  sober  second  thought  and  experience  convinces  us 
of  his  shortcomings  and  actual  weakness." 

Can  the  reader  discover  any  parallel  to  this  in  the 
present  political  situation?     Mr.  Hamilton  continues: 

"The  analysis  of  every  suddenly  developed  popular 
movement  is  likely  to  disclose  some  hysterical  weakness, 
which  is  usuallj'  dependent  upon  an  individual  act  of 
heroic  proportions,  or  started  by  an  appeal  to  the  emo- 
tional side  of  the  masses.  Sometimes  it  has  a  religious 
tings,  and  again  it  may  be  purely  martial;  or,  again,  in 
times  of  general  corruption,  a  valorous  champion  of  the 
people  may  appear  upon  the  scene. 

"It  would  seem  today,  especially,  as  if  many  ill-bal- 
anced officials  were  possessed  by  a  spirit  of  personal  ex- 
altation, with  an  allied  disposition  to  indulge  in  more  or 
less  harmful  heroics.  The  motif  is  militarism  of  a  hj'S- 
terical  kind,  with  a  disposition,  as  far  as  possible,  in  time 
of  trouble,  to  ignore  the  ^dinary  and  long-established 
forms  of  available  legal  relief,  which  until  now  have  been 
all-sufficient.  This  epidemic  madness  has  even 
extended  to  Colorado,  and  Mr.  Wellman's  interview  with 
a  former  'rough  rider"  is  suggestive  of  what  is  meant. 
This  valorous  gentleman,  in  response  to  an  inquiry,  is 
said  to  have  replied:  'Well,  they  started  up  that  habeas 
corpus  business,  and  I  told  'em  that  wasn't  any  good — 
Miat  what  they  needed  was  not  habeas  corpus,  but  post 
mortems,  etc'  " 

Is  Gen  Bell,  of  Colorado,  insane?  Or  is  he  only  seek- 
ing to  emulate  the  example  of  some  other  unstable  hero 
that  he  worships?     This  is  Mr.  Hamilton's  judgment: 

"The  claims  of  such  an  individual  are  vapid,  and  his 
methods  are  distasteftf!  to  the  confiding  and  mistaken 
victims  who  have  pinned  their  faith  upon  him  and  invest- 
ed him,  perhaps,  with  extraordinary  prerogatives.  He  is 
a?  likely  as  not  to  be  a  member  of  a  certain  large  class 
of  the  unbalanced,  recognized  by  the  alienist,  which 
comprises  the  victims  of  paranoia  reformatoria.  Pos- 
sessed of  little  or  no  stability  of  mind,  or  power  of  judg- 
ment, he  makes  startling  and  dramatic  raids  upon  the 
wrong-doer,  disregarding  the  law  which  should  guide 
him." 

To  what  candidate  for  the  presidency  would  these 
sentences  from  Mr.  Hamilton's  article  best  apply? 

"The  motives  of  many  of  these  unstable  persons,  to 
vhom  the  name  'mattoid'  has  been  applied,  have  often 
been  of  the  highest  and  best,  and  characterized  by  a 
distinct  altruism.  Indeed,  this  disregard  of  self  has  ma- 
terially aided  progress  under  certain  circumstances.  Un- 
fortunately, tlie  impulse  of  the  psychopathic  subject  to 
do  good,  to  relieve  the  down-trodden,  or  to  correct  evil, 
i?  not  connected  with  a  state  of  mind  which  en  ibl'^s  him  to 
properly  recognize  the  consequences  of  a  precipitate  or 


CREDIT  WHERE  DUE. 

The  Brooklyn  Eagle  affects  to  be  rejoiced  over  a  law 
which  goes  into  effect  ne.\t  month  compelling  the  own- 
ers of  all  tenement  houses  to  take  out  licenses  showing 
that  their  houses  and  apartments  are  in  proper  sanitary 
condition  before  any  tenant  can  take  home  work  to  be 
done  in  such  tenements.  No  doubt  the  Eagle's  appreci- 
ation of  these  changed  conditions  is  sincere.  And  yet 
that  paper  has  been  a  malignant  and  persistent  foe  of 
organized  labor,  which  has  been  chiefly  responsible  for 
bringing  about  this  improvement  in  the  lives  of  thou- 
sands of  toilers. 

There  never  was  a  law  passed  against  sweatshops  un- 
til after  organized  labor  began  agitation  for  their  abol- 
ishment and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  never  would  have 
been  a  law  against  sweatshops  or  even  against  unsan- 
itary tenements  if  there  had  never  been  a  labor  union. 
Factory  inspection  superceded  tenement  inspection  and 
the  latter  is  a  result  of  the  former.  Yet  there  was  never 
even  factory  inspection  until  labor  unions  forced  the 
law  on  the  statute  books. 

The  Brooklyn  paper  carefully  refrains  from  giving 
any  credii  to  organized  labor  for  these  improved  condi- 
tions, as  might  have  been  expec*^ed.  It  gives  the  sole 
credit  to  "philanthropic  organizations  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  tenement  dwellers."  But  it  admits  that  the  move 
is  a  beneficent  one,  and  that  is  something.  The  people 
will  place  the  most  credit  where  most  is  due.

AFTER  SHORT  ILLNESS 
AT  NATIONAL  CAPITAL 


Nearly 


Death  Came  After 
Six  Hours  of  Uncon- 
sciousness. 


Will  Be    Succeeded    In 

the  Cabinet  By 

Cortelyou. 


"Washington,  Oct.  5.— Henry  C.  Payn-^, 
postmaster  general  of  the  United 
States,  a  member  of  the  national  Re- 
publican committee,  a  stalwart  of  his 
j/arty.  with  the  history  of  which  botli 

in  his  home  state  iind  nationally  he 
has  bet-n  identifiea  for  many  years, 
died  at  his  apartments  at  the  Arlington 
hotel  at  6:10  o'cloclt  last  night,  aged 
60.  The  death  was  announced  in  the 
following  bulletin,  issued  by  the  at- 
tending physicians: 

"Tile  po.stinaster  general  died  at  6:10 
p  m.  He  died  peacefully  without  a 
struggle." 

Mr.  Payne  had  been  in  poor  health 
for  at  least  two  years,  but  his  last 
Illness  covered  only  seven  days,  an 
attack  of  heart  trouble  last  week  pre- 
cipitating the  end  at  a  time  wh.ni 
after  a  rest  he  seomod  to  have  re- 
covered a  small  measure  of  his  vital- 
ity impaired  by  years  of  arduous 
labor.  Death  came  after  nearly  six 
hours    of   unconsciousness. 

Around  Mr.  Payne's  bedside  at  th? 
time  of  his  death  were  his  devoted 
wife.  Rev.  Dr.  Dunlop,  pastor  of  St. 
Johns  Episcopal  church.  Major  and 
Mrs.  W.  S.  Cameron,  of  Jamestown, 
N.  Y.;  Mr.  and  Mr.s.  Winfteld  Caineron 
of  Milwaukee;  Charles  L.  Jones  and 
Miss  Louise  Jones,  relatives;  Private 
Secretary  Whitney,  Miss  Marie  Bar- 
blere,  an  old  companion  of  Mrs.  Payne, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Mason,  of  Wash- 
ington, old  time  friends  of  Mr.  and 
Jlrs.  Payne,  and  the  faithful  colored 
mes.senger  at  the  department  of  the 
postmaster  general. 

When  the  po.'^tmaster  general  had 
breathed  his  last  Dr.  Magruder  led  Mro. 
Payne  out  of  the  room.  It  was  stated 
tha't  she  had  stood  up  bravely  under 
the  heavy  strain. 

The  last  day  had  been  one  during 
which  practically  all  hope  had  been 
abandoned  for  some  hours.  The  ap- 
proach of  dissolution  began  during  the 
noon  hour,  when  the  sick  man  lost 
consciousness  and  no  longer  recogniz- 
ed those  whom  he  had  attempted  Lo 
cheer  during  his  illness  by  saying  to 
them  that  he  was  all  right.

The  death  of  the  postmaster  came  as 
the  result  really  of  a  succession  of 
sinking  spells,  due  to  a  weak  heart, 
that  enfeebled  the  sick  man  until  finally 
the  heart  literally  gave  out. 

Stricken  with  an  attack  of  heart 
trouble  last  Wednesday,  his  condition 
rapidly  became  grave.  A  succession  of 
sinking  spells  of  increasing  severity  and 
depressing  effect  followed,  but  the  re- 
markable manner  in  which  Mr.  Payne 
rallied  from  the.se  spells  and  the  re- 
sponses of  the  heart  action  to  treat- 
ment gave  a  little  temporary  encour- 
agement. His  close  relatives  were 
summoned  to  Washington  as  early  as 
last   Thursday   night. 

Never  in  recent  years,  robust,  Mr. 
Payne  was  unable  to  withstand  'he 
shock  of  the  sinking  spells  and  last 
Friday  night  when  he  had  two  sink- 
ing spells,  it  was  believed  that  he  was 
rapidly  approaching  the  end.  Wliile 
moderate  doses  of  heart  remedies  suf- 
ficed at  first,  it  became  necessary  by 
Sunday  to  give  much  more  p^-iwerful 
stimulants  and  the  do.ses  were  given  !„ 
in  greater  quantities  than  on  any  pre- 
vious day. 

Mrs.  Payne,  the  devoted  wife,  remam- 
ed  constantly  near  her  husband,  rend- 
ering ovorv  possible  aid,  comforting 
him  and  hoping  for  the  best.  She  bore 
up  with  remarkable  fortitude  and  not 
once  did  she  leave  their  apartinenis. 
Throughout  official  Washington  and  in 
the  private  circles  in  which  Mr.  Payne 
moved  deep  solicitude  was  manifested. 
President  Roosevelt  whose  friendship 
for  Mr.  Payne  extends  back  a  number 
of  years,  was  a  daily  caller  at  the  hotel 
and  was  kept  constantly  advised  of 
Mr.  Payne's  condition.  Mrs.  Roosevelt, 
too.    was    unremitting   in    her   inquiries

and  called  sometimes  twice  a  day,  of- 
fering comlort  to  Mrs.  Payne. 

The  cabinet  officers  in  Washington, 
made  anxious  inquiries  daily  as  lo  the 
condition  of  their  stricken  colleague 
and  many  of  the  officials  of  the  post- 
office  department  evinced  their  person- 
al sympathy.  Telegrams  poured  in 
from  every  quarter,  being  especially 
numerous  frcm  Wisconsin  and  Mr. 
Payne's  city,  Milwaukee.  Private  Sec- 
retary Whitney  kept  all  inquirers  ad- 
vised of  the  situation  up  to  the  hour 
of  dissolution.  Mr.  Whitney  has  re- 
mained day  and  night  in  the  private 
office  of  the  Payne  apartments  since 
the  beginning  of  the  serious  stages  of 
Mr.  Payne's  illness. 

Mr.  Payne  in  the  capacity  of  member 
of  the  Republican  national  committee, 
had  participated  in  six  presidential 
campaigns  and  during  the  last  four  of 
them  was  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  national  committee. 
He  was  the  acting  chairman  of  the  na- 
tional committee  during  the  intrim  be- 
tween the  death  of  Senator  Hanna  and 
the  election  of  Mr.  Cortelyou  as  its 
head  and  the  trying  duties  that  then 
devolved  upon  him,  supplementing  as 
they  did  the  strain  of  the  postal  in- 
vestigation, sapped  his  vitality  and  led 
to  his  final  breakdown. 

In  succession  to  Mr.  Payne,  George 
Bruce  Cortelyou.  former  secretary  o£ 
the  department  of  commerce  and  labor, 
and  nov,'  chairman  of  the  Republican 
national  committee,  will  become  post- 
master general. 

Mr.  Gortelyou's  appointment  as  head 
of  the  postoffice  department  was  deter- 
mined on  several  months  ago  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,  when  Mr.  Payne  indi- 
cated to  the  president  his  desire  to  re- 
tire from  the  dei>artment,  on  account 
of  the  precarious  state  of  his  health. 
Mr.  Payne  would  have  resigned  the 
portfolio  long  ago  had  it  not  been  for 
the  pending  investigation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  department.  He  felt,  however, 
and  said  many  times  to  his  friends, 
that  he  could  not  relinquish  the  duties 
of  the  office  while  the  investigation 
was  pending,  and  expressed  his  deter- 
mination to  carry  the  investigation  to 
a  conclusion. 
The  intense  mental  and  physical 
incident  to  the  direction  of  the 
postal  inquiry  very  seriously  under- 
mined his  strength.  He  was  warned 
again  and  again  by  his  physicians  and 
friends  that  he  was  subjecting  himself 
to  too  great  a  burden,  but  he  refused 
to  heed    their  counsel. 

Having  concluded  the  pressing  work 
of  the  department,  and  carried  the  in- 
quiry lo  a  point  where  it  passed  from 
the  hands  of  the  department  officials 
to  the  courts,  it  was  his  intention,  in 
a  few  months,  to  yield  to  the  admoni- 
tions of  his  friends  and  relinquush 
finallv  the  cr.res  and  responsibilities  of 
official  life.  Whether,  if  he  had  lived, 
he  would  have  remained  at  the  head  of 
the  postoffice  department  until  the 
close  of  the  present  administration  had

civil  war  tried  to  enlist  with  the 
Massachusetts    volunteers,    but 
undersized   he  was  rejected. 

So  faithfully  did  the  young  man  work 
that  he  soon  won  a  reputation,  and  in 
1865  became  a  partner  of  the  house 
and  subsequently  with  the  success.irs 
of  the  firm.  Sherwin  withdrew  and 
went  to  New  York  and  opened  a  large 
wholesale  hou.se,  which  soon  proved 
a  financial  failure.  Sherwin  went  down 
with  a  crash  and  carried  the  Milwaukee 
house  in  which  Payne  was  a  partner 
with  him.  The  house  here  wound  uji 
in  bankruptcy. 

Having  lost  all  he  had,  Payne  start- 
ed out  to  make  a  fresh  start  in  life. 
He  had  been  married  just  before  the 
failure,  and  his  position  was  trying. 
With  the  grit  for  which  he  was  noted 
he  started  into  an  entirely  new  line  of 
business,  and  with  the  late  Benjamin 
Weil  became  associated  in  the  insur- 
ance business. 

It  was  not  a  business  In  which  he  be- 
came wealthy,  but  he  lived  and  got 
along.  At  the  same  time  he  got  into 
Republican  politics,  and  in  1872  he  first 
came  to  the  front  in  Milwaukee.  It 
was  during  the  Grant-Greeley  cam- 
paign. Many  of  the  old  time  party 
men  were  for  Greeley;  the  younger 
element  was  for  Grant.  Payne  was 
a  young  man,  not  yet  30,  and  he  set 
out  to  organize  the  young  Republican 
voters  into  the  Young  Men's  Republi- 
can leaeue. 

It  was  in  this  work  that  Payne  first 
attracted  attention  as  a  successful 
campaign  manager.  From  that  time 
on  he  rose  rapidly  in  politics.  His  ex- 
ecutive ability  as  a  handler  of  men  and 
an  an  organizer  was  recognized  by  the 
older  heads  of  the  party,  and  he  be- 
came one  of  the  local  leaders.  In  1S76 
President  Grant  appointed  him  post- 
master of  Milwaukee.  Presidents 
Hayes  and  Arthur  reappointed  him. 
As  postmaster,  Payne  had  plenty  of 
time  to  devote  to  politics,  both  state 
and  local,  and  he  made  good  ufc  of  it. 
He  became  a  member  of  the  state  cen- 
tral committee,  and  later  its  secretary, 
and  then  its  chairman. 

His  rise  was  rapid,  and  the  success 
he  had  achieved  as  a  local  leader  sent 
him  a  notch  higher,  and  as  state  chair- 
man he  was  regarded  as  the  head  of 
the  party.  He  was  clever  and  astute, 
and  much  of  the  credit  of  the  party 
success  in  those  days  belongs  to  him. 
He  was  a  fine  organizer,  and  his  coun- 
sel was  sought  by  all  candidates.  He 
became  a  powfr  not  only  in  county  and 
state  but  national  politics,  serving  as 
chairman  of  the  Republican  state  com- 
mittee, and  also  representing  the  stale 
in  the  Republican  national  committee 
for  more  than  ten  years. 

While  holding  the  position  of  post- 
master Mr.  Payne  became  interested  in 
various  large  corporate  interests.  He 
had  become  a  heavy  stockholder  of  the 
Wisconsin  Telephone  company,  and  be- 
came its  president.  He  branched  out 
and  while  still  interested  in  the  tele- 
phone company  went  into  the  street 
railway  line.  Early  in  the  '90s  he  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  consolidating  the 
local  street  car  lines.  There  were  four 
of  them,  all  operated  by  horse  and  mule 
ix.wer  and  givign  inferior  service.  With 
the  aid  of  Mitchell  he  succeeded  in  in- 
teresting Eastern  capital,  and  the  Mil- 
waukee Electric  Railway  and  Light 
company  was  organized  and  got  con- 
trol of  the  four  car  lines  and  the  two 
lighting  plants.  . 

The  car  lines  were  changed  to  electric 
system  and  he  becairie  vice  president 
of  the  'company  and  resident  director. 
The  service  became  first  class,  but  the 
price  paid  for  the  lines  had  been  too 
great,  and  the  line  went  into  the  hands 
of  a  receiver  to  which  position  Payne 
was  appointed.  It  has  since  been  re- 
organized, with  a  capital  of  some  ?16,- 
000.000.  and  is  now  on  a  paying  basis. 

In  1893  Mr.  Payne  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Street  Railway 
association.  He  was  president  of  the 
Milwaukee  Electric  Railway  and  Light 
company,  director  of  the  Wisconsin 
Telephone  company. 

Mr  Payne  was  selected  for  postmas- 
ter general  bv  President  McKinley  in 
th«»  summer  of  1?01,  and  assumed  the 
office  on  Jan.  S,  1902,  under  appointment 
from  President  Roosevelt.  During  his 
administration  the  postoffice  frauds^ m- 
volving  Beavers.  Machen  and  others 
have  been  unearthed,  and  the  guilty 
persons  brought   to   justice.

'  he  would  be  at  the  postoffice  early 
every  morning,  would  sweep  and  .dust 
the  place,  and  do  such  errands  as  le 
had  time  for  outside  of  his  school 
hours. 

After  being  errand  boj'  for  about  a 
year  he  left  school  and  became  a  clerk 
in  the  dry  goods  store  of  John  Sher- 
win in  Shelburne  Falls.  Later  Sher- 
win moved  to  Northampton,  and  youn^ 
Payne  went  with  him.  When,  in 
186.3,  Sherwin  moved  to  Milwaukee  and 
opened  a  large  retail  and  wholesale 
store  there,  Payne  went  with  him  .an.i 
entered  the  employ  of  Sherwin,  Nowell 
&  Pratt  as  bookkeeper.  Prior  to  that 
time  he  had,   on  the   outbreak   of  th^?

A  rather  warm  fight  is  looked  for 
n-?xt  Fnilay  night  at  the  regular  meel- 
Ins  of  the  3-hool  board  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  new  manual  training  school. 
A  pelition  is  being  circulated  among 
the  business  men  of  the  city,  protesting 
against  the  placing  of  the  building  in 
the  rear  of  the  high  school.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  new  structure  would 
spoil  the  appearance  of  the  high  school 
and  also  cut  off  a  large  share  of  the 
grounds. 

The  board  will  be  urg-^d  to  pun-hase 
another  site  for  the  building,  but  it  is 
not  likely  ihul  the  m*^mbers  will  do  so 
without  a  tight.  The  two  new  build- 
ing.s  under  'onaideration  will  cost  prac- 
tionily  $10*).')'>0.  which  will  leave  only 
$::r,.ouO  of  the  bond  issue  to  be  devoted 
to  the  new  buHding  under  considera- 
tion for  West  Duluth.  Should  tjie 
bv>ard  be  compelled  to  purchase  a  site 
for  the  manual  training  Vjullding  there 
woulil  be  little  if  any  of  this  sum  left, 
and  the  taxpayer.s  would  have  to  be 
calk'i  upon  to  vote  another  bond  issue 
before  the  West  Duluth  building  could 
be  ■constructed. 

Bids  will  be  received  and  opened  Fri- 
dav  ni^lit  for  the  purchase  of  the  issue 
of  $100,000  of  bonds.

MILWAUKEE  MAN 

KILLED  IN  TEXAS. 


San  Antonio.  Texa-s.  Oct.  5.— During  ^ 
street  duel  here  here  yesterday  between 
J.  M.  Chitten,  known  as  the  "Texius 
cattle  king,"  and  W.  W.  Jones,  a  cattle- 
man, and  banker  of  Beeville.  H.  S.  Ei- 
well.  a  traveling  man  of  Milwaukee.  Wis., 
chanced  within  rani^e  and  was  accident- 
ally killed.  The  bullet,  it  Is  said,  was 
fired  from  Chittens  gun.  Chitten  was 
placed  in  jail  charged  with  murder.  El- 
well  worked  for  the  H.  C.  Miller  com- 
pany, stationers  of  Milwaukee.  From  let- 
ters in  his  pockets,  it  appears  he  has  a 
brother  In  Sheboygan.  Neither  of  the  par- 
ticipants  wa.s  injured. 


Because  of  the  big  influx  of  lumber- 
jacks into  Duluth.  bound  for  camps  in 
this  vicinity,  on  the  range  and  at  north 
shore  points,  the  Great  Northern  road 
this  week  found  il  necessary  to  place 
an  extra  car,  for  the  special  accommo- 
dation of  woodsmen,  on  its  night  train 
from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  It  is 
understood  that  other  roads  are  about 
to  take  similar  steps. 

Fifty  men  on  an  average,  for  work 
in  the  woods,  have  come  in  for  several 
nights  past  on  the  Great  Northern 
train,  arriving  here  early  in  the  morn- 
ing. Most  of  these  men  have  secured 
positions  through  the  Twin  City  em- 
loyment  agencies,  and  merely  stop  in 
Duluth  long  enough  to  gel  their  outfits 
together  and  to  transfer  to  the  train 
or  boat  that  Is  to  carry  them  to  the 
scene  of  their  winter's  work.  Others, 
however,  wait  until  they  arrive  in  the 
Zenith  City  before  securing  employ- 
ment, believing  that  they  have  a  better 
chance  of  obtaining  more  satisfactory 
and  lucrative  positions  if  they  do  this. 

It  Is  claimed  that  both  the  Twin  City 
and  Duluth  employment  agencies  have 
orders  for  more  men  than  there  are 
men  available,  so  that  the  woodsmen 
is  pretty  certain  of  getting  a  good 
choice  of  a  Job  whether  he  makes  his 
selection  in  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis  or 
Duluth  That  the  scarcity  of  labor 
prevails  In  the  Twin  Cities  as  well  as

Quarreling  and  fighting  were  things 
unknown,  and  the  place  was  always 
conducted  in  a  manner  which  could 
not  give  offense  to  the  morals  of  any- 
one. During  the  past  summer  fifteen 
different  lodges  and  societies  held  pic- 
nics and  dances  there,  and  everyone  of 
them    was   pleased   with   the   place   and 


Albany,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  5.— Former  Cni- 
te<i  States  Senator  David  B.  Hill  made 
his  first  speech  In  the. Democratic  cam- 
paign last  night  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Albany  C< -istltution  club  in  the 
Humane  society  hall.

Mr.  Hill  after  briefly  discussing  other 
issues  said  that  the  subject  that  he 
particuiarlj'  proposed  to  discuss  was 
"The  lawlessness  of  President  Roose- 
velt displayed  in  the  Panama  affair." 

He  declared  that  the  Republican  plat- 
form adopted  at  Chicago  did  not  com- 
mend the  *big  stick"  diplomacy  of 
President  Roo.sevelt.  It  merely  said 
that  the  possession  of  a  route  is   n-w 


any  armed  forces  by  Colombia  in  de- 
fense of  her  sovereignity  which  the 
treaty  of  1846  bound  the  president  to 
respeet.    Those   orders    were    executed. 

"The  revolt  of  "November  4,  1903  was 
of  course  successful.  Pivsident  Roose- 
velt upheld  it  and  .so  created  P-auama 
as  an  independent  state;  two  days 
thereafter  he  recognized  as  independ- 
ent that  state  he  had  created  by  an 
act  of  war.  and  fourteen  days  later 
made  a  treaty  with  the  new  state  for

"His  special  message  to  congress  in 
the  Panama  affair,  and  urging  the  rat- 
ification of  the  Hay-Varilla  treaty,  dis- 
close how  incapable  he  is  of  correctly 
interpreting  treaties  and  statutes.  He 
alludes  to  the  treaty  of  1846  as  a 
dedication  of  New  Granda,  to  all  the 
world  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  for 
a  ship  canal,  whereas  it  was  in  fact 
the  dedication  of  free  transit  only  to 
the  United  States  made  as  Secretary 
Hay  said,  to  keej)  out  European  gov- 
enunents.  He  interprets  the  Spooner 
lav,-  as  commanding  the  president  to 
do  that  which  congress  cannot  law- 
fully do,  namely  to  compel  him  to  ne- 
gotiate a  special   form  of  treaty. 

"President    Roo.sevelt    on    January    I, 
1904,    dumped   on    congress     newspaper 
clippings  to  show   that   everyone  knew 
insurrection    was   in    sight    at   Panajnx 
after  Colombia  rejected   the   Hay-Har- 
ran  treaty.     He  confessed  that  he  even 
knew  the  day  and  hour  from  two  army 
officers  who  had  by  a  queer  coincidence 
come   to  him   from   inspection   In   Pan- 
ama.

MANY  ARE 
COMNG 

Great  Northern  Provides 
Extra  Car  to  Accomo- 
date Woodsmen. 


Annual  Influx  of  Work- 
ers Into  Dulutli  Has 
Started. 


Because  of  the  big  influx  of  lumber- 
jatks  into  Duluth,  bound  for  camps  in 
this  vicinity,  on  the  range  and  at  north 
shore  points,  the  Great  Northern  road 
this  week  found  it  necessary  to  place 
an  extra  car,  for  the  special  accommo- 
aation  of  woodsmen,  on  its  night  train 
from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  It  is 
understood  that  other  roads  are  aboui 
to  take  similar  steps. 

Fifty  men  on  an  average,  for  work 
in  the  woods,  have  come  in  for  several 
nights  past  on  the  threat  Northern 
train,  arriving  here  eaily  in  the  morn- 
ing. Most  of  these  men  have  secured 
positions  through  the  Twin  City  em- 
ioynient  agencies,  and  merely  stop  in 
Duluth  long  enough  to  get  their  outtii.=^ 
together  and  to  transfer  to  the  train 
or  boat  that  is  to  carry  them  to  the 
scene  of  their  winter's  work.  Others, 
however,  wait  until  they  arrive  in  the 
Zenith  City  before  securing  employ- 
ment, believing  that  they  have  a  better 
chance  of  obtaining  more  satisfactory 
and  lucrative  positions  if  they  do  this. 
It  is  claimed  that  both  the  Twin  City 
and  Duluth  employment  agencies  have 
orders  for  more  men  than  there  are 
men  available  so  that  the  woodsmen 
is  pretty  certain  of  getting  a  good 
choice  of  a  job  whether  he  makes  hib 
selection  in  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis  or 
Uuluth  That  the  scarcity  of  labor 
prevail.^  in  the  Twin  Cities  as  well  as 
in  Duluth  i.s  shown  by  the  fa.: I  that 
local  branches  of  the  Twin  City  agen- 
cies are  receiving  requests  for  men  to 
fill  orders  In  the  hands  of  the  head  offi- 
ces. ,  . 

But  it  is  not  expected  that  this  scar- 
city will  long  continue.  "Duluth  is  ctm- 
sidered  the  center  of  the  Northwestern 
labor  world,  as  far  as  giving  employ- 
ment to  woodsmen  is  concerned,  and 
from  now  on  until  well  along  in  Noy- 
eirber  men  will  be  rloi.  king  here  in 
large  numbers.  There  will  be  enough 
of  them  it  is  believed,  to  supply  all 
reasonable  demands,  for  as  the  cold 
weather  approaches  men  employed  at 
other  chisses  of  outdoor  work  are  ac- 
customed, many  of  them,  to  fiuit  in 
favor  of  woods  work,  and  then  this  is 
the  season  of  returning  harvesters, 
who  make  a  considerable  factor  in  the 
calculations  of  the  agent  in  getting 
men  for  the  wood.s. 

The  fact  that  the  Drake  &  stratton 
company,  at  Eveleth.  has  raised  _the 
wagps  of  its  men  from  $1.60  to  $1.7".  a 
day  the  raise  going  into  effect  Oct.  1. 
is  "<.\ld  to  Vi«  due  t  >  the  opetiing  of  the 
logging  camps.  With  wages  in  the 
woods  ranging  from  $26  to  $30  for  the 
commoner  work,  and  a  corrsepondingly 
higher  scale  for  experienced  men.  the 
mining  people  would  meet  with  diffi- 
culty in  keeping  en^iugh  men  to  carry 
on  stripping  operations  it  has  under 
contract  if  the  wages  of  its  men  were 
not  increased.

President  Roosevelt  made  In  the  Demo- 
cratic national  platform,  the  speaker 
contended,  is  that  he  has,  as  pre.dd<.nt, 
been  •lawless'  in  the  sense  of  Ameri- 
can law  and  of  international  law.  The 
Democratic  platform  intended  to  as- 
sert that  Roosevelt  did,  in  the  Paname 
affair,  violate  plain  treaty  obligations, 
plain  inteinational  usages  and  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

•When  Roosevelt  became  president 
the  relations  of  Columbia  and  the  Uni- 
ted States  lad  been  fixed  by  the  treaty 
of  1846  which  was  then  in   full   vigor. 

'President  Roosevelt  in  his  special 
message  to  congress  of  January  4,  lfH)4, 
strove  for  the  inference  that  the  treaty 
was  made  on  the  Initiation  of  Presi- 
dent Polk  and  that  its  purpose  was 
•Above  all  to  secure  the  construction 
of  an  inter-ocean  canal.'  He  told 
congress  "it  was  the  opinion  of  en.in- 
ent  International  Jurists'  that  Colum- 
bia under  the  arrangements  of  184G  re- 
fused to  enter  into  a  proper  air.mge- 
ment  with  the  United  States  for  build- 
ing a  canal,  but  he  failed  to  mention 
the  names  of  the  Jurists,  and  to  send 
congress  their  opinions,  and  to  explain 
that  Columbia  was  entitled  to  have 
an  opinion  regarding  the  propriety  of 
any  arrangement.  It  was  on  the  day 
af*^er  the  date  of  the  president's  mes- 
sage that  Secretary  Hay  wrote  that 
•It  is  true  that  the  treaty  (lS4t;>  Jld 
not  require  «"olumbia  to  permit  .'such 
a    passage    to    be   constructed.' 

"WTiy  did  New  Ganada  propose  Such 
a  treaty'.'  Secretary  Hay  answers  that 
it  was  because  New  Ganada  feared 
certain  European  govemments.  and 
particularly  that  of  Great  Britian, 
would,  by  some  means  get  possession 
of  the  transit  route.  Her  object  was 
to  obtain  a  pledge-  by  the  United  States 
that  it  would  maintain  for  Columbia 
her  sovereignity  and  property,  and  the 
neutrality  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama. 
To  secure  that  object,  she  promised  to 
the  United  States  a  free  and  open  tran- 
sit. The  treaty  was  negotiated,  signed 
and  ratified,  on  the  theory  that  New 
Ganada  had  a  right  in  law  to  close  if 
she  saw  fit,  against  the  United  States 
and  all  nations,  a  transit  across  the 
isthmus,  or  to  open  it  on  her  own 
terms." 

The  former  senator  recounted  the 
events  leading  up  to  the  revolt  which 
gained  Panama  her  independence.  At 
that  time,  he  said,  the  alternative  be- 
fore President  Roosevelt  was  either  to 
treat  Panama  as  an  integral  part  of 
Columbia,  or  aid  her  as  a  province 
rightfully  in  revolt  or  soon  to  be  in 
revolt. 

"He  cho.se  the  latter.  He  recited  the 
treaty  of  1846.  He  confe.s.sed  to  con- 
gress that  without  consulting  it  he 
did  on  November  2,  1903.  when  'it  was 
evident  that  the  outbreak  was  immin- 
ent,' send  orders  to  our  naval  forces 
not  to  permit  any  Colombian  armed 
force  to  come,  with  hostile  Intent,  'at 
any  point  within  fifty  miles  of  Pan-

It  should  be  understood  that  the 
poor  natives  of  Bolima  had  done  ab- 
solutely nothing  to  provoke  an  attack. 
It  was  simply  their  misfortune  to  live 
in  a  region  where  rubber  trees  abound- 
ed. They  had  no  particular  use  for 
rubber  themselves,  and,  after  the  fash- 
ion of  benighted  heathen,  saw  no  gcoJ 
reason  why  they  should  make  slaves 
of  themselves  to  gather  it  for  others 
But  the  white  aliens  of  the  Congo  Free 
State  coveted  rubber  because  they 
could  convert  rubber  into  money.  To 
get  it  on  the  cheapest  possible  terms 
it  became  necessary  to  convince  the 
simple  Bolima  folk  that  if  they  did 
not  make  slaves  of  themselves  to  gather 
it  worse  things  might  befall  them. 
Cme  feels  impelled  to  apologize  to  the 
devil  for  terming  the  methods  employ- 
ed to  enforce  the  lesson— devilish.  The 
writer  who  tells  the  story  cites  the 
names    of    two    trustworthy    witnesses.

Among  the  other  victims  were  a  wo- 
man and  a  boy. 

On  (he  return  journey  a  hunter  was 
encountered  who  had  committed  the 
heinous  offense  of  killing  some  wild 
animals.  It  made  no  difference  to  the 
ofhcer  that  the  man  was  a  British  sub- 
ject—he was  still  "only  a  nigger,"  for 
all  that— and  orders  were  given  to  bind 
his  hands  and  legs  and  then  hang  him. 
To  expedite  his  death  the  white  man 
lired  a  shot  into  him.  and  after  the  sol- 
diers had  inflicted  unspeakable  mutila- 
tions on  the  corpse  it  was  left  to  be 
devoured  by  hyenas. 

Another  example  of  the  methods 
adopted  by  the  Congo  Free  State  offi- 
cials in  dealing  with  the  helpless  in- 
habitants, barely  less  revolting,  is  re- 
vealed in  the  following  incidents:  A 
native  chief  took  a  large  tusk  of  ivory 
to  a  Belgian  station  as  part  of  the 
tribute  which  had  been  levied  on  his 
village.  He  received  in  return  four 
yards  of  cloth,  which  was  facetiously 
termed  "payment,"  that  the  transac- 
tion might  appear  less  like  undisguised 
robbery.  He  was  then  ordered  to  line 
up  his  wives,  that  the  soldiers  might 
make  selections  from  among  them.  On 
his  way  home  a  soldier  took  from  him 
the  four  yards  of  cloth  that  had  been 
given  him  for  the  tusk.  Another  native 
chief  entered  British  territory  and  hid 
himself  becau.se  a  Belgian  official  had 
demanded  that  his  last  remaining 
wife  should  be  given  up.  His  other 
wives  had  previously  been  taken  from 
him  and  distributed  among  the  soldiers. 
At  a  Belgian  market  three  young  na- 
tive girls  were  seized  and  retained  by 
Belgian  officials. 

This  same  missionary  states  that  in 
the  course  of  one  of  his  journeys  he 
saw  thirty  young  men  and  boys,  tied 
together  with  ropes  fastened  round 
their  necks,  being  marched  off  to  a 
Belgian  station  as  recruits  for  an  army 
of  native  soldiers.  Yet  according  to  the 
Congo  Free  States  reports  the  system 
of  enlistment  is  entirely  voluntary. 

At  the  village  from  which  the  mis- 
sionary sends  his  account  he  says  that 
a  l^elgian  official  declared  he  would 
order  the  score  of  soldiers  who  accom- 
panied him  to  fire  indiscriminately  into 
the  houses  of  any  of  the  men  who  at- 
tempted to  hide  from  him.  The 
wi  etched  natives  are  in  the  habit  of 
running  to  cover  whenever  a  Belgian 
official  comes  along,  and  the  authori- 
ties, it  seems,  are  determined  to  put  a 
stop  to  such  a  reprehensible  practice. 

Embracing  the  Christian  faith  affords 
them  no  protection  from  their  white

The  steamer  Hunter,  belonging  to  the 
Booth  Packing  company,  burned  to  the 
waters  edge  at  Grand  Marais,  Mich.,  this 
morning,  according  to  a  special  dispatch 
to  The  Herald.  Details  of  the  matter  are 
not  obtainable,  the  local  officials  of  the 
concern  having  as  yet  received  no  word 
concerning  it. 

The  Hunter,  which  this  season  ran  be- 
tween Grand  Marais  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 

touching  at  Intermediate  points,  is  well 
known  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  where 
her  headquarters  were  for  several  years. 
Up  to  two  years  ago  she  operated  be- 
tween Duluth  and  Houghton,  Midi.,  ana 
then  was   transferred   to   the  other  run. 

The  Hunter  was  a  small  steamer  of  224 
gross  tons  burden.  Her  length  was  134 
feet,  with  a  20- foot  beam  and  a  depth  of  7 
feet.  The  boat  was  built  at  Philadelphia 
in  1877,  and  since  that  time  has  been  in 
almost  continuous  service.  She  was  not 
at  first  owned  by  the  Booth  company,  but 
was  later  purchased   by  it.

Duluih  Bound  Steamer  Goes 
Down  in  Lake  Huron. 

Cleveland,  Oct.  5.— News  was  received 
here  yesterday  of  tlie  loss  in  Lake  Huron 
Monday  night  of  the  steamer  Iron  Chief, 
of  tlie  Corrigan,  McKiiiney  &  Co.  fleet, 
of  Cleveland.  The  boat  was  loaded  w.th 
coal,  bound  from  Fairport  to  Duluth.  A 
storm  raged  at  the  time  and  the  boat 
probably  was  overwlielmed.  The  dis- 
patch to  the  firm  stated  that  tlie  crew 
of  fifteen  men,  mostly  from  Cleveland, 
were  taken  off  llie  Iron  Chief  by  the 
steamer  Carnegie.  Tlie  Iron  Chief  ieft 
Cleveland  Saturday  night.  U.  S.  Cody 
was  captain  of  the  vessel. 

Detroit.  Oct.  5.— Capt.  U.  S.  Cody  and 
thirtten  of  his  crew  of  the  wrecked 
steamer  Iron  Chief  passed  tlirough  De- 
troit last  night  and  left  for  Cleveland  o.i 
the  Detroit  <t  Cleveland  Navigation  line. 
The  Iron  Chief  first  shf)wed  signs  of  dis- 
tress Monday  evening,  when  it  was  fouiid 
that  her  stern  pipe  was  broken,  allowing 
water  to  enter  the  hold.  Her  d;s!re..>s 
signals  were  answered  by  the  ste.imer 
Carnegie  about  11  p.  m.,  and  the  Car!ie..^ie 
towed  the  Iron  Chief  until  about  7  a.  m. 
when  it  was  sene  that  the  iron  Chief  was 
doomed.  She  was  cast  off  about  ten 
miles  northeast  of  Pointe  Aux  Barques. 
'The  crew,  who  had  all  been  taken  aboard 
the  Carnegie,  saw  the  Iron  Chief  sink 
stern  first  within  five  minutes  after  tlie 
Carnegie  cast  her  off. 

The  Iron  Chief  is  valued  at  $35.0iK)  and 
is  said  to  h.ive  been  insured  for  $:;0,00J.

Through  his  attorneys,  Marshall  & 
Whipple,  Tony  Duval,  formerly  a  fire- 
man on  Minnesota  &  North  Wiscon- 
sin railroad,  a  lagging  road  familiarly 

known  as  the  Brooks-Scanlon  road,  has 
instituted  an  action  for  damages 
against  the  company,  for  $16,4uO,  in 
district  court. 

Duval  claims  that  June  22.  1903,  while 
he  was  performing  his  duties  on  the 
engine,  north  of  Scanlon,  the  drawbar 
connecting  the  locomotive  and  tender 
pulled  out  and.  as  they  became  separ- 
ated, he  was  percipitated  to  the  ground 
in  front  of  the  moving  tender  and  train. 
He  alleges  that  he  was  rolled  and  push- 
ed along  in  front  of  the  tender,  sus- 
taining a  crushed  foot,  his  right  leg 
broken  in  several  places,  his  left  hip 
terribly  cut  and  his  spine  so  injured 
as  to  make  him  a  cripple  for  the  rest 
of  his  life. 

Duval  claims  that  the  engineer  sud- 
denly and  without  warning  accelerated 
the  speed  of  the  engine  and  that  the 
company  was  negligent  m  that  it  pro- 
vided running  equipment  in  which  the 
parts  were  defective,  as  in  case  of  tht 
broken  drawbar.  He  says  that  bcfrtre 
he  was  hurt  he  was  able  to  earn  $80 
per  month,  but  is  now  unable  to  sup- 
port him.self.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars 
of  the  amount  asked  is  for  general  and 
the  remainder  for  special  damages.

Its  main  point  is  contained  in  the  follow- 
ing extract: 

The  reason  why  the  fall  elections  show 
a  vote  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  the 
number  of  voters  of  legal  age  in  Georgia 
is  two-fold:  In  the  ca.se  of  the  while 
voters,  who  are  overwhelmingl.v  Demo- 
cratic, the  contest  has  already  been 
fought  out  In  the  primary  election  of  the 
early  summer,  at  wliich  the  party  candi- 
dates are  nominated.  The  regular  elec- 
tion in  the  fall  merely  amounts  to  a  per- 
functory ratification  of  the  action  of  the 
primary,  and  the  result  is  so  much  of  a 
foregone  conclusion  that  many  voters 
will  not  suffer  any  little  Inconvenience  or 
loss  of  time  Incident  to  going  to  the  polls 
a  second  time,  remaining  at  home  and  al- 
lowing the  returns  to  indicate  a  surpris- 
ing lack  of  interest  and  representative 
action  as  viewed  by  uninitiated  outsiders. 
In  the  case  of  Republican  voters,  the  re- 
sponsibility for  inadequate  representa- 
tion at  the  polls  must  rest  upon  the 
Republican  organization  in  Georgia, 
which  rarely  makes  a  nomination  for  any 
office,  aside  from  presidential  electors, 
not  becau.^e  of  the  hopelessness  of  a  free 
ballot  and  a  fair  count,  as  our  friends 
at  the  NortiJ  delude  themselves  with  be- 
Uevelng.  but  largely  because  the  negro 
does  not  accept  his  citizenship  seriously 
enough,  as  does  the  white  voter,  to  keep 
himself  .square  on  the  tax  books.  The 
voter  in  Georgia  who  is  a  tax  delinquent 
cannot  register,  and  the  application  is 
absolutely    without   race    discrimination. 

"This  simple  fact— a  condition  that 
quite  commonly  oi'tains  in  most  of  tli« 
stales  of  the  Union— will  explain  the 
whole  question  of  so-called  negro  dis- 
franchis'-ment   in   Georgia. 

"The  Constitution  would  respectfully 
ask  the  esteemed  Boston  Herald  to  take 
notice.  In  a  recent  i-sue  this  exci-lleut 
juurnal  devoted  a  column  editorial  to 
•Voting  in  Georgia  '  in  which  the  usual 
northern  ignorance  of  local  suffrage  con- 
ditions was  exploited  with  the  evident 
purpose  of  reflecting  on  the  Integrity  and 
representative  quality  of  the  ballot  in 
Georgia.  The  Herald  makes  comparison 
between  the  respective  election  returns  of 
Georgia  and  Iowa,  states  that  have  prac- 
tically the  same  population.  It  shows 
that  in  the  state  of  Iowa  5M  5-*>«  votes 
were  cast  for  presidential  electors  In  1900. 
whereas  in  Georgia  but  lll.:i81  votes  we;  e 
cast.  77.358  of  which  were  cast  for  Bryan 
and  34,02s  f.jr  McKinley.  In  Iowa  there 
are  less  than  50OJ  negroes  of  voting  age: 
in  Georgia.  23:;.i:56.  The  white  vot' rs  of 
Georgia  numi>or  J"4.7>iO.  leaving  th •■  ne- 
gioes  in  a  minority  of  ov'^r  40.t«?0.  if  all 
paid  th.'ir  taxes  and  were  real^tered. 
However.  many  negroes  do  vote  m 
Georgia,  ari'l  many  of  them  v.ito  the 
Dem  icratlc  ticket,  paradoxical  as  this 
may  seem  to  some  of  our  Reptiblican 
critics  at  the  North."

The  editorial  In  the  Constitution  Is  too 


LADY    CURZON    BETTER. 
Walmer    Castle.    Oct.    5.— A    bulletin    Is- 
sued this  morning,  announcing  that  Lady 
Curzon  pased  a  quiet  night  and  her  condi- 
tion is  somewhat   better   than  yesterday. 


Insurance  men  are  not  feeling  Dar- 
ticularly  good  over  the  announcement 
of  the  raise  In  Insurance  rates  in  the 
business  section  of  the  city,  and  a  gooi 
many  of  them  hODe  that  the  business 
interests  will  make  a  strong  kick 
against  It.  There  appears  little  rea- 
son to  doubt  that  the  merchants  and 
others  who  have  property  down  town 
will  oppose  the  move  as  far  as  they 
can  consistently  do  so. 

The  raise  which  has  been  made  rang- 
es from  10  to  20  per  cent,  and  the 
property  affected  lies  between  Third 
avenue  east  and  Sixth  avenue  west 
from  Second  street  to  the  lake.  Build- 
ings equipped  with  the  sprinkler  sys- 
tem are  exempt  from  the  raise,  which 
originated  with  the  governing  commit- 
tee of  the  western  union  of  tire  insur- 
ance companies  in  Chicago. 

Most  of  the  raises  appear  to  be  15 
per  cent,  there  being  only  three  grades 
of  increajse,  pra^t^tically,  in  ihie  list 
which  has  been  furnished  the  local 
insurance  men  who  are  members  of  the 
Duluth  Inspectio  nbureau.  The  three 
raises  are  10,  15  and  20  per  cent,  the 
middle  rate  predominating,  while  the 
20  per  cent  raises  are  ver>'  few  and 
mostly  on  building  that  are  plainly 
bad   risks. 

The  reason  the  Insurance  men  hone 
that  the  business  men  will  oppose  the 
raises  Is  that  the  agents  want  to  re- 
tain all  the  business  they  can,  and 
those  who  belong  to  the  inspection  bur- 
eau, must,  according  to  their  agree- 
ment a.=sess  all  rales  accordiiig  to 
specifications  that,  come  through  the 
bureau.  Outside  agencies,  when  rates 
get  too  stiff  to  please  the  Insured, 
can  step  in  and  do  the  business  at 
cut  rates.  While  It  is  asserted  that 
the  companies  represented  by  the  out- 
side agents  are  not  as  good  a  class  of 
companies  as  those  in  the  ini"i>ection 
bureau,  yet  there  are  some  property 
owners  who  are  willing  to  go  outsid* 
the  list  of  companies  they  can  get 
through  the  bureau  in  order  to  get 
the  lower  rates. 

As  an  instance  it  is  asserted  that  a 
well  known  department  store  in  Duluth 
carries  $200,000  worth  of  Insurance 
through  a  Chicago  concern,  which  It 
took  to  get  a  lower  rate  than  would  be 
given  through  the  associated  agencies, 
and  that  a  local  wholesale  firm  carries 
$T5,0<J0  through  outside  agencies.  These 
firms  assume  that  the  alleged  difference 
in  the  quality  of  the  insurance  ob- 
tained is  offset  by  the  lower  rates. 

It  is  said  that  the  reason  for  the  raise 
in  rates  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
"conflagration  hazard"  has  never  had 
its  portion  in  the  rate  assessed,  and 
that  this,  combined  with  the  losses 
which  the  companies  have  had  to  as- 
sume in  the  great  fires  within  the  last 
year  at  Rochester,  Baltimore  and  Tor- 
onto has  made  it  necessary  for  them 
to  equalize  matters  more.  The  confla- 
gration hazard  is  that  special  feature 
oi  insurance  risk  which  has  reference 
to  the  liability  of  an  individual  fire 
spreading  greatly  from  the  building  in 
which  it  started. 

Just  why  this  hazard  was  not  prop- 
erly placed  long  since  In  Duluth  does 
not  appear,  but  it  seems  more  prob- 
able that  a  desire  to  recover  from 
losses  In  the  three  cities  named,  and 
the  fact  that  Duluth  ha,s  never  added 
the  fire  fighting  facilities  recommended 
some  years  ago  for  the  city  have  made 
an  argument  for  the  insurance  com- 
panies to  put  up  the  rates. 

Not  very  long  ago  a  raise  of  about  50 
per  cent  was  made  In  Winnipeg,  where 
tne  change  was  sweeping,  including 
residence  as  well  as  business  property, 
while  in  the  case  of  Duluth  the  rate  of 
Increase  Is  In  every  case  less  than  half 
that,  and  averages  only  about  a  third 
of  it,  and  applies  only  to  the  business 
district. 

William  H.  Johison,  general  inspector 
of  the  national  board  of  fire  underwrit- 
ers, who  is  a  practical  fire  engineer, 
having  been  chief  of  the  Philadelphia 
fire  department,  was  sent  to  this  city 
and  made  a  report,  dated  Nov.  29.  1891), 
in  which  he  made  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

'Fire  Department— 1.  A  fire  boat, 
with  pumping  capacity  of  at  least  5000 
gallons  per  minute,  fully  equipped  with 
men.  hose  and  necessary  appliances, 
should  be  obtained  and  placed  in  ser- 
vice for  the  protection  of  the  city. 
(This  boat  could  not  be  operated  more 
than  nine  months,  owing  to  ice  in  the 
harbor). 

'■2.— Two  additional  companies  should 
bo  organized.  each  with  steamer, 
wagon,  full  line  of  hose  and  necessary 
equipment,  one  to  be  located  at  Fifth 
avenue  (east),  near  Sixth  or  Seventh 
street;  one  to  be  located  at  Sixth 
avenue  (west)  and  Fourth  street. 

'•Water  Supply— The  city  of  Duluth 
should  make  energetic  efforts  to  obtain 
possession  of  the  water  system  (private 
company  ownership)  of  West  Duluth, 
and  in  case  of  failure,  to  lay  parallel 
lines  of  large  diameter  pipe  through- 
out this  manufacturing,  elevator  and 
lumber  district,  and  especially  provide 
for  the  laying  of  a  12-lnch  diameter 
water  main  in  this  section,  replacing 
the  present  inadequate  size,  6-inch 
pipe." 

The  fire  department  committee  cf  the 
board  asked  the  cooperation  of  agents 
in  efforts  to  secure  the  proposed  im- 
r>rovements. 

Chief  John  T.  Black.  In  speaking  of 
the  fire  protection  this  morning,  said 
that  he  had  driven  Inspector  Johnson 
about  the  city  to  the  different  fire 
stations  when  that  official  visited  Du- 
luth. and  that  the  Inspector  had  ap- 
peared to  be  much  pleased  with  condi- 
tions generally,  save  on  the  point.-? 
above  outlined  In  his  report. 

•"At  that  time  Mr.  Johnson  told  me 
that  there  was  a  little  more  that  the 
cfty  should  have  two  more  steamer 
companies  and  an  engine  for  No.  4," 
Mr.  Black  .said.  "When  I  got  his  re- 
port I  noticed  that  he  followed  that 
.suggestion  pretty  closely.  That  we 
.should  have  an  engine  for  No.  4  was 
demonstrated  by  the  fire  at  F.  A.  Pat- 
rick's home  some  months  ao. 

"As  for  Duluth's  Insurance  rates, 
the  losses  by  fire  here  have  been  very 
small  and  some  years  have  been  as 
low  as  16  per  cent,  of  the  premiums. 
I  think  it  was  in  his  message  issued  by 
T.  W.  Hugo  as  mayor  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  that  he  reviewed  the  fire  losses  for 
10  years  or  so  and  showed  that  the 
average  general  loss  for  the  period  was 
27  per  cent,  of  the  premiums.  It  looks 
much  as  though  ■  Duluth  merchants 
were  tp  be  assessed  a  little  more  to 
help  the  insurance  companies  make  up 
for  losses  in  Eastern  ckies  that  have 


had  such  heavy  fire  damage  in  the  past 
year  or  so,  for  our  city  has  lost  very 
little  by  fire  the  last  year,  at  any  rate 

"The  only  great  loss  was  that  of 
the  Omaha  deck,  and  earlier  in  the 
season  the  Cudahy  packing  company's 
building  was  badly  damaged.  But  as 
for  the  fire  of  the  Omaha  dock  the  fire 
department  of  the  city  should  hardly 
be  held  responsible  for  that  loss,  as  the 
damage  was  to  the  railroad  company, 
which  pays  no  taxes  to  the  city  on  its 
property.  The  fire  department  goes  to 
all  such  fires  as  a  matter  of  duty,  but 
they  are  not  the  ordinary  city  risks. 
The  railroads  pay  their  taxes  to  the 
state  on  their  gross  earnings." 

It  Is  expected  that  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  cause  for  the  increased  in- 
surance rates  will  be  received  from 
Chicago  within  a  day  or  two  by  the 
local  insurance  agencies.
